The maniieT in which the fee- 
lory nt Calcutta waa fint (bunded has been already 
mentioned,* and k wntuined to Mtend Its import, 
ante, notwithstanding the opposition experienced 
during the viceroyally of /affier Khan, Their situ, 
ation beeamc greatly impreved when the office of 
nabob w-aa oompied by Sujah; but on the death of 
thal tis KDi SuflVoxe JChoji, -a wrap; ini_ 

prudeoi m\vi, was dethroned, and liis plare uamp. 
ed by AJii'erdt Khan, achiefaf Fatan or Afghan ex- 
UraciiOT, posataKd of gnat military talents, fs'otvviib- 
stu^g the irregular eleraUon rf the latter, be ad^ 
miuistored the govemtncnl, not only in an able, but 
a mild and beneficent manner. This he did under 
difficnJi dreumstancea; for Uie aiahrmttM, invited 
it ta said mther by the hlogul court or the suhahilnr 
found their way in tmI bodira into Bengal; and' 
though often repulsed, repeaUdly renewed their in- 
Toada. The prudimee and Tulour of Aliseidt preu 
served his dominions fiom conquest, Lm unt jj^m 
™nous depredation. He secured the attachment of 
Ills Hindoo snbjeets. as weU by preteeting their pm.

He made m oLjection, 
wJteii there wa? an alartnoriQTasion^ev'en to llieir en- 
clasLD^ Calcutta with a ditdj^ meant to extend ^eTen 
tniies Ln circuit; tbougli^ a^ swn as the danger passed 
bj, they discontinued the work, xrhidi vfm alter* 
wRTiia knoviD by the name of the JVIalimtla ditelu 
Consldcmlde uneasinoss^ indeed^ is supposed to 
have been felt by him al the accounts which he R-- 
ccived relative to the asciendcncy of the English and 
French In the Camatir, who created and deposed 
goTemoiB at their plcarLine. Finally, the downfal of 
Angria. of whooe lia^ strength he' had been led ta 
form an rxag;gemled idea, made him begin to look 
on them as somewhat too formidahle ndghbogi^ 
When Aliverdi died, he wns succeeded by Im 
grandson Surajah Bowkh^ a dissolute and t\TaniiJcaJ 
prince, whpsdoptcd these jealonsies with mu^ greaier 
vehemence^ He was atso Irntated by the protection 
i^ibrded, seemingly witbom dt^gn, by the English 
to a young man whom he viewed as a pretender to 
Che office of nabob. Lastly^ bis very exaggerated 
eDneeptions of the w'ealth to be foimd wi thin their 
fWlory^ made him seek w^iih avidity any grthund 
on which lie could be justified In plundering its 
contents. The ostensible cause of complaint arose 
from a report that they were makLng cerUln nddi- 
tiaiu to the fortJJjcatiaiis around Fort William- Sir 
Drakei the EnglLih governor, on being caEfed upon to 
acGDimt ht thii proceedings defended it by stating the 
hooUle relations of his countryuic'n with the French 
oil Che coaMt of Coromandel, and the danger l^t the 
virar should spread thenee into Bengal. This ill- 
judged cxpliuatiuD inflamed at once the pride and 
the fear of the nabob; who considered it tut insult to 
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suppoBP tlml he, m his ow.ti damiuions, was unaWe lo 
prou-el ihcin. ajid who was nba alarmed at iho idraor 
the war being tm^ferred from ITommamiel to Ben. 
gal- He iminediaiiely hepm hig marfh from Baje. 
mahl tov\Tar(ij CaleutU, stopping at Cossimbuuj-, 
when? the Cempanf had a raetory ven- slightly for- 
ufit'd, without ditch or palisade, and of wbieli the 
curtaiiia formed the outer w^ll of a range of apari- 
ments. Undif ihrae cinumsUmcc*, tlie nihob haring 
aummoned fiftt Air Watts, the governor, and Uieq 
the two oilier mvmlwzs of eonncil, to repair to Jiis 
camp, ihae Benllemeij jitdgeil it vain to Jeetine; 
and though Air FTolwell in one place seems to amign 
their conduct for not hniing attempted n few Java' 
defiiioe, yti the danger of a genemt massacre was*in 
that case so great, and the probable Imtielii so aninlj, 
that we do not peroeivc any good gmuiid for censure! 
They were then required to sign a paper, protnising 
compliance with all the nahoii'a denuinds; vet, m- 
sU-nd of hi’ing alTouicd to retmn to the pn^dejjcy 
iliey were dL-taiued as prisoners, while the troops of 
Su rajah ente^ and piuiideied the faetorv. 

The foiuirll at Caleujt*, sensible of their weakness 

liad hi^erto made every possible . ITon to coneiJiate 
the nabob; and as his diief ground of rompinint 
r«pected the new forliJiratlons which thev wew 
ad^ng to Port William, they stopended these works, 
and Uiiu hxt twenty precions days, dtiring whiS 
they might have pJacod themselvea in a pn,tmv 
of defimcc. .\asooii, however, as tliev fenr^ the 
eaptnre of JaeUny at Cnssimhuiar, they gave up 
li«pe« of aecomtnotUtiou, and thought onlvof 
intreaBjtg their m^is of reawiance, which were lerv

afAvhom only I74 wer? EuropeanSp and ofth^ not 

ttn tiad liver seen sendee bt^ond the parade; for even 
this dut^ had beep fpforcetl sanegiigently tha* manyj 
aceording to Mr Holwell.djd not knaw iherlgtit from 
the TVfxing end of their muskets. The Jbrt^ though 
of some iTctent^ was- defended by a wbII only four 
feet iMdk, whieli in ipnn_v {narts^ as b| Co«alniti>iuttrj 
eneJosed cltamlnirs whciiee windows opened^ and 
whose terroeed rtiors fonned the top of the mmpart. 
Around the fort wi^re erected worebooses, eJustm 
of buildings, lUid ei-en little streets; some com* 
piajiding the caatle^ others nOording cover for the 
opcmlious of ao enemy* Under these fdrcunisinneeo 
tile oJTicm determined to draw Iheir defensive line 
oioiiiid tin? whoU* mnge of buildings^ and endeavour 
to prevent the eitetny from penetmiliig mto ihem. 
This plan seems jnstiy wiy lined by Onne, sirioe 
they hod no force to defniid so eitenaii'^e a eirvuil 
pemiditd by so many avenues, Tliey ought tn liare 
demolished die houses round the Ibfl t if time did 
net allow this operation^ Iiave removed at least the 
rools and upper Goors, while a few buildings, that 
wert defensihle and eoitifnanded the works, should 
have been oceupied by strong bodies of troops^ and 
a ditch ojid pal Unde then dmwn round the whole* 
They might thus, in our Buthor'a opinion, have 
kept iheir i^un-d till the annuo] fleet arrived^ 
which would at least have tfeenrod their rotreaL 
They imporluiied ihe Frciieti mad DuUdi^ in ihit ex. 
tremity, to make roraraati cause against the Indian 
tyrant; hut they only rocTelved from the former the 
ijisiiltmg ofTer of shelter in ClinJidemagore. 

Meantime the nabob maitdied upon Calcutta 
ndth such furioiiA Jiaste, Ihot a number of his iDen

aware that it extended rounil only pajt of the dr- 
cuk. Having overromo this obstacle^ the Indiana^ 
on the mominif of the I8thj opened a gedend aU 
Ubck on the out prists, dt-fended hj thre^ batteries^ 
which were for eotdo time vigorotisly sm^od- The 
edemyj however^ having tept up a brisk fire from 
under the bushes, and alw penetrated diroilgh 
avenues which had not been secured, aJl the three 
batteries in the eourve of the day were abandoned^ 
and the whole gamaon sought refuge withLu the 
hugire walls uf lhe forb From this tiiue the most 
muguinc Lost aimosl; ei'eiy hope of asueccsifii] resist¬ 
ance ; and yet no measures w'cre taken for withdraw¬ 
ing the troops- At night, indeed,, tJie women and 
chLLdren were conveyed on board m vessel^ and two 
mnnbert of the council, wbo superintended the 
tfiibarkatioii, thought It most prudent not to re_ 
torn. At two io the rnoming a council met^ to 
deliberalo whether they should immcdilitely effect 
their escape, or delay it till nest uighL After m uch 
dbcusston, they broke up without any deciskHi; 
which amounted practically to the adoption of the 
latter alternative. The attack waa warmly renewed 
at daybreak, and the enemy continually gained 
gnjund. While iJIaits assumed every haur u more 
akimuig offpeci^ the ship^ on board of whidi were 
the womtm ond rhildren^ w-ia seen to w'eigh anebor 
and stand down lhe river, while the other vcascli 
mast tulpabiy fallowed the example. The sitoation 
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oflliegnJTisoii hwanic then tnily eriticaL Dnike^ ibt 
vk^ho hid All along bctn very itii'Risiiiftil a* 
ftfomdaDder^ wm S(rix«d with a panlCt threw huusclf 
into tbt last mniAlning bont, and loft tfoo|H to 
their fati^ Struck with AJiUmiAliinont and indigiiD^ 
tiadj they chose Mr Uolwell lo fth Ms place i bataU 
thtir conot^m now was liow lo elFeei their delitTiniice. 
One i^essel l>eing at ill mth\n reach, wns ordered tn 
approach ; hut it struck on a sandtaidc, and waa de- 
sejted by the mw* The moat eameat and fi^peated 
signals were then made to the ihips that had gone 
down 10 Govindpore; but it ia v'cry mortifyiDg to 
fiUte:^ tliai not one of them, to save bo many brave 
men, ditae to eiieountvjf ihu dunger, wMch waa by 
po meana formidable, of apptoa^ng the walls of 
the fort Mr Hoi well then saw no sdtemative but 
to optin a negotiation for aurrender, and in the mom-^ 
ing a letter vm thrown over the ramparlff, w hich was 
answered in the afternoon by a ftag of truce* 3Ieaii^ 
time the troops, taking advaniage of the confusion^ 
had obtained access to the liquor, and were so in- 
loxicatcd as to be inrapahie of action. The enemy, 
discovering how mattei^ stoed^ steppod into the fort, 
and took pofiScsskMi of it without rcrisUnce, 

The Indian army, in tbit fint occupation of Fort 
William, did not commit any outrage; hut whcji 
the ttubob entered, accompanied by bb penvM 
M«er Jftf&tT;, he sent for ilr Ilolwell, and buftt into 
violent reproachea at Mi having atUfinptrd to defend 
ibe place against the ruler of Bi'Jigal. He eipres^ 
also the moet extreme dissatblhirtion at Ending uj 
the treasury only the small sum of 50,0t)0 mpees. 
Y«l, after ibr^ inteniewB, he dismissed him with 
asturaaci^ on the word of a wldier, that no ha™

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should be done to him. ildr Hohvdl theD retnfnftl 
td Eiiti companJoiis^ and Tbiind iheiu siim>imdi^ by 
a sUOPg jjiiaid, who led tliidm into a Teranda, or 
airhed galleiy^ronfitructed to shelter the soldiers from 
Uic siui and ma^ but which excluded the chainbcis 
liehiud il from and aip» Some Qtiarteis of the 
tort being on tliey weire invoh'ed to so ttiici a 
smoke as infpiri'd them wilb the apprehension that 
a d esign was formed to SQlTocate thEm ; by t the guaid 
were merely looting out for a pnjper place of con- 
fijiementr They pitched upon a clmniber employ¬ 
ed as the cocinion dungt^on of the garrison, railed 
the diack it conskted of a space eighteen fwt 

aqiiWr wifh only two small ^^ndowB barred with 
iron, optming inlo the eloae veranda^ and ACaredv 
admitting a lireaili u-f airp Into this narrow reeep^ 
laclej the whole of the ofl^cers and trooprij 140 fn 
iiiiinlM.1-, were compelled to enter; and on their 
venturing in pemonfitrmte* the cotdniBitdirr ordered 
eii'ery one who aliouM hesitate to be imtCuntly cut 
down. Thus were they fordbly thmit into thk 
fearful dnn^n, into which the whole number 
could witli dilltculty besqiiieraL*d ; thedoor w'SS then 
fiist hom'd from wIthouL Tlieir fim irapreMan, 
on fending themselvisi thns immtmHl, was the utter 
imp^ibilitj- of imriivuig one nighty and the tie^ 
oeasity of c.xtHcating thernsrlves at whatever coat 
The jemnnldarsp or Indiaq guards^ ixm walk, 
ing before the window, and Mr Holwefe seeing one 
who bore on hw face a aiore than luua] eitpre^

All attempts to obtain relief by a change of 
posture^ bom the puiuM presaure to which it gave 
rue> only oggravatod their sufferiiigst The air e^oon 
become pestilential^ prodoeing at every respiratioii 
a feeling of sulfoKration; tbe^ perspiration flowed in 
streams, and they were tormented with the most 
burning tliiist. Unfottimatei}-^ the stations at or 
near the window^s being decidedly the b^t, the 
most dreadful struggled were made to Kadi litem- 
Alany of the pHsoners being pcuumon ami foreign 
ooldiei^j exempt by this dKudful calamity from 
al:l siibordinatiau, innde on uiiolerable pn^ure^ and 
the ftufTerm^ as they grew' weaker, began to lie 
squeviud of trampled to death* Loud cries lieing 
raised of ** water the hmnane jemautdar pushed 
thmugh the bars several skins HlJed with that It* 
quid; but this produced only au increase of i^a- 
milyn through the violent elTorts made in order to 
dbtaiii it* Theaoldieis without flaund a savage s|wrt 
in witnessing these coDU-sts, and rwn brought lights 
to the windows in order to view them to greater nd- 
vantage. About eleven, the prisoueim began to die 
fast; six of Alf Holwell'a intiinatc friends ejcpir- 
cd al his feet, and wen* trampled upon by the sur- 
vi voR- Of Ihoifi still alive, a gm i proportion were 
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mvjng pr diJiriaiiA; some utLered ijLwhcrpnt 
<Hhurt the mial fri^htTuI blospheiBi^. They oitd^a- 
vouted by furious LuvccLivts to indure the guurch to 
lir« into tho pdAOD and end their miseriea^^ butivlth^ 
out efTecL iVhen doy dawned llie few who bad not 
expsired most of liiem either living or insen- 
sable^ In this fast Etate was Rfr IlolweU hJmAetf, 
when about siic o^cloe.k the nabob awoke and mgii \f- 
ed for him. On Seaming the erents of the night, he 
merely sent tonarertflin if the EoglUh chief yet lived, 
and being in/urmed that there were appearajii'v^ afl 
if be might recoVLT^gave orders to opes the fatal door 
At that luDe, of the 14d wiip had been enclosed^ there 
breathed only twenty^three, Mr HolweM, being rv- 
vived by the fresh wr, was Immediately supported 
Into the presence of the nalKub, who, cm his begin- 
niug the diamal tale, ordered for him a seal and a 
dmugbtof water^ but showed no other mark of srm^ 
pathy. He immediately rotunjenceil a strict inter* 
rogatory about the supfKvcd tremsure, dbcreditiiig 
Pictrvsiiely the aswrtUifi of its tion^xistenre. Be¬ 
ing able, however^ to learn nothing on this snbjeci, 
he salt Mr Holwelli with three other genUemeD, 
ptwnefs to Muxadavad. In this voyage thev suf¬ 
fered merely* their liodks being covered with boils, 
that bad broken out iu eonsequenre of their tonhno- 
mcDt ; to whichp howevtjf, Uicsr emptkuis weresup^ 
poied to aiiird relieC. The oilier EurvivoTS were 
libented; while the dead liodirs were, without any 
oeremony, thiuwu Into a dik^ti 

Jlr ilolwell seems to be of opinion that the nabob 
had no actual inlention of causltig the dreadful ca- 
tastjopbe, but that Bomr Inffifioi- othcere had seized 
this opportunity of patifylng their revenge* The 
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ultCT iwnsibility dbpltiy^d by Irini^ lnjw4?Tier, seems 
lo flic thoroughly upon that pritiee the guill of this 
fnghtrul (ransaetioiL We emmot concur with Mr 
Mill in thm^'ing the blomc upon the Enji^Iah them- 
seLrra for using thlf apartment dJ a prison- The 
monij eighteen feet iquare, was not nhwlutelj sniBlln 
aflbrding ample apace for two or threCj the gieatsl 
numU'r probably whom they w^ere aertislomed to 
confine in ib The dimunatanoe which rendered it 
fatal, was siinpfy tht enormous niunber tlirml intn 
an apartment wholly unlit to cod tain them. 

All w^as iofll in ^mgal berore the preaideney at 
Madras were appraod that any thing was in dan-^ 
ger. The Tatal tidings arriTed at an imseasonoble 
moment, when the moat brilliant pmpeels had just 
opened in tlie Decean. Snkbat Jung, ajftershow^ 
Lng long the most extreme Lcipatienee under the 
thraldom id which be wms held by the Frenchj re^ 
adved at length upon an elfoH to rxtrioate himself- 
Bu^y WM ordered (o depart ; and the sutkabdaf^ to 
■ware hid peraoR against Uic rssentment of the 
French, as well ai the other evih from w^htch their 
preacnee had protected him, requested from the Eng* 
Jisb a aubsidlaiT force, by sending which they would 
have- HipplanUd their riTals as tlie nrhitem; of Soutlu 
etn I ndw. The epportun ity was tempting ; but the 
crinia in Bengal wv» vq urgent as made it imiispeou 
sable to forego tbe ad^witagt*^ though by tlii^lr 
fosal they should compd the iubahdaf to ■oUcit tbe 
return of Bu-say^ and throw htmaelf again into the 
arms of the FreiKb* 

Ail the foiWj naral and military^, which oould 
poarahiy be spARedj ^ow despatched to Calcutta, 
tmder the comEnand^ tbe former of Admiral Wataon, 
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and Oit latter of Colonel Clive, the main support of 
the British empire in India* This amiainent, with

Clive having now fomied his rwluLion, atiarked 
next morning the Indian rump, with a force of ^50 
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men, COO of wlifUD were Bnmiti. The enterpri* 
iliwi not seem to hive been eondurtt^ with his qsuol 
spinl «nl ithiJily. It issued in i confused tambljiiif 
fiffUl, in which the jmjfties g»ped t„ 
throufih to thick n mist ihst the action consisted of 
little nioft- Ihnn i series of casiinl encoimlers.

fidailj the surrender of the fort^ and of nil the gar- 
nson except a deuduoeiit thnt contHved to niBlse 
their escape. 

Compli'k!' success had efowiied thia tmdertAlcjng; 
yet Clive Kton felt the mticaiJ altuatiou in which his 
very triumph had plxred Kim. The nabob and the 
French were united agniEuthismteifsta; and though 
the latter w'ere at present much bumbled, they would 
doubtless soon rtreeive relnforceiDents whJ^, cotiu 
Lined with the imlive pow wouid probably oimLle 
them to expel theirnvals^iuid geinacotnpleteaaoend^ 
mryv This ought to have been seriously eonsidopcd 
before be ngected tbeir offer of neutrality,, made seent- 
iiigly with perfect good faith ; but stich a count was 
no longer possible^ The daring genius of the eoiu- 
matider saw no resoiunre but to detlirune the nnhobi 
and place on the thrtiue of Betigai a new' sovereign^ 
who should owe bis greatuesa to the Engliibj and 
be entirely devoted lo their emuje. Yet to attack 
the wlK»le force of BengaTj aided hy thi" French 
troops, WHS an DDdertaklng which even dire scaiue^ 
ly diunl 10 coutemphiEe.

aUH; but JaOier. though ha felt it impossible to ns*_ 
art, proudly refused the mere slitdow of pow er, and

Meer Co^sini Applied Himielf vrith talent and vi- 
gDur to tlie ta^k of govern in g. By j uf I ieiciu amng^- 
menta^ aod liy fxlraftEnj:^ nwin^y froin the nnlive 
chie&p he snect'eded in pAving up the arrears d oe to 
our coimtiyttien* Importan t eiiepuHtimm soon raJ I - 
ed the allied powen nj the front The emperor, 
ililL aided in AOirii' degree by the sovereign of Oude, 
oDutrired to make hamralng ineqrsions Into the ub^ 
bobV territory. I^Injor Carnfie maiehed to ila de¬ 
fence, and having 4000 brought the ]\fogul armj 
to aetioDj eompletely dereafi^ it. The most re* 
markable event was the capture of I^L Law, who, 
with B handfiil of French troops^ bad hitherto been 
the chief suppc^rl of the native armies against the 
English. Desertcti hy his men^ he bestrode one 
of Ihe gnrup and in that attitude av.^ited the ap^ 
proach of deftlh. The Hindoos,, Btranjp;m to any 
refined law^ of war^ were much surprised to see the 
British oUctTa appro^^h^ cooneoualj invite him to 
ilieir campj. and treat him os on honoured and re* 
apeeted guest. The mnjor, after the victoi^, sent 
overturce of ureonuDodatton^ mecompanied even wi th 
an offer to wait upon the eoiperor in hh camp; 
and though these propcisaU w^n* at first re^vtod^ 
ihe princv^ on mature reflection^ not ouJy received 
the English cammander^ but pnj4»wded with hint to 
Patna. He was tbrtir mtd by ili^er Coasidi, and a 
treatV iviia eoueluded^ by which the latter in¬ 
vested SnWhdar of Bengal, Hahar^ and i>riMa; 
in retom for this he stipulalid to pay the annual 
sum of twentj-four Inckis of rupee#, or three mLU 
lidna sterling. Some reason was even given to ei-

The Ci^t measum of ilwr Coosirn'i fiprerament 
were pnidcnt and vigoroos] and, bad be been left 
to tile exi'Kise of iodupendeiiL poa'er, he might have 
a yeiy good ruler. But he stood in a relo. 
non to hts patrons, wbicb a high^piritod prince 
rouid owcely contijiuc to breoL Afier having twin 
dejwHd and set upa nabob, they fejt themwJves and 
;»^re viewt^ by others, a, ,he ^ ^asle,® of Bengal. 
Their most subordinate oMrers conceived that thtfv 
were emitted to Uie obedient of the highest native 
authorities. This M feeling was fomuiicd bv a 
P^y m the rouqril htttiJe to the governor, who swn 
be^e the majority, and who^ having been orijri, 
mUly adverse to the elevation of Slecr Cossim. de¬ 
tailed to thwart him in even- posstbLe manner. Sir 
fcliiB, stoiioocd with a detarfameni al Patna was 
grmly inOiienred by fJiese high notions, and omiL 

noOMssion of annoying and insulting ih* j,n. 
Itob. l^e oiniplaints of tliis niter assumed a surioua 

trade, which the Englisli ckimed in 1 irtiieXL 
mer gr^t from Uio M^gul. They were thereW 
<^^ied from thew heavy transit dmhs whi^ 
wcurdmg to the Jmpoliiir ^item prevaJcni in India! 
were imposed on nil goods pa«ing up ntid dowm 
tile nver, and from «ty to city, tliis immiintty, 
which gave to ihe Brilbhoa immense advmitoj 
aver the nativ« wwa fanher abns^ by affording 
the sanclioa of Iheir name to agents, by whom tlj 
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reguUir mfrchttiiu wew- driven off tKe 

field, lb corr-SA^qiionce of the heavy rompluints lodged 
by the naboh upon thia eubjeet^ Hi* Vamitbirt^ at 
A1 Db^iT_^cobrluded an a^'emeii I, aeeord ing to ^\h Ech 
the same dqtis werv (e be paid by ihe Company's 
aervantd and by the mimlry traders. This judidmis 
arrangement, after the Indian pdnee had samevrhat 
hBfliiJy be^^ to act upon it, annulled by the 
iDAjorily of the eoiindl, and affair« were o^in 
thrown mto their forratT confusiiin. The nabob 
then determined to end the controversy hj abo^ 
lisliing Bl once nil those inland duties,^^—a measure 
sainLary in itaclfp but of which the En^ldi un- 
rensoniibly and loudly complained, it left 

no distindiun between them and his a^ji sub. 
yceta. As the tide of discontent swelled, Ixith par. 
tiefl began to fliHume a ^'arliko atti t ude. The nabob 
busied himself in raising money, levying tmopa, 
and disciplining them in the European manner^ 
Learning that some boals with military stares were 
proreeding up the to Patna, he Qrdi*fed 

them Ld be detAined; but noon after, feeding this to 
be a questMoable step, he allowed llieni tu proceed. 
No sooner, however, had Mr EHjs received news of 
ihe first detention than he lesotved, agrembly to eoa- 
ditiona] inatrtictkms fftmi IhE? council, to attart ihe 
city of Patna, whieb^ being tlLprovided for defimer^ 
was quickly carried. Coasim All, on n^viDg in^ 
telligvnee of this violent measure^ berauDe fiirioas, 
and theueeforth biwthed nothing but war. He 
wa*, however, won gratified^ by framing that 
the tidofSy having rfsigued themtelvos to seetmty 
and plunder, had ht^n suiprised by tho late gover. 
not/driven from the city, and, iu attempting to 
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Kcajw up the river, had been a)J taien priaonci*. 
The hctoiy At Cosaimbuzar, with its j'arrison, wu 
■JfiD captured. 

The Eogluh now a;t|un mked to power ifeer 
Jatliur, whom ihe blind desire of ^vernid|' in¬ 
due^ 10 for^Et t ell hfs wrongs. At the snnie time 
SIftjof Adams, who caminanded lite truope, naa or¬ 
dered to open tlie ceropaijm with the ulnmt po*. 
stble vigour. He found Af«r Cossim better pn^ 
pared for resistaiwc tlian niiy mdiut sovefei™ who 
hod yet been encountered. The British had first to 
defeat a strong odvoDccd gmud in front of ijoor. 
shedahad, and alUrwarda to »u,rm the lines eon- 
strueud for Uie defence of that city, Continuiii[r 
to pit's* forwwrl, thiry found ibc subahdar with hb 
wholefoieedmwTi up in tlie P|»inof CiTiib. The 
troops presented tlieaspect of a Europeaii army; be¬ 
ing brigaded, chitlied, and oceoutnd in the English 
slyi^ and supporied by a fine train of artillenr. 
Their number did not exceed 30,000 horse and 
aOdO foot; but to this ilajor Adaroj had to 
onjy 3000. The enemy wiOniiwd Uie attack four 
h«i« with grtat intrepidity j they ewtn during ilmt 
time surpoundtd and btuk* a part of his limf a„d 
captured two piee«s of cannon. But at Jcnirtb ti... 
steady and discipUned valour of the aasailaam 
ried eteiy thioff it! and the enemy Bud, ^Ua' 
dnning ail their anilleryand pruvisioua. The Indiaji 
prince, however, ivlired to an tnnvnehed camp on 
the Oodwa,» strongly eiiclooed !wtwe«, the river 
the tnonmains. and a swamp, that it* redurtior, del 
tamed the army nearly a whole nwntb. In theend ft 
was surprwed and carried; aiier which C«*im Ali 
never again attempted to fii« hit enemy in the fidJ 
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Adams immeduUdy inardied mnti laid si^gie 
to S[o]ighir, wbich the sub^dar liud made his cb|iU 
talj and carefid ly forti fled, A fter nine days of optm 
trenifhesi the place eapllulRted^ which threw ihe In¬ 
dian chief into the niuat dnwjful paioiysra of mge* 
He ^nt noCicej that the tdonient the Kaglish fbrve 
shotiJd advance upon Patna, He would avenge hini3clf 
hy putting to death the whate gamion who bad 
ItMi taken in that «ty. Afajor Adam?, nnidi 
irvisied by thii threat. Bddr(5^4 a lettt>r to the 
j^nen, €t]itreating them to mmn expedient 

by which their release might b* effected., EIJia and 
Ubjv how ever^ with a truly Homnii spirit, anawer- 
edj that there was no hop of esezip,—that they 
w^erensigned to their fate^—and eJi treat'd that the 
mandi of the army should nut be attspnded on their 
account for a ztlngla moment Vanslttort wrote 
to hlcer Cossim^ at once deprecatiRf bix intendid 
cruelty and thfeatmiing the niDst signal vefigwice; 
bixi os «j«n os the antiy to move^ the tyrant 

fulhlfed to tJie utmost hu Noody threaL The whole 
gDJTtsou of Patna, eojisisting of 50 gentiemen and 
soldiers, were put to deaths witll tile single ex^ 
eeptioo of Mr Fullerton, who woa spared Olt aLiwmt 
of Ilia tnedloJ ikiU. The nabob killed also the two 
Seats, the most opulent and dutitlguisbed native 
inhabitants of Bengal, solely for Uteif suMpected at¬ 
tachment to the Enghjdt, By th€se barbuitict b« 
forfeited the interest which his vigorous eondoct 
ajld hard treatment would oUtofwise have exeitod 
The nabob's unJy Iwpe hLnedbrth rested an Pau 
na, which was voon oAer Lnvesled- He reinfon- 
ed the gamson witli 10,000 men, and supported 
th« defence by JtroUg bodiea of irregnlor cavaJiy.

At Lbia eourt the fugitive vieeroy was 
well reedved^ and 8ujah Dowlah, pmivbly with 
a iriew to liiff own aggruidijiement^ UDilertook to 
support his catL^i after whkh these three dUiin- 
guished princes marehed 'Wiih their uiuImI force to 
attajL-k the British army, it happcnt4 then to be 
very ilUprepnred to sustain m romiidal4e an en- 
eounlerK The troops, oompOied in 4 gre^t measure 
of foreigners and sepoySj ccmplBined thatj after such 
a aerica of brilJiant vieionea^ they iv-cre left not only 
without rewardn. hut suffering set'mdy fruio the dL 
male and aeareaty of praviakni*. Their disrontenU 
broke forth Into open luutmt'r and niuDbeA even se¬ 
parated from the main body. ^ta|or CamaCp who in 
these cLruunistiiiicvs BSdtiinrd the command, did not 
feel hiniMflf in a cojidition to undertake od^nsive 
operationsj but waited Uic attack in his camp near 
f^na. The »oMim, w hen engaged In battle, forgot 
their mutinous propensities, ami tehavn^ with the 
utmost steadlmaa After a pnitracted eonfliel^ they 
oompleicly repulsed the enemy, though fram i^treine 
Estiguo tliey woe nnfil for any lengthened pursuit, 
Sujali Dow imh wiK obliged to retreat into Oude, 
whiilHrr the Kngluli commander did not attempt to 
follow bint. 
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la AlftV I7IM the coniraand dfitolvcd apar Mft- 
jor Hector 3 loiiro> m cntwprisiijj aflieer, who 
ti-nuiiied Ifl follow up the odranu^pi gained by ba 
predensHOTs. It appeared indispensable, bowevet, 
to bejin liT completej- checkin)' Lbc spirit of insu- 
boedination, nad to employ for thni purpose measures 
of intpuing rigour. A bstlslimi of sepoj-s liaring 
left tlic cuiapT soQu after this romrasnder's amsul, 
wm pursued and brouuht baekj when, selecting 
iwenty-foor of the ringleBders, be oniered them to 
be blown from the mouth of a cunnon, — 4 fate 
u-faidi they met with intts^idity. No dispoution 
to miitin S' wns thenceforth nianifeated. Monro then 
marched against Sujah HowJah, whom be found 
•tnngly inlrrnched at Buxw an the $Aane. The 
difficulty nf attnckuig the enemy in this porition was 
obviated by ihrnr advancing agnuisl the Britisli at 
ei^t in the morning of the 33 d October; when, after 
a comlBt of three hours, they w ere defeated. They 
made ihcir retreat, however, without being puRued 
to anv great distance, only losing a great quantity of 
stored nnd 130 pieces of artilleiy. The emperor had 
nlreodV madc! overtufta to jlajor Cumae, which that 
officer did not think himself auihoriied to aecept; 
these he now renewed, ecnaplainiiig that SujiJi 
Dowlflh treated him with indignity, and detained 
him as a mere sute-priaoinfr. Major Moaro gave 
a favourable nrower, and only delayed the (InaJ 
ceptance of his proposals, till diey shonld rewire 
ihe mnetion of the pnsudeacy, vdiicJi was readily 
granted. Even before it arrived, the Mogul bad 
rtine overwitb the rorps penmnally attached to him, 
and begun to mareh under the banner of his allies. 

Suj^ Dtiwfah, haring retreausd into the interior 
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of h» doOTiMitHi*, obtained the aid cf a body of Mah- 
nttaa under Mulliar Rno, and of GhMec-ud-Dwii, 
who, as *<*’'*■ powerful 

adhwnte of ihe ihrone. With these aosi- 

liirir* he hoped ta mate a stand ngainsl the vieto- 
rioiw Fkldiw^ wlio 

held ihe temporan' command, laid siege to Alla, 
halBid, wliit^li atirrendemJI m soon m a breach liad 
be^;n eflcvliwl. 3lajofp iki'w Geiierul Caniae, ’nho 
then fiuccctfdedj advMiwl iinniediately to attack the 
ftnny of the viiJer, which, with scareely an elTort, 
WBS ” completely dispcrstd; wbefeupon that prince 
was oliM^ to ahandon all his dominioits- 

Thc Britijfh had now certainly tiwlc one of the 
most splendid campaign# whitdi cktot in the onnala 
of any nation. They had gained five victories against 
much pq|K‘mr foma; they had reduced every 
etronfi place which attempted lo oppose them; they 
Imd vanqiibhcd the Mogul ernpcfor and nil his prin¬ 
cipal Teudatories^ and in short y had made ihetnseLves 
ilie virtual masters of the great eentnl pkln of In- 
dkv ’t^arioUi opiniona^ how^cver. premilrd ni to thi- 
best moiy of improviiig ihcsc iiDpartniit triumplis. 

filter Jaffier had died, partly it should fli'em of 
veiaiion at not havhit! l^ecn ahte to the eoor- 
mous pwuniary dcutanda of the English mlci^ 
The council* some hesitation, filbi his place 
with his son. XTjjccm-ul-DowJah, ayemth of tw enty, 
whom they leduced, huwever^^ to a modi mure de- 
pc^udent iituation than bis predecessors.

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Ikfcfliitiinc ibe Hi rectors ftl home, amid ihe trJ- 
timplu which had cro^Tied their Brius, felt con- 
aidon&bic oDcaAiness respecting Uie fliate of their 
Indian posseasions. They were olRnned hy the sue- 
n^ive quorreli with IVleer JafTief and Coodm A% 
by the exwnaire wars m which tliey wore involvod* 
and hy tin? rapociotw nnd im-gulw conduct of their 
jguri-anifir o^iiand military^ Tlii* last evil they un- 
puted in » ttnstfuri'! to the piufasiOEt and oor- 
ruptioo which pervided every departtiient. A atates- 
man of compreheiMive viewa and v igon^ua eharactei- 
seemed wauliiLg to place their affairs in the East on 
ft stable and iranquil footing, oa well jui to introdiw 
order and regularity into the various hranrhes of 
w extended sm ftdtiiiniMratiop. With thi* vietheir 
attenlion diiectied to tlie same peraou who had 
been the real founder of ihelr dominions; and Lord 
CUve^ ^Itoui three yeon hIUt hia return, was nonii- 
nalod a second time to the supreme command of the 
British provincea In India 

Ilu lurtkhjp iirlved at Calcutta early in the year 
1765;—hut we shall reser^o lill anoliier occa¬ 
sion oqr nolicje of hi# internal n^gulatiunSj and pro¬ 
ceed at present Ui mord thiM mcasurea^ by which 
he achiin^ed the farther eiten^iitt of the Company a 
territory* Sijjah Dowlah, thutiui^ defeated in suc¬ 
cessive battles, and drivi-n even beyond hU ffontier, 
still possessed energy and r^urws- Having roU 
lf<;ted his scattered tnoopei, and Dhuined a reinlorce- 
ment Iriim the llahrattas^ ho foraed an army with 
wbifh he a^aln v^mtured U> ^ Major Comae. 
\i Cflipy ™ completely routed, and 

^pclkd to av predpitaiely with jm'at loss aeross 
the Jumna. Considering his cause ^ altogether 
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<t«9perQti^, he r^pcuivd to ibo c&inpof the EjigluJii ftod 
thmw hicoBeir eotia'I}' upon th^ir inercy. Mu hsil 
Ihcen AtroDgly urged, fLud high ofifera wirre even madi- 
Uf induce hlDi tu bring wiih Mm Cosim Ah; but a 
dwp fidi^ uf lioflourj not uaual iii nn eastern pu-^ 
U*utBte, dctemiined him net to b^ftimv u pemn wJiu 
had sought and receive bia prateedon. He allcm'- 
ed him^ and a OcmELan^ Summo^ his assMiato in the 
iftOTk of blood, to seek ahelLer in ibe coubtnes border¬ 
ing on the Indus. ThuA Caraac had at once in hb 
camp two princes holding tile lugh^t rank in India, 
anti the direet representatiTes of nji empln^ lately 
the most splendid and powerful ih the iToHd. 

Lord Clive, on receiving this intelligence, im¬ 
mediately repoiied to the British cncmnpaiftnt at 
Allahahadi where these two illustrioua pemmag^ 
awaited hia dcdsiou upon their fate. It had been 
detenniued, in cousi>(|iii>nce of the obstinate hoi^cJHty 
displayed by Snjah Dowlib^ ty deprive him of his 
torritorica and tieatow them on the em^H'ror. But 
hia lordship, on pwna] acquaintanw^ oonecived » 
favDimble an opinion of the fomifF, and judged him 
likely to be so much more effet^ve ^ an nJly and 
fortnidable as an enemy than the yoijjjg 
he determined to restore him to his dominions, hs 
whose inhnhitantji he wna gn^tly Moved. To the 
vmperor, the districts of Coiahand Allahabad were 
assigned: and be agreed, that i*, w-as compelled, to 
grant to the Conipojiy the deu-onnee or cojlceiion of 
the revenue, mdudltig in fact the entire soven^ignty, 
in the fine pm^inees of Bengal, Bahar^ and Orissa - 
in return fiyr which he was to ftceive annually 
twetity-sEE lacks of rupees. Soon alter, Xnjeem^iil- 
Dowlah, the nmninal subahdar of these provinces 
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WBs ablignl to retire on b pens mb of fortj-lwo kcks. 
Lord Clivo tbed bqfuted^ tliat the reventli?® of the 
reded terrilory would exceed 250 IuJls of rupees^ 
whidu after the above deductioiis and the libefaf 
allowance of 110 la^^ks fop the expeaaefl of govenmienl^ 
AV'oiild leave 122 lachjt of clear gam to the Copipany. 
These hnaDr^ antidpAtions ^^re very iinperfeetly 
realized ; but it was diffictiJt for England not to be 
dazzled with this splendid aeriefi of vietoiy* by which 
h*T pOMeasiobSj which tcji years before had Included 
only m almwt defenreliiAiVoTt at the mouth of thr 
Ganges, now exk'Dded ewer all the fiuest portion of 
that vast rT‘gioii+ The mml vaJ liable part of the 
groat central plaid of Indite weslwnrd as far as the 
Jumna, was either ui the imiuediate iiofiseagJoD or 
under the entire control of the British nation.

Not only the great and regular 
objerU or pillagD, sueli as eonvoTB of gmin^ horsea^ 
Of herds of rat tie, but dathes, turliaii^^ eurriiip^ the 
most tnOiDg ufTiaitieii ts taken front the |>eTsons uf 
females^ and even of ehildienj, w'«rv alike YrdLcKime. 
Frieds were not dktiiiguiahed from fow^ provided 
the theft could be esecuted with secrecy.

Thus Hyder hefame eiireraely 
gipidar, appearing aa a general trieud to ail pnrtia. 
Having raised a large fur^* of his own/ and attached 
to hut Views the army of N^anjiimj bv hia e^ertioui 
fiw their relief, be soon felt liimsejf'to be the real 
master. His in fluetice was grealjy uicmued by the 
wMiirreiice of a farmidahle invasion on the part of the 
hlBhnttas, wlien, being appointed to the chief eoou 
mand, he brought the contest to an issue, not lij- 
Uinphuit indeed, bm much mortc favoambio than 
h^ lieen anticipated.

A demand was hervupan madL^ that he sJiould dis- 
ehargt- his troops^ remove to a greater dlstajiee^ and 
be rontent with a hied allow-anw for hts prrmte 
eipenses. lie indignantly WTote in answer to Hy-

Hrt!or,pcii«iTiiig the snare into which he hod 
fallen, iiiitiintHied all his prosenci’ of mind in this 
desperate extremity. Having pTaeod hi* men under 
ilte best shelter that cou ld he ohtnined, he tmnaiiiitled 
the roust humble orertnm and supplicatioiis to his 
formej servant, tiow his ramssfo] rival; but could 
ohtaiii no othtT terjiis thnn to be allowed to eteal 
off in the night with a few suldieis, leaving be_ 
hind him nearly nil hii tremuirs, the oeciimijlated 
fnui of so much crune and extortion, amt even Jus 
family, among whom was his son TippDD,then nine 
years old. . These Iwt, how'ever, wen* received into 
tsertogapatam, nml treated with hindness. 

The expelled chief sought refuge first ni Auieul 
and then at Bangalore, pUees undw his immediate 
eoniroand, and of wiiidb the governors proved laith- 
ful even in iliis extremity. He soon cidlected his 
foitts, called in hU detaelimeiita, and emicavoured, 
by the repulattun of his name, to attract frealt ad^ 
venturers to hU standard.

A month Ijefon? the two otbm Modoo Rm 
had covered with clouds of cavalry die high ploim 
qf ^tytonr. Mm fume done waa more than llydrr 
dared to eoeuanier £ti the field. The laltrr m- 
denvunred to puiatie a desultory mode of defence, 
caUiing the grain to be buried^ the weJIi to be poll¬ 
ed, the forage to be eomumed, and the cuttle to be 
drivwi away* Every expedient proved unavaiUng Um 
atop the prugT'.'« of ihepe rapid and akitfid maiaitd- 
m: dicir boirk*^ fed m the naitj of gmas; by tlirust- 
ing iron rods Into the eardi they dbiwen-d ffom 
ilie itnind^ iSk* reuMtaJica?, and even from Uiri 
tin? plocea white grain WM deposited; while ibr 
cattlei, to whatever ipoi diey emdd be rvnioved, were 
traerd out and seiied- The ^lysorcan leader, finding 
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theiu alrMuiy Ui thr ht^it of hia domiaions, miherf 
lie had h<i miwu of VKotin^ tb rir proj^rcss, detenni n- 
ed al any priee to dt^-li (ht»m frani ihe coitfedewy. 
Apapv Itam. a BlalDtn, wa* aen(, gutd opened ane- 
fjjoliaikfii in a atyli; iducIi diSeriii^ iiuDi Siunpean 
diptumuy. Ho was ntfeivcd in full durlwr by tlie 
Afahrnlta ^nenl. who derlutd his dHemiitiatHm 
not to tnat witb an appnrii'iit who held Iiia Jegiii. 
male prince tn such unworthy nptiYi'ty; and % 
muniiui- of apprabatioD mn through ilw atwenihly. 
Ttteenriiy bamMyetmretfied the chan^, only add¬ 
ing, that bU tnuU-r^ whenever an opposite example 
was set by hts Iieltew, would immediately follow it. 
Every oiw now recollected that Jiladm Kao held the 
descendant of St'vajee in esaetly the same thral¬ 
dom as the hlysoreaii rajah was kept hy Hyder j the 
approving sound was eJianged in Ur suppressed laugh¬ 
ter ; the ^lahratta chief hung down hit head; and a 
serious negettiation was immediately coiunteticcd. 
He euiiMmk'd, on tire payment of thirty-STo laeks of 
rupees, tu quit the eountry and withdraw entirely 
(rum the crand alliance. He had gained bis eud 
and when Colonel Toil was sent to urge him to 
fulfil his engagements, the whole rturt ^oehed in 
that ofCeerY huse. 

Colonel Smith, mean time, supported only bv the 
poor, ill-paid, and undbcipUiied tnops of tlie wi'^n. 
hadeutemdMy^cra. Iregan that 

this would prove a very futile expedition; and it 
was in fart okmt toaBnnie a chararter much more 
diiastnrus than be uitidpaied. If fa Indiati ally had 
taken umhewKe on various grounds at the English 
pwaidency. Tl»y had procured from the

IVmtemol jenlomrioi tisyiilly premlent in IndtOp bad 
e&me orer to ihr ^ly^oinin liiterie^t, to open 4 Ji€Wft 
oorfHpondmee with the iihatii. Thb fiiAt wqa easily 
peruu^ed^ that he shuqld im»t aumsfuily mdise 
bu Tiewi of acrpmndiiefijent by eplerinj^ into a 
League vith Hyder ofraiiut Ikfeihaniined anil that 
rorei^n power, of whieh he wa# nenderin^ himself 
the LnsinfEnrut; Mid a<¥ordiji^ly these two pantes^ 
who were so Lately vcrwlDg each other's dratnjctioup 
UQjted in offensive treiity against tbe Englkh. 
Colonel ^znithj both from Lib own ohstTvaiJaii apil 
fmiQ notkes git'en by his fuLhfiil ally^ socm obtained 
a elear perceptioti of this ehange in the petition of 
B&LTs. Il bore rather a serious ftspt5et, eonaider- 
ing the iiiataoee to wlneb he had idvaneed into tLie 
ALy^Hfe territory | but on hii reinonitmnas Xiwn 
-Vli anicumed in the pfopriety of fall retreat, only 
desiring tliat a eorpa of three LiatuJioni diould rr- 
maitt with liioij-^ rnjnest which wa* very unae- 
mimtably flunjdied with. Yet the Indian |«ritn!c^ 

on thi* octaa™^ dkpUyrd hmsoinahlc fiwUngs very 
liDilslial with his ounnlrymen of the saiiK-^clas. 
Befon' oDmmendng liostilities Lie allowed the whole 
detaohmeDt to depart^ except five compenles, and 
afterwards time aJsOi vrithout the leut molestiitiot]. 

Colonel Smithy seeing himaelf now iLireatened hy 
the united attack of Ui« iwo grtat powm, with 
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ml fflimy of 4^,001) horse wii] Sfl.OOO foot, while 
he himself hod only fiOWl ftjot Mid 1000 horse, 
[imlled his elTortfl to fortifying vhe passra of the 
Ghauts hv which they might he etppcted to de- 
sei^'dd Into the Cantatie; hut, fitmi ignomiice of the 
iotwl positions, he JeA tmdeft^ded those verv open, 
itilio W'liirh wore the most ^voumhle for their pur* 
pose. Tlirouj^h those they easily penetmtod, and, 
threatening the rear of the Eiigiiah, ohiiged them 
instantly to relirtf* ITie ^nfedentes at larked him 
near Cltangama, hut were oompk'teiy repulsed; 
thwtu:li, in ojiUHiuenee of their horeemen havlnp 
plundered the slendpr stun- of rice belonging to his 
army, this tlciory vna converted idmwt intdj n de. 
fi^t, and he was uhliged to retnwt day anti night 
till he rvochctl TnnuinaU'C. The urar now mwumed 
a distre^iig character. The Britisli olEwrr had hbi 
force raised to ten ihodsniid, for the meet part regular 
in&nlry, ’which gave him a supmority in the field; 
hut his ratalry were fcw and ineificient, while the 
enemy oorenal alt the eoiiitlry with the finrot tight, 
hone in the woriil, which cut off all htj sqppljeg;^ 
and leA him no cuinoiaJid over any spot beyond that 
on which he was actually encamped. At the mitk , 
time Tijijsjo, son to Ilyder, aAenvnrds so deadly an 
enemy to the English name, thm oiile a boy of se. 
veoteen, made a mpid fflemitm with SflOA honr 
to the ricinily of Madras, and had murly surprised 
Kveral of the European residents in their mimirv- 
houses. The Indiim princes cxpetied to siee their 
adyewaty Poured lo eilrvoiity hy the want of pre_ 
riiions; hut this was averted by the dUcorerv of 
Mime hidden Mores, which, atw,niiii|j to nationa] 'cns_ 
t«D, had been buried in the earth.

AIbjIoo Itao being obliged, by severe indisposi- 
licm, to yield the comnmiid to Trimbuck Alania, 
Hyder determined to make a slandp and Intmichw 
cd his army in a Very strong position coveRd by a 
range of rugged mountains, hoatiJe gi^neral did 
not attempt dijwtjy to fete this rt&mp, but pointed 
against it dij after day such a liarassmg raiinouade* 
that the hlysomm at length determined to fall back 
upon his capital. He began bia umreh emriy in the 
night, hopng before morning to be beyond rrach 
of the enemy. Bni the wh diaeharge of a giin 
by one of the offlem betrayed the secret, and the 
uumeroiis squadrons of aiahralta horse wm won in 
full punuiL A most cstraordinaiy' scene tben wu 
auin!. The critical condition of the army hwl not 
prOTcnted Hyder from indulging in habits of cvecu 
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inif ini'bjricty, to which he had hefoxne fid dieted^ and 
which now rendered him wholly unfit for directing 
the niovemenl of the Irwps^ in this slate 

nurl his son Tlppoo, he asBaiM hint with the bitler- 
eist repnmchc»; t1i4gll deizing a tiueh eaiie, applied it 
to bis hock with stick tehemcjice^ that the Marks 1 %. 
ntained visible for upwards of a week. The prince^ 
huming wiih itldignailon, wenL to the head of his 
ilivifion, dashed to the ground his tuflioJLj ^wordp 
and splendid robe* exdainting “ My father may 
fight his own hatUCp fur 1 swear by Alla and hia 
prophet, tlukt I draw ti© awofd to-day.'^ Xho amiy 
thus h^A to lUelf, won became a crowd of scaU 
icrcd fugltlres^ and liydrr with difficulty^ m the 
Mnlirattns weiv busied in plunder. Mounted a Pert 
how, and almost nlono reached Seringapatain. 
Tippoo^ having assumed an humble garb, begged 
hia way undisenvem! through the midst of the 
enemy, and arrived the same night in the capitals 

Trimbuck Afnioa immediately marched upon Be- 
ringapiitaiD, and seemed on the point of putting a 
peHoil Bi nnw tn the catvef uf the great usurper. 
The Malltrallas^ however, ponseeed no fkill adet|uate 
tti the Slept* Of so atrong a fortm.

TWir «>uiicil3* Lndooil, were in a 
vm* divided and dblra^'tod state- The crowo bail 
Bent out Sir John Lindsay in a very anomaleia^ 
chanirteri la niinUter-fvleriipoljenUary, bolding a 
power nearly ai-ordmnte with that of tbe flovemor 
and rouciriL This pc'rM?n formed a elore intimacy 
with the nnboh^ ^Tohaintned A1i;» and joined him in 
unnng that the presidency sbouM emlimcc the caase 
ofthe inviideFs,—a nien^ure Avhieh they Srinly resist- 
rd ; Iml those opposite impulses prevented aellon on 
fdiber side. It vta^ rather a subject of dbEinaj 10 
find Itiat, in ronsoqui^nce of Ute lar^ ecHionj ea- 
tnrted by the Alnlirmtloi^ Uieir fmnlipr and that of 
Uic Britkh had actual ly eoroe into contact, 

IEvder^ as soon os be had extricated himself bnm 
Ihia invtision^ einpJoyed the mnalartSve eiiTtiofU 10 
regain his totfl territory. He innird his attentio^i 
ftm TO the MHlabar mast, tile eoimnunication with 
which could only be maintained throu^ the inter- 
vening dblrict of Coorg, He suddenly Lnviided that 
DDuntryi which he found nlmiKt wholly unpre|Mired, 
and a flingnlar display of barbarian rruelty*

(«f4^ed by Rafronaut Roo, Ik'tter known under the 
nsms of Rfl|job«^ whose eutfiorily* liowevert was by 
no miTnns fully nefcnowlwiged. The !M jTftfPean mjah, 
tbrrclbre^ f«u-l(«aly <iiten.*d and orermn a 
portion of the ceded eonntry. Hofloba, indeed^ hh«- 
lened to ita defence^ but being reeolled by * violent 
iiworreetiori, w^bieti ended in the OTeribrow of bj» 
power, he ccmdudcd a treaty allowing Ilyder to oe- 
enpy all tlie provinevaaouth of the Kbt no- AnolLer 
amy ieat afterwanls under lluriy Pont, the leader 
of tile parly which expelled Ragboa, penetrated into 
Mysore; but having gaincil over a detarhinent of 
die Mahmlifl troopSp boflled oil hlA oltempta, and 
obliged Um to retreat. 

Ijiunediately oiler the trratv with Ragob«; the 
inikfotigahle Hyder began operatioiwacainat a tiO£n> 
ber of independent cliiela who possessed fortresea 
tm ihelHirdera, oTevfn within the hmita of his terri¬ 
tory. Among the moat remarkable of these was Giioty, 
the castle of Morori Rao^ a fieire 31aliratta free- 
booter^ who had long artid a couspieuoiLf port cm the 
tbeatn' of Indio- This rtponghntd consisted of nume- 
foits works, occupying the anminit of several rocky 
htLU. After the low er stations had been reduced, the 
upper made bo obstinate a deftmee that a treoty 
sgieiHl OD^ granting peace on the paymeot of a 
amount of treasure^ A young man s«nt M ah(^ 
being well t-n U-ttaln^ in I [ydrr't eomp^ was m-

but lie iooti aAer csntiiTed to bud! a m the 

articles: he then renewed ihe siege^ and Munui Ebo 
WM compelJed to .lUm^def at dlimtioli. But the 
nussl DbatiURU^ z^alstanee wm experienced frum the 
PoJy^ of Chitlledim^g, who ruled over a warlike 
and fanatic tribe, called Beder. They hotl rvwrd iJi 
the moot elc^ ated part of IheiP dtadel a ahfine to Cali 
or Doof^ the Indian goddess of destruction^ and 
they firmly believed tliat^ ao long as h duly 
served, the place would never IkIJ. Every ifon- 
day morulng fiolemn deAt>tioJii were performed to 
the ijoddeaa ; llien a loud blast with the bugle was 
blown, upon which ibe garrison nisbed forth In a 
deopemte saiiy, with the object chiefly of prtkxuing 
human hmds to he ranged in pyraiuidiiJ rows Uefow 
the dread temple of the dc^tmjLiig deity. AUhough, 
contrary to every military rulC;^ they thus gave to the 
enemy fiiU w arning of ibe period of altackf it vms 
iimde with such fury, and at sueh vamu^ points^ 
ihai the godde» was icarccly ever di^rmudcd of her 
bloody trophies t and when thepUce fcll^ two tliou- 
mnd beads were found piled in front of biT portaJ. 
Hydvr was oldiged by Mahmtta invoAiau to uliaci- 
don the liegt^, whieh* howover^ he afterwards r^jicw- 
ed ; but it was (m]y through treason that the gori-r* 
nor wwa obligied tu own the mighty ipeJj of Call 
broken, and to admit on rneiny within the Impreg¬ 
nable luilwarls of CJhittledjioog. 

Beep discuiiteDi ogainat the Engtish was now 
rankJiag in ibe mind of llyder. He had, m for¬ 
merly jnentkKiied, earnestly couned Ihdr aJJiance ; 
fbr his oivn purposes douhtless^ but on the fiur and 
faoDcmiahle pirincjplc that the parties should mutuaJJy 
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support «ich other a^nst the overwhelaiijig power 
of the ^lalinilta3^ Their however^ in Uie 

late wsTp when they saw his very existence so long 
endangered without a single dfort to relieve him, 
aoema to h&ve thanjiighly and Anally disgustedhlm^ 
He gave up every hope of proBting by their aUL 
ance, and centred bJJ ills piosperU of aggniiidkew 
menl In their dti^tructiouv The Mahmttas again, 
w'hDSe couiLcib had undergone a complete change, 
instead of threatening further invasion^ sent pro¬ 
posals to Hyder for an olLiani^ agninst the Bri¬ 
tish ; and a treaty preparatory to that object was 
aecordingly condad^. By a sjnguJar &tality, the 
views of Uie govertiment at Madras had been 
altered in the opposite direfiion«^ hnTirig become 
semi hie of the advantages which ought be derived 
from a union with the chief of Mysore. Hiey even 
made overtures for a elose allmnee, with promi^ai 
of eo^poration in esae of attack from any foreign 
emmy. H is irritation, however, seeiui to have been 
only heightened, by having that aid which was de^ 
nied at hb utmost neeii thus pressed upon him «1 
a moment when he could mRiuUdn his nwn gtoiind. 
At this crisis the war, cunaef^oent upon the Ameri- 
ran con teal, broke out beiwcen France and England, 
and was exlaidcd lo Indlm Tile Bub|ecls of Louia^ 
with their luuaj diplomatic activily, iniiDcdiateJy 
opened a ooinmuiiiAtion with Ifyder^ whom they 
found most favourabty disposed towards them i and 
he engaged accordingly in that confederacy to which 
liis hoiite so Lmmutahly and so fatally adhered- 
Aj iOon Bfl hostilities commenced, the Engltiili go- 
Temmejit formed a coenprebensiw plan for the re¬ 
duction of a£] the French poBffiskms in India with- 
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out any exei^tieut. Pondldipriy mon ftjH; to which 
DO oppositiDii wm £nadc by Hyd^Tj wbo even pre* 
twded to cangnkZtdatc tbciQ ou tlicLr success. Whcii^ 
howeverp. they HtinoiiDced Uicir inicntioii of 
Mahj^^ on the Afalabaj ewt^ lie deddodly objectdl; 
urgioj^, that the territory moiimj it having been 
oQiiqder«d by hJiii« now indudvd Ld kli dami- 
mom. Tliti Entiah did not con^dttr this ar^iuDent 
of suiUcient weight to deter Uiem from acting ugaiofit 
a French forL They leoardiogly ient ait enpcdiUoii^ 
which speedily reduced the p|aee> althoiigh Hyder 
gmye iJJ the ud that he could at the Dtooieat stip* 
ply, in order to defend iu It has been mppo^, 
that his refteulment at tills step wm one cause of the 
rooted enmity whidi be et-er afW fUspUyed agaimt 
Kngknd ;; but tbe real EODtivei of Ms eonduci pro¬ 
bably lay deeper, and were cocmected with a mont 
comprvbeusire view of his peculiar luterests. 

The gaTcmment at Madras^ while tliey adopted 
^ a mare judicioua polky In regard to the eluef of 
Iklytore, UDfortintately abut lM4r eyes to the possi-. 
bUUy of ill Mlure, and could not be convinoed that 
they were in any daj3gt.T from Ml htitflLllty. Yet 
ho made no secret of hk feeliiigs, and seems evtn to 
haTc amused Mnuelf by trying how Sir he iMidd pm* 
oeed without roioing tljtrm Ihim their security. They 
sent to him S wan?, the Danish mliBkinaiy^ a tugbly 
r^pectabte and amiable man, wham Ilyder received 
kindly ; and ou hts retum intrusted bim with a letter^ 
recounting a long list at wTougs lustaioed from the 
Engliilip adding the ominoii* wards—I have not 
yet taken revenge: It is nn mfliler.** Mr Gray was 
afterwards despatched to him, but seemingly very 
111 provided Ibr an Indian ml^onj,Mving no peeaenta 
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except wd aguiij l»tb of ImwI workmanahip^ 

which Trert dadaiiifullT refill. He was kKlgt^d, or 
latbrT Imprisoned, in a nufieiahle shed near ibe ca- 
pilalj, and annoyed ttitb the ImperLineJice of line of 
Ihe courUmenials. He obtained only formal audi¬ 
ences ; while Mohanuiied OsmAUj ® ooflfldentiaJ o^ 
ficer^ bmUiBhl lo him messAgm by no means of an 
encoufogin;^ lenof* Hydo- asked^ " Of what avail 
wen.- IttaliM? Of the treaty of ihe English ho4 
bfoken every article; hia affaira liad been reduced 
to the brink of ruin by their neftafial to aid Mm agalnjt 
the Mahnttlas i after such an example, it W03 uu- 
necessarv m ennmernte minor grievanDes*“ As it 
was likewise evident that an expedititm on a great 
scale was preparing in aiysore, 3HuhjJtiined Ali re- 
TimnstmUd with the ijoveminent in the stitmgeat 
manner on the impending dongerj. and the necKsiiy 
of taking the mewt vigorous steps lo firevenl iL 
his ^Tftem of policy ™ no longer in Cavour with ibe 
council; e^oiy thing bwiile lo Hyder was merely 
Tvgaided as coming fit>m one wba had lung misled 
them on this labject. The goremment were there¬ 
fore completely unprepared Cm the tremendous blow 
with which they wore about to be Etztick, 

Earlv in Juncj ITBD^ after prayere bad Iwn 
otfered in llie mosques^ and the volemn ceremony 
called Jebbitm pertunned by the Hindoos, for the 
Hiurev^of ilte propwed eat^tion, Hyder quilted 
Seringnpatanij and found mitstered ai the frontier 
perhaps the finest army that had ever Uken the 
field id Southern India- It consiifed of Saijt^ ^ 
▼aliy^ lSjOOO regular infantry, and 40,000 Irregiu 
lar troops called peons, many of wbanii however, 
were vinerans.^-in aii 03,000, besides 20CM) rocket- 
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mPTi, 5000 pioneerj, and abonl 400 Euwprana. In 
tile middle of July he muched ihrouftli the pass of 
Changame^ and began an unn'^ia.U'd caieef in ihe 
Camatuv whieh lie oivered Tiilil tile moat dfcadfill 
dewtatiom A few dayia after^ wlille the ruling 
party in the couned would scaicely admit the exitb- 
enw of danger, hUek eolumng of smoke^ mingled 
with flame, were seen approaching within a few 
miles of >IadwL GoloneL Wllks^ however^ con- 
Irovert^ the geneml Idea that the entire Carnatic 
was al]«oloteIj reduced la nshex Thb would ha^e 
been contrary to Hyder^s object Ln punning a plan 
of contiuest; he merely drew round ^fadm a wide 
eircle of dwlation, caleulating that a todions block* 
ade would be necessary to reduce ao strong a city. 

As soon as the first ahum of the guvemment had 
suheided^ they began to ifonsidEr the means of le- 
BlftBiice, which, with an empty treasitry, disunited 
cuundls, RJid the Impossibility of placing any confi¬ 
dence in Mohammed Ali, appeared extremely defi¬ 
cient The first object was to secure different strong 
places now held by the troops of the nabob, who^ it 
WM not doubted, would surrender them on the first 
serious attack. Several fell i but tw'o were wed by 
the eiertions of very young British officers, JJciu 
Ifuanl Flint, with a corps of 100 men, baTiog pro¬ 
ceeded to Wandewash, wus nefused admittance by 
ibe killedar or goTemor^ who had aineody Bf?angt?d 
the if ims on which the fortmss was to bo s urrender* 
cd. Flint, bowevef, hiving with four of his men pro¬ 
cured wsm, sened the cammandant, and, aided by 
the belter-disposed part of the gsuriaon, made hmi. 
self ronater of the stronghold 

The next object was lo ujulc into one array the 
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dJHef^nt di'larliraerita spread o^er the coqntry j the 
iDOfit ntimcraqi ajid bat equipped Mug uikder 
Colonel BAill ie^ who had AdTuic^ rottsideralify in 
the Lntenor with s ricrw to offeiuivie opemtitms. 
Thb corps amounted to 2800^ the main hod^ not 
mtaeding 5200. Lord Macleod^ who had rH->e£itly ar¬ 
rived in India and held the acluaJ command ■ atrong- 
iy^ and appoienUy with recommended that

Madras, not in the hcnii of a country rjitindy occu¬ 
pied by the enemy* But Sir Hector Mooroj the com- 
rnandec-tn-chief^ undertook to unite the amiiea at 
Cnnjereiain, fifty mila distant from the capita)- 
Colonel BalLlie^ tn order to reach that place, was 
obliged io take an inland route^ in which be wu 
exposed to the haiard of being atiacked by the 
whole anny of the mvader* He was detalfied ten 
dajt by (he rwelling of the nTer Cortelaurr and» 
afiir eficctlng his paMge^ was attackeil by a 
detachment under Tippoo^ which he repulsed, bnt 
not without sustaini ng some looa Hjder then, ittider 
eoTcr of a feigned movement against Sir Hecior'a 
army, interposed his whole foraj beiwemi the two 
English diviaioiii They w«e now only fourteci] 
milef dlftant, within hwiug of neh other's cannem^ 
and^ could they have acted in concert, would have 
easily defeated the irregidar host opposed to them. 
Baillit WFoi^p urging Sir flecmr to join him; but 
the commonderr conceiving that be would thereby 
lose Conjeveraiu with its fittic supply cf provisions 
and itores, chw rather to send Colonet Fletcher 
with iOOO tmopi to lupport Colanci BailliPp—ii moat 
hajardon* moremail ai^tiss a cmmtry covered by [be 
li^emy'i dctachtncnia.

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and activU^^ and by dMeitiiig baa own dmilM 
guiiii^, iucwedt^ axpid ertry dajiger^ in joiniiig 
the corpt llwt he vfM ordofed tn aupport^ which lit 
fautd to ypwapdb of 37 W men. Hyd^^r btirat into 
the moat fiuious UiTectlves agnlnit hii oMcfia for not 
liavjng prev^Ud ihii nnjaa ; anil the FmicJij con¬ 
ceiving it prepn^iUory to * cambined attach by tbeae 
two diTiiiciiiis, wdiortod the chief, by aptsedy rvlreal, 
Uj ihim a general action. Hyder bad fonned a juster 
tfStinute of thooe with whom he w'aa to conleniL 
Colood Bullle firat attemplAd a nlghumiuch^ by 
which a great eilent of ground might have bwD 
gained^ and where, in ciw: of flitaciL, lupenor dw- 
cipliae would luTe gitrem hini the ad^imlagc; but 
meetinf with socne nbatiwl^^ he dLtennintdp con¬ 
trary to Fletcher's ad™?, to delay tili mum ing. Ho 
departed at dawn, but iuon found him»?Lf opposed 
by the cntiK strength of the Mysore army. The 
English Ln»|W were at brat liaiTMoed only by fiymg 
det^imenu; but when they came into a nairow 
and eipooed part of the n»d, upward! of fifty pieoa 
of ntujwTi began to play ttpon tbeni w ith the must 
lervible effect- The fteveral narrotiTes soine- 
wfaal aa to the bifther Ismea of tbis lireadfiil day- 
AorordiDg to oHficia] and other itatoflients, the Eng¬ 
lish rcpiil^ repeated charges with prodigk* of va* 
lour. Their braTtry ladeed » nowhere denied; but 
pd^-ati? accounts asKirt that CoJonel BoilLle^ uniic- 
cQslomed lo leparato contmand, and dying in an agU 
rated manner from post to totdt no flied p«U 
tion« and did not aTail bimself of his real adTiniaifea- 
The grEDftdiera edled out tii be led on. and not e^- 
poKd without the Hteana of reaistance to the deslrue- 
tire ire of the OEieiuy. Suddejdy two tumbrils es- 
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piodedj spzvading dlumny^ uid tluTAteDinf a hi\m^ 
of amm inutiGD. Tii^? Mjbcitoo caviJTy^ bhy 
a desperado naipi^d Sktdia, niguie a faiioas. charge^ 
by whkh the whole sepoy force waa brolceii, and 
mingled with the enemy in inextricsbie confu^n. 
Tlie handful of British tittups still kept t)i<dr ground; 
but u no hope could In? eoieiiaiiied of Ehetr being 
fllple lo widtstnud tho whole armT of Hvder, Cakniel 
Bail lie walked in front, waved hk handkei^icli and 
concluded that he had obtained the promise of goar* 
ter* But whrn the enemy m^cd in, either disre¬ 
garding their pudge, or indSgcaQt at a slrnggling fin? 
whieh was otilt kept up by iht i^pojE, they treated 
the tmops witli the u|most entity, slabbing thoK aJ- 
ready wuunded, and even women and cbildnfu. The 
only humaJiily wliJcli vms exoreiied was obtained 
ihnjugh the exertions of the French odieera Laity 
and Fimorin.

joying the higfa'^t mililaiy repmation of any in In¬ 
dia, vai appointed to the ehirf command^ amt srni 
fioiti Ben^ with odU European troops, wMo a 
corpa of sopoyB prepared to marich along the cOftJt *a 
■ion u the rainj season Ahould terminate- At the 
■ame time the Governor of 3ladm was fuipended^ 
and hifl place In course anpplied by the senior member 
of roiLDcit^ who had always oppoaed his inactive 
poliry; bat the fimds for the proenidoii of the war 
wm placed in the hands of the new eommander-tii- 
duef. 

GebnJ Coote, cm amviog at Madras^ and pm- 
paring to take the fields found at his diapoea] not 
imMT than TlMKt men, ofwboiti ]J00 only were Eu- 
inpeana. Yet with this foree^ » fr™ fearing, 
be anxioctfly desired to encounter in the field the 
numerous, brave, i^nd wtlJ^commandcd army of the 
enemvv What he dreaded w» the hanging war¬ 
fare sinied on by Hvder in a country which he had

hrit amT, ^hen It Vft Madras, was like a ship de*

Erefy liiiug ^ 
which life could l*e supporU^d was to lie carried ^on^ 
witli it ; and the titnop#;, continujng to dt^pend or the 
faipitai alone for iiupplj^ were in dangt*f of ab^luto 
feinine. Aa they moTed id a close body throtigli 
this desolated region^ never occupying moiv tlian ihe 
ground w'hich they aetually covered^ clouda of the 
enemy's cavalry hovered mimii themj wlio^ fin<L 
iiag that they did not choose to waste their (oniRii^ 
tulloit oil indmdtial ubjecto, even rode op to the line 
and held an occasional parley.

Harassing os such a warfare waa^ and though the 
Mysorean chief continued to ft*fuse battle, he was 
obliged to ndso the *iegt of every place upon which 
the Englbh directed their murh. In this manner 
the Important tbrtrm»et of Windewash and Permo- 
coil were rvlievedT and a stop wnA thereby put to the 
caicer of the enemy. The Britiah commander, how. 
ever, in following tbe rapid movenieois of this indii^ 
fktigahle luiversuy^ found his troops so exhausted^ 
and reduced to such destitutidn, as left no proapect 
of relief except in a general ortion, whidi he icarce.i 
ly lapcd to accomplish. Bqt liyder at length, en- 
ctiurmged by the ■ppeamnee of a French fieet on the 
coast, and by n repulse luslained by the English In 
aJlarking the pagoda of Chillumbrnnij. inlreiiched 
bis army in a strong post near Cudilalore, where he 
at QOrce nyuntaiRcd hii cotnmiHUCfttion with the sea^ 
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nnd cut off ibe mppliw of bis opponent- The ati- 
tion wM i'Stftinply fiwniidflbfc; hut Sir Ej™ 
ski! fully led hia meu throusli a paaaage tofmed by 
thf enemy for a different purpooe, drew up the tit^ 
in the &jrt of «yc™l powerful batteries, m well » 
of ft vast body of aralty, ftoil fiiwiiy earned kll be¬ 
fore liim. Hyder, scftted na a portaMe atail upon 
fto ctniuence in the rear of ibe army, w«# stmcli with 
ajnftsenimt at the sueerw of the attack, and buiat 
into tlie most fitriour passion; pefofiing for some 
Itme to mOTc htuii the spot, till a trusty old ser- 
nnl almost by foree drew the itippen on hii ic:^, 
and plaecd him on a swift horse, which bote him out 
of the reach of danger. 

This TOtory enabled the Enslltli eommandef to 
retiere Wandewash a sccoiid rime, whieh wai again 
dosely pressed by Tippoo; but it did not mipplv hi* 
m^ent want of money, provirioiw. and eqnipTumta. 
After sundry marches and coutilennaifebea, Ilyder 
once more took gnmnd, and waited battle in a ptk.

Neitber the fame nor strength of the BrStiah ar^ 
my n’M imprm'ed by this engogeraenL The com- 
manderj however, hadng leom^ that the Import- 
uit (brtni^ of Vellore wus be^eged and reduc^ to 
cTtreraity^ detemiined upon a vlgorpus attempt to 
relieve li ; and having luidei^lood itiat Hydvr wm 
pasted at SltDllngfaur^ resotv^ upon anotber e^rt 
to bring him to acrtlon. Ou the morning of the 27tb 
September^ he poshed fonvard with sach vigour m 
very nearly to aiirpriBe the Indiaiu before ihelr 
rankii lajold be ftilly furmed. They rallied indeed^ 
and made oei'efal brisk chargeftiH but were finally 
obliged to betake themselves to flight with the hm 
of SOW incM, w hile only a hodflred fid I on the sido 
of the a^iknU. OrneTnl Coote was tbn^ enaLfled^ 
though not wjihout diificiiltyr to matth upon Vel¬ 
lore, the siege of which wna abandoned oq hii ip^ 
proarh- 

Tlie war con tinued with variotia furtane. Intdii* 
genre haTing received of hostilitlefl betweui Uk 
JU nglLsh and Dulcfi^ Lord Macirtnej, dow prf^jdent 
atitTadTus, formed the design of reducing Negapatant^ 
the cap! tat of thetr settlements; and, finding Sir 
Eyre opposed to the raeasure, cumploted^ with* 
out dmwing from the mam army;, a detachment of 
4000 men commanded by Sir Hector Mourot The 
enterprise wma conducted with the greatest vigoof; 
and five successive Ika of redoubts wen* carried by 
the beiiegrrs with soch energy and Intrepidity^ that 
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the rarrisoDf ibough ccmsisting of about 8000 men, 
capitiilatL*d in fourtofU iUya. All the Other Dutch 
settlements on the same cOMt fell along with it; and 
even their important station of Trincomalt*, on tint 
Island of Ceykm, was carried by storm. 

meantime Colonel Bmthwaile, with a body of 
2000 men, was recovering for the English their as¬ 
cendency in Tanjore. His corps, however, when 
the whuk country was occupied by theilysorean ca¬ 
valry, seenw to have been «» smalJ to lemam with 
safetv detached from the main nmy. Hyder not 
cmly'cnt of from the British all sourees of aceunto 
inf^iation, but opened comipU-d foiiDtaiDi; all 
the sp i« who pretended to give tliem intelligence 
sreie in his pay 1 and Braihwaite reniBiited encamp¬ 
ed on the of the Cokmon, wiiliont a tuspieion 
iiie flower of the enemy's forcct were hemming 
him in on every side. Even when ossuied of the 
fact by one of the natives, he was so misled by op- 
pMttc informalLon as to think the as^ion imwor- 
thy of credit. Suddenly he found himself cndoaed 
bv an army of more than ten times his number. 
All Bccounts agree that the nwistance of this devot¬ 
ed link corps was truly gallant, and tlini, during 
the protiBcti^ eontest, ii repulsed repeated and des. 
peiate attacks. But at length an onset by the Freneb 
trotgu broke the sepoys; iho whole were ili rtiwn into 
canfusioD, and finally either killed or obliged tosur- 
nmder. The French officer* displaynid their mmal 
humanity, and cv en Tippoo. who commanded, did 
not on this occasion treat the prisoner* with his ac¬ 
Ntftwilhfilanding this triumph Hyder felt deep 
anxiety as to his future prospects. He Jearaed that. 
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thraugU ih^ iiidi:;&tigab1a escciiions made bj Mt 
ftvm Bengal, ihv Mabi^tlagavemnLenl Ziad 
withdt^wn from hii BUiaotsej ajid had evtn bauiiil 
them^eZ^ei to guariuitee tha Britisb tfrHtory aa it 
8U>od at Ibe period of their h^i treaij. At the aame 
time a detacbinent, wfiidb ht had seat to besiege Tel- 
Hdierry im the Malabar couft^ met with a vety lin^ 
expecU.'d reactance; they were not ooly imable to 
m^c any icapnessjim^ but, oq a strong reinfaneeiDeiit 
being rceeived from Bombayj were and flOin- 
pell<>d to 8 iLrfendef+ If jder wu eo oiudi deprested 
b}’ these un&t'oiijable elrtumstanoes, tliat Jie 
e^eo formed the dea^^ of evaeuatiDg the Camatir, 
when tidings arrived of a strong body of French 
troofts having arrived on thecoa^j and'aMrdingly* 
on the 10th hlardi^ they were Uoded to the amount 
of 3000. The French and their allies^ comSderitlg 
themselves now deeJdedJy superior in the fields lm- 
iQediatdy laid viege to Cuddakre^ whkh^ having 
been imperTectiy providi-d with the means of derence^ 
surrendered a]m«t without i^istance- Thev then 
proceeded to bwiege the important position of Waiw 
dewaah ; but C^netai Coote having presented him¬ 
self, and offered battle for its relief, Ihe mmbiiied 
aniiyj^ with nil its boasted strength, declined that 
inue and reti^^ted totvard* Pondicherry. The Bri- 
tUh genera] fnllowed, and di^feated ihem with cocksi- 
derable Jugs at Amee. At the latne time be threw 
supplks into VeUore^ and undertook on oJtpcdilinn 
against Cuddakire, which failed only Uinjtigh the 
want of naval co.o|>eiatioii. Tbiw, even alWr oh. 
taining a powerful reinfon-ement fjroitt France, My- 
der renmined HBJ unable to the British amiy 
tn the open OeJcL 
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Id ttie meflii t\mu, latter wm cmploywfvifl^- 
miB-dTorts to ittafce an impf^fflioo on tht aideor^Iabu 
bar. ilio trinmphani repulse of the enemy &Din 

Tellicherryi, Jfajor Abingdon reducred Caliciil; and 
Colonel Humbertftone, on able and inteiygen t officer^ 
landed wilh on addiltoftal fom from Bombittyj which 
imdercd the BritLah completely mastei? of the field. 
The naj-nSj hailing liLm os a di'livefw> icnmediattdy 
joined their rorceo to his, mid the combined troopa 
marched into the Interior. The enemy liaring iiu- 
prudently waited their approach m ii ^sadvontagi^ 
Otis position, with a river In their rear, were totally 
defeated^ and a great nomber drowned in the iigbt- 
Yetr on advancing Into the rounlry, ihf conqueror 
found hiiiMfilf BO incumbered by the difficiilttcs of 
the morehj and hBmsscd by parties acting in hii 
rear* that he was obliged la commence hit retreat. 
This raoTcraen tit was ■»£! nwBsai^ U> make very 
mpid, ^L^ Tippoo and Lally had hastened with a large 
fisTce to retrieve the hi iiniOh®ii in tcresla oii lliis coa?!- 
The EngUsb Ifoopa fell back to Pwniani, where 
Ckilcnel Macleod, who arrived to take the command, 
iittiTDthed himself w strongly, that Tippoo was re- 
pfutied with cfmsiderahle loss. This prince, however, 
was prqHying with a lupefiof force lo reriew the 
attack, when he was recalled hy an event of the 
tnoBt monnmUjus diuaetiT, to which he very ns., 
turally coiisidf-fed cvitv other as secondary* 

Hvdef^i hiialth bad for some time been in a stale 
of mpid decline, and symptoms now appeared of that 
aevere imposthtmie called the rajhoTw» or royal 
boil, «aid to he peculiar to ludia and lo ilit higher 
ranks in that cotrotry. When decidedly famed, it

Mevod it> have exceeded eighty- Of the nncneroiifl 
met of Indifii] adv entiijnefs he wm perhaps the most 
reinarkalile. Without the llnst dements of ediic&. 
tiou, iinaJple lo wnle of r^td^ he made hii wav to 
the Ihjone of a mighty kingdom, which he adminis¬ 
tered with brillismt taJenl and profound politica] 
sagnaty, though without the least tinctufe Dfhonoiir^ 
principle, or humanity. Hta death fonned a criiis 
the most alarming fot the power which he bad rmwL 
An iDdianartny is held together by do sentiment of 
patriotbim, public duty, or professional diaracter^ but 
simply' by fealty to tbeir chief* and to h im indivi^ 
dually. WTien he disappearsj his soldiers are eon- 
verted from an orp.nizcd body lo a scattered crowd 
of imlividuali, who either disperse entirely or are 
ibmied into bands, each fallowiDgthe leader who at- 
taebta them to him by bis cbararler, or ean bribe 
them by his wealth. Ihis danger wbs great as it re¬ 
spected the family of Hyder, whose active mind was 
the soul of every movement in the court and annv. 
Hla Bagadtyj however, enabled him to dioosc La» 
straments who, in the hour of trial* proved Mthful 
to blmself and bis house. 

The affairs of hia treasury were carried on by the

Tippoo iiutaliLly aUA[ielldod hi$ operatiunt^ against 
the Engti&h, and Hecomplidied a rnuirli with e^lremo 
mpid ity the peuinsulnu As he npproaidicd ^ and 

Jearni-d that every thing vfss trmbquilp he sbekemed 
hisspeed^and on Lhe 2d January^ made a pri¬ 
me entry into the canipj whore^^ after the usual dla, 
Uibution of pay and donatives, he was soon rettig- 
□ised as <viiiuiaudrr of the army and as sovereign of 
lEysore. lie bad now m Ilk dbpoial ireops t^i- 
mated at BB^UOd meii, and » tftiuiUft^ mnuiuitJOg U> 
three milhuus sterlings hesideo a giwa atuf^ of jewels 
and otlsef pn^iuiia effeets^ 

Kotwithstanding this sludied eonrenlmenl, lhe 
govenunent at ^^tadru reeeived early notice nf the 
death of HyiLer« They immediately tmnsnutted tlie 
LDldligeDeeto thdr commanderurging him 
to make a rapid moveincut tu take advantage of that 
diBTgaULZBtion which usually foIbwA such n emk in 
an Indian guiTmraent. Unfortuimtely the mmi vicu 
IfAt iniuhoniiitanoit and diwtmtm reigned amoDg 
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ihe diirL‘reiit meinibon of iHe cQundl at Madras 
The dicialofiftl powirr, iQdujKndent of the dvM gi>_ 
vvniine&t^ iotnisted lo Sir Eyre Cooto, waa pfhnpa 
nec?essaiy under the cimunitances of that period^ 
syid had bcf^n atU'nded with signal advanla^in tin? 
eomdiii^t of the war; hut it formed a precedent to 
which future comiDiindeis were too much indJned 
lo appcd. GeneTml Stuart^ who had succeeded Sir 
E^vre^ rlflJiDEd wjunl authority; whlk Lord .lla- 
i-artnej irijuired the ontiie ini^rdijiatloii of the 
mUitary u> the civil aditiLuiiUatloiid The former^ to 
vindicate his enppoAed right, floems to have acted ta 
atudiouj eontradjctioti to the insiructioas Issued by 
the presidency. He fiist expressed doubla of the 
death of Ify'der; then said that he would move in 
the proper time ; next declared that his anny wao 
in no rondJtion to luareh ^ and, in short, did not un^ 
dertukeany movement till ihirteell dayi afier Tippoo 
vw fuJIy estalitiibed ill the Aovoreignty. 

This state of dieension betweea the civil and 
mililary authontus, each seeking imther Ui lurul^ 
pale the other tbmu to promote public qbjocts, could 
not hut be highly injurious to the service. The 
snpcenie govertiinent seem to have laid the chief 
blame upem that of They say, " You lu- 

vour iw with a coflerted maw of romplajnt and uu 
vectire against this gavemmeiit; against the Katxib 
of Arvot and his minlsten; against the cucumandef- 
Lu^ief of all the foms in iodia ; aguutsl the eonu 
numder-in^hief of his majesty^s licet; agslnsl your 
own pruTLacial eommander-liiwCibkr; and again, 
against this government.^ It is obsemedj that the

Tippoo^ fttnu 
ouuei which we ahal] prcsc'ntly notice^ considering 
the weft of India m liaiiog become the princi¬ 
pal theatre of wur, wlthdrv'W hij troops from the 
former^ in order that he might act In the latter 
with mor^ effect In eonseqneoee of hii dcparinie 
it wu determined lo attack CuddaJore,i where the 
Frcndi had now eoneentnted their main fbfK Ai 
this plac^ was. receiving continual reLnforcements, 
it was d^irable to ppoeeed speedily to its inveft- 
jiient; but the 31adjns govermneiit lodged heavy 
eompbunU of the tardy progress made by CecienU 
Stuart^ who perfonned only the daily maieh of 
three mUes^ and thus required forty dap, instead 
of the uiual period of twelve, lo reach Cuddakua.

eonduikd lielweeii llie two nations. Eussy soon after

proach cetifYd lo the otnat 
Tippoo Vkm greatly Kimoy^ on learning the fell 
of thb ttuporULdi plaeei mid the nemr approach of 
the enemy towardB )ib capital. Malh«w« wils soon 
informed that successive corps were tlirowing them¬ 
selves on his rear^ and iurroanding liim with a force 
agiiiut which he would bo nnahle lo cope. He bad 
by this tlnijc obtuned pennissiad fram the BotnbRy 
gpTemmorit lo act according to bis own disa^on ; 
bul bo was row so ekted by lib unfioirUnl and 
Tfrtory, Ibat he ptctced blind ctinfidefico in for- 
*wid cTcn, according to Wilks, believed him- 
lolf aided by sorao supernatural power- Thus, itv 
posirtf ID full security, ho aJIowod hk communica¬ 
tions with the coos^t to be inU^rceptod, while his titupa 
were aurretinded by Tippoo^s wbolo force, aided by 
the tdenee of Cenigny, a French engineer. The 
garruon wiinr driven biio the citadel^ and afcer a 
brave deliince^ wore redtin?d to the neresaity of ca¬ 
pitulating, though on ftfcvoiireble temu, reiving a 
promise that they should be safely conducted to the 
eotet When the Indmn prince obtained admission

during the presi^ni war; indt^d they with dJllculty 
escaped the efforts of his resentment. Having made 
$onie vain attempts to prooeeuto the fliege alontv be 
agreed to an aitnisticei which wm to cxtood over 
the whole o»al of JifalaboT^ One eotidition was, 
that a certain supply of ptoviaioiw, sudicieni to 
keep up the present sti^* abouM be allowed to enter 
^langaJore every month. But, although this slipu- 
lotion was nominally observed^ ill spirit was «jm- 
pirtely violated, the provisioiK supplied Iwing m ile- 
foctive> and of such bad ijiiabty, that the health of 
the ganiaou rwpidly sank ; while General JI^Leod, 
with a voty ilLUnted scrupuJisaty, declined taking 
any elTcctive means for tntioduciiig pnjper food. 
The consequence was, thst Colonel Campl^lb 
sustaining a siege of nearly nine months, was obliged

Tippoo hod applied for ttrn English cam- 
tousioiien to proceed to his samp and tml for 
penee ; and, with a courte^ wliioli ColoDcl Wilks 
CMuideRf tdoDiahle, the JHadias govcmmenl hod 
nmplied. ThcM envoys, on discovering the aul- 
ton'i proceedings with regard to Mangalore, sent 
ordeto to Fullerton to sitspeod tlie proecssof restora- 
tion. At tungtlia ueaty aiw wneliidfd, founded 
on the basis that each party thoulil retalii his forntcr 
possesaioJiSj and that Tippoo should release such of 
his priwncts as had survived the cruettics with 
whkh they had been Irmud.

miJitajy genius, he was yet, fts already observed, a 
vcfy dilTerent eharw^ter. The former always pro, 
ceedcd id a direct course to rcaLire his Bchemcfl of 
Interest or ambitian, from which m other object 
ocniJd tarn hizii aside. But Tippoo was agitated by 
Yvious pfkisioiis and caprices, which di^uatllkd hsni 
fmiD puttuiug a decided Jise of pohey. fnsiead of 
man i resting tbe tndldforence or Hydcr on the ftuh_ 
jeel isf rebgion, he inspired with a furious seal 
ID the cause of Islattiism^ which appeared in the 
most odloiia and lyrauiijcaJ measure The jssue 
wasj that he was buried under the mint of the 
empire which he mherited, and which his predo- 
MiOT;, hy so malty arts and criiocaj had rois^ out 
of fiothiug. 

The first instance of rcJJgioiii persccutton was dl- 
iwled against the Chmlians on the coasl of Canarap 
who had been converted hy ihc Portogucae. In 
this caae^ indeed^ he Kfcms to have had a somewhat 
plausibie pretext. In his narrative he assoria, pro^ 
bahly not withcHali truth, that the Eutupcans had 
onginaLly cmplujcd vioknl meant to cumpe] the 
natim to adopt the new oted. fTaviug thcrerore 
coUocted WpOOO, by bis own statement, hut, ac^ 
cording to Wilts, only 30,000. he foRihly inflict¬ 
ed an them the rite of rircumcisian; then humed 
tbftn to the capital, and distributed them Ut the 
dl^mrnl gurbona; a barbamus treatment, by which 
K is said that many perished. By a strange inedn- 
siltency, he itipreaented it as the highest honour to 
be thoi urged lo the profession of the Moslem 
fwth, jet made it the punishment of rebelUon and 
coiitujtiacy. The rude tnoimtaimnu territofy of 
had aiwmyt formed a iductani appendage 
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lo the kingil™ of The p«ple had iakvn 

sidvBiitagt! of ihc WM ^ilh ihe Kn^liah to pMsert 
tlieir Lndfpciidence; hoLdln^ their conqutroR in 
equal iit?hom4vee on BecDiuit of ihclr reUgiofip 
their dj*rvi^ for the ngbta of laoilud profK rty* 
They now inresented the sypect of a fortniiiible re¬ 
sistance^ Tippoo ofkUg^ to mBieh Agdjut ihvm 
with hb whole force, when they retre^l^ into the 
depth of their forwUi, whieh spp4^ alnwet mmt^ 
aible. The sultAn, however^ dit'idi'd |ib army into 
deUehments, whieh formed a oimpleto eLreJe miind 
the imhnppy fugitives^ and do^ in upon them ns 
bunnfiuen do In pursuit of came. At length the 
troops penelfftied Into their flecrei haunts^ and carried 
off 7D,00tt vietiuia to nnder)^ the atkhorred twnaJties 
of dmunciiion and i.^apti's'ily+ Elated hy thsae 
mji I triunipUs, Tippoo hesitated not to assom^t the 
title of padifha, which our historiaiu liave rtot veiy 
accurately tmndated king. It was hilherto appro- 
prialed exdtiaivdy to the finpl Moipilj whose stu 
prciiUMO’ bad till that period been acknowledged in 
aiysore; but no sooner did the conqueror Invest 
hinueir with iMa high diarinelion^ than public 
prmyen were offered for him instead of Shah Alluui, 
The inctcasing influence and lofty preten^us of 
this poleniate raised agniost hlnif in VJBfi. a confer 
deracy the most powerful that had for a long tionir 
heen formed in Southern India. The Slahraiiaa 
had repeatedly shaken to its foundmiDn the throae 
of Hyderj and^ though now much disunitod* they 
were stUl the greahst ainoDg the iialids powers. 
They bdd possession of the perwn ai well as the 
ramtoJ of the Mogulp md bad no rival* tor em. 
pire imk^ in the Afghan wrereigna. With the 
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nTZRiii^ wh& r^alLdd JK^nd m ajid 

□it^» tt-ey romit^ kd Blliaoee^ whirli hcnil for iU 
object the iubver^Mii of the nv\v kiugdoiu in the 
fonth^ and the diridion between them of all it* pos- 
BefisionH, So conlident were the i^lBbrattas ofa tri^ 
umphant issue^ tb»t they did not even eaJI in their 
own con tin gents, and declined courting the aid of the 
English, lest they slitmld bo obliged to Ghare with 
them the expected spoiL The confederates advanc¬ 
ed towardit the ToombuddtWp the chief liamcr be¬ 
tween their dominions and thwof Tippoo; they Iw- 
aiegtd and look the ttmng fortress i^f ^dnmee; and 
their cavalry spread thcmselvi^s over the coimtiyr 
The sultan did not attempt directly lo oppose this 
invading force; bnt hy a circiiitoiis moveicent came 
rapidly Upon Adoiiie or Adwonee, the principal for¬ 
tress of the nistam south of the Toemhiiddnt, and eon- 
sidrred hy this ruler io Etrongp that he had formed in 
it a sort of royal esiahlishmrpt, wlUch induded the 
haremi of h is hrotlier jMid nephew. The son of H y- 
der pushed the siege with his eharaiii^ristic impeta- 
oaily; hut having prematurely aiUrmptcd to storm a 
hnwch, found it bo bravely defended hy its command¬ 
er, that he sustained a complete repiiW. The con¬ 
federate armies were thus enabled to come to 11i re¬ 
lief^ and ohtiged him to retire. But it was now the 
JMeaooit of the year at whieh the Toomhuddra imder- 
goirs Its pcricHilr^ mitndalicm, when iilKcame tiw^- 
aary for the aJli^ to have thi- whole of their amues, 
their tnattrialj and suppllt% either on the one side 
or on the oLher of that river. To transport so many 
■nen and so much baggage to the southern bank, in 
the laccol an active eneniyj appeared too ha^ardnus; 
they therefbre reowed to the narthem lule^ Jeav, 
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\nf Tippoo's dominions socure during ihc penod of 
the moilsoortH Thej were even reduced to the 
iy of aWndonini: Adopie^ after huatilj^ witlidrawtng 
its diatlnguiahed in mates ; an d Uie vktor on mUiring 
found iiunjeniiu a|Murtmenu ftilJ Dlted up with all 
Ule splendour of royal palares. 

The Anliau had nuw jusL ^mnd Lo boost of lils 
yet aimed at eaittnduig it bIiLI ^rtbcr. 
He rauswl a great quantity of timber tn he felled 
in ilie forests of B<dnofi% and boated do^m the 
Toomhuddra, where it was eon verted intii mfta 
and IjaskeUlioHts for conveying his foroHs arniaa. 
All hbi oflieen disanadid him froin the daring 
acJieme of carrying beyond this Lmrrier oOendve 
op4’ratliitis afL^inst such |Kpw'i?rfui armies, Jle rejerU 
ed every arguiiikiiil^ and iu the eanise of a m^k had 
actually Inui^fwrted the w hole of hia trmps to tile 
other side* llifi eittmy^ who could not be mode to 
believe in any such attempt^ had m-gli'cted all pre- 
cant ions against it; and their indecisive movemeuts 
soon shoivid how completely they were taken hy but- 
prise, A flcr repeated mattes and coun Utrcnarriies^ 
Tippoo, with his whole forre tti fouT divisioiis, made 
a midnight attach upon their niinp. Through a w ant 
of co-optiTalion between these liclachmtnts, the un¬ 
dertaking did not compieUdy succeed; yet the enemy 
were thervhy inoi|Hjlkd lo quit their jaMition, and 
when Ihty afterwards atltfoipied to rwgijn il| were 
repulsed with considenihle hiw- The gi'iicral isstiF 
of the day was such as indund them to retrea t, aban¬ 
doning lo Tipjwo I he inifwnanl city and district of 
Savanodr. i^t overtuM wert? made for m 

treatV whidi was concluded on ibe fondilion that 
the a'ldUin should acknowledge the tribute stipulated 
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by Hyder; amountinjj HtUl, aftef ^melik^ d^ur- 
l^on&f lo fdrty-tivo kcki of rupees^ t!iMy of ’nhich 
yim Actiuilly pud. He iheflored aJso AdoDie and 
the other town^ tnJceii during ibc wari and wa? in 
rt-tiim nibbed b 9 sovE^reign of nearly mil India 
scTif h of the nrer TDooibiiddn. 

By Ibis luccessful contest agaiofit such a powerful 
coufedermey, Tippoo hud perhaps tlie gmtest 

military name in India. He bfid dlsplay^id trren 
prudent' and rnudemtiafi in the termn m wtiieh he 
concluded peace. He now considered hiia^lf, tc- 
cordinglyj, the undisputed ruler of the south, and at 
liberty to propagate the JVIohamniijdaii faith by vio¬ 
lence of every description. His 6nt movement waa 
to descend the Ghauts^ Into the territocy of C-aLicut 
or Malabar Proper^ whlch^ by a hard-won eonquesl^ 
Hyd er had anue^ted to the domiuiod of MjwtK* 
Here be foimd a mce iospired with bucIi ileodly en¬ 
mity to his favourite creedj tliut If a IMnssulman 
loudied the outer Will of a house, th^y thought it 
necCMiy to reduce the whole to ashes. Thdr re¬ 
ligious professiou, indeed, derived little credit from 
Lheir moral conduct, since custom amoDi; the uayrSj 
oruativeaorhigfa rauh, sanctioned a mode of living so 
extremely dissoluhv that Tippoo did not exaggefuto 
when he told them, that ^’ihey were all boru In aduj-^ 
Urry, and w ere more ahamelesa in their conm^iions 
than the beasts of the Held." But natwithstand- 
lug these habits, they poaseased the llttnoit bravery, 
and were prepared to mike the most determined re- 
sislanee to the TwItitiHi euiertained by the sultan of 
rotupelliug them to undergo dreumciBion and ea| 
bret J^ven when vanquklied they submitted to 
both conditions with extreme rduetmee; urd miny 
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simgbi refuge m the heart tif SiresU, ot in the 
sEfETDimduig mouRtatua^ liU al letigtli ihe ^hui^ 
were either cimiraeiaed of dnveu CnoM ikeir flelds 
and homesL The vkior ihen eommeiiced a war 
agiuiut the religious edifices. He publicly boftsU 
ed ihit he had rased to the ground eight thou- 
Esand temple#, with their roofe of gold, eilver, and 
copper^ afU-r digging up liie trmaiirH Imried at the 
feet of the idoU; hut there » reason to believe, 
that in this msiann- he greatly e:iaggerated hia own 
eDormitl«a^ At length he became bo dated witli 
iheac eapLclLSt th&t Ite app^m to have eansidered 
liLmteLT m really endued with supernatural powera^. 
and Little if at ail iofeiiDr to ^Lohammed^ the 
fonndur of lus l^lh. Being strongly wivised by 
hi® eouusdlors not to attempt pastmg the Ghauts 
during the heiglit of the rainy aeason^ he replied^ 
that lie would order the elouda to amp discharge 
ijig their w^lera lint U he should have pos^/* But 
he hod SDuii to cnrouuter a mortal foe, against 
whoiB neiihiTT bis earthly nor hiB celestial powere 
wt'!fr found to avail. 

The little kingdom of Travancore, formiDg the 
western part of the most southerly e^Etremity of In¬ 
dia, imiid the revolutions which shook the grtraier 
siatea in its vicinity^ liad hitherto sneewird in 
matnLauiLiig independence and nputrality* It was 
protected not only by a kfly chain of moun- 
lainsp extending as far os Cape Comorin, hui by the 
more' imperfect harrier of a wull and ditch cover, 
ing its whole frontier. Tippoo, however, had ^xvd 
his eyes with intense aigernvs® on the eonaum of 
a territory which lay as it ww encltned within 
hii fwesit artiuiaitiotiA, mmI ^i^tild i^mplete their 
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drcolti. Hi- conirivt'd severgil ^luidf fif dissatig* 
fairtinii. T)ie tL-nrilorj ot Cochin, which hnd now 
bcvii reduced under i^uiiiplcle vassabji^ to ^Ty- 
save, bH[»fiened so to inLcrsecl that of TrmvftneoiCf 
that the waJl furmed fur tlic defence of ihc one 
ctidOMHl ^oroc prtbna of the other j nJid Tipiioo 
eouid n>m]iUjn that liia psfsag^e to a tvrtnEii of 
hb dutniitiona was uLdtwttd by tbh harrier. The 
Ilajah of Tnvajieorv again, with the vkw of fieeuf- 
Lii|i hb rruiitierf had {»urrha5od front the Dutch the 
fortB of Cranganor and Ayocotta, whidi ibc latter 
hod laug eonquereii ffont the Portugilestv Thia 
meaaiire wna deeply resented hj Tippoo, whn re^ 
milked tliat these forts siltud wilhiu his lerritarieOp 
and alleged^ though aeemingly without rctuHiDp that 
the Dutch had uwoird hb superiority, toid paid n 
rent far the land- I^intly, the refuge nayra, tlying 
fram Itia perseeutkill, had found a friendly reefp- 
tion in Tra% nnrorv. On these, or any other grauiuis, 
the Eultan ^tmld not have tjcen slow to execute 
his purpose, lud it not UxVk cheeked by a defen* 
sire [dUniia.^ formed during tile laat war betwiKui 
the rajalt and the EngiLdu It whs therefore ne- 
Lie&wy to atfFird explHnatioJis to the guvommeni 
a| ^Indra^^ who seem to have fell ihe nlmmi db- 
poslUon to preserve pacihe relationj w'ith ilyiwre. 
They pnqfes^ tEieimitli'Cft ready to listen to all 
reasonable grounds of complnintj and proposed send¬ 
ing two efimmbsioners to examlBO, and endeavour 
to adjust the lUAtiers in dUjiiiUf. This did iKit har^ 
Enonu^e with ibe design cd TLp|KHi, who lioatened 
with his whole fonv to attack the we^ boirler u^f the 
Travaneure lines. The extent of auch a fijrtihratifjtt 
timssuilj lundered it LnclEidriit; and mrtordlng* 
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Ij?, m Sflitli D^wmlxrr^ wliilr a numitrou^ 
bodv, ctimprising Appargntlj tb^ whole aimj^ br a 
fei^etl attaet on tbe prindpaJ gutej occupied the at- 
ten if on ot tbc iuhbhitaiits; Tippoo^ with upward of 
14^000 nif^ii^ ihp flower of hb tnjopo:, had olTccled hw 
cnlmtirv at uji un^auiLHl pciut on Ih^ riglu flank. 
He then pushed aloiiE the in tenor of the rampart 
to readi the oenreAt entniiHc and opt^n it to hij luen. 
For same time hb pn^ress waa almost unresbted * 
the inliahitanta Telreatibg fram one tower aller an.^ 
other; though^ ai Tem&TrreineDla arrived^ tJlej began 
to tnakc a more vij^niiis stand. They maintained 
their defcuce particularly in a Urge ■quarp ImHding 
that served the joint purpose of a uimgaiiiie and 
liarraek ; and here Tsppoo^ seeing hb ftesl ditdsion 
confliderably diminishk^ by snccesaJvc eontests, or. 
dered It to be atrengthened by a fmb eorpa. Thb 
opeimlion was til updenlODd and [tnfkerfeelly exe¬ 
cuted ; and, aa the ttoops were adTaneing in some 
disDnlerji a party of twenty TmTancon'aiUj from 
under ekHe eoveit> opened a brisk fli^ on their flank. 
The roffiLuianding-olficcr feU^ when the whole body 
waa thrown into Lrretrievahk oHifailoit. The mass 
of fugiiivcf drove be^ them a dolarbimim whldi 
was ailvaneing to their support^ and who again 
impelled thdoe behind. Many w'ere thrown down 
and trampled to death; and the ditch was filkd with 
heaps of dead bodlck The sulum blmfcLf was home 
along by the torrent, Jiad soroi: sm'ants with dif. 
ficttliv conveyed him orer the ditch, after he had 
twice Inllen and suffered cemtusiDns ; (lam thf kme^ 
ness thereby occasioned he neTcr entirely recovered. 
Ub palanquin^ the bearers of which bad be«i trodden 
to d«ilb* waa left behind; wad hb aeal^ rings, and

loaik a vow tbal he wonJil not leave ihe cncatnp- 
luent dll lie bad retrieved ciid avenged the diwter. 
All hi* delarliments wert*eRlled In, hi* lieavy faimoTi 
WAS brouE^ht down from Seiingai^tam and. Banga¬ 
lore; and though more thiui ihree months were 
employed in these preparaiioiifi, he sueeeeded eoiii- 
pletfly in iulLuig thesmpielanE of the Britisltj and in 
persu^injT tlit m that he waa still desirous of main- 
lainLng amicable relalMmaL At lengthy his amui|!e^ 
ments Wmg completed, ahoiit the lai^inniug of Aprih 
17110, he opened wgular batteries agamat tlus eon- 
Templible wall, and soon made a breach iicarly three 
quartern of a mile in extent. The iroope of Tta- 
vancore, thus exposed In the open field, fted with 
little resislanee:^ mid Tippw soon saw the whole 
rountry lyiBg deftaiceleaa before him. He imme¬ 
diately laid siege to Cmuganor^ near which, on the 
iieighbouruig Island of Vipeen, the English had a 
small force stationed to assist the rajah. These w'eie 
reinforced by three batUdioEU under Colonel Hart- 
ley^ whOp on finding that he could not undertake 
offensive opcimtions, withdrew the native garrisou 
from the ^ace;^ and took up a defensive poaitioDr 
ill which the enemy did not ullempt to molest hun. 
The Myaorcau commander now ovcfrana grtwt part 
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of Uie tODi^ucred territcrtTj cammEtlmg liii ujhaJ 
dcviAStAtioria, and carrying jfreat nttmlKTs ut ihc in- 
habi lAHts in to capth-i ly, JIany * ho wcrer, retipcd io 
their sautbcm rHstneasca^ wliw they could vnUidilfi- 
ctLlty be pursued; mid the bcasoh beeorniiijt iiiifa- 
votirable^ TlppdOp who was also oJontied by tlw* 
niDViiaents of the Englifih^ reiunieii to Serjnga|Hu 
tam, after haring levelled to the groimd the wall 
whieb had proved so unexpectEdly formidable. 

The AfarquU Comw-nlUn had arrived in iTBfl 
na governor-general, with a view to eflecl a wmph te 
reform in the ajftom of Indian policy* To avoid bv 
every possible mcaiu war with the native powi!^ 
was one of his leading InatmetionA. He bejC^^ ac_ 
cofdmgly, by pnxrlaiiningp in a manner that Jw 
Iwen eetmired os too foil and undl^ked, the deter, 
mination to engage in no ho^tilitka not itnetly defen- 
iiTe+ Yet hb vien's very early underwent a change ; 
and he began to consider It necesary^ or at least 
highly entpedient, to engage in an extended n'aHkrv 
with the view of homhling coinpletejy the power of 
ilysore- it seems difficult to dheorer any good 
ground for altering his determinatJOD so entirely. 
Tippoo had no dovtbt shown himself very fonnl- 
dable; yet there was no reason to apprehendp while 
the whole of Ontial India was uniUid liy the aJli- 
anee betwem the jiizam and the hfahrattiu^ that 
the balance of power would be oetuaJly eiulangePHt ; 
on the eontrajyi it wu likely to be in greater peril 
from the downfkl of one of th ese partJfs and the jm, 
moderate ■g]gTiiiidiMnieot of the others. The new 
governor-general in adopting thb policy wm greatly 
inhuenred, we foapecl, by the rest!™ »nd violent 
dispe^tioQ of the sultaiij and by an abhorfenre of the 
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wliidi ite continued to inflict apoo 
ihc inbftblUiista of ite oda^t of ^lalabar. 

Tlio Tiewt of tbo mar(|Dis were mor dmloped 
by ft treaty fomod with the nizani. He had been 
itiAimcial to take the efttliett opporlimity of de- 
itiojidin^ from thifl priiii?e the eesgiop of Giuiloarj on# 
of tlie Nortbem Clrtajm^ considered neci^ary for 
rompIetLng tlie circuit of that importAnL territory. 
Thcclaiitt now iReutionid was faiiRilcd oa the agrec- 
mrtit of l7dQT onginmlly caodnded witli & view to 
oJTtERsiYe w^ar against Ujder^ and ton pnrtatioii of his 
iloniiiilnrtHu This prei4^ii3ioD was socoewhat exorbi¬ 
tant, considiring titat the treaty had been repeatedly 
farokt'R ; that war bad since been waged Wtween the 
two parties^ and peace twice coDcJudod w ith Ifysocr 
without any nefTard to its stipulatiaiiL A mUitary 
Gorce, howeverj was despatched to support the claim, 
which the RUEam allowed a t'ery rcniak^hlo and im- 
expected &eUlty in pnnting. Hatred and fear of 
Tippoo had at iMa time overconic all other caitsLdcm- 
tions, and he readily agreed to execute the conditiaos 
of the treaty relative to Guntoor^ pto\ided all the 
otbcT^^ includiiig extensive ce&iiona prom bed to him 
horn expected sped of his enepiy^ w^ere *I m In¬ 
serted The govemor-geberal eatild not grant tliis 
to the full extent^ bm be amded to the proposal 
in case future eircumstaiire^fl shotiid admit of its fuL 
fUmenL At the sum: time, agreeably to treaty, a 
flubiidiary force was to be sent |o the Jikain, and 
securities were Introduced that it Etioiild not be «n, 
ployed against certain other poweia. No such saring 
clause being sidded in leference to the lultan, the 
negotiation with respect to him bore dlogethcf a 
boiiiik clmracter^ 
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Whik* jwtuatwi by (hcM di5pwitk>i3s> I^ord Com- 
WAlIk was probabJy by learning that Tip- 

poo^ by hLf littark on ilic* Tm^ ifficonr walk had af¬ 
forded a rcfuliir ground od which to dcdajif wmr. 
Be made a mioft indigiunt reply to the pfesidfnry 
at Bfadras^ who^ piling their opiaiuti that Uiia 
prinre stiil dialrcd pi*ace, were themsidTet enteriDg 
into treaty;, and nialung no pA-tmatioii for bos- 
tilltka- In fart^ the Tca^anrore affair^ though it 
called for attontton^ does not seem to have pressi^d 
w eJosely on imy Brilish inter^t that an attempt 
might not hn^e heen made to adjust it by padfie 
amngeiDentf. The niarquiSp howeeeiv aitnoiiDced^

giorazitee that, while hia tiwpe were ahaePt on the 
projnued expeditioi]* bit country should not be pil¬

Tippco ieemi not to hare been prepared for Uie 
prompt hostilities of iheEnglish^ In June 1 they 
rmniiieneed the caznpaJgn on thobotcieat aptem of 
oBeiisive isi'airfare ^ their aim being nothing few than 
by the most direct roale to asrend the Ghauts from the 
Booth p and advance upon SeriR|Hpatain. Thk maich 
hod already been projected and consideivd practicable 
by Colonel Fullerton at the Lennjnatton of llio Jast 
Tiw, Aa cDDipared with the northern road through 
the frontEer4l«tnet of the Earamahl, it had the 
advanlago of being mor^ reinote from iJIadras^ and 
rotiBequenlly from all military aiippHeB and fitores; 
Imt it led through a rounlry more abundant in forage 
and provisiuna^ and avoided the obstacle presenu^ 
by tile powerfijl forlreda of Ikngalofe, It was nc^ 
rosaaiy^ however, to begin tiy rodudug the Btrnog 
places possessed by the iulLan In the lowcimntry; and 
Gener^ Medows, tixing bis hisd^uartmalCoim- 
betoocp^ employed In this service Colonel Stimrt, who 
had niUGh opmeoce of war in Southern India. The 
most important of tbae fortr^M^ and that w^hich 
was eonjidered die main bulwark of Tippoo in this 
quartcTp wu Falgaut^ atiout thirty mJlea west of Ca. 
imbeioor. Stuart immediatety marcbed againft it, 
Imt Lad on his marrh to enconuter an uncTpectcd 
enemy.

They 
were compelled In ab«aidon three additional guns, 
and their sitiiaiioa was becoming more nod more 
erltlcai, when some cavalry being seen in the road 
from Coimbetootj the cry biosc thoi GeneraJ ^ledowa 
was coming to their aid- TIiLa report, being Ikvonned 
by the conunntider, vras eebotd yd\h mdi cunlltdeiiee 
through die Wka, ibaMbough Tippew hstd gnoduiw 
fonnation to the txminxy, he ™ deceived, and 
vrithdrew hb aqnadrons. Colonel Floyd was thus

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Ibia phlct a wties af mniicFUFT^^ dudtHi both Mm 
and Caloin;! AliXwtll, then ^Utloited in Bazainahb 
and hjmiBpid jnnichdefended into the Curonmndpl 
Ufmlory, Ailer menaejng Trichinopolj^ he turned 
nafthwonln, and mept tile Camntie with ue&rly as 
Hitle opposition aa vfaa enpericnced by his father 
dunuj? hifl trat tnutnphant e&ni[Bijgn. At Thijigw, 
indeed^ he wns repulsed by his old ^end Captain 
Flinty whom he had lenjmed lo know at Wontlevi'aah ^ 
but Mwmdy any other place mflde even a show of 
retistance. Ho began by burning and destroying 
cireij thing in his way j but. soon considered, lhai it 
wtitild he tnone proht^lc to ie^y eonirihutionSj and 
ibeneby to replenish ilia somewhat exhausted tM- 
snry. On approaching PoDdlcherry, he endcnvouN 
cd lo open a negoLlatiun with the FieRebj wliich wna 
TeDdeied fruitli^ by tho pudbe dispoaitioii of Ltiaii 
the Sixtjcentb- 

GfnomJ Mtdows in the field displayed coujuge 
and talent; but he bad not shown hittueir equal 
to the iutri^^ate opmtiojis of tui Indian eampaliriL 
Lord CnrowalLUg Uiereforo^ deteimined to rt*sume 
fail oiigLUal desajBpi of dirvctlDg in pewn the cnarso 
of the war ; and having arrived at Modmo^ on the 
^tb jannory;, look the oomnmnd. He brought cnn« 
dderable rnnfDrreiiient&; and haiing ordered Me- 
dowa la join him, resolved without hesltatiod to carry 
bostilities into the heart of Tippoo's dontinionsb tft 
weighing the odiantagee of the two Jinca of opvra^ 
tjoUp the north and the south, by which he could 
penetrotr into the interior of he pre^ferred 

iJ»t former. Probably the Eallure of the late eampaip 
a good deal inBuenoed hli choLee; he amstdered 
aliu the diitanct* to which hii militaiy movements 
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would in ihe oUier ciiic tic withdrawn froin their 
point of iupport at Muilm, uni! therefore dcaded 
upon liraTing all thu diffinilties presented hv the for- 
tnm of Bangalore, and the Mcak region in which 

it tf jptuated. 

On the 5th Fehmufy the goveniqr-fienend bepui 
hi* tasreli, and on the lith passed threugli Vellore 
towards Atnboor, as if he hM raeuii to asrend tire 
mountaiiu bf »ine one of the p^a directly oppo- 
aU> to Madras. Tippoo, mvantime, wts lingering 
Pondicherry, in hopes of eoududing hi* French 
negntiation, and being thereby Rinfunicd by iLiC 
thauHand troopB. He tnistcd.tWj that with his light 
cnralry he mi^t iwh the panes towards which the 
English wereadniDriiig, in time to place himself in 
their f»n t- Cornwallis, howe%er, suddenly wkeeU 
td to the right, and by a rirruitoos march of four 
days attained the pass of ilooglee, where he found 
nellhfT foar nor preparaiian on the part of the emw 
inj\ In a similar p«iod he cnlered witbont resist¬ 
ance the high plain of Jfysore, and wa* now in the 
heart of the mitan's country. This able moretuent, 
with which the oonunander-in-rhief opened his ca. 
reer, struct his antagonist with wiHlcrnitiun, and 
inspired the mosi fcTouiable anritipations as to the 
ntanoef in which the ouiipaign would be conducted. 

Tippooj taken completely by snrprise, hastened 
lo the dcffJMe of his dommions ; hnl he acted on no 
decided Of directive plan. He lo«t n eonsidereblt 
ante in sitpcrinUfiiding penonaliy tho remiival of 
h» harem frein Baiipiiore; and, notwithstanding 
secerel iHcmpts to hainss the English scamly np. 
Bosed an obstacle to ihdr toting ground before that 
s^ghoid, which they did on ihe 5lh Mardi, ITBI.

the only scriou-s disaster which the latter expe- 
rieikeed was ocdmoiied by the too forwani valour 
of Colonel Floyd, when despatehoii with the cavalry 
to cover a m&nncUMOHce.

Colouel Moorhonse^ 
one of the nrrcmnpItBhed characters Id the ser¬ 
vice, received four woimds^ which proved fiiCiLL At 
Lengthy when the gate w as Blmost tom in p\ms, 
Lieutcnmit Am,« man of very small statucvi farecd 
his WAV ihroiigh it, and iledowsj^ who preservi^d an 
ipspiruig gayciy lO the raldst of botth-^ called out. 
« Well dalle J r»ow^ whiskers, try if you can follow 
and inpport the Ultiv genth'man*'* On this animau 
install, the tinq^clashed into the turwu i though it^ 
grrat extent rendered the omipatinn dJJ&riilt. Tip- 
poo likewise threw In a strong corps^ which renewed 
the contest, opening a heavy Hie of musketn' | hui^ 
when the Euglish betook thcmBelvcs to the bayo¬ 
net, they dw-v the enemy with Irrtristihle fitly 
thropgh the streets md lanes^ and soon compelled 
them to erubTuite the petlah. Our loasp hriwever, 
Mflionnted to 131. 

Nfitwitlistanding every obstacle, the hsiegm by 
the Slsl had effeeted a breach^ and though it wm 
not in a eocidititHi for being stunned, yptj op ccmil- 
deiinc tile active muvenntils made by Tippoo^ it wa# 
detennined to make the atiempt that very lught. It 
WM bright moonlight,—eleven wm th* hour named,

Tbi^ lunvcment struch Tippoo with alariD ^ be bad 
even made njTofigein<?ai* for conveying hk harvtn 
and treasure to ChHilt^dmog j but hii mother r^pnv 
aented So Hun ibe fktai imprrariiwi of drupondene^ 
which such a atep would make upon his troo)» and 
mhyecSs. He yielded to her judgment^ and deter- 
nmtd to haiaM nil in the defrnce of Seringapatam, 
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His mingled apprehension and rage were oddly dia- 
pLiyed^ Lii vlTAring fnim the wnlk of the dty nume¬ 
rous carintarns rvpresrritiiig the English jn the most 
ridieuleus aUiluiles, witli w hkh Im had caused ihtai 
fej be enibelltHhed, and also In the seoet murder of a 
uiictiber of Ills prisoners 

The itiltan hod hitherto confined himself to a de¬ 
sultory warfan:-, endeaTauriug to cut off the liriliah 
by detachments, in the motiiier which, during the 
but contestj had been oo Bncriffisriil; but In hts 
campaign with I^id ComwoJlLs^ he had l»een un¬ 
able to aehjoTe any eixploit of this dcacriptiun t 
and now the danger of ku capltalj and it is said

wfakb, in a eampaign, are often more fita] than 
the ffwtinl. Thw tneana of eonveyanee wisfe sa 
deJteient that the troops were eompellHl, in Tiew 
of the t^nemy, to drag the baggage^ and t\xm the 
heavy cmnnoui u if they had been beasts of biuden, 
Inohon, after several marches and codnter-nmrehe, 
the British commander felt himself undfr the pain- 
M neeeasily of immediately retreating, with ihtr sa- 
rrlfiee of aJ) the battorlng-tiain and heavy 
menu with which he was to have besieged Seiingi- 
patam- He wn# obligi;!il also to stop the ptogr&s of

Althonjfh ^[adras was the muln rentio of the 
English ojierBtkmSp yet the war held extended Co 
the coast of Malabar. There Colond Hartley held 
the oommand, witha&rce nummeally smaJJp but 
aided by the ii^ons cvuipeTation of the natfvei^ 
who had be^n thoroughly allt^aCed by Uie violcnoe 
of Tippoo. This enmity tDwmrdjt the snltan Ren¬ 
dered it impoaiihle for his troops to carry on that 
desultory warfare m whidi they €!X<rlled; they 
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weiv therefore obliged to fighl r rei^ulftr baltle, 
And vvm Minplctcly dofeoted. Soon afterj in De¬ 
cember^ 17^b Genend ]l4lph AberenHnby land* 
ed with a Lu-^ foror^ reduced Cananar, and eOAily 
mode himBelf miialet of erery place hidd by the 
enifmy in MoZalmr fie met with anotJier 
litif3r% who opeOLd for hJin a into the heart 

of Tippooli doMiLDions. /\ji acodiuot Jias been 
of the injittioue treatment gttlfered by the piople of 
Coorg fnim the ruler of Zlysore. Their youth fut 
rajah^ after a lon| captivity, hod lately contiived 
to effect hb reluiti. The greater part of liii sub^ 
jeeu were gnmnitig in mh; but in the depth of 
Uie woody retssse^ there was dtill a liaud of bw- 
□ten^ who rallied round him with entliUffiaallr ar- 
demr. By & Berks of cxploita^ that might hive 
adorned a tdeofromAnee^ the young prince recalled 
h» people from the dktant parta to which tliey had 
been dilven,^—organisced them into a regular mili¬ 
tary body, drove the oppresaore Irem post after pnet^ 
andj finally^ became complete maater of Coorg, ex¬ 
pelling the Mohaitifnedin leUlm who had been 
ftirdbly intrcHlueed. A common Interest wop mut¬ 
ed him in Atrirt aUiunce with General Alkeravmby,, 
who thus obtained a route by whkh he muld trana- 
port bia Bmy> without oppotitioiij. into the high 
plain of Wysorpp The cooreyance of the inavy 
cannon^ howerer, wias a moei lalx>iioiu to&k^ u 
it waa often necessary eo dreg them by ropra and 
puHera pp the tremendoiiA steeps^ which form oq 
thij side the declirily of the Ghauts. At length 
the general had oremitne ev'ery difficulty^ and Wfu 
in full march to join Ixifd ComwaJliJx when he rr* 
oeiYed ordt^rs to retreat^ whkhj Ln this case^ tooj, 
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eoulii be efTerted only by the sacrifice of ail thtf 
beary |^ti]lL■n^ 

As hu lordship miring, m a most ihatteml 
ooDditiorip upon Bap^aJore, tbe ativngth of the mvR 
alrtking from want of food* and ihu .^ick being^ wUh 
ibe Mtmoal dilHcidty dragged along^ bi« Ifoopi w«fl^ 
akrnttd by the appeanuiec on their left of a largo 
Ittdy of eavnliTt apparently the vajigumd of a niu 
menms army; but a& they were preparing for restat- 
anee^ one nf the lioMmen rode up and called out 
thfU he wB^ a ^fahmtta- This proved in lact to be 
DO otlier than the fim illvuskiii of Uiose potent alLiSp 
under the command of PurtrrmED Bhow and Hurry 
Punl- Thi^ chiefs had taken the held in good time^ 
and this unfpFtudate delay had been oeetAtoned by 
tbe siege of Darwar, a Tury Mroug place n>Jiiider- 
abJv to the northward^ which Tippoo bud eareruLly 
tbrUhed and garri&on^ with chostjn iroopa. Pur- 
semtu Bbow^ flcconded by a iUtaU detaehiiient of 
Engliab, sat down beforv it in Septentber 1791 } but 
our nflinni were aLpoosi distrart^il to see the man¬ 
ner in which ihii impailBiit dege was conducted. 
Tbe Alahrattatr in working a battery, never pointed 
their eancKin so os to make a breadi in, a particu¬ 
lar spotf but aimed at mndom ail round the waJL 
AiWr loading a gun they sat down^ imoked, and 
eonv«rsed for half lUi hour; iheu fired, reloaded^ and 
resumed their iimvervation. Two hours at mid-day, 
by mutual consent, w ert act apart !bf meals and re, 
creation. Tbe English oJculated sci'on years as 
the period in which a himdi oiighl be eftkted ; and 
Qsiqnel Ffedrriek,*n officer of high spirit, and anL 
mated with the raofit eager anxiety for the iueee» of 
ihia important ai^rrke, waa idled with such chagrin 
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titBt lo? fell ill ftzid diud. at the end of sLk 

month^the j^airisatij ^ding tlieJr pniridiom becooie 
scam> md diseoiirBggd by the M\ of fiAngatorej 
lermi of cfipituktIoOg which were gTonledi 
thotigk ill ohoeri'edi The greot hlahratto army then 
moved leifliiprly forward into ilysoiFj wberf^ in the 
tTunner btifore meDtioncdg they met with their 
Emopi^ alHea. Had ContwaJJis been aware that 
ihia Jorge three wo# tuivartddg to hlP aid, he wotdd 
pcoJnhly have niodc every exertion to nmintain Jiis 
gTDimd l^fore Seringapauim ; but the activity of 
Tippoo*i tight treopo conipleteJy uiten-epted the in- 
teUigenre. 

Ax coon ax tJtexe auuliariei anitedg the scarcity 
in the eanEimJDenbt of the Engliahj which pre-Tt- 
DiuJy amountid a^moxt id Ikuiiiie^ eeasedg so 
as iJiey were wilting to pay the euonuuinii pna^ 
that were extoHed froiD their deewitks. Every 
artide aboimded id that predatory bmi : it exhi-. 
hited “ die xpaits of the Eaxt, and the industry of 
the Wcstg—frmt] a web of Engliih broad doth to 
a Birmlngfiatn pcnknifb; fmm the shawls of Cash- 
mere to the sceond-hand garment of the Hindoo; 
fitun dianKindx of the first water to the sitver ear-^ 
ring of a poor plundered vttiagevmaidenwhiJo 
" the tabln of llie nmoey-eiiangeng oympread with 
the eoint of every tounlry of the East, pve evidencv 
of ail extent of mefcauttk activity utterly inooii* 
rei^wble in any camp, excepting that of sysuonatic 
pluudereim, by wholcMle wid reUiL” The»^ allies^ 
however^ introduced the remmaiidcr to a most use^ 
fid cl» of men, the brinjairies or gmjn^meirhjUttx, 
wbo^ travelling in large utned bodies with their 
wivn and dnldreii, mndo It their bounecf to xup^ 
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ply all the mililaiit powers of Ip$lc»mii. Th^y 
dictributed thrir rom with ih^ etnci«^ tmpanl- 
djly to mil wbo ®ul(i pay fof it; and the genmJ, 
now aniplj sap^ii^i with fiiiidji, was no kmg^f ex¬ 
pand to wbuI^ and easily obtained a preference o^ ef 
Tippoo^ wh(»e poetmiBry newirm wetv begitmidg 
to ML 

Although tlie army was tliui i^lieved feoni tbcr 
Unmrdiale pmaeyre of diatress, Lord Comwidlts did 
not floneeiveit possible to ulvuioe itj^'n uponS^ring^ 
apatam till the arrival of a marc farotiraiite 
and till a freab hBttaiiig-tnln and other exten^|T« 
mppLia should be ferwaideil from 31adroa. In Uu^ 
mean time the troopa were employed in the reduc¬ 
tion of some of the tremeodom dmgir ur precipitoiii 
rocfcXp which rise aa imtura] fartr^s id thJi mA well 
aa in otlier of tite dovniid plalni of India. AitKmg 
these Nuudidcoog^ almost inaccessible by naturCj had 
been fortified with every cure render it impreg^ 
liable, and was placed Under the coounand of one of 
Ti^^ioo'i ablest offieeia. Vei ^lajor Gowdie^ after 
mmc iUEKcssrq] fxperimffita upon minor foit9> un- 
d^ook ils reductionp TJie only one of iu faM at 
all ca|Hible of approach^ had been atreugtheuei! near 
the lop by 4 double wall ^ while the lalnour of esta¬ 
blishing works on ila steep ami craggy flidea^ and 
conveying omnon to tbe hattmes* wu <^c«sive+ in 
twcniy-one daytt two breaches w'cre effeded, and one 
mornings by dear moonlight, tbe amult waa given 
by Gedejml Medowi in pciwn- The defence wu 
vigofoua ; huge mmM& of granite were mUod down, 
with ticmenduus crash, from sleep to steep ; yet tbe 
auailaiiU vanquished evciy' obsta^ and forcing the 
interior gate, effected their eotrancft During tbe 
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wliolf skge they had flplj j20 tilled mnd wounded, 
of whirh Wfell In the assault, chiefly by the stonefl 
precipitated from the summit 
The being thus viewed u iw longer Impreg- 
tiable, ColoDci Stuart undertook Savendioogj whteh 
bore a slill more formidable ehoracterp and hod been 
n)c»$ideTed by the commander as a place not to be 
attempted. Yet af^er seven dap' apjjroaehea and 
five of open IjalterieSj it was carried by bIothi 
without the loss of a dn^le lif& OotradroogT slmck 
with dismay hj these successei. fell witli littlr 
effort. A €OU/i^f-vmm had meantuue hera at¬ 
tempted against KistnagherTyj the capital and bill- 
wnrk of the Bapamabl. This attempt failed ; C'kjlo- 
net ^laxwell ladog only able to bum the tawn^ that 
it might not serve as a cover to predatory inroada- 
Tippoo, in the interval* had aeni an expedition to 
the south, w^hich succeeded, by a series of mo- 
DtEUvres^ m carrying C^oimbetoor with its English 
gnrTLsofi; aitdj, violating the capitulatioUj by which 
they wntre to l»e allowed to jalit in safcij their 
countrymen at I^gaut, he ruuied them to be march¬ 
ed prisodera to Sirringapalacn, 

Alter some abortive attempts at negotiatian^ Lord 
Cornwall is, haTiug compteted his pTeparutinna and 
brought his army into a stale of Ml equipment, de- 
leimined no longer to delay bb mardi upon the capi¬ 
tal. He was now joined by the army of the tiixADi 
under his aOD Secunder Jah^ which hod been hitherto 
detained by the siege of Gochramcandii- His Hollow- 
m cDuiisted of a tumultuary h«t> closely rescJnblLng 
die eciTpa already described, and giving little hope of 
an eflWtive cutpe^tion- PorMram Bhow% who with 
hlf □umcTous b^y of Mahrmtlas might have per- 
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fbrmed wiUi fi^t ftdvanUgje i\w aennces assigned tu 
light tiwps^ had n}ai!litilt!d diat it would be more 
piDlitAble to himself to turn aaidt; md plcmdi'f ibi^ 
rieb country of Ikdiiore; and to tbb pcnoiml intcw 
mi he be»ii;nted not tn SAcrificeiikll the grand objects 
af die coiirederacy. Captain Littkv wbo^ wilb u 
corps qf about a thousand n>en^ ivad been attached to 
the AToiy of the Bhow, was obliged to second him In 
all tbi^ irregiilar piursulla; tbi' most ardtjom ser- 
vio^dtrrqlviDg upon blm£el;f and llbfolloweT^ At 
one time ho was urged to attack a large detarhmfuit 
of Tippoo's army^ slationed in an almoit impene- 
tiable jungle, covered by a deep lavino. With \i^ 
than 7^ bnyoneta be iindextook the service^ and^ 
afler a severe and even diMbtful cuntest^ dislodged 
the enemy with grrat Iom*— an exploit mnalilHicd 
yoo of the most bdlLiunt by wbkb thu war mA 
distinguisbed. 

By these ciieurofitanci'S Jjord Comwillii was re^ 
dueJd to depend on Uie fun# under bis own imme- 
diate command^ ain<mriitlpg to^^OCKl mra^tneioding 
42 battciing-gitos and 44 field-pieces ; and on that 
of GeneiaJ Abencromby, Consisting o( S400 men, 
wfiLcb he ordered uumtidiately to approach Seringa- 
patam. fie began fiis march on the 1st February', 
17 ®j and by proceeding in three lines instead of Ofic, 
with ha ordnance and heavy baggage in the erntje, 
bis iiilantry and light troops ou Hie flanks, be avoid¬ 
ed much of the annoyance hithoto exp^ienced from 
the attacks of an active eDoiny+ 

On the 5th oftbe mantli, the English army having 
r^ftched a range of boigh te^ discovered ibe Myiofcan 
eapitnl, in fraat of which Tippoo, w itb his whole 
forwp amounting to between 4U and SOpOOWinfimtry, 
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and SOW iJavaIfy, appeaANi atmoj^ly intrcndied In 
Colond Willa' opinlod^ tie would Imve pmrtbed 
wiUi ^jTMter adwiiage hk isirlj smtLid of desiiJtoiy 
wiT&^V by tbiDWiJi^ into the- capital a strong gani^ 
mm under a faithful cojnmander^ 'n bUe be liimseif, 
with hk light eavaJiy^j tnigbt have endeavouml to 
Intereepi the 4tipp!if» and annmuiilcbtionj of the 
m^my. The Aoltan^ howeTer, it is probable^ fully 
trusted to the strength of hk present positiuD^ anii 
also hoped liy uuyatalnmg it^ that he might wesjy 
out and dnaily exhaust his antagonist^ in the same 
maiiiif f OS Hydef in I7ti7 had baiaed the Ibimi- 
dahle inf asian of the AlahTaltits. Ills tencampinent 
was exceediuglj strong, covertfd In front hy a thick 
bomboc^hedge and by a small river and canaJ^ while 
the actual position of hk army was secured in front 
by a fortiff^ hill md a chiiui of n-doubtSj and its 
rear by the works of the elty and Island, whidi^ U 
the same time* a^orded a santre nrtreaL Thk si- 
tuaUofi wfl3 such as, in the opiuEon uf many, and |mr- 
ikuiariy of all the native oflken^ preeludt'd e^'ery 
idea of atiaek. Lord Camwallkp howevefj coiuiderir 
ed, that whUe hlfl movti^nients were delayed, this Ln- 
timchment would be cotitiniially iUimgthened by 
□ew workfL, and that his own situation, amid a hts* 
tile country and alUes so little to be trusted, would 
become ala-ays more dilhrult and precarious, iie 
detenuined, therefore, to make an immedUteand 
neral attack; though it applied necessary, &s in the 
sumnlng of a forttuis, to carry on hh Dpermikois un* 
dor cover of night, w'hen the batteries hy which the 
camp W14 defended could not he directed with any 
degrees of pfretsioiL 

The troops to U? employed in this huardousi 
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ierricc wm divkled Lnlo thns? wluinnit^ itndor 
neml ML‘dowB> Colont^U Siuafi Biid Mtixwdi; tte 
commasdcf wUli th« FCSvrvx fbllawiiig dose bdiia-tL 
The wbolt^^ oiitWr a biighl moop^ begad to move al 
eight in the evening. The operntloiis of thii me- 
ipontble night b*ve been very minutely naniitt^d, 
but they iife neverthdoas poilly enveloped m the oh^ 
scBiity of the Mnc in wbleh they wen? Mto<l; and 
vre ihould despair^ witliout minute tupogmphkaJ 
detollB^ of cojiveyiiig to our rciylera a distiort tom* 
pa^heDsiop of them^ Tim officem experienired to n 
wisidembk exteut the caAmillico luid dadgen of a 
DOC turimJ Httadc. The divisiocui of Colmiels Sttmn 
Add ^tnJtweJJ were Oilce on ihe point of dmrglRg 
jwb other with the Ijiiyoaet+ I^rd CamwAUis liAv- 
ing entered tlie bomidAiy-hedge, and seArnhing in 
vain for Oem-ml Mednwx, \vm attached by a great¬ 
ly jniporior forcO:, against which be with dUDcuUy 
mainLaiued his gtouiid- The general issue of th* 
eontesi^ iuowever, was, tliat the English, when re¬ 
gularly brought to bear upon the ent^my, tarrmd 
all before them. The most ciiUeal moniejit whs^ 
arhen the two dJvuiona ahove meutloiiedp after hav¬ 
ing found a ford_, undertook to force ihmr way amua 
Hie river. Hoeg akled by an able moi'ement of 
Cdapol KnoJt^ they succeeded mor^ eaiiJy thm 
was erperled, though it was so deep that all their 
cartridgei were spoiled by Hic water^ and they 
were accnrduigly compelled to place their imJt re* 
liaiKe on the haj-oneL Tippoo, during the eariy 
part of th^ ougagemeat, o«:upi(?d a jtmdg redoubt 
on tho river, where he look hia evening taeai; 
but, on Memg English divishms adranr# to 
the fold, he felt HJarm « lo hia conunimi»tipn 
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^itli tlie diVt nnd hastened to ciw it ihEini. 
He almoiit touchod the head of the colwimi* m6 
had several of his atlendantf killed befoffl ho could 
Teach a detached work in nJi angle of the fort, 
where he took a frt-gh sEatSon- Bat momliig soon 
dawned, and discovered the British anny faUy ta- 
tabliihcd on the island^ and facing the forlresa witlu 
out any Interposing tiarrierH The mltan Iwtj it ta 
said,^ no le® than 23/K>0 meiij chiedy in eonsequon<%^ 
of iho multitudes ivho diaperaed lunid the eonfusioii;, 
and relumod to their hnmoai. A body of ten thou- 
smd^ with th«r wives and cliildren, rtished along 
the ^lysore bridge to feaeh the western tetrilor)'. 
The loia of the British army ainounted only" to five 
hundred in killed and wounded. 

Tippoo^ on discovering the extent of his disaster^ 
made the must vij^rout eCTorlB to Tetrieve \U By 
thr advkc of Poomea Uia treasiirerj be announeod 
that ivro lacks of rupees would be distribnl^ among 
the troops, as the most elfoctuiLl made of aHuriiig 
tiack the numcToiis fngitivek He urged bis sol¬ 
diers to recover if possible tile potUions in which the 
BritUH Were not JnJIj eatabliBhed ^ and several of 
iheir attacks, being supported by tile artilkiy of the 
fori, w ere vety fomiktable; hut they were all Snaily 
liafOiKl by British hemisnL 
ft was no longer possihlc for the sultan Ui con^ 
oral from himself that his crown and klngdotzi were 
In the most extreme perils and indeed that a peace 
dictated by his enemies co uld alone save them- The 
English force nndcf Comwallis had singly defeated 
his army and befiefed bli (.‘apitnl ; and tliat force woo 
now about to be io ereosed by the corps under General 
Abcicrombyj by another fTom the soitlbj wbkh liad 
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wcpnded the pa<a of Gujclbntly, and <Teo by lltf 
Mabmltaa under Portemiii Blimy, wbo liadallsRpth 
hocR ahnnied or trigliUfiied out of hia piwlatoiy 
Tliiife wwt lutibtDg, llwrefore, « Colonel 
Wilka olj*ert'«, but ^e jpaienil luia-rtainty of ho- 
man thiiig}> which could leoTe n doubt os to hU up- 
prwi'-b ’o g downfU. lie accordingly deterniined to 
seek peace on almoit nny conditioii*. Two English 
olBccn, Lieuu Hants ChaJmen and Nash, who liad 
bccu taken at Coimbetoor, and made primnert eon- 
tfarr to tlie term* of capitulation, wiTC stiil detained 
at Seringapatam. They were sent for, and the first 
WM asked if he was not on officer of nnk, and a 
near relation of Lord ComwaUis. Notwithstanding 
bis reply in the negative, he wna released, and desir¬ 
ed to convey to that coranmndw the sultan's eamest 
widi for peace, and the propcaal to send an envoy 
to treat for it. Hi* lordship's ansveer, though it «- 
presKd deep disaaliafaction at the itwalmeni of the 
prisoners, contained an areeplancc of this overttire. 
An offiecT of disdnclinn, Ghataum Ali, airived in the 
camp, and reveral days were busily sjK-nt in negoti¬ 
ation, lo which the ailica, though they hod * 
entirely useless, were admitted on equal tenui The 
fotlowing was ot length fined as the ultimMum to be 
deliveivd to Tippoo i—The flurnidcrof lialf his d^ 
minions, taken from districts contiguoti* lo tlte terri- 
t«v of the ailiea; the poymeni of tJiree cwres and 
(hirtv Uclu of rupeea il4,0(K),£)00 sierlbig); 

■nd the dcHvery of two of his sons as Jiodagca. Hard 
Of these conditiana were. »h^ were powerfnlJy en- 
femd bv events which had oeciured in the nouree 
of the negotiation. On the night of the I8th 
February, while the nlUntioii of the enemy vma at- 
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trwned to the Hotb side of tie fort hy Uie opcra^ 
tioia ^ a flying oorji* under Major Daiyniple and 
Captain Robertion, the trenehcs vwe ujKned on 
the north aide anth lueh lilejioe and eantianj tint 
though tie fort was kept (iliodiig wit)i blue lights 
far the piirpow of obsisn'BtioD, uiaming had aniTed 
before Tjppoo discovered timl ihiB attack, » fatal 
to hlin, had cammenoed. A nullah or ravine had 
been converted inln a wide and extensive parallel, 
where the assoilanla afere placed n fully under 
cover, as to render inelTectUBl eveiy attempt to in¬ 
terrupt their aperalioDs. This pujailel was carried 
cm and improved tiU tlie Slst, when it was coin- 
pleted; and in the night die line wns marked out 
for a second. This was flnblied on the 93d, and the 
ground was UicmI for the hmichLDg.lMttert^ ahoul 
500 yards fioin the fort, in so advantageous a poai- 
UoQ, as to leave no douLt of a practicable breach 
being speedily effected. 

As the eritis of his fete thus rapidly approadied, 
Tippoo fell die iK«»ity of eoming to a prompt de^ 
ctsinn upon the prepend submitted by the British 
mmnian der. He called bii principal offiisn to meet 
in the great mosque, and laying hefbio them the 
Koran, adjured them by iliat uaei book to gire 
&itlifii] advice in this dread emcigenry. He stated 
the terms demanded by lire enemy, adding,—" Vou 
have heard the oemditions of peace, and you hare 
bow to hour and answer my questioii, SAaU it iie 
peace or iear A rvfeiviipe made in sucli 
csouid nn ddnbi u (4 thn mane which Tlp^pcm 
frit hinwlr under Uie ueewitf of fnUnwingy and 
thal he mmly vougln ihe aojicliofi nf ii|i 
They lumniDioujiy agreed thii, imder pnaemt dr- 
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mmfftAnerHi ther? irmamed no ulternallve. The 
jsecjie ts mid to hare been pecuJ:i4rly affc^'tbig^ and 
Colonet Wilka niel with few thjit had been praenl 
wlio could $Ten allude to it witbout teoia in Ibeir 
eyist 

Thai very nisht Tippoo sent ofT^ ifgncd and seal- 
ed^ the mndUions trunaniitied to him by Lord Com- 
wallls. Early m the niornlng ofdeni wtirc sunt to 
ibe imps to oew from Iheb- laboiur in the 

trenches, and to h^rhw Ikrther hcntiJiiiea^ The iii- 
junetiau wna n^ed'Ftd with a deep feeling of fUstup- 
poictmentr Their enthiubuiat had been nuied to 
highitst pitch; they cherished ihe uiiiit sanguiiie 
hopes that they should triumphantly sesje the proud 
walls of SeFingapalaiD^ and with thdr own hands 
resnie! tbiiir countrymen immured in ill dungeoftt^ 
The eommander-inlchief, bowercTj ieued veiy ju¬ 
dicious gcofjul orders^ in whicb he exhorted them to 
display moderation in thdr present success, and to 
a¥oid any iUHolt lo their humbled admmiy- 

An intcrtstlag scene nocumd in the fulfil¬ 
ment of that article of the treaty wbieh related to 
the deiiTery of the two royal yonlJii as host¬ 
ages- W« confes onnclceB unable folly to per- 
retre the object of a stipulatina, conJbrmable Lo^ 
deed to Indian ideas, but contrary to the more Inu 
pfovrd filings of modem Europe. Supposing the 
treaty vtolated in the most flzigmfit manner^ what 
me could bare been inode of the lwjia> or what 
injury done to themP Hpwifirjv such hdng the 
course adoptedj Lord Corawalln soflened it by every 
species of hindJMS and indulgertce^ In cuiwiiuence 
of the deep dhtma wbieh was understood to pre^^ 
lb the palBW^aday's delay was granted. Tents, hav^ 
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tag been Bent frtnn the fori, ajid emted for tJieir 
aetununodALbtiT tbe j^enemJ offered to wait upon 
them; hilt Tippem wrote that It was his pArtleular 
wiAh ihty siKJuld be bitiiight to bis lordship'a tent, 
nod delivm'd Into hh own hnnds^ They st t out at 
one in the forenoon of the 2tith, the walltf being 
rrowded wilb speelatora, among wkint w'fta thesn]^ 
tan himseir. Tbey rode on elephfuita richly capnrU 
sofiedj. dr^sed in white musLin robes, having round

After the bo&tagts had iioen delivered^ and a crore 
of rupees paid^ a serious dilBrul tj arose. The treaty 
stipulated the surrender of ono-balf of Tippeo^t do^ 
minions, w'htTe they bordered on ihoBe of tbe aJIici; 
hot there was no specification of the actual territories 
to he eeded,^—a point so essirntial, that ft ought, one 
would imagine, to have preceded the t^xeeution of any 
of the arUcIt^, The ceded districts w'ere to be rated 
according lo the revenues whieJi they yielded.

Tliia celebrated treaty has laen the subject of 
much controversy I nor da the vle^f which influenced 
Lord Comw^l is seem ev er to hove been fully under, 
stood, li appws to have ejected either too liltio or 
Uiu much. The cessuiis exlOTted w'cfe such to 
preclude all hope of future Iriendsbip; for they 
inevitably created in the mind of a proud^ ambL 
tidus, and mtlesa piincej a filling of dnully eu- 
znilyr Bfl well os an LDceasjit dedra to netrieTe his 
lost gr^'atnosi; while they left him n degree of p»wer 
w hich might eunly become fomidable in the hands 
of such on enemy. 

NotwitfastandiDg these unprumuing circumstnn* 
ccs^ sji yeara eUpted without any viotailon of the 
treaty; ^d all its condiUdna being fulfilled^ the 
two ^ung biUtagei were sen! hoch to thrir father in 
17 ^ Tlppod JAW no pmptfct of making war with 
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advHJiLii^?j And Sir John Sbore^ ^'lio j^ncwdcd 
^vemor-peiierdj followed a atrictlTT psiiiie sysXsm^ 
which he was ^vin accu:^ of wryiag ci«e3^ 
Hi# poliey was pArlkularl;f quatiuni^ in the ra^e of 
ih# Diiamj whcb the llaimttas^ hla fate car¬ 
ried uilo elTec t their long-chmahed ii«gii of ktv*d^ 
ing and plundering hia torritoriefl. The engage- 
mts^u entered inlo vrilh this prinoe prtfious to the 
cofnincnL-finent of the Mysore w*r^ though wiaae- 
whal ragutr^ were stich us reasonably Jtd him^ in 
thai eventj to loot tor lirltish protection. The 
new go^emorj however^ considered hlmaelf aa ftrict- 
ly precluded by hia iiHirueiioni J&oin engaging in 
any war that was not purely ddendve* The piaanip 
in the exigency lo which he was thua f^ducedj had 
na^ouiae to a Frenehman named lliiyinoiid| who 
pfWBiLpgiid no ordinary share of en terpHsc and mili¬ 
tary ikiJb He succeeded in alluring into the wnHce 
of his employer a ptait number of French offiren^ 
and with tJn^ir aid orgarmed no Jess than 14^000 
iroopu, who were aupmor to any Datire force, with 
Ihe exception of the ■epojn trained in the British 
army. T1ppoo« meaniime^ was busily employed in 
attempting Ui Improve his military sptemj, though^ 
from want of prnetkaJ judgment and Lnfomiiticm, he 
met with irrry Loiperfect surtess. 

Such was the state of aiair^ when, in Blay^ 
1793, the Earl of ^fonLington, aiterwaids ^[an|oii 
Wcllealeyj came out as goTeraor-geDeraJ, This 
nobleman^ whose rnilitary career wsa destined to 
cclipae that of Clire^ was senl wi th the moot soknin 
injunctions to follow acoumdirectly oppwile to that 
which^ throughout the whole of hi* odMinistrn- 
tion^ htdid actually pursue. He was inatmckiinjat 
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to i?Trg&ge, If possible!'^ in hdetiliti^ with anv native 
power; and jet he waged deadl j war with everj ono 
of them. He was dialred not to add bj conquest a 
aingre am to Ihe CToflipany^v terrHarj^ and he fiub- 
dtt^ for them alJ India Etoid the to Cape 

Comorin. Vet hia adherenta contend that he arted 
alndiry and uniformlv in tho spirit of hia inatru^- 
tknts^ and that, in deviating w widely from the 
wishes of hiaemplojera^ he was carried along hj a eur* 
rent of circiiiiwtariees which listed prior to anv step 
taken lijhim in (he admuihitratioti of that covtn try. 

He had no aoooer assunaed the reinf of govern^ 
mrnl, than hif attention was rmiaed bj a most 
romarkahle proceeding on the part of the Sultan of 
Mjnwfe- ITiat prince, like hia father Kjdcf, had 
been long connected in dose aliianee with tlie 
French, as the power hy whone aid he hoped to sub¬ 
vert the domiDion of the Enghab- This coru^mmi 
was in a great imrasnre broken hy the eupnlskin 
of those ail]^ froiti India upon the breaking out 
of the nvolnticinary war; hut Tippoo Itad listened 
with the tltmost eagerness Id the Breounts of their 
nirecH ngaiiml Eritain and the continrntaj nuthma, 
and had been led to hope for their assistance in the 
re-cftaldi^ment of his own greatness, WliOe he 
was in thb di^oaition, in the banning of the year 
l^Wi ttipaudj the captain of a French pritTiteer^ ar, 
rired at angnJorCi to nlicil the means of repairing 
his shattered There he mvt with Ghoraum 

Alip whom the sultan had fortneri j emplojrd on an 
emhassj to Franc®; and, Ending a oped for 
lire display of a Little Tain-glory^ he represented him* 
sdf 43 second m command at the 3Iauritius, and 
slated that he had enme to give notice of a iarp 
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fom being ready ai tbat isliind lo co^pemLe with 
Tippoe in driving from Indi& iheir coinmun tnemj. 
He imiDedlately' fim^Axded lo StnDjmpa^tnn], 
where the BiiJlaiij outiirary lo tbe advHie of hu miwt 
prtiiieni emULaellor^j who Bfimred fiim iha^ l-bis 
Atmng^T WB5 on itnpo&Lor^ ruceived him iulo his en¬ 
tire eonfidenee. Afler a number of little amnge- 
metiU and transtelioni, be dent two mubassadofs 
along witli Itipnud lo the i^le of Frtince^ to adjust 
the temiH of a treaty offenstFe and defensive- TKe 
mission arrived at Alauritiiis, where they were aJto- 
getluT tmespeeled s but when MaLartie, tiie governor, 
learned llicir purpose, animated by that desire to pro- 
itaolo nalioiuil tnlimlo whidi generally chanietrrizei 
Freiirbuiet], he iktrrniined to give ihem a cordial 
ircepLion^ They landed under a salute of artillery, 
and were eondncttid in the goveronient-housej whore 
they were rKstdved io state. AlaJartie esprcMied llw^ 
utmost Ti'adiness to act-ede to the proposals of iho suJ- 
tan, w hieh w ere no tea than that he should send an 
y™y of^ nr 30,000 men to assist in conqiiering the 
English p the ttLcalOt and tlie MahmlUs, and lo 
divide all India with hinm-lf. The arrangvniefiL 
was fully cuQiEileUd, with the imporiaiU exception 
that, of the powerful miliMiry ibree hy which ihcoe 
mighty projects were to be accomplishtdi there 
did nm exist a ilngle soldier. All that could be 
done was to Iransmit the plan, accompanied with 
strong recomiTiepdationSt tnthe Eseentive Ditx^ry; 
andp in the mean time, to unite aa many as pc^lile 
of the FrenehmeJi and natives reiudcat on iheiiknd 
lo ennd as volunleeja^ With the most palpable inw 
pmdenee, the governor bsiied a pTwIamationp an¬ 
nouncing the arrival of Uie amliasiadora and the ob-

ing ibera to be the bodges of a myrtle aHodaUm^ 
whose tneraben were to devote themselves to hk 
aggrandizeinetiL 

These pron?edingi were fully eonmiunicatod to 
the gcn enior-gintoTa]^ who immediately ttan«mjtied 
to the Court of Directors bis decided opinion, that 
they wm eijuivakiit to a public, unqualified, 
nnd nnnmlMguous dedaration of war/' and that 
“ an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultan appear- 
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ed to bv dMiodifd by the soundest maimta both of 
justice iuid policy*"' These eonduAiom haTP bmi 
penejfnlly assented to hy British dficeis and poiiti- 
dans; Hr MUl^ wjth hU usual aniietj ta ea- 
oatlaEm] paitklltieSj has not hesttaled to 
sertjr ibat tile aWve inddents aJforded pa gmind at 
■Itu^king^ Or even of dieadiug^ TippoOj l)cytipd what 
prcviouily existed. No doubt, it ii edd, «cild be 
entemined, ever slcce the Joit pcaoe^ ot hi* 
hostility aguLnst the ihagLuh^ and his dispoaition to 
embrace any opportunily of regninut^ his Lost terrU 
lories. There we admitt the most rewnabic 
presumptioD of iho e^tenea, in his mlnd^ of endi 
fientimenlB. Wdl-foundedj however, as this suspi- 
cioii waa> the goveruor had PD right to proceed upon 
it without aojue avert act; it being something vc^ 
different from the poaitive coudusion of a treaty 
aiming directly at the dealftictMni af iht Bntisli 
power in India. It i* arguedj indeed, that this 
ireatTj having been cntcredinto without any means

allianre with the French againit tbr Cmnpany 
itfl albes p that they had deioLuidfd militaiy 
and triKipa with a view tn ita ptweutkm; 

that hii Hjjdmcw had oanctioned the eoiiduct of hia 
Mnhiw«do ft, and had nwived IdIo hia aniiy ihe 
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liODps which they luiii levied; that baving 
imhtAiy prvfiwtWiw of hii owo^ he was evidenlly 
md^, hiul ibe mecours obtained been eiLffideot, to 
have commesiced an unprovolfi'd attach oa ihjt Com- 
pany'a po&Bcssione^ and bid broken (he neatki Qf 
prtiffiy and hfiendahip suboiMijm between Mm and 
the iJliea." Deeply regretUnf! that the offered mi#- 
tioD of Major Dpr-Him had nut been aeeeptedj hr 
atill urged It aa a meuii of eoncilmtioni hyt eutieffl^ 
ly peqiMsled that not Miove one day should rfafiie 
fverioui to its aeceptanee. On die 16ili he wrote 
uiDther Lettetj mdosing one Co the snlton ftom the 
Grand Seignior^ transmitted through Mr Bpeimr 
and *Lw that monarcira det!hiraUofi of war 
against the FraDch^ Atihu stage of the proceedings 
mirfapt# were made to work upon the ^Eahajnmedin 
xeal of Tippoo^ and to iodnee him to iwnt the at¬ 
tack made by that peopk upon (be head of his rdU 
gkin j at the same time the recepikut of Major Ikjve- 
ton was again prraaed. After a long til(3i«i there or-

Tlijtitringe epiatle might certainJy' have created b 
doabt whetlief it was not designid as an e^iuion, nr 
even an insults Y et Cofoiiel Wi Iks h l^envujrds learn¬ 


ed from the 3!y»oreaii dilc^, that it was meant for 
a nial cunaent, thuugh somewhat farced and iiJignu 
dons. The letter of the 0th Jan ustry Imd fully open¬ 
ed Tippoo's eyes tn hb alarming aitUBtiot]. Ilewaa 
throw n into n state of violent tuspense and agitation, 
venting imprecBtions agidiut all who had Ijceu coiu 
cemed in the mbrivn to the Isle of France, and ex¬ 
claiming, " ihe fmctuirwi most of Ripaud’a worthloas 
vessel wilt cause the snbvejalon of an empire.'^ He 
tnode^ bEiweverr a reluctant movement to the ea^- 
Ward, with the view cfmeeting Major Doveton. But 
Lard \V^elIalcy ooiisidered the time as pi^ised when 
tuch bh BnajigeiDen t coitJd be ad van taceousl j admit- 
teiL The mottsmin^ wlueh begins in Jurm^ would put 
a stop to miiitaiy operatkini^ so that to eater at pre¬ 
sent upon a tedious negotiaibn would enable Tippoo 
to gain a whob yaar^ in the course of which he might 
hojie tupmun^ allies and reinfarcenien ta fmm\-ations 
qiloilem On rieceivij]g,T therefore^ no answer by the 
3d of February, the governor-general hod ordered 
the armies lo advonoc ; and on the arrival of the 
sulton'i kwfp he wrote to Mm on the 22d Fe- 
hnmry, umouadtig that the mbskm of Major 
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l>tfveton c^nJil d& rofig4!r bv nUcndi'd with the eic- 
p^tnJ ; that hit kitig sileotv bad rt^it- 

dv£vd it necesflm' to order the advajire of ibe 
army ; but th*l Gefiewl Harris wns empoivered to 
iocd;ve »ny etiilwAiy^ md to enter mu> any negotin^ 
tion by which a treaty might be Kfmng)(?«b 
condjticina ss «^hnuld appear to the allies indupen^a- 
bly necessiry to the eatabLbhmenl of » secure and 
permanent pwc. Tippoo, however, even before ee- 
Otfiving thb Jeller, either atLspeeUng that hia e(KiBeiit 
had not produced the intended effect, or mo%'ed by 
Ms own Inconsbuit dtspofiltion^ had detennined to 
try the fortune of arms. 

The army appointed to invade the kingdom of 
I^IyMire connsted of 43d 1 European and 10^0^ 
nMive infantry^ 8B4 Eurnptan and I'i&l native 
rat'alryi with 60S artiJIefy; forming id idl 16319 
fightlng-mea, with HH pieces of cannon< and 24fi3 
bscars and pioneon. To these were add<^ 10,157 
iiEbntry and 6000 hone brionging to the oinaiD, 
add which, under British cumiiiaudT now formed an 
idToctivebody of troops- In the mean timei GeqemI 
Stuart^ a velenui In Indiim warTnie, wus odvanelng 
with OliJlJ men fhmi Malabar to joiu and eo-operaio 
with the main uriny. 

Tippoo, anxious to ftrihr a blnw^ it the <xFnu 
inencenient of the campaign^ had the penetration to 
discern the advantage which he derived ffum the 
delaclicd stite of the Invarling limits pfwceding 
front ilnlihar and CoromaDdel, lie might thus 
attack the fomwrj, when it had jiwt ascended the 
Ghatitii^ and token a defensive poftlttmi amid tbo 
M\a and fonist* w bich eochaae the territory of Coorg. 
By a impid movement to the wealwiwd, he arrived 
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(HI ihe 5th JIareh, im un«pwt«d1y in the 
nei^faourhood of (hat nniiy. Thu EnRlifili, who 
ccnwm^ the mmn foiw of the eri^niy ww 
jftiU on tht nppoiite ride of ludm wen? somewhat 
Colonel Siimrt had stationed a corps un¬ 
der Colonel ^lontre^or ei^ht tdiks m advancOj on the 
hill of Scdaseer, to ohserFc any sTgiiaJ whieh might 
be made by iJie eastum airay. JMnch surpriBe waa 
felt when a number of tents appeared on the ground 
m front, which araddaliy swelled tn hun^ 

drvtUj and composed a romudahk eneampmcDt. 
Among oiheiB, l^elonging apparently lo ehiela of dis* 
tinetion^ there was one very large and em ered with 
gteefiji whieh was eoncltided to be that of the sattan 
hlmseLf. Yet thiB wtJ io rontrary lo all previous in- 
lelligimee, that General Himti merely ndnforced the 
party on the bill with a biittalionj and wailed to aet 
wvordiag to circunwtanoes. At daybreak. General 
Hartleyj fmui a height, discovered no appearancv of 
activity among the opporilr tiwpa It does not ap¬ 
pear to iifl very clear whv the'cctmiiuinder d[di not Im- 
mediately ccmcrntrale hia forsOj by eilhcf niarclt- 
lug forward himidf^ or ordering the advance under 
Montreaor to fall back. In the IndiaLi) army 
penetrated through the jungle with such secrecy and 
expedition, that between nine and ten in the morniitg 
they hud completely surrounded that officer's iiri* 
gadtr, attacking it at once in frunt and Itmaiit- 
taiDcd Dioat gaJlontly an ardunua eouflkt till after 
tWDO^ciock, when General Stuart came up, and after 
a brisk cbai^ oliUged the enemy to letreal in all dJ- 
Tvetiona Ui roiLgh the thidtei. The ad^Mced corps be* 
ttig unmedlalely withdrmWTi, Tippoo had a pfctcrvce 
for % vktofy; bill the easualtiea on our 
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whicb AmoiuibK] only to 2& kUled^M woinided^ 
and 10 rnissiii|p lulEdduUy aitowed lhai bad 
£&ikd Id bU of AtrikiRir a d^dsh^e blow^ Evm 
hy his own stat^EBeiitp hia loss mclDded sevciy 
dikfs of laoh. Thia was the last actioi] in whkli 
Tippoo displayed bit miJiUry genius. 
a complete surprii^^ find the dnflrucliDii of the Eng¬ 
lish cor^ wm,*i averted only l>y its own eatwrdi^ 
nary ^niour huiI the Inri^irkKrity of the Indian Ciwpa 

in pitched battle. 

Tho Bultnii hastened Wk to oppose the mflio 
army advancing ngalnst him from CommandeL It 
might now hai e appnJttd evidt'flt that his only reu 
iottrte wBs^ hy reeartiog to the ancknt military 
polky of bU hou^j to throw a itrong garrison into 
SoringiqiaUun^ to keep ifa-r field with hirgi; bodtra of 
cavalry^ and by ^rontiniml mDVetaniltf to inlmepl tho 
onony's romntciiii^i^atioiis^ eul of hb sqpplb^ and 
surprise his drtoohments. He might thos either 
have disibnded his capital^, or have remaiDed power- 
M after its b>LI- Hb plan^ how'eTerr appears to 
hare been to eoiUcnd with th« Englbhi accord^ 
Log to their own method, in ivgitiar warfart? and by 
plicbed haitlos- To thb system be had been partial 
erer sinee Ijord ComivalUs* 6rst: retreat after tbr 
baltk fonght in &niit of Seringnpalam. But that 
battle Tippoo had lost; and tht retreat bad been no 
casioned solely by the want of lUpplies and 
meatSp produced by the desultory warfare previously 
waged. During the peace^ his nmioiis had been 
directed to assinidate bk force to a European army, 
and hk su«ras had been such as to render him an 
overmatch in the field for any of the native poweta ; 
but the cavalry* the instnmient by which aU the

tuELe that bad bem ILied os the late^ at which it 
nugliL to have furived at the capiUd* Certain authors 
speak Bi if in tliii tardy progress there were some 
mystery which could never be dtwdnped; hut the 
ch^y ii perbapo suihclentEy explained by the fact 
that he cotiveyeti, by meatia of dbily thousand iU.^ 
trained o!ccii and careless drivufs, B'vemi montha' 
pfovisioos for sa gival an Bitnyj and a battering- 
train tu reduce a fortresa^ the fall of wbidl vx~ 
peeltd to bring with it that of the whole kiugdcnii. 

^Vken the nrmj had reached ^iBla-dlly^ about 
thirty raik* Irom the capita^ the sultan's cncamp- 
meht wns ohoened Imn the heights^ and Genfuml 
n^iydiwith the advance^ haring approached within 
a mile of that village, d.EacoTered their whole Jbrte 
posted on iheelevat^ ground behind IL An attack 
heing immi'd lately drUinnined on, it was led by 
Cokuel Welltaky^ supported by Floyd's Cfttnhy, 
and direcUMl against the enemy's right. A column 
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or ibfir tnxipo odTanced in p^rfoct (wder mill with 
grenl ^1 ton try; but the Engibh iiifAntn% reserving 
their ri.'^Mved thnt of thdr AfiEngonists at the 
diiitatice nfflixly yonb, nuhed the ^lyioreiiJid 

and broke Xhmr mnki^ when General Finyij with 
the bone drtro them off the fleld. The whole of 
the Indian line then pve way, mnd a genmJ re- 
treat ensued, which Harris, who was greatly infe- 
rior in eavnlry and iight tnwps, did not attempt to 
molest. The Joss was not ver^' serioiis on either 
aide; but an additiann] proof was gi vuii how unable 
even the flower df the Eastern armies wna to con, 
tend Jn pitched battle with the British. 

Tippoo made another at temp! to rarry loto vt 
feet bis plan of desultory wmlan* He had re¬ 
moved Of destroyed all the foraj^, and almost et^ery 
blade of grass on the highway between the English 
position and the eaiKtaJ | and he hovered round, 
ready to fall upon Uidr rear, as they marched 
along this desolated route. But he was com. 
pktcly disappointed by the movement of General 
Harni, who aller leaving 3lakvi]|j turned to the 
left, crewed the Cavery at the fords of f^lfa, and 
proceeded to Seringiipatiun along the aouthcru haufe 
of that rivef ^ a resolution which^ being wholly unes.^ 
peded, no precautions had been taken in defeaL 
On seeing their Lsat arheiDe thus baffled, Tippoo 
and his principd offinrrs wwo etruclE a-ith deep 
dismay and despoDdence HBilng assembled them 
in coundh he said:—have arrived at onr 
last ftagv; what bi y-our detettmnation ?** “ To die 
along with yon/* was the universal n^ly. A ana- 
nimous resolution was formed to try' again the 
forlime of the fiddp with the aJlmmatiTc only of 
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vicioi7 «r dk^ih. Mi pivsent i-pere de^plj mfliecU 
cmt-of Ihe diiefa, before; ukLn^ It^ve^-ilmw 
JiinuM^ir priMtrate and clasped the fiwt ef ibe sul¬ 
tan* tlie usual sipi in India of the most aolemii 
f^welL The emperor could not reJ^n from 
tew j hiiestaniplc quickly spread ilirou/^ the i/rhulu 
useniblyj Aud ihej as men who had met 

far the last lude ui thb world. But this fiiml crisLi 
had not yet arrived. Tippoo had eipecicd that Uie 
Hngliah comicazider would pnxeod !o the 
cstremlty of the Islalld of f^riugapatani* cnMfl the 
branch of the Cavery that enclosed iU and csUbllab 
hinuetf on. the ^[iroiind fonnerly occupied by Lord 
Cornwallis. Bui General Harris dioae to make a 
circuit, which would bring hia army opposite to tlie 
WiStert] point of the island and fortress- He thtia 
avoided the desolated iraet prepared Cur him ; opened 
a mare ready communication with the Bomliay army 
under General Stuart* and the fertile dislrict* la Uic' 
MUth : and* accorduig to every report^ expected on 
that aide &vtiurable opportunities fhr attack. This 
expedient also enabled him to avoid the slatiim on 
which Tippm bad proposed to gire battle ^ and that 
chief, thwarted In all his meaatires^ threw himself 
into SeringapaUni* wilh the rrsolutmu of defending 
It to the last estietiuly. 

On the 5th AprUt the British took their station 
opFHwite the western froot of the fortress at the dia^ 
lance of alioiit two miief^ The position wwa strung ; 
tbrir riglit restme on elevated ground, their left 
upon theriverCavery ; and several iop^* ur jCi^ve# 
of Indian ireest affordedampte matcri^a f^vl he con- 
fctrucikin. of the works. The enemy still occupied a 
dchfUiiTe line behind an aqueduct^ on which Colo- 
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ncis Wellesley And Shawp made a nighUatCAek m6 
were repulsed ; but, tdiig reinlbreed^ they earned It 
in open day* Geneifal Flojil was detached to meet 
and fflwrf. General Stuart and ibe Eombay anuy. 
On the evening of the I3th^ their sigiial^giifu were 
heard; and tJiey arrived kte on tln^ 14tii, having 
Ijeen beset on their way by the whole body of the 
3IysoreaCi cavalry, yet without sustainmg luiyseri* 
ons Icm, Geneial Floyd then marelied to the souths 
wanf In search of aiipphes. An une^epeeted and 
sUannlng discovery had been ituide, that there ww 
grain in the camp for only eighteen dap'eonaump* 
tlon. This eKtrunrdlnjuy failure^^ iaio whjeh Colo¬ 
nel Wilks mysteriously sap, that aftec the lapse of 
eighteen years it not yet time to uii|airei did noi, 
however^ as supplies weiv obtained from vortoiis 
qtiartets, prove an Impedinient to ihe progre^ of the 
siege. 

Meantime deep deCiberation had been held a# to 
the point whence the fortress might be most ad* 
vantageously attacked. There was a aouth-westem 
angh?^ by assailing which the besiegere oatUd have 
obtained a lodgement on the kland, and been there¬ 
by secured fjimi the eapeetrd swel ling af the Cavety^ 
while at the fiirthrrst west, the walla, extending along 
the very brink of the river, could be reached onty by 
rrosaing its ehannet. The fortifications at the fint 
point, however, appeared both strong and iwiplu 
<^ted I while the most westerD angle projeeted be¬ 
yond the main body of the btdlding, and was not 
duly flanked or protected lij the other ckfenwx. 
Bestdesj while nearly attacked from the south, 
it could be enfiladed frem Ike nwtheni hank of iko 
(kv«y. The river, too, evideo tly appeared fordable,. 
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as both men and cittl^ were Been passiiijr without 
difficulty; and it w'lis confidently expected that be- 
fort* llic monsooii bud ewelJec! its the ciud^ 

^gn would be orerp In punauance of these view»+ 
GeiiemI 8tuiirt erossed to tile northern and 

ti4>twithstBndiiig wioe Tigoiuos resisUnee. and one- 
very brisk sally by die gairison^ Burceeded m gain¬ 
ing a posEtlon in which he could cffiectitoJIy co-ope- 
rate with the main nttiick. 

On the 9th April, Tippoo wrote a letter to 
GenemJ Hariris^ in which he nie«ly asked why 
ihe English had entered his coun tfVj and made war 
upon him contrary^ to subskting tnuliM* which fie 
had ne^'er violated. The ^jieral in retain hricfly 
nefifrred him to the letters of 3larquk Wdlesloy, 
which put all end ta the correspondence. Colonel 
WilfcSj who uBunlly lets us into the interior of the 
Mysore coimrik, leaves m here in the dark as to the 
views tutil feel in by which the Indian ehlef ^vas ac¬ 
tuated. MeaiitLine the t lenches had been opened. and 
the vi'orkx proceeded n^fariy and rapidly^ On the 
29th and two firongly-Uitrenched pwtSj, which 

guarded the approaches to the wall, were ismed by 
attacks under the direction^ the one of Colonel Sher- 
bmk^ and the other of CoroneJ WelIesJej\ Before 
the reeond of th«r aelionj, the Bullaiij, seeing his de- 
feneta inirecMivdy fall^ and the sjpge quickly ad¬ 
vancing to itJi tenuinationj resolved again to soMt a 
treaty, though lenslhle It must be purehased with 
extensive sacrihm, HewTOte^ refemng to the ku 
tm of the governor-general,, and proposing a com 
ferenre of anibassitdors^ Gtuieral IJanrisp in reply, 
after taking a view of recent eventSj anuoanced, 
^ the positive uhimatum, the cession of half his 
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liomiDiunsj the fi«ycicQt of two cnonsi of rupeeSji one 
imu&ediBtely, and aiioiher in sii loonths; the 

tklivery of fuur of hu aom, and four of Ids pnpdpfll 
^it!k aa hoat^^ Theac ODQiUUanj wefe to he ae- 
cepU?d in tiventf-four Loiira, and the lioata^^ and 
specie deliverKl Ln Lweiiiy-fom' tnore ; olherwide he 
K^iaeired the right of ettendijig tlim demandij till 
they should Inelude «iea the pfovbioiuj oKupation 
of Seriugapiitali]^ 

These lennsj ceiiainly nol fkrotiinhlej roiised in 
the proud aiiud of Tippoo a vtolent btust of indig- 
nottOfi. Me mved agnjiut the amogaun! opd ty_ 
ra&uy of Ihe English^ and dedamiid bis detenniiuh- 
^uu to abide the worst deems of fnte^ and fattn-r to 
die with aims In hb hands, Lhnn drag a wreiebud 
Life as a dependant upon iuhdeb^ ajid awdllng the 
list of Lheir pensiuDed rajahs and Daboba; lie re^ 
sott ed, in short, not to givi'! a rep]j« But six days 
al^emnrd-s^ when the paiaJJel had been complet^ 
and nothing rtmained exc^^pt the ereciion at the 
hieaching-batleries^ he again brought down his mind 
to the attempt to gain rithei' delay or mltigatiaEi in 
the condiiionif of the treaty^ A eonuniinicatidiit \eas 
received from him on the SSlh, acknowltdging the 
letter of General Harrb as a frfendJy one, but addings 
that as the point# in ijuesLioil were weighty and not 
to be concluded without the bUerventioa of amhak 
Eadon> he proposed to send two mhed#, or aiufiden« 
tial messengen, to treat upoti Ihe subji^ ThegenOi. 
ral, howeveTj was fuBy deteruiiued not lo admit aoy 
Aiich overtiLE^- is hid reply he claimed credit far 
not making an advance on the terms already pru- 
posedi when by non-complianoe they had been vutn- 
ally dcclmod. They were still offered; hut no am- 
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llMSSadors could be Adouitedi uules Bccompaaled bif 
the hofilac^ Mid tile tiea§ute ; and th€' tiui^ dyji]i^ 
which tln^ would be iwelred wm to tciminate neii 
day al three o'ckek. On {lenuLni^ tlujt the 

coei^^et flf TippDo'ft mitid seemed entirely to fail. 
YieMinc to despair and grief mther tbati m^j he 
mnk ini* a slate of stupor^ altemating with pa- 
nncysms of c:ctra%'Bgajit and ^imdless exultation, 
fie no longer look any steady Tiew of bis danger^ 
or ntiQnally followed ont the means by wfiich it 
might itiil hare been averted. 

At on the Stithy the place was marked 

out for the bresurhinjii^batteHes ; and^ as they were 
only four hundred y^ fretn the wolb no doubt 
was entertained of their apt^vdlly el^tijig their pur-* 
p»e* Two^ of six: and of h\-^ guns^ were efected, 
venty yards distant from each other ; but as only one 
eoold be completed by the tnoming of the 30Ui, ils 
fire was directed^ not againat the ipot Intended to 
be breached^ which it was not desirable the enemy 
shoold yet knoWp but agaimt the adjohiing bastion^ 
whose Sre might have taken the asaaihinidin Sank* 
Enhlodini^^batteries were also constructed^ which 
were expected to render it imposuble for the enemy 
to remain on the woIIb during thc^ assault. On the 
2d May^ the two breaching-batteii^^ were com¬ 
pleted, and opened their full fire upon the pari of 
the wall called the curtain- In tlie course of that 
day the works sustained extensive damage^ and In 
twenty-fanr boiui the breach became nearly prac¬ 
ticable ; in whkh view fascines^ Boding^hulden^ and 
other unpbrnHints of liofm^ were brought into the 
trenrhto. During the previous night Lieutenant 
Lolor had cififfied the river* which he found easily 
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rordabl«^^ with n suiOQlh rockj bottom, the retalnini- 
waJI of thp fortrfsa briii^ on^v sift ed (wi bi|^p lUid 
presenting m obstacle whatever to the paa^e of 
troops. On the nigbt of the M there woo n prncti- 
cable biTHcli of a hunilred feet widt^ and one o'clock 
Dfl the folio win jT day whi iLxed uthe hour of assault- 
Tippoo mcootime, ns the term of hia Life and 
empire appmched, instead of eiuplnjin^ the uiUal 
mi'ans of ddiverance from this extreme peri]* oc- 
enpied himself Duly in superstitious and delusive 
of paying Lulo futurity. He lud recourse^ 
m hX 9 despair, even to the baied and persecuted 
Bramlna. They were Lnutnicted to pmriiie, at Im^ 
mcfise coal, thrirwild and myatic incaziiatkma. Ali 
the astrob^^m, whether from hostile feeling to the 
sultan^ or from seeing that their credit rould not

and persuading himself that no attempt would be 
made during that day\ be had sat down lo his lore- 
noon meaJ^ when tidinfs arrived that the enemy 
wtVK* ffcaliug the Fomparts. He ndi to meet tbciUH 
The morning of liie ft^urtb day of 3Iay, J jy®, 
hnd been hurity spent the Eugtsh in cocnplrtiiig 
the breach and making prepantiuns for thie assault- 
The ftonuiug-party ww composed of upwards of 
400t> men^ dirided into two rolumiM, who were in^ 
■trueted* after imtefing the brmeb* tn Hie to tbe 
right and left along the lop of the rampart. The 
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cuimnajid inlrtistf^ Co tieoenl Bdiidj who had 
been neariy four yvm mii^urefL as a caplive in the 
gioonijr dungetim of dial fortress which he was 
now alKiiJt to enter 04 a conqueror. The trooi^ in 
silenL and awful eipeclatkiat awaited the dcciaire 
momenl. A few' midulea befofo oueo^clockj Ge-- 
nerul BaJnl sent round ordm^ desitiag every tuaJi 
to be ready at an instant'M notice. When the 
crisis he mounted llle parapet, and stood in 

full view of both onnies, in ait heroic attitude, 
heightened hy hb oobJe and comEtmnding figure. 
He then wd» '' Come, my brave fellows, foHow 
me, and prove youmdvt^ worthy the name of 
British scddicn.“ Botli coltimiui sprung forward 
JjJce lightning; and tvtrn minutes hod not clafwi 
W'heu thi> fon^most arsailuits had irniased the riv-cr, 
leaped over the ditch, irtoonli^l ihe breach, iiad 
planted their colours on its summit They were met 
bj a gaJlout bond of MySoreutis, from whose attack 
they sulTeml Beverely; but iho breach was soon 
crowded wiUi IJntish soldiers^ who overcame every 
ubfftaclc, and csCnhlbhed ihctnselvM on ihe nuq, 
pari. Tlien, according to the ordeiB received, they 
pushed on to the rigbl and lelt^ along the top of the 
wall. The right detachment being supported by 
a powerful enhlading-iro frt>tn the liutterici^ drove 
befone tlium the enemy, who scarcely made any 
rcsislanWp flying out of the fort In gr^t uumbers, 
—and many, letting thenisdvei drop from the wall 
by ihctr turbun9;r were dashed agaiiut the rocky 
botcom and killed.

dther killed or wounded; and LicuU^HBiit Far- 
qiihar, having asaumed the eojnniaEid^ Jell ifuoiedl- 
alely.and succeeded by Bfigade-iitajor LanabtOD^ 
]k{enntinie, CapUin Goodall, with a detichixtenL rrom 
Utc right* bod forced his w'ay over the dilrh, seized 
the Izmer mropart^ and cODimvncvd upon the enemy 
a banking-fire slmilor to that with which they bad 
ao severely annoyed his countrymen. The 3fyso- 
rems w^re accordingly drist!ii to a spot w'hcre they 
birheld in their itar the other eolunin whkh had ad¬ 
vanced from the ri^t. Seeing them&eLvcs dins com- 
plefely hemmed ip» they fled tumultnously, escaping

It may be krther 
noticed^ however* that, while H jder entered on his 
eaieirr uuuhle to read or write, and f^malncd al¬ 
ways ft stmnger to these primaTy elementa of 
human knowledge* Tjppon^ amid the moat actiw 
card of govemuient, Tctaloed the habits and cha^ 
iwter of a man of tettm. He imd and wrote aJ- 
fnLMt inejessanllj^ 4^rrit!d on an extensive eorrespii- 
deuce, and hecajne the historian of his own exptoiis. 
Vet the adoptioit of hnsty' and superBcial iheoriesi 
in prefertnre to the practical good lease which 
had guided hU predeeeaioT* led him often into 
crude and rash innovations, which w^ete ruLlowed 
by dlBastmiis eqfisequene«.

]j, as we have seen^ he sunk into the moat rhildbli 
superstition, calling not only upon the 
medanSr but the piTEccuted Illndoofl^ to praiitise 
their arts of divination. After the capture of 8e- 
ringapatam, vahm his repositories were searched^ 
along with treatj£S> state-papera, and politlca] cor- 
Ft9pondencT> there was found a reoonl of his dnstnis 
and tlieSr Lnlerpnelatlon^ of W'bich Calonel Beatson 
has prwTVf'd some curious specimens. At nue timei 
he w^ threattmid with an Im^Bsion of the 
IfahraiiiBt, he dreamt that a yoting man came up 
and aecoited him, who in the course of conre™, 
tiim proved to be a female- Henc* he sagely infer¬ 
red that hia ennny> who at first had a manly and 
formidnble appearance, ^vouJd m battle piove no-heu 
ter than womtiii. On unothcf octaslonp when he 
was about to make war with tlie native CJirisdans, 
he was ^vouned witlt the \ismn of a «ow and a calf, 
the former nsembhng a tiger In aspect and fierce- 
nesa; it had a slight mo^on in its fare-legsp but mi 
liind^legs. Tippoo n^lved to kill this cow, but 
awake belbre he accompllfibed his purpose. Hence, 
howevtTj^ he thought himself entitled to infer, that 
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he would kill the CbmtUna aA he had pmpa^dl lo 
kill the cow ; thut the Alight loutenietit of the 
legs indicaled &int attemplB at resutaoce^ while 
tile abseni.'e of the hludvr-Jej^ piured that they 
wjuld h&re AO aiUAUceA to iuppoit thiuiu These 

iueubnUhiDfi fomt a Ati%Dge cuntrast ti> hk diiplay 
of talent Qo otlier oomienA ; nor can it be mtidered 
that publle n]ea:tui¥A renting upon gueli cdnelutiunH

This piincej opting to hia long wura w'ith the Klig-

It appeared, theittfore, more advisable, alter 
making a liberal provision for these princes, to draw 
forth from their deep humiliation the ancient race of 
the Hajohi of IVlytOfO^ to w hom the people were stiH 
roDiiiy attached. The representative of this house, 
a mmor of five yem old, and his mother, wc^refound 
In peal poverty and ncglert; ffom w hicb^ amid the 
applauses of their eauntiymm, tliey were raised to

They would cvcii have occtipied 
its pkee had they aot encnunliMtjd the more rt'- 
gular and formidable armies of the AfghanSj from 
whom they sustained two inch mighty defeats m 
would have azmihilaLed any force which did not 
possess in itself a itronp piindple of vitality* But 
they soon recruited their streojfth out of the war¬ 
like and Twlng populBlion of their mountoiu-difi- 
tricts; and as the AfghaHA did not attempt a per- 
maoent stabliidiiiient in Indostanj the Malirattas 
acquired again a deeided preponderance among the 
native Hates of India. OoJy 3f3rsorej in the height 
of ltd greatness, for a short time disputed their su¬ 
premacy ; hot when that tlirone was flist shaken^ 
and then subverUdn the Ihreign power by which this 
triumph 'had been achieved became the only ri^'nl to 
the aiahiultafl ; and the question ioon arose, which 
of the two was to rule the Southern Peninsula. 
Befoc? coming to the grand struggLc^ however^ aome 
idtema] movettsejiU of Ihii government^ and dome 
previous tmnsactions with the English presidencies^ 
will demand our notice- 

Sevajee had nded with nearly ahniute power over 
hid rude foUowcM, and the reiereiice cherished for 
hid najne enabled him to tnmsmit the hlahnttH 
sceptre to hit posterity. But princes bom to a 
throne were little tikely to possesd the aetivci and 
daring hardihood necmaiy for treading in the 
titepfi of such a pfogenltor- Indulging In eadc and 
voluptuoUHi^iSS, they graduaLlv intrudUrd the ardu- 
oui cfincvma of govimuiait and war to their mini- 
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iHm ftnd gvnerala. Tiion follow^l ft conHqueiice ftl- 
mcwt ioefitftbk in ork^olai ayatfirm: ITit* tniDisti^^ 
or AtilJ Ln w|ioa< hands Lh? acLuat 

adMinutratian ivaa Jod^^imd who liad Hic duposai 
of all favQuta end skid beeftinc the depositary 

of the real power, whom the w^eieigz] wotiJd have 
aifught in vain to displiioe^ beuij^ in faet his mas¬ 
ter and that of the kin^om. Yet a ci-rtaic leve- 
mice fttlaehL'd to the original fw^ ajtid the reeolli^- 
tkios coonccted witli the history of its founder, would 
have made it uu^fe actually to depose the legitU 
miitr fajabp It wna Much easier and Bafer to niain, 
tain him in ease and iiixun% ^ a splendid pogeani, 
deprived of all real authority; wbidi was in truth 
exerdsed in his name hj the bdjviduijJ who pre¬ 
sided in the cmindl or amj. 

This constimmatiaGp which always took place in 
two nr ihree genemtioiu, was, [q the rase now !ie_ 
fore us^ precipiiau^ by a remarfcable acddeuU At 
the capture of Kayree^ in JtEiO, by iho troops of 
Aumigzebe, the grandson of Sevajee and his mo- 
tber Into the hands of the conquerorf. They 
were carried lo the Mogul country, where Begum 
Sahib, the emperor's daughter, took an Interest in 
the young and iilustrious captive, and obtaLned per¬ 
mission %o educate hbn under her own evi?* Au* 
reug^be;, in visiting bis daughter^ saw and con¬ 
tracted a fondneas for ttw! youth, whom, instead of 
his pmpef amne of Sevajee, he used tn addnw 
bj that of Shao, which aliuded, to an iponicml man-p 
oer, to the tbievisli vocatioii of his ancestors. H«> 
married him successively to the daughters of two 
runsideffthlc ebiefe of his own nation, and c^ebrmird 
his nuptiai^ by rich amung which was the 
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iWdrd of his father, tnJceti In hk e^pitolp and dtslLii- 
gitifthed In ihe Estsl tinder the name of Bhowanw, 
After the death of Auien^ebe;^ Shoo reiiiaiii«i 
with ihfliemperor'ft wn, Ajinij wlio^ wishing to ei* 
dte di viaioni in the Dilfthnitta nntionH then carrying 
qn m farious predatory warfare agail^Et the ^Eognla, 
jent home the young prin<?e. During his nhsmee 
the regency had bwi held by hia eomin. Rajah Ra¬ 
ma, an d afterwards by thr widow nf that officer, Tara 
Bye> who felt estceedingly InclinMl to eontinue in the 
exrrptseof her high fnnctloiis; Imt the people retain^ 
ed such an atlaehmenl lo the direct line of Striiajeep 
that she wiis obliged lo give way, and Shao, in Aforch 
170y_^ wns seated tin the throne of his ancestors. Dur¬ 
ing a long reign he displayed some ability, and did 
not abwlntely sink from hts place as a soTerelgn ; yet 
the debilitating Influence of hereditary suecesiton 
wus heightened by hi* eduratlon in the heart of the 
hlogul s*iaglioi- Ilf soon dlrtcovered n lively faste 
for plraanre, and ■ dbpoatien to de^olv** on othifrt 
the bunlmsome cares &f goTemmenU Fortunately 
for hlmielf* nr at least for the greatness of the ttale^ 
he pfaeed his chief canfidenre in Bollajee Wkhwiu 
Rath, This future head of the ^lahralta confederacy 
oeeupied onginairy an inferior situalion In (lie reve¬ 
nue; and at his hrsi rise had so little of theadventur- 
QOS character qfhii tribe^ that he canid not sit upon 
boneWk without a motion each aide to ffOf^irt him. 
Hii KiTisummAtf talents end iddreas, bwweveri soon 
lawd him to high ron^demtwi) with Whao^ whose 
ohjeet was rather to re-establish order, and cement 
his power by a condlimUiry ayatera, than to lead hU 
nmntrymen in ihelr prr^tory campaigni^ By a 
oiosi Mt negotiatioii;r this minbUT eitricnted hii 
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inanrr from & i|UhTtel mih Angm^ and ludiiced 
that powerfaL chief to own his sapremacj- ^haD 
WM highly pleased with him on Itusoccwmir that 
he mbed bint to the lilgnity of peiMhrtat usimlly

A^r a btief fovtiumenL of aix ywBp whidii 
howeverj, was found snSdeDtly long to theae 
impoftant objects, Ballajee died in October 
leaTing two sans, the cddect of whom^ Uajee Bao 
or How, had been liained under his own eye 
both tu business and anns^ and had proved himself 
in the former equaij^ in the latter supmior^ to bis 
partmt and pmeptor. lie urged his master to much 
bolder oebemes of amhitkiii than hud occupied Ll>e 
-views of WishwamOh^ tlo pointed oui the h!oguJ 
empire, in which all the Indian id™ of grewtnrss 
were centredj niduced now to such a state of 
ness and disunknii that it pmentiid an easy prey to 
Urn fint bold a^ailanL Sbsa> though not pewn-^ 
ally a aoldiet, was dawled by these prospects of 
minion, and g^ve bis entire sanction 10 the designs 
of his minister. The peabwAt^ however, disturbed 
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by (loiii«$tic nvAlryi and mvokf^d in a conte^ wiUi 
iht di^Pj or ^u1)4h(lnJ: of Uie Heeran^ couJd noi 
far some yean follow up \m vlewt af aggrandize* 
menl. Hadng nt length a$9enihkt! hw forcea^ and 
begyn his maidi lo the main seat of Mogui pawer^ 
he W'os adzed with a suddea ilinesa^ and died on 
lhe1»nka of the Niirliudda in 1740, after hoMing 
his high uffioL- for ninetifeti yean- Under him two 
chieftr Ifolkfir and ^india^ vrho^ wUh their poate- 
ritVj wm destkied to dispute the sovereignty of In- 
doslan^ itse from vtiy low slations intorojisiderable 
iniportane& The fonner, a Mahratta of ihe ckK of 
Sndra or lAhourere^ had, hy his auJitaiy' tak-DU and 
vjiintr tolleeled a amalJ party of hoTse^, with which 
he altarhed hldulelf to the arnlj of the peishwo- 
Sindia, though rlaiining desrent from a family of the 
high-bartt tribe of Hajpooti, belonged to a decayed 
and Ulegitiidale branch, sLod had sunk K hiw that 
he began hia career hy carrying the pebhwaV Eli|k. 
pen; yet, by the iliUgence and dcjterity with which 
he ex>eatted this fneniol fnnetioD, he attiaeted tht' 
notice of that comnumder^ and laid the fomidalion 
of bis own greatness. These two chic^ having df ^ 
tingubhcd themsrlvcs hj several military crtploils. 
rase gradually, till at length they were intituled 
with Separate commoads. Favoured by the gene¬ 
ral propensity of the Hindoos to obey only ibetr 
immediate superiers, they subsequently aapoired an 
Independent political power. 

The office of pet&hwa was now nearly establish¬ 
ed as hereditary^ and the eldest mn of Bajcp Kao, 
who pnehxcd to bb buher'a name that of Bftl- 
lajecj after fame i^positian from Koghujee Khon- 
slay, anoUier aspirant^ fuemded to this high sU- 
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tiftD. The disputw with this IasI chiefUin, how- 
OTcr, ftnd other oocumnet*, saspended the design of 
subreiiing ihe impennl throne. The otdiiiniy ei- 
aetion of ehout, or a fourth of the tiihute, woa Bti> 
to be paid hy the hlogui, while Haghojw 
■n ffjto the moot dwistiDg inrotids into Bengal, In 
1749 Shoo died, when, the dignity of mjah, which 
had been in some degree inaLDtoined by h» pereoiial 
character as well as his descent front Serajee, sanh 
into tol Fl icngnihroJice. DalJajee even intended to 
suppress it altogether, cspeeinliy as there wus some 
doubt os to the kgiiimuy of the young prince noiiu. 
nated to thesuttensiofl i Intt after somo rotisidentioii 
he determined to preserve, though with n'diued itati' 
and expense, this shadow of nayalty. His msasuiv* 
were itrenuouslj opposed hy Suckwar Bye^ the 
Tourite wifeof the late rajoli t hill that lady, among 
other iniuitcuvres, had rashly anaotuiced an inten¬ 
tion to devote heroelf to the flomea on the death of 
her husbond. The peishwm contrived, even while 
apparontlydisnading her from fulhlUngthia destp, 
to bring it before her ianiily and the publu: in sOch 
n manner as made It imposmlile for her, aomrding 
to Indian ideas, to avoid this dreadful sacrifice. 
Having gained over Baghojee Bbonslay, and trans- 
rm«d the scat of govenunent from Satara to Poo- 
oab, the petshwa becarne tbc sole uid undisputed 
hesd of Iho Slahralto canfedeiation. For several 
yearo he was involved in fiatelp connexions, the 
wart and politio of tbe Deoean and Caroatie, and 
the reduction of the piratial power of .Angrin. 
The lost of these ohjecl* gave rise to eerUiii achiere- 
meuts of 0 memofftble description, in which the 
English bwF the nwst cpospieimus port 
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The eoul of the Conan p between Bom bey kikI 
Guo, wbkh belong to the ^InhmttA ternloiyj bi« 
ulw«y^ been U]« of Iribes who exem»eii in plra^ 
tiial exptilldons lho«e predolory JialitA which else- 
where icp{)dled ihem to uimdi by knd. In the 
mliddle of the seven tee4ith cemiufy, durinn the Hist 
rUe of the Miih rwttaA^ wnd while they w^tre cairy^ 
lag on n mAiitlme war wilb iho S^logul , one of their 
aOiceiSj Conojee An^ij eonceived the design of 
Ibunding an. independ'unL kingdotu. He wdA greilly 
aided by the naturaL Imrritfr of predpitoiu locknii 
whkh along this foa^l^riBefl out of the ^ like iht 
hiJLforts from itie Indian plain. On the two in- 
aoJated clU&of Ght^a and Sevemdroog feigned this 
dlief and hb suol^ssois of the liame nBuner where 
djej becwme itiiire and more formidable, liU at 
length Uiey fell thtinuelves able to cope with the 
greatest EiiiD|iean powers, and eren aspired to the 
dominion of the ipdian S^M. They made manv viu 
luabtecspiares from different notiiios^ who. through 
dread of ibeir power^ could not proceed afong iheK 
coasts without aeonvoy« In Februjiry J754^ a Dutidt 
squadron of three ships, carrying SO, 3d, and 13 
gnn* r«peclivefy, was aii*cted/and the whofe ci¬ 
ther burned or uhen. The British then Miwidered 
themseJTea railed upon to lafct rigo^ua stt^pa fur 
putting down thb growing and dnugertjii* power; 
and the ^lahrmttas willingly afforded tbdr co-cipe- 
ratiun. in ^lareb 1 /SS, Commoitm James sailed 
writh a squadt^D agakiEt %Severndroogj wkcre An^ 
grlaV fleet waa stationed ; bnt his ships, on the ap^ 
proach of the cnemy^ slipped iheir eahtea and nm 
out to lea. They were of fight construttion, and the 
rrews^ by bsteniog to iagnStatia their robeij quijls, 
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ud inrlMiBi umiglit cvfTy breath of wind, and 
cOHipletoly outaailed the Engtbli. The rommudore 
iheti iteered for the place wbidi was found 

to miuisl of sei'emL forts on the bland and opposite 
coast*, tlso works of which were eithfr cut ont of the 
ulJd or strongly framed of bloeks ten or twelve 
feet iquii]^- iiy throwing in homba^ howe^er^ which 
blew lip a large nmgHrinej and caused a general 
oonflagraxioii in the principal stmnghordp lie spread 
stich aj] ainnn, that the inhabitimts and garri¬ 
son successively evacuated the different sUtions. 
Rear-Admiml Waison having arrived with a much 
kjger fleet, pTPceedrti to the aitact of Ghem, the 
capilaJ, which Colonel Clive uodertook to blockade 
m the land side. On tl^e 11th Febrimir 17M^ ^ 
ships took their stations^ aod nut day opened so tre-. 
inendoui a fire, that the hattcriis wen^ «on lilenc. 
ed. On the 1^ the enemy delivered up the town, 
solely, Bi it app^^aTodp ihrotigli teiror at this over, 
whejmibg dbrbafge of irtilleTy; for the ibrtihea# 
tJoikBp coDslructed of solid mk and huge blocks of 
stone, were of sdeli stratigUl* that no w'eight of metal 
could ever have effected a breach- The treasure^ 
^ps^gunv; mid every thing cunitity ting Ihc strength 
of this piraiical stale, fell into the liands of the vic¬ 
torious squadioD. 

The influence of the ^ahratta confederation coru 
tinued comtajiUy lo increue. $3liidia sod Hidkar, 
on ih# invita:tlon of the Nabob of Oude, had cfwed 
the Jumna, and invaded the RohiJIa temtory^ whkh 
they soon ovrirao, but wore obliged to relLre on 
the oppmach of the ^Vfghao monarch. But il was 
not tin 17158 and Ijdl that ihooc grand expeditions 
were undertaken, which promiMd at first to make 
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Lheta tdnftLef^ of the LhroiUj azid o^i^tcnd 

tliejf dmninlQzi OTer the of IndiA^ Haring 
railed forth ( howerrrj the strength of Ahmed Ab- 
dailB, they espmennd thw sipnJ overthiroB, 
puticuJitHy lit the haltlc of Pauaipnt, >rhich we 
have alfeotly ootked In tracing the fill of that em- 
irirpH Tbe tidings of that fatal day filled all Maha- 
mahtra with mourning. The disaster pressed with 
peculiar weight od BaJlajee Rao, w'ho, havlitg suf¬ 
fered for some time imder dedlnuig health, fdJ a 
ridint to griefj and died in Jqnp lydi. 

The office of pcUhwa was now become quite here- 
dtUfYj and Madoo Raoj sdh of the deceased^ was im¬ 
mediately elevated to that distingutihed raDh, under 
the regency of hia unde, Ragonaut Rao. Thii chief, 
ftRerward# well known to the Engllili under the fa^ 
miliar name of Kagoha^ had already aequiied eon^ 
sidenble Military reputation^ Four yearly bowe?ert 
had not elapied^ when the young pei^ww showed a 
power and detioDt] of charmeter^ which fitted him fhr 
executing in pemn the duties of his eialted sta- 
tion+ In 1764 and 176S he utidertcnk his relebinted 
eipedition against Hyder^ the triuniphant issue of 
which displayed at once bis own abllitieSi and the 
almost inexhaustible resonre^t of ba miiituy syi- 
tent. He carried ud also* ehiedy through the mgw^ 
of bjj general Trimbuck ^lamaji the other ^mterprisc 
against Hyderp wbkh it mrntioned m die history of 
that prince. Finally^ towards the dwe of his i^^igOp 
the peiihwa agidn undertook to estayUli the Mah- 
ratta supremacy in the veiy eentie of Mogul power^ 
A great army imder Sindiaovemn Rnhilciitidj and 
fibih Allum, who Inberited the mighty name of 
Gmt Mogulj having exchanged the protectiDn of 
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ihtt English for that of thD MahrAthis^ tha 

people {& seize aJJ that Ivft of tie power wiki 
tmd ID liHig been held supreme over Lndia. 

^ladoo Hao made very conaiderHile imptfore- 
in tie different brandife of goveminent, m- 
peckJly in tie oolk-ciion of the nevcnne and tie 
adrolnistnlioii of jouticei fie couJd not extirpate 
lie eomiptioo whJeh is deeply rooted ia Hindoo 
polilics; blit ie sludioiLily atforded ptmeetioo to 
agriculture, whici, allowing for the inkrkir ferti- 
tity of lie country^ was lien more flouniiing in 
Slahamshtm than IQ any olhef pun of Indcatim^ 
The Tuvenue drawn from lie people ii estunated by 
Mr Grunt Duff al ten mlUians litriing; of which, 
however^ little mote than leten entered the imrmy. 
The army consisted of 50^000 pwd cavaliy^ wbkh , 
with the contingents of Siudia^ Hol&aj, and other 
feodHtory eiielii, tnlghl ndio it Id IOO^OOO^ They 
were ToHowed to tie field by crowds of IrteguJar In- 
fazitrY> who were little better than cump-fullowers^ 
and by baoilsof Findaree horse^ fit only for plunder^ 
hill very eminently tktlled in lint vocation- 
Madoo Rdo died id 17?^ witlioal Issue, and was 
succeeded by his neit bfolhef, Nttmin ftw, a y'outh 
not more llian seTenteen- He was placed In a dlM- 
cult sitnallon: The office of peishwu, after iartng 
emsbed beneath it that of mjai, was itself iegiiu 
nlng to lose its unity and rorce. His unde, Ragobu, 
was not Liieij to rlew witioot jeafousy the elcvii- 
tiati of so young a ri vaJ; while a body of expe- 
rknDod ministm, trained under sufcessiTe peuims 
ID a tiimHigi acquaiDlADce with the affairs of state, 
were begin^i^ supreme dirMion. 

In these cifcmnsURCCS, * tcrapomry and apparent 
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cftim wfli fuLlawed by a dreadful On 

ihe morning of the 30Ui Augiut 1773 p Narwin 
Kao, baling obserred 4omo unusual agitalion among 
tbe imopst (^tsu^d one of the mmisteiy to be on 
the alert; but Uie warning waa negltvted. The 
unfbiliLnaLe prince had ^ne in tbe ailemoon to 
repose in a pri'k'iiie diamber, whi^n a band of soJ- 
dicra bum by an obscure entrauce Lnlo Use paket 
They at bpsi pretended that they eanie to demanii 
arrears of pay, about which they bad for HHno timit 
be«ai damouringi but it soon appeared that they 
were impelled by a darker purpose, i^iarrain Kao, 
n>nsed from slumber, ran iqto bU uncle^s Bpari- 
menu, and threw himself into hu anna, enlreat* 
ing that be would aare him* The Latter at hist ap¬ 
peared to interpose in iarour of hia nephew; but 
Somer Siiigj the ringleaderi siud,—" 1 ha^e nut gone 
Lhuf far to ensure my ow n clestrurtion | let lum go^ 
or you shall die with kiiu." Ragobi then L»xtii- 
cated hinuelr fniai the grasp of the youtbi whom^ 
as well as a foitbful servant that had elung round 
his fiedt, the coiupiTators Instantly picre^ with 
tliidr f w'ortbii^ 

All eyes were turned to Ragoba, as the person by 
whom alone this crime must hare been suggrated- 
For some time no proof oould be obtained, till Ham 
Siutree, one of tbs most respectable and upright 
of the miniaters, having ooHecled rarioiis evitlencis, 
brought the dnuge bo home to him, that he at 
length confessed be bad signed the order to aeUe 
tbt: person of bis nephew, hut denied having In 
any degree wteiicnied hit deaUi-p A numeroiu body 
of Indian poljtidani itill beliovo that siKh was the 
truth, and that a more criuunal hand made an aL 
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t«nluii in ihe of v^bldi tmces were a*- 

iert^d to be visible^ ]□ these fases, f^Yv'ever^ the 
atirong feetrn^ of the pubticalways adopt the darker 
belieCi ret Ba^ba mounled without oppositioit the 
Ihrunc to widcli be had thuj pared the way^ and 
Bdou aJfU'r departed on on expedition aj^ioat Hjder, 
who was In the field attempliJig to refrain spme of 
the lemtory lo&t in the foftner war. But during hia 
aheeneo on this oeeaskidij the ministers, partly fihar^ 
ing the indignation of the puhlie^^—partly seeing the 
opportujiily of drawing iitto their own hand^ the 
supreme authority^—entered into a etim hi nation for 
raising to the offiee of peiflhwa the unborn son of 
Gnnga Bye, widow ol the late peiahwa, who had 
been left a state of pn^oncy. The lady waa 
conreyed to the fortress of Fciorundiir, areom^ionied^ 
it is allegtid^ by a num^ier of Brmmina" wives in the 
ftime condition* that in the e™t of the issue pnsving 
a remale, a male diild might he iroiDediatelj anh. 
Btituted. Ragoha^ meantime^, had been eompletely 
Hireessfiil in lui war agati»t H jder; but learning 
the dangers to which he was exposed at houiej hjts- 
tily eoueluded a peacr^ and having ecdeaToured, by 
dteiuive ecHKs^onSj to conciliate the nUaoij has¬ 
tened hack towards PoonaJi. The miuistcm sent 
against hirn Trimbuck Zllama, the most warlike 
of llieir hody^ who eonfidently expeeted to rmJm 
his military fame *tiU higher by the defeat of the 
peishwo- He was lataJIy disappuin1ed4 That mlerv 
thoucb with un inferior army, charged in person at 
Ihtf ^-ad of ft scleet OTp* of ten thousand men, and 
in twenty minute* completely routed the army of 
Trimhiirk. who fell mDrUdiy wounded into Ihe 
handaofbisadvettary. Had ihe wmioerw proceed- 
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ed dinKt upon Foonoli, wbertj tm tJie Arrival of Un* 
tiding, tlie iilmoat conrunon nnd coruU^rnAtion prp- 
YAilcd* bt miglii pfobi% have almost with, 

out oppoiition^ the power and dignitj of p^ishwa. 
But, oil the contrtfVj ho marcbod nortlii^^'anl Lunudi 
the Nerhudda, in hopes of bdng joined hy llolkar 
and Sindiij who had encamped in that i[nartpr. Bv 
UuA atop he lost a favoufahle opportunity'; tbe go- 
Temment of Poouab reooteied froin its paniCj and 
eolleci^ a forte of 50^000 mto, while by intrigues 
and high ofTerii they had induced tho nizimt lo break 
treaty with their enemy, and to- tsuopetate in their 
dedpis. To crown ihdr good fortune Gimga Bp 
produced a hio^ declared^ indeedi by the oppadte 
party to be Aupposititkms, hut now believed to baTt 
been the geniune oflipring of Namun Rao, At the 
age of forty dap^ the inluit was rommJly luatigur- 
ated in the office of pishwik 

Hagoba'a own army were so dlsgiiated wfiih the 
eourw* he had followed^ that they deserted tn prtat 
numbert, and, aA<^ pacing the Xerbudda, he found 
hjnuelf ai the bead of only 7000 wnlry* At In- 
don?^ notwithatandingp be met Sjndia and Holkar, 
from whom he^^red aeotdml reception and liberal 
promises, and waa em^werd to reeruil his thinned 
ranks &ora their territory.

their objects^ But these coQsidenitkFitB were over¬ 
looked ; and isdeed on this tost point their defend¬ 
ers that they were very imperfectly inform¬ 

ed^ and reaJiy believed tUgDln itinoceJit of the 
mnrder^and tlie peiibwa illefitimmle. Even that 
priti{?e;p howeveTk atarted when he heard the caor^ 
moua conditions which his new allies altibcbed to 
their waistance, pnrEicularly the eesdon of Bassein 
and Sdsette. But ieeing that Sindia and HoLkar, 
EDI whom he placed much dependence^ had been 
gained ot'et by hU c^emics^ hr felt the uecessfty of 
submitting to every demand of the English, who^ in 
Ui^ mwi time, had taken the liberty of posemng 
themselves of Sabettc aud its dependencies. In re¬ 
spect to their requUitionk indeed^ of a Imr^ sum of 
money, he was obliged to pfol«» what hii dreum- 
stances rendered exceedingly prtibable:^ an ahsolute 
inability to furmsli it, bat deposited jewels to the 
value of sii lacks of rupoo^ and stipulated the cei- 
Mon of an extent of territwy from which the sum 
demanded might afterwards be drawn. 

With a view to the fulhlment of this treaty. 
Colonel Keating landed at Camliay with a force

whicJi hud Ml Imrahly wiWBrwl their conduct^ and 

became acvf^rdingly dbFpoa^-d to find pretexts fur plac¬ 
ing themselves agmo In a hoitiie attitude towards the 
adhumi^ttutiun at PcN>nah- Tliey hy itD rut-aus with¬ 
drew’^ entirely tiieir pwtMion from Haguba; they 
even derived cni^ouragcmvJit fmm Lntrigui^ eanied 
on to Bf-cstablisb his iofiuenee^ which p how-rver, 
were bofikii by the profound polltlcaJ skill vf Fur- 
navose.

The authorilita at Bombay wm not only Itighiy 
elated hy the sanction thus m m to tlirCir schemes, 
hut even adopted the mall resolution of accoropliah- 
ing them with thotP own resotim^, lest the glory 
ahouLd be shartNi by the troops under Colonel Leslie. 
En vain did Mr Draper reprefteni the impoflnncr 
of delay tUJ their foitfs ahmild be conreiilrated.

of ientorily* devolvi-d on Colonel Egerioii. whose 
liealtU ’VTBA extremely infirm, and who hml acquired 
ail his niditory evperienee hi Gennanyj so ihnl an 
Indian wnr presentetl a scene altogcllMtr new to him. 
Huwevef, a forw of men, of whom only OIO 
were BritMh» landed at Panwell, and admiiced to 
attack the capital of the AInhralt* empire. The 
march of an anny Ln l^dil^ Incnmbered with bag- 
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Imliodcs^ and beasts erf burden^ ii aiwa^-B sJdw i 
hut the tardiness of this moverDent was altogether 
unpiwedeRted. In eleven days they bad not dear- 
vd aboTe eight mUtg.^ A week more bfiHiglit tbem, 
on the tub Janoary 177^*^ the vills^e of TuUy- 
jlpoizi^ where they fcmiid. in front an army of about 
mvti^ who liegui to ekiEmisfa in ibeir usual 
desultory maDner. They did noi^ boweirer, ventufe 
cm ■ Beriouft attack ; but though notliiug had oeruned

The Eng¬ 
lish troopa had scarcely begun to feiiugradej when 
ihidr n-artruard wits aseiii led by the whole fbrer of the 
enemv- Fortunntely it wta eomutandi^d by Ca|t^ 
tain Bartleyp ■ young ofbeer of high and rising re- 
ftuiaikm, who f^^lantly vHihstiTod several most fiu 
rffluseharget; and they wtp. Anally unable to make 
a seriDfUi itupiwkm on any port ^ the line. The 
^ loss, however^ \Tas very itvefe^ amounting to up^ 
wanb of three hundred, amtmg whom were 
Eur^tcan officera- 

Afier this action^ the military aulboritiei decided

advance objectiutiB* which, however* be forbofe un 
prc^; uoLbing could ehake the piigiltooiilKnis deter- 
minotion of the ccunnmudcifUL They were even pre- 
pired to give op Ragobii, hed not that duef made a 
private agreeinenl te surreiHier biqi^clf to Siniiia 
The firitiah ihemBelei-O:, by ireatuig witli the latter^ 
obtoilied tomewhal morE? fHvounible terms: still the 
eonveptiod of Worgnoro, if not the nmi disa^troiij-, 
wos much Lite tnm% disgimcefuL ev^nt which bad 
marked the amiaU of our army ill IndiM. All liie 
poinia in dispute weru yielded; all tlu* iwent acqui¬ 
sitions were to be restored ; add onhna were sent 
Uiftt the Ifwpa now niarekiiig from Bengal ahoidd 
pmtx'd uu farther. 

Both at Bombay and at home the uUnu&t iudig. 
uaiion wasfirUat this con veil lioitp ^ir Cajfuic*Cok)L 
nela Egertod and Cockburo* w cit all three dismiss 
ed rrom the servito^ Their couduct In the present 
utsLoDce certoluLy appeals quite Indefensible^ and it 
is iioi a little remarkable^ that it formed a derided 
contrast Id that ^hibited by tli^^iu on faniie? occa- 
mns- Cockbitm, In particular, lisd diitingublu-^ 
hiuiself by i-x plaits of the most daring twlour^ and 
was cunsidered one of tbe l»Mt officer* In the ser¬ 
vice; but the quaJitios which had fitted hiiu for a 
secondary part, pipoved Lnsuflicient to guide Im judg¬ 
ment in thi* hi yher and raofi? arduous stoiiaUi The 
Lrmty was immediately annulled^ aa having Iwti 
csoaiduded wHlboui iumdeol authority, and the or- 
dtai of Colonel Leslie with Jiis detachment was a^ne 
waited fbr in onler to commence oflenBive operations.

This being 
fonnd impraoticabln, on amiuiit of the lofty lonetuk 
sunicd hy the cabinet of Poonali upon its iwctmt sac- 
httetilitirs witp iinmetiiatoly -coipineiicod ^ and 
the English appeared no longiir as auxiliaries tq Ra- 
gqba^ but a* piincipak On the ht January 1790^ 
Coloneb now Oenerulj Goddanl cro^>d the Tuptee^ 
and before the end of the month reduced Dutdiny, 
and cmrieil by aloitn Ahmedabad, the gmt but de¬ 
cayed cap! tal: ofThin, however,, h e k-amed 
that Bind La and lli>ll[ar| with upwards of twenty 
Uioufund hoiBe, had eroeaed the Nerbudda, and ww 
advancing to attaek him. The former chief opent'd a 
negutintion with the British, for whom he profi^^ 
a Warm attachment; bulj as it wus soon perreived 
that he sought urtly to gain time, CkMiiLant dcii-r, 
miQi^d if pc^^ible to hritig him to ® gvnvml action. 
He attacked hiacamp by uight, and sucreeded in lur- 
prising Mine of hk outposts; bill the day dawned 
itt time to cnahl-r the main body to mount their 
horses and pin«vifnt thecwivrt m order of battfo.

eode&voured to bring Lheni to lu^tltiu; but oti his 
near Apprmcli they int?ruiy disehargid a aighl of 
mcketa, and disappeared as hefortv Wiwkd with 
thuM? fruitless and harasung operatloiis, hftat leugili 
rvniovLd his army, and placid it, durlog Uio rams,

Duriug the next dry 9enson> which comnieiiced 
in Oetoher l78li, the general employed lilmself in 
the siejje of Ha^Sidni, while Cnlontl Hartley rover- 
cd hta openitkina, sprt*ailing his force over a gnat 
part of Uic Coui-an, wheure he drew both eupplios 
and reviHSiie This rompaigu was very siieccwflU t 
Basn'iD suirendvred eti tbo l llh I}ecit!inlMr'‘rj ’wliile 
Hart lev, taking a judicious pixolioii, completely re- 
ptdsed t!>e wdiole coinhiutd force of the i\laJimltaa^ 
whidi attonipted to overwhelni him* Thus ibe 
English sdfkin w'cre beginning to asainne a pn»- 
pereus aspeet^ when Gt^dard was apprised of an 
Inunediate inteniian un the part of govtminenl lo

In IhL-se diHoiirai^g drcum- 
staneesCitizient Gciddard coiirtiTed that an advance

zacked the fort of Lahar; hut findiiig It much stronger 
clian was expected, and labouring under the w ant of 
hatteritig-caaiiDn, he could etifeet only a vt?ry imper¬ 
fect bmdl He determined^ however, to storm it ;

Some of the men gave 
the alarm by fifing prematureJy ; yet they atpod

In puniuUrt of Ibe sazne system^ Mr 1 laatings 
sent Cohmel Ckmac to cany the war into the ter¬ 
ritories of Sindi^ He pmclrated wilhoat dilH- 
etdly into Malwa t but the Alahimlta chief then 
hafitened to oppose the invasion^ ami by the rapid

Thc eolonelf hownTer^ by remalDlng for sooke ti me 
iDactive^ lulled tbr Buapidom of the euemy^ then 
Hiddetily bimt by night into bia rump, and de¬ 
feated bim with great iaaau AJtbough he was not 
able to follow- up thia aueresa,. It foisejd oonsidcfably 
ibe reputation of the Engliabr who abo aueceed^d^ 
bv a Ur^ sum of muorji in detailing Mooda)ee 
Bbonslay, fujalt of Bcmr. from the other Mahrutla 
chiefc. TbtWj afler varioui trmmactWM, a aepa* 
rate convention vraa Sfst eoneluded with Sindia on 
tbe 13th Qclobef 1/81; and UnaHy^ on the 701 
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Mav 1783^ a pducraj peai?e was sij^ed &i Balby^^ on 
tenna stn fivounible as the chofiuor^l events af iht 
War nnild give rntm to erpecU The limits uf iht 
respective icmtaries wm* fl^ecl nearly on tile same 
footing M Isy ilic treaty of Podrutidur; md a month¬ 
ly ptmAjoD of STi^OCM) rupees v^aa aistgtii^ to Bago- 
bo.

On the easi he .^uMued 
Eundeltrund ; oii the wi^st he rendered tributary the 
warlike princes of Bajpootuiia. At lengili, amid 
the dtssensions^ of the imperial eourlp Shall Allunip 
retaining still ibe oaine:^ revered even in Its down¬ 
fall of Mogul emperor, placed himBelf under the

fats peqHtuol deputy* with the right df ndminAtldg

_a praue which cannot often be bestow'ed on the 

great men of India, Hw death at Che preai'iit mo^ 
nient^ when * danger of the greatest magnitude im¬ 
pended over the statCj may protiaJily be considered 
as ihv main cause of the ultimate decline of the 
Mihratta power. Ikying without i^uo* be adopted 
as his sun¥5S4ir, not the ntamt heifi t^nl Udwlut 
Rao* hit gn&nd^ni'phaw, the sod of bis youngest 
brother; a youth only hfteen year* of age, ^ho, 
thoiigli poswased of talenU and ciiterp™*^ was with¬ 
out that esiR-rience which would have been ne- 
ID guide Hun ihrongh the difbeult dmim- 
stuic^ in w'btch he was soon placed, 

N^ana Fiimavese, on the death of hit rival, seemt^ 
replaced in ibo supreme direetioo of affaiw ; 
but the very eagiifiirWi with which he dung to 
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power* flodn idVulvMl him in a <leq«r r^liLitiitj. 
WIsil!<? Ill- ^[adao llao* Hie pebliwi, in Tejy 
itficl tuttf IflCiv he held mIro in close atnJlo ement 
jee Efl»+ the son of Ragolift^ who^ IP Bpproaehjnj^ 
itianlioorl^ dkplaycd liigli accumplkhmepts and en, 
pil^tpj; manpoR, which rendered Mm an objeft of 
interest This was particuinrir felt by hb 
i-onsin Alndoo R*o. An epbtnlbty cominunlcntloii 
was opiied, and a ronumUc friendship funneii by 
tiicfrtJ two yc^ung rneo* who stood in a position of suefa 
deadly rivalry. In tlieir comspndenev they were 
wont to anticipate the momeni wben^dcUvcrit] (ram 
Uieir present ihraldoni, ihey migUl fom a prsonal 
intioiiioy, and emulate the great act ions of 1 heir an- 
reiiior^. This Innoi'en't nxcliBiiga of sc^illment beini; 
discovered hy Nana FurnaTese, excited lib most 
riolent riige« lie idcreoaed the rigour of Tlajoe Ibio's 
cenfineEUf-nt, and loaded 21adoo wilh the secer- 
mi reproaches. The high-spirited youths Ln ■ pdu 
roxy^tn of grief and indignationp threw himiieir rjum 
a tvrmfeio the palaoe^ and dit^ in two days. Thii 
was a Qiosl disafitrnus evtuil to Nalta Fumavese - 
fenf Bajee^ w horn he had done so Jnudi to iimhe his 
enemy, was the legidraate heir The minislctr *0- 
teipptcd at first to piry this fetal clfcoiiLstaDce, and 
jjTtifjoscd that the widow of the dm^^tsed prinw, 
though she had not mehf4 the ag« of vioimuLhood, 
should adopt a son, whom be niight esiahILab m 
peishwB, and in hb name admioisleT tire alaU^ 
lie found this measuriv howertr, to bir nuite re¬ 
pugnant to pnbbc feeling; mid learning that Sin* 
dia had deefemi in ferour of th^j imprisoned yonthj 
endoaviiured to tnake the fe^st of hia rilUBtEOn by 
employing hia infiuenre in raising the latter to the 
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vamtii digttUy, Bajt'e FUo, on tbe intdnlion of 
N&sa being fmnoiiimN]| w&s so mudi Aurprijcdp (but 
be obligiid tbe meastn;^ to take bold of b eow^s 
lailj aliil 5 wvflr bv tbe holv waters of tbe Ckidavery 
that Eko ^tratneem we^ in tended. He then repaired 
to Pooiiolii and ‘nas placed on the musnud^ Tlie 
reconeilialioOr liowerer^ roMld not be durable. Tla- 
eoort fnJRi this time became a rnmplete eliana of po- 
lilieiJ intrigilOt between the ptMshwa^ who endeu- 
iimrecl to exereise his own aiithurity^ and Nana, 
SindJo^ Piinn*rojn Bliiiw, and other ebiefe, who 
sought to lid minister it in h ia name, T\me iiHUri- 
dualj appear in the rtmfused scene one day united 
in dofio aUiancej thi' next plotting oni' anothiT Ei 
destmetion. We e 3ML not now follow the thread 
Ilf ihe^ Intritnle tflinsactinnB, nor iticuniber our 
pagi 5 with the uneoiJlh names of btunbler liidivL 
dunis who, amid the general eonfairion, conlriTed t* 
thrust themseli'es into DOtice. Some ntteiiipte were 
eten made to employ us un instnunent the long- 
imprisoned rajah, whose title waa stiiJ dear to iiir 
^lahmtta peopltii Nana Furtiuvest^^ itfler pasung 
through various fortunEOj anil being reduced to the 
lowest dialress^ was restored to some nhmw of his 
foritier piw^T^ Imt dietl soon uflerwnrds, leading 
the repuLuiion of one of the ablest and mu^ skilful 
politLciansthat India had ever produced; and there 
ivrPBiiied no iDdiTidiiaJ poissefi^ of those compre* 
htSTm^-e wad stoU'sUiian-Uke vkwi, which wen? soon 
much wanted io direct the affair* of the eonfedenu 
tkui.

Lord C^rn^nJlis, though he 
had much rvaann to complain of the conduct of their 
arniVi forbore ahawing any reseotment^ and franted 
to them a (bird, or abare with the Company 
and the nkam^ of the ceded territoiy* When Mar^ 
quia W^'eHedey afUwarili enterod upon the ]net 
and decmTi- enntest wiili Tjppoo^ he callctl upon 
the IVIalimtta eminent la fulllL the atipnlatiow 
of tJiis alliance. By that timCj however^ they 
had itegnn to choish n deep and not lll-gmunded 
je&louay n^specting the rapid pwgr«s of the Bnlish 
power ; and although they chose to tempori^, iheir 
wishes weit now decidedly in fai'otir of hlysore. 
Xana atrongly slmfed \}m feeling; yet tie dedd- 
edly objcfled to any raeasnnr whieli might eommit 
the state in a war with so (bnnidable a natiiKti.

towards iU The peishwa, the nomiiiaL htwl of the 
Alahrattn eonfedt'nitlon, and a priflce of spirit and 
amhitioiip saw hia power conlrnllcd and narrowed by 
that of the new oiiliiarj chiefs^ Sindta^ in partici^ 
lar, eonimarided a furce murh superior lo that of Iris 
master^ and began more and mare to acL as the real 
Lord of Mahanuhtra, viewing ihe olher as little moie 
than a pageaiil of slate. The toveferjcrD had Long 
ohjeclcd to an cxpedienL so liAxardoioi both to hinHw 
self and his people, as that of calling lo his aid a 
forrlgn rkce, who had already acffuirt'd sudt alt 
alarming aseendeney. At lengthy however, he agreed 
to accept their aid, on ihewndition that tile lub^ 
sidiary forte should not aetnaJly enter his territory, 
hut taken station on the fronlierp io be employed 
when he should Lhitik it ntceffiary. Tfii* qualL 
Oration was evidently made with the view that,

The rlTaJ houses of Sindim and HuLkarj aJler ro- 
reiilly emerging from the lo weal ohuiirity, had di- 
Tided betw een theiD nearly the whole militarj^ power 
of the :;\lal]rat ta state. For some time they rank* 
cd nearly efjiuJ ^ but alter Mahadojee Hindia had 
men to greatnesat bis fimily ueressimiy acquired 
a vety d^^lded preponderance.

adten» wa» described bj the fJoropaqj as one which 
they were d«^rotu to ndinquisb. Yet even Sir 
fSWrge Borkiw, whvn he atme to ooiuidffr the pm, 
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posed meMUKS* fould nol hul view them a* rraaght 
with esttreme periL To di^ssolre tlie nUianee with 
these poleiUiU^f^ and lo wiihdrflw iho by 

which they were «t preSiHt ov^ftiwed, wihiM havt" 
Leeji to nflieviJ the girasiUsr pan of tlie powrirs of to- 
dia ffom British contnilp while they were itU) imi- 
tiiftttjd by tlie most hoftilo feelinga loworda her; It 
wouldt in factj ^ fomduiiciD of a 

future corfederwy for her downfal- The peuhwo, 
likewise, notwithiuDiliiig hi* genej»l avenloa to the 
Kngfish, imd lOdtives coODcctcd with the iuternaL 
stole of hb donuniona, whkh pmde hiiD desiroiit:, 
for Ihe prrtent ai least, lo cltini on that gmuiid the 
rulGlment of ihc tniaty of Bftwiru 

Sir George Barlow ™ succeeded in 1807 by 
Lord J^liniOp a prudent aoil inteltifetit itoblemAO, 
who endeavoured in hi# generd ayateui to mduuiji 
the pacihe policy recommended by the Company^ 
without fihrioting &om vigorous and e%en hostile 
dduonslratious^ when the conduct of the native 
power* appeared to render these necessary* The 
great states during bii adminislnuko retained their 
position nearly unaitered; hut aniuiotfitlescoiilinaed 
lo fc'nneot, which were destined to btust into a vjft^ 
h^t lemp^t, and to involve India alk^ tn a san¬ 
guinary war.

to daiin far its owo^ and wilhoDt any legnl" 
in due political fljstenij was diicfly supported lij the 
roTing tribes ouned Ptndarm> who earned to an 
estretne ail the predaiory mages duuacleriade of 
Mahimttas. The laUer^ iiLdeed^ regarded plondera^

iscmiitry and a home to which diey were foodly KiU

Though Ameer Khan formed a power distinct bom 
thePindarm; heeanly atlrfckd large bodies of them

by ui tiffi^miuBte Piiid anwarlike sovereign- litf 
would have sutxeeded in subvt^lhig that tuonopt^yi 
had not Lord Minto wkely depaneii Tium ku airict- 
]f defecenve ayitem. A strong detadmieaC under 
Colopet Clw was dcspatdied into the territory of 
Nagpare, wbirh^ it was nolilted lo Ameer Khari^ 
uiider BritUh protectiom Thnt chief mnde a hliuter- 
ing and Lndignant replys but was by diOerent 
drcuiQBtancesij eompdied to retreat ialo l^lalwa; and 
the govemor-gcnefil^ on Eanlier conaideratioit, gave 
up tile deiigti which he had once entcrialned^ of 
crushing this turhuicnl and ambitiotis mirauder.. 

The arrangementi with the peishwa^ meanttme:, 
proceeded aliio id a very unsaliHraetory manner^ 
Thai piinee began, indeed^ by enurting ibe Engtisbf 
wid CToi aolieiting the ccniiiumnpe of tbeir aubsU 
diary force in his Icnito™; but his object was to 
rfgdti the euniml which he bad almoat entirely loot 
over his dommlons- flesldoi the provinces posMssed 
by Sindia and otiier independent princcf^ numerous 
districts, espedally in Uic soinh, had been parcelled 
out into^At/cs^w^bidip lik^ tbcEuropean brli in the 
tniddle ages, were held on the raert tennre of bo- 
mace and ntiiilfljy leniee- To make the re^iablance 
more cnmpkle, the jaghiredan^ during the re«ot pe¬ 
riod of public confusiofi^ had seiiired for thenwfves 
a condition of almiMt complete indcpendimce. The 
Company felt ronsidcmbledifficiiltj when applied lo 
for aid against these chieli, with maJiy of wbonip 
irig tlu^ Late exigences^ they had formed alltanceg; but, 
notwithstfuidljig, they ngiW to (snforce over them the 
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authority cif th e pebh ws, soi as ui :Ebso1tit« wepeign 
but m tliHJ- liegt lord- Afl th^fie proud cht^^ how¬ 
ever, were little indinwl to own cren thla imperfert 
obligation, tliey Imposed on the priniTr the Sequent 
dmmty of raUirig apoo hii allies to support his 
ekliDs, and of deelsnng thdr poasessious forfifitfll 
Thus, in a few year*, pnndpftUy through the sid or 
fear of the English, he had redoeed fnoat of theao 
rvtiiiners^ Hud enriched his treasury by ejteniiTO 
eonfitcalion. Haring ecrmpletefy reeorered hi* power 
and prodded the necewy hindst he resolved at 
once to shake off the Brittih yokoj and to ro-estai- 
Wish bis infiuence orer the g««t feudatorirt of the 
AfalimtU Plate. For this purpose he availed himself 
of the seniees of Trimbuchiee Dainglta, a bold^ able^ 
but very dissolate minUlrfp raiiod from the lowest 
ranks, and entirety devoted to his master's purpo#H« 
The Hritlih resident from the Grot vien'fd with um¬ 
brage the elevation of this personage^ and was wm 
brought mta direct colltskm with him. The pobdiwa, 
among hU other plans of aggnj^direfnent, had re¬ 
vived oeriitln andent daims on tbegwirATnxr or sove¬ 
reign of Oiremt, with whom mtso the Cmnpany had 
formed a subsIdJary aJIlMncf^ As the ncgotiatkmi on 
this subject became extrenifft* intricale^ ft was agreed 
that tiungadhiir Sislree, the prime minister of that 
state, should repair to the court of Poonaiip and en* 
deavour to place them ou an Intelligible basb; hav¬ 
ing, bowf-ver, previouiLj obtained a safe conduct 
from the English. From being suppowd iaTonr- 
ahle to their UitfreHa, as well as from iome peraonal 
canseiH he innuTed the eninity of TriiolHickjK and 
the peiihwL To gratify this feeling, th^ prevailed 
upon him to nmtnpatij them to Punderpoor,, where 
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II fealiTil or peculiar wleoinUj was to be 

celebfftU-^. Ailer tbeir airival Gofigndhur^ Lhoi^b 
LndisfMoed^ induced to repair to tlie l^ple Vfiih 
a few iijiarmed; attendant^. On the way certain 
perwiis were heard aaking^ in m. whispering tone 
which was the faatree ; to which it wni answered 
that it was bo who wore the necklace; but the c^ues- 
tioiij it was jiDAgiiied, was prompted bj mere cturio^ 
The minifltery hariiig pcrfumied bis dcTotionSj 
waa returning with a dkniniBhMeteort, when several 
lEHiiii with long twisted clotbi used for the purposiv 
called aloud to dear the waj« The sastree being 
thus k!l alone, they rmbed upon hint with drawn 
swordi, quickiy pieieed him with ntuneroiiA 
wounds* Ey«^ thtiig coospiied to render it manU 
^t that Trimhuckjee was the author of this daring 
crime. The assassms had kfl hita Ln ih* temple, 
whither they were seen mnning hack with naked 
weapoofl. On the moat trivial pfeleala^ however* be 
doriined to aubmlt lo any forma] Uvestigatiojt* In 
short, the Inquiriei of Mr Eiphinstone, the resident, 
kit no room to fiouhl that be was the diced Initigii- 
tor of the murder, and bad obtained the full constat 
of Bajee Rao tn ila perpetration* 

The Britiih minister, oil this eroergency, deter* 
miued to adopt tbe iiu:iildcdrivo measiirts, and* with 
the view of giving elfect to the negotiiUiOsn* ordered 
the auxiliary fora lo approach nearer to Poonah. 
The peishwa, evidently apprehensive of being per¬ 
sonally charged with the deed, eviided^ on various 
grounds^ all communinilion ou the iU^ecL. At 
length* two petSHts in bU eonbdence waited an the 
raident, apparently with a view lo sound his in^ 
lentjops* Mr Elpbimtonc allowed them lo undern^ 
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stand that was no desip Df diLijig tht crime 
upon the peiibwa; Indeed^ if he maile any atluaian 
to the rttniniir tyf Elajee't giiiJt, Jt was with the air 
of entire disbeliorp and anly to shK^w the necessity 
of hb disprefitig it by hringuiji 2 the reaJ offendii^ ta 
jdstiee- It was deiEtimded tiiat Trimbnckjee, who 
wM openly ehai^ged with the murder, should, w ilh 
hit two prindpaj acconiplices^ be placed in clcse «ru 
to await a fuU investigation. The prince 
rttidioiuly rmpiciyed every eipedient to nive hii 
vouiilc; iDinetiideft he endeavouTed {a juatiry him^ 
and at other times deebred it beyond hia power to 
effeei hb artfeth The aiitpidon thiu alh>rded of 
a detcrniioiition to screen the ofTender, induced the 
tetident, witli the conciLrrence of the guvemor-go- 
Dna)^ to domand that he ebuidd be deliverad into 
British emtody* Tbii propoaal waa of courae itlLL 
rndre revolting to the pii^wa, who began to aug¬ 
ment his tmdps; and it was ondetitood that he 
was on the pomt of nuking oommon cause with hts 
rouiiMer>—to dy witii him from the capitaJ, and 
endeaVDOT to raise the IhfahmlUi agtinst the Cotph. 
pany. ^Ir Elphinitone then considered it indlf- 
pensabte to order the tubiidiary force to mairh 
upon Foonah; but Baiee w'ben he saw the 
twofd about to be dcawrij lost couiufe^ and Trtm^ 
buckjee wu detivered into the hands of the Englbh- 
This they mnsidered ail imporUuit Irttunph, having 
hmg fofcsrtm that they must ultimately come to a 
rupture with this person, who had shown a dk- 
poaittuii the most eridently liostik^ yet to have 
driren him fauu power, merely bcdaos! be support.

» foniii<iAble an adTersayy* j^lesuiwhile they 
appropriat^H^ ctfrtain small portiaiiR of ttaritory, on 
which, by the va^e tonures prevalent in that »tm- 
try* they might foiuni wice anient eluffl. Repent¬ 
ed complaipls being niiide^ they at tength agreed that 
deputies from either side should nietft in order to 
examine and dceide the pretenfliom to the find in 
diipitle. The eommiAsinnera aAsembled ; but thnse 
of Nepaul, it is alleged, ihowed a singqJar inieusi- 
bilily to tin? cl west proof of Ihi? lota! absonce of aU 
right cm ibeir part to the J^roured ^ts of whirli 
they had taken poisesslon ^ and OTen. where they 
were obliged to yields the aupreiue authoKty evad¬ 
ed or retracted its sanction. Atbugth ihcgovemof- 
genenib ronsidering the daiin to a particular district 
most clearly €itablbhed> sent a detachment which 
provisianaJly occupied it, liU the^ cndfi;^ discus- 
lioui should temuoate. The Nepnulm did not at 
fir^ oppose thii movecnimt; hut u soon ai the troops 
had retired dqnag the unhealthy season* teaving 
only a small post to gunid the frontier, they advanc¬ 
ed in force and dime out the party^ of wboin se¬ 
cond were tilled and wounded.

fbroe. Such was the (ajje now - one dixT^ km , making 
their way through every dilficulljj anived in front of 
K^unga before they cotihl be supported by the rest of 
the Bimy^ Tbe general then came up^ and seeing ba 
lioops thtti ExpotKid to the whole fljvof the besieged^ 
kd themiatoiice lo tbeosnuli^ boping^with this corpa 
ahme, to carry the |i|«ce. They accDnlingly dblodged 
Ihe ompDati, and oirived under the very walls; but

mrent a bull pioreid his hwt,—he fdl; and all 
hopes of mmsa were at oaee obaadoneeL The ur^ 
rival of another division icrved merely to cover the 
retreat of ibe former. Coknel Maw'bey^ howerver^ 
who lUeceedcd to the oofflimiiidj, felt deeply the iutt* 
portance that this Gnt and great military (^ntion 
should not be hnally abortiye. But be was obliged 
to delay hii meditated altack on that obstitiulf 
Stronghold tlU a battering-lruin was procured from 
Delhi. Throe days afterwards a breach was of* 
fecird, and an assault cummeiHed, cmdcf the coi£u 
mainl of Major Ingleby; but the resolute dereDDe^ 
and formidable fire of the garnsoDt again baffled 
every effort The balteriesj howerej-^ eDnUfiued to 
play dll Uie wails, which were by no means 
Jof^, were reduced wlmmi to a heap of ruins ; and 
the natives then evaeimted the place whldl they 
had BO gallantly defended. Geneml Mortindale, 
who now took the eammandt admneed Bo attach 
Ihe imemy stattoned at the strong fbet of Jytohi 
but here again the Britiab tiwpi^ Ihreugb their too 
impetuous valour, were ihrown into eoufuskm, and 
obliged to fall ba^ with comlderahle loas.

^•atehidjz for an opportunity to effecI lli^* downfaJ 
(rf BriLlib ftyK^T m India- Slovementa were made 
by Sindtu and other princes, whkh seemed «o call 
for an increase of the corps uf obBervaLion ftadoded 
to their lemlDflfif, Yet the aiurquia of IlaitlD;^ 
jodirfouslj coosideted, that to obtain some decisive 
sdccria over the Nepaulesej aJid eompel them to sue 
for peaee^ wu the only mode by which the 
could lir remedied- He therefore nu^ented and 
conct ntmted his fom on the theatre of war. Genera] 
Ochterlody^ hitherto checlccd by the hwsea of the 
divislQD that was tu act In comhinatiop with him,

At the same lime 
the province of Kemaoon being left unproteeled^ a 
detu'hmeAt was sent under tkiloiiel NicoLls, who 
besae^, and, on the 25th April 1815^ took Ai- 
inorSi its capitals Ameer, being now closely coufiDed 
to liL 9 fortified post at Maloini, wus ohllgrd to ca¬ 
pitulate, though on honoumlile trrnas, being alia wed 
to joici the maut army with the troopa under Ids 
charge. 

The gDCemmeiil of Nepaul were m d«ply dia-

UnJnehily the 
Nepaulese fttnbiasadora had agreed to the terms 
and signed them* but when trfuismitted for raiilhjii- 
tion, the court vt-as induced, on the above grounds^ 
to refuse ita conjenL In suth drcumilaociat there 
appeared no loiigef room for the inlended o^ca^ 
sion i and no option was left Iml the reoeWAl of war. 
ThU was attended with considerable mconTenienoej 
slnoc^ in conbdent expectation of peaoe^ the prepara^ 
tions had not onJy relaxed, but even part of 
tJie miliiftry atoreo soid oJT ; however, extraordinary 
exertions were made, and the ajiny, in January 
I8ldj was again ready to tahe tbe hdd 
The enemy bad ipirencbed ibemMlivci tn the 
strong pa$H of Cbereeft.-ghaic€, wbkh ibrniLd the 
entrance into their mountain-tsmtory ; but Gcneiml 
Ocbterlauy;, by a akUTuI though laborious mandi^ 
turned this position^ and penetrated to Muck wan- 
poor, ill the virijiity of which they had cri'cted te- 
v«at forts and stockades. Two suoMBsive defeahi 
amvinced tliem of ihff vanity of their attempt to 
contend with British truopa^ they nuide overture* 
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for « freili megptiiliap^ in which all the paLbla In 
di^ule wefi^ gelded ^ ihiid in Mandi m defioitire 
treaty wm i^scludcd. The govenwr-gEHiinil was 
dien with a good grace able to grant, aA a matter of 
fovQUTjp most of the di^irietd for die poHettion of 
which they had been to extremely BoJJdiolts. 

The contest widi Xepaci] having been bmu^t to 
a suoceasfiil termination^ the hlarquls of UAStingo 
tumid his vievi^ to that new system of pedky^ which 
he WM desLrmia to establish with rt^gond to the ueiitral 
poweiB of India- It conikted pullj in the renewal 
and exkndon of subiLdliiry alliances wiib tbe native 
princes^ partly ia tbe extirpation of tho predatney 
stales which had amen in the heart of the empire- 
In the former view^ overtures from Bhopal, whm 
Ihreatenid by Slndia and the Rajah of ^'car^ were 
at first weU reodved | but, amid the diatmetkina oc. 
easiorued by the Nepaid contest, H beame aecessuy 
dint they ibould he eouiieoualy evaded, A negate 
lion was opened with the Rajpoot prince of Jyepore^ 
who had made heavy oomplainU of having in liM^ 
lieeli deserted hj the flngliih, and exposed 14> the 
depFvdftlions of the Holkar jantUy and olhtT pltttu 
dering tribes. Tbe treaty for lome time proceeds 
ed with promptitude ; but, the very knowledge that 
he W'os about to be supported by the Engiiih hav-^ 
iag overawed his enemies and averted the present 
danger^ the deep-rooted jeoloo^ always cherkhed 
by the native lovereigns respecting the admitsion 
of torvign troops bdod nevived- A powerful party 
exclaimed agginst the ministers by whom the treaty 
waa conditrted, u betrayen of tbdr coofitiy i and 
thry Ihmight it expedient, by advancizlg condltiimB 
ihaa wm inadnumhle^lo prevent iti final concLuiiof], 
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Thii dw|>pomtment Mtas compf inated by k moiv^ 
rortUHHte Dcdimnce ui luiother quarter. Rn^bci- 
jee Bhanslay^ rijih of Benr, died^ leaving a sdn> 
Pursojee, io iii(W both in muifl and bcniy^ as to 
be incapable nf muataiAin^ eTen the B«mblaiice nf 
Toytdiy- Id Uiese cLnrunLitaiiriH^ Appa ^hebp Ills 
frOluiDt and dw preaimiptive helr^ asiumed the aiu 
thoiity of Tvgitn%f la which be seemed to poasew a 

clnim^ Another cbkf> liowevcr^ Ohnnuajee 
Bhonak, hadng formed a powerfol party, rendered 
it doubtful whether Appa would he able to maintain 
himself without Ibn^lgu aid. Tlui latter, then*G 3 >TL% 
made OTertiiTes to the British for a luWidiary alii- 
aneet coupled with the conditian of aupporting hitn 
ID the adminjatration. This^ in the pteseut temper 
of the wunclla of CaJcutUi wag most r^Uy granted. 
The stipulated force w%s to eombt of m battahoua 
of iokotry and one regiment of mvuJfyj partij at¬ 
tached to the negent't person ; for the maintetuncr 
of which the annual amount ol 7^ kchi of rupet^ 
WM 10 he feoeivoct in mooey-payiueflls, iitstad of 
the inridioua mode of tenitoriai crasiaii. Thn trenty, 
aomdini; to Mr Pnnaepp wu viewed at CaJentia 
with the bighoft csultatton^ aa an arrangemeat by 
whirb the state of Ei^r was fituilly dctadied from 
ibe Mahiatta eonfederacy, and fixed in the llritiih 
intervats j and not as what U reaUj was, ttiuneLyp 
a inrre expedient Cbr the attainmeiit of personal ob¬ 
jects, and to be thmwn aside ai soon as these were 

acoooiplished. 

The ocEupalion of Bemr afforded great fadUtica 
for opcralktia againsi the predatory power*, whose 
mail) rallying^int was in Maiwa, a hilly traet 
to the northward of the fferbudda. The governor- 
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howeter, hid not yet obtained penDiaefon 
ta root them Qut of UiAt itrong eoafitryj and ?ns 
obliged tn ecuiieot hiimelf with drawing a oOfdati 
along the K>utJi^{Ti l)ank of theXerbodda, by wbieh 
h-e boptKl td prevent them from penotrating into the 
Decran, Unforttiiiatciy for thtnajeJCheetoo and 
other ehielk had at thit time ncquiied a eoiuider- 
able inefvase of JStmigttL They had been ieft for 
jercral years nearly tinmulesled ; and had even re- 
K^elred secret aafiiuanrefl of support froiB tho princi¬ 
pal ^fohnittH chieftains, who were meditating a Iredi 
attempt^ with the aid of the Pindams^ to aubverl the 
ascendency of BHbiiD. They were^ hcFwever^ coiasi- 
dc-iahly alarmed hy the appeaxaiice of the force ati- 
ttoned on the Nerbudda; hut seeing U remain rii- 
DctiTe^ while they themselTes had musleied 
cavalry; they conrtiivcd it posible to ponetnie at 
some point thoi!ittended Line along which the English 
weft poiiod. Aceoidinglyj with L€^00(^ horM’nien, 
they eroBsed on the exlcvme right with s neb rapidity^ 
that our infuitry were iinahle thither to arrest or 
cnPfTtalcc tlirot. Tlwy th^-n separated into two iit6- 
Aiira or plnnderiiig laads^ one of which prott^eded 
due aouOi inlo ih# torritoiy of the uizanif and reach¬ 
ed the banks df the Oodavery. The other mairhrd 
eastw'ard, and entered the Company's temtory of 
Ganjafn, where in the course of twelve days the 
prcmlLDg year they had killed and wounded nearly 
700 persnos^ and carried off or destroyed pnap'rty 
to the Tulue of JtiOO^OQO. A ihiid party Ofwcd 
At BurhazipDCB'^ and orman the temtoi^' of the 
pHshwa to some distance beyond PoohJiJi. 

Tile Findarve* bad thus dmied the regular forpr 
appointed to check their inroad; yet though they 
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were AtlU LLuble to be attotcikcil bj iever^l clet&cbod 
corps that Trere scouripg Uic coimtjy in liifTerent 
direcUoits, they oe^cr fita^ioMed fleouitSi or tonSt 
nti^^ limiiax profamioa a^LnsL an evil Lo which 
they were alwajis eipdsed. While the krfie body 
w^ho had reached ihe Godaver)- were deli^jcratliiji on 
their future couree^ JMajor M'Dowid^ with » body of 
light troops, earne iipou them so uitexpecti-dly . that 
they bud received a dischorige of iire^armi before al¬ 
most m man of ihwn ma mounted^ and they were 
obliged to fly;, abimdoning Dearly all their boriies and 
liooty. One bold chlvflam;, with 2tiW trooperB^ eiwadi 
the FenlnAnLa, swept along the western £hDre> and^ 
asrending itie Tnpteej reajdied hig boiue with leis in¬ 
deed thaii half hi» originaJ number^ hut all of them 
eutyingin their saddles a rich booty^^ Major Lush- 
ington again, learning that the oilier party had (wsed 
Poonahp made a march of iiO niilea^ came upon them 
while busied La cooking, and gave them so campletr 
a defeat that only a few f^caped. In Ganjam, too, 
they met with Siw-eral sufpmea^ Lit one of which 
Lieuteiiant Botthwiek heat up their camp with 
only flfty men- They abandoned their attempt to 
penetrate into the terriiory of Cuttack ; and leanriing 
that a plan was funned to intereept their return, 
they endeavoured to effect ihdr object hy a drciii- 
nm lltreiigh Bundekimd, in the roum of 

which Colonel Adanii and other olCceri mllicred 
upon them vury severe lessr*. 

Although ihia iiampaign had been in some mea¬ 
sure sureesaful and even triumphant, it aflbrded re*. 
mn io apprehend that India cculd never be secure 
from the mrt»d of tbt*e marauders, so lung a» they 
abould bftve.t piaee of liecure telrtai. Upwarda of 
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3Qp00Q troopa had bwn employed a ^ng t them, m 
nniDber adequate to a regnlar wof Od the lamest 
MBle^ Bud mTolviisi^ an immeiiie expenditure t yet 
they had penotToted through a ftrongJine of defeiioF, 
while their iubeet] dent IHLIure ttib omudaned only 
by on undue fiecimtyj ^hich they would prdbaijiJy 
ieam to forreet. The permission gqranted by the 
pnvmimeflt at home to proieruie Uie viiir ui^uliut 
tlwm WM for ijfntn bemf iinLimited; but the luor- 
(|uis trusted, that the events whieh had oeeilJTEtl 
duntig thti eampaign^ and the aueeesa whitb he 
hoped would itill attend his measuresi would seeure 
for him the sanetiou of the Cotopany. 

About Uio middle of the year 1817, the governor. 
S^enem] put in motion the moet numefoua aud effi¬ 
cient Bmy that had ever perhnpa tahen the field In 
Lndhu Its entire amount ia estiinaied at about 81,000 
inbntry and 10^000 eavnli^; oF whJcJi £7^000 od- 
vonoed from the J}mm and Gaxemt, aDd34,DD0 from 
Bengal through Indoiton ProptT* To the eorpo fnm 
the Devean w-ere attached J 3,000 irregular ratolry, 
and to that from Bengal 10,000 of the same 
many of them good troops. The main body of tht* 
Bengal army^ under the inunediaie command of the 
afarqnift of Iloarlicgs, asaemblcd at Serimdra, and 
proceeded to rroea the Jtunn* near CoJpy. Another 
coi^ was inetmrted to pasi that livCT at Agra; 
while two smaller ditisTOUs were to act on the fionks^

power had now attained. All of them saw in ita

This detnnad w» severe, (dr he would thereby lose 
that on which hia importance and power had been en- 
tirtly Ibtinded. In return he was^ oOered the gua¬ 
rantee of the tmiUMfies held by him under grant* 
from Hollcar, nndof which hi* tenure wa» othtirwise 
very pteeariou*. Hailing submitted to theiatraa. the 
treaty was signed by hi* agent at Delhi, on eondUhin 
that a month should he allowed previous to railBca- 
tion; but the stipulated jwriod had clap^^ and a 
Britisli army had encloaed him on eath tide, before 
he would aflii hia name to it Hia troop* being then 
diahanded, be areroed ibcncerorth to place his hop« 
ttf aggranditemenl solely in the EngUsh alliance, and 
L-anitally exerted himKlf in promoting its object*. 

The PiDdaree chiel* could not view this immea* 
force, eopwially when it began to doae in around 
them, without the deepest alnnu. While (be rainy 
season yet nupended operationSj they held li^ueni 
conferences on the state of their allhJrt, T^eir only 
luipe, tliey were convinced, w-as to quit dieir present 
haunu and seek a lemporary home in some remote 
ouarler of India. But it was difficult to find a se¬ 
cure place in which to deporite their property and 
their famiiks; for even amid their wnndwing life 
they were atiSS suKoptibk of the strangrat dommtic 
Rttadunents. This embajmssmeni and the violent 
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disaemiolu wkidi had Inng belweoi their

The opening of the campaign^ meaDtioiej M's* re¬ 
tarded hy two Very unexpected eiivimutaoc^ = The 
fi«l WM the nppL%fanrv in the umn uimy ot that 
tofrihJe epidetoicj usually denomiiiAted the ^oitra 
wiiieh^ aAer spneading deaulatieit and 
lilfioiiy throughout India, uud oocnaiotimg m very 
aeriout Ioh of life in the eoAterti pnriU of l^umpu, 
h« at length penetimted into Britain, and entered 
the copltaU both of Engknd and Scotland. In ita 
dm progress, it struck the world as a new and 
unheard-of viijutioit; but further researches hate 
ataliLuhed, that the wue diiewic liaa from lime to 
time appeared tu tlie East. Ancient wrilingSt in the 
language* of Southern ludla, describe it very dis¬ 
tinctly undiT the naiues of Sjtanga orVkbdehL Ex- 
leaslve mvagei are represented to have been com- 
uiitled by it In Bengal in 17® i in a division of 
troops which iu 1781 were ntarehiug through the 
diairtet of Ganjam; and in 1703, dufing the aouiiai 
fciUval at H uidwarp In 1 * malady, the symp- 

loins of which clearly establish its identity^ prevailed 
at VelloTe and ^Vreot on the coast of Coromandeh It 
had not however, during a long period, assumed any 
formidable sliape, and in the comprehensive tahlo 
published by the medical board at Jiladias, the co-

im^alion nlmcMt to every field. These iirlifirlal 
rhannelsj howeveri are often in bad repair and filled 
with sUjenanl Wftter^ while even the river itself at 
n-ruin sewna baa not oimnit mfiicienl to preserve 
Its saiuttriouj fiualitiea. Added to this, the eitrtme 
violence of the heat in sumnier^ and of the rains in 
wittier, render the whole of IbiJ part of Bengal liable 
to fevers and other dimatic diwidert. "WTien any of 
thw atraosphetic phcnoni^ffia oceor in an estradfdU 
nary degree, and especially when, by injnnng tbe 
niltitnted fields, they render the graiJi Karre and 
bad, epidemics of the moat mail pant description are 
fteqncntly geneialcd- The years 181S and 1B16 
wrae diatingtibhed by very striking pecnUaiities of 
sfwson and w'eaiher. In the May of the latter 
the heat beewne moat Inlenae^ the thermnoieter 
to 98degT«s in the ahade, and vnirotts persoai, both 
Enrapw) and natiye, fell down deod in the streets- 
A deficiency in the periodical raini was also appre¬ 
hended till "the beginning of Sept4mbw, when there 
poured down a complete deluge^ muaiiig * more ei- 
tensive inundation ihan wu TwoHected by the old-^ 
cst trthabitiuit. This was fi^Uowed by attacks of 
low lyphna fcver, and of n malignant sore throat,-^ 
a disorder formcHy unknown in that region, bni he- 
liCTcd on thif occaskm to be contagious- 
The j-enr 1817 was from the firtl ijncommoniy 
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m and iht n^Ur ntlns oq the 25th Majj 

about thrct! wevks beront the u^mU period. They fell 
to ft depth greater by oi^e-lhird thMi in opdiimiy 
v-eftfi; m ihat^ before tlie middle of Augutlj. nearly 
the whole difitriet campuing the Delta of the GftP|o 
wftd one jhK-t of wottfr. It was during the dlstem per¬ 
k'd Btftte of the iir thuA produred, that the maliijtiMtt 
diolere broke forth m m scale hitherto qtiile unpre- 
c«deELted. The disew, either in Jta mirnnon or violent 
tbrni^ appeared nearly at the sarae tlrne in dilTefeiit 
parti of Bengali But it was iq Bitnatjed in 

the iTfik-t eaiied the Sunderbimds^ filled with thiek 
jongle and fiarroiinded hj stagniuit wstrraj that itas- 
ounied ite moat abmiing aspect. At Oaleuttft, during 
the mouth of Augustp many ewsei of toenmoa cholera 
hod occurred; but at the k^niiif of 8<^)(cm^feer it 
appeared in that city under It# moat malignant type; 
though whetherlt inijwrkfd from JcAsore, or rote 
spnniftneoujiy undersiroitor cirenmstnncei, li a ques¬ 
tion not ye^ dedded- It Bpared EnropeonA for a few 
dmya^ but befan to attack them on the Sth^ though 
wttboul oommitfing the aame dreadful rarnges as. in 
the native town ; yet the regbler of one of the ||^ 
inanronre oodetSca exhibited ii pmportkni of deaths 
four i\mm as great &s in the preceding years. The 
inolftdy was diJfiiaed almofll simnllaDeoiiaiy through 
the dilferent cities of Bengal, rapidly ascended the 
Ganges, and ^rvod even to ihe w'eat of the Jumnii: 
oporing, however^ the comparatively elerated terri¬ 
tories of Oude and RohUcund. 

In the hegizming of KovcDiber, in oooseqivence, 
at is suppot^ by of the arrival of a detach- 
mcnl from the lower pfovinco^ ihia dbeose in. its 
niM vinihat foan hrolce emt in the anuy under 
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ihe inuiiediBk: «min*nd of ihe Slarqtii* of UaaU 
ijifp. Troops on o mondi an; observed to Iw pc- 
cuiioriv liable to iu Mladc, which U impnled lo Unc 
extreme heat of the diiuUles combined with 
ihe great exposure to the atiDOsphere. TJie cholera 
Appeared in this army as it was ilowly martbing 
through the low and unhealthy district of BundeU 
eund, which laboura under a peculiar dcfiduney of 
good water. For about ten days it converted the camp 
into a tarsie hoepitaJ. All the public estahliahments 
Iteiog eitgrosMd by the care of the troops, the ouine- 
roua eamp-followcia could not be irconimodated a- 
eepl in the tenia of ibdr tUMteri, who fonned alw 
their only attendants. The route over wbirJt the 
army moved was strewed with the dead and dying; 
the bazars wie deserted; even those peaona whoae 
health WM poA suflfrted uivder severe depression of 
spirits; so that during the above period the elDciciKy 
of this nuc body of men was completely destroyed. 
The usual bustle and bum of a crowded camp was 
changed into an awful ailence, only broken by the 
^renns of the dying and lamentaliona over the dead. 
In the European patient death usually followed in 
from sue lo twelve houn after the attack, while the 
sepov Was earned off in about half that interval. 
The malady raged with iU utai«t fury from the 
iSlIi to ih« aSd Xtivcmher. when it ceased almoit at 
once * » that the army having reached a more salu¬ 
brious camp, at Erich on the Betwa, becwoc rapidly 
convalescent, and by the comtacniMnent of Dcotu- 
Wr wt-re prepared to enter on the duiiei of the cam- 

loss suat^ed dwia# this moat glaomy pe¬ 
riod has been very greaUy exaggerated. It hu 
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been repri?swii^d even by fp^ autliorilies bs ninauii^ 
mg to three^ fiiret nr ev'en eight thousand,* oul of 
the whole nimib€T of tjcn llioiiftaiid^ Mofe precise 
litntemenU hj Mf Pnnscp and Mf Kennedy, de^ 
rived from pei^nal and ofEejjd knai^lirdge^ prot^e 
this inKcUfaej to have arisen fTom the nut taking 
ini* *e«KiiJil ihc ™i crowd of cnmp-loUoweiB, 
wbuj in 9J1 Indiaii ajmyp always greatly outnum¬ 
ber the lighLlng-mcn. When the proper dislioc- 
tktfi 13 made^ il appears that the deaths wnong the 
10,000 tiwiw amounlM only to 7&ii while the 
loaa among iho camp-follower* W’as about OOUCb 
which did not* bowsver* eiceed a tenth of their erk 
lire number. 

We cannot here follow in detail ihe progress of 
this severe malady^ whicb made its wmy in t'VHy 
dirartiocL After having spared in iu Aral progrem 
i;hp pji>vtnci 9 of Oude and Rahileiind, it pasehed 
them in April and ilay Mid in the foilowing 
roemths penetraUd to Catmaiidoo^ Alniora, and other 
very ele^'ated poaitioiM on Use dmin of llimmaleb. 

The march of armirs into thecentre of India, and 
the despaichta sent through cv^»iy province of that 
oHiJitry^ were supposed to dMose inore and more 
widelv Its fatal uiQiience. The natively instoad of ui- 
ing any ntianal of core or ^vention, sought 

to avm it only bj pompous and crowded viatU t# 
the temples, which LncrcMicd the danger of coninm- 
nicftlkm; or hy iHmgainary proceeding againat cer¬ 
tain pervuos who were suapecied of producing it by 
witchmfL In the course of the year 1818 il spread 
through cverTi' part of Lndui- The report of the me^

pjtaL Sir TLoouls iln?n judged it necessary to UM 
hack, that he might support the Haene mips, and 
aid in (he lupprcsslnn of this Lnninretian.

ed to posh his way toCwalior, wZiute he hoped to And 
support from Stadia, AJJ the posJea iq this djree- 
tioiij however^ were most ■tricily guaidod; and « 
strong oerpi was appointed to watch the motions of 
that nder^ whose secret enmity to the British was 
flo fidJy onderitocKL The Orst that came up with 
ihii body of Pindaima was General I^lafahnll, who 
easily drove them before him. They escaped with¬ 
out much loss, hut wet^ olflLged to change their di¬ 
rection and inarch for the territory of Jyepom, when? 
they hoped to be joined by some of the disbanded 
troQpB of Ameer Khan. On their way tMtber they 
were turpriaed by Goacrai Dnniin, who gave them a 
rofnidete overtfarow, capturing the wife of KurreeiUj 
w ith aJ] hid state-eZephants and hettle-drfims. llh» 
army, tbererore, n* longer attempted lo preaerrt any 
appearanoe of regnlarityj but brohe [jttodtiaehments, 
and saoght for safety by Syiog in varioua dirrctiiin& 
The greater number endeavonied lo reach the corps 
of Cheetoo ; and, accordingly^ the Unal destruction 
of that warrior appeared all Ibat wm necessary to 
Aniab the Pindarw? contest, when ihm itarted np 
another head of the hydra which the Englifib were 
labouring to ^i^anquyi. 

The coujicili of th*? house of Holkar hud iMen in- 
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vulred ftyr wme time In the litmcAt wnfaskm^ Jea- 
wuDt lUo, wbo had raised that fkinny to powo-^ after 
ihe imfisHmiatv bstie of iht with the Britifh 
bHrame demngwl, and died Ln a few yearn- HSs 
Mulhnr Kan wna a ieleiv buy^ and the odmiiustrm^ 
Sion during bis minority was agitated by the Mwet 
™lent dksenjiona. The diief parties werej on eoe 
aide TooWe Bhye^ widew In the rftU Rolkar, wha 
had been inrated with the office of regent; and on 
the ulhef the Palau diie&> who were altungly at¬ 
tached to the predatory <q75tcpu The queen-regent* 
with the view of maiDtaiiiing her inHuenfep nude 
aecret oveiinm to the Engliah for receiving a sub^ 
aid iarv force. Th ia mcffisure was strongly opposed by 
the lexers joat nainrdj w hose sentinienti were ahired 
by the military in gtneral; and their LnEiierice ww 
so Etfongly felt by hrf majesty* that she did not 
veji tore to proceed with the negotiation. The ehiefr, 
however, bring itispiriom that BometbLngnf that na¬ 
ture WHS atlU in progresip were ^rvd with such in, 
diguatlon^ lhal they acized Toolsee Bhye, c:arried her 
down to the Tiver^ and pyl her to death- War was

They loet 17-4 Idlletl^ md G&l 
w ounded; there being among the former tkree^ and 
among the latter ihlrty-five Eumpean officera- The 
]tlBJiTBtUSj though they Lell30(N)oD the fiddj^ retnEau 
ed with a gr^ part of their army entire; hat they 
abandoned all the artillery: their caujrogeand confi¬ 
dence were gone; and tliough their numbers were 
not greatly diminished, they west no longer an army. 
The chiefs therefore at once accepted the oflered 
terms; namdy, that young Hoikar should be placed 
under the protectioii of the British^ who ivere to 
nulnlain an auxiliary foz%e^ and to have a coDtlogeiit

Thi" hoptii uf the Find^xees were new rtduwi lo 
tlie Limi^tehk Flighty Oicj knew not whither^ be, 
came their only rt^uree. Tliej had ohtamed Ku- 
niuiner mid other fortresses In the Hajpoot territory; 
bui these being quickly invested^ were^ afkr a short 
wsistAnce, aU given up. Ataj-or Clmke having over¬ 
taken the party under Kmr^cn during the nighty and 
finding them plunged as usual In pitifoimd securiiy^ 
delayed the attack till morning, Ibsl they might 
derive no adianlage from the darkoi^ Ho divided 
hif corps ijiia two, wiih one ol wtudi he mode the 
charge^ while the other occupied the only road by 
which the enemy could retreat. Xbey sustmned, 
aivordlngly^ a compleU'' ovtrtLmw^ and were dis¬ 
persed in encry direedan.^ having several of iheir 
I eadejs dead on the held.

Cheetoo and his odhereqta some¬ 
times flh^ with iheir horsed aaddJedj amt the bridles 
in iheir hands, that they might be wdy for instant 
flight. At Uingth an indmotion was circulated, that, 
in ease of imcondilioDai surnmder, their lives would 
be spared, and Ihechiefit should evenobtiiti tficmwis 
of an biwoiiral>le subsistetiee ill ionie jieniote distriet.

While the perfonnAiiOT on the main theatre of 
Indian warfare were Utoa brought to a sum'ssful 
dose, tvfo sepomte dtaniBA of a flubordinale ihongh 
eventful eharActer were acted on other stages. The 
most remarkabie wrs at the Odiitt of PcKln^« The 
peUbwAL, ever since the last humiliatitig treaty which 
he wQs onmpc-llcd losipi had eagerly sought dellver- 
anee from a yoke which now pressed heavily upon 
hint. The employment of the British forces in the 
Piiidnree campaign olTrred a ieropting to re- 

asaerl hts independence. A little conAidcratioii in¬ 
deed would have shown him tiutt this canlesit oonld 
not engage hfa enemy heyond a very abort period i 
aiWr which they would lind it cosy to lun^h ^rh re- 
sfatance as be or any alher of the IMabratta statt^ 
eonld create^ But the petshwa^ like mnay other 
Indioit prLneea, tbemgh possessed of talent and ad^ 
dresi^ and skilled in pursuing the ardhuiry objecla 
of eastern poiky, w'm mapabJe of talrtng a cotn., 
prehen^ive view of his actno! sitnntioq. He was 
encouraged by the hatred of the English which hp 
saw prevalent omoiig hh rbii^fa, and by the generoj 
diapOBition of aU the Mahratta leaden to imlte tn a 
ronfedency ngaliwt that people.

So greoi inilet^ ww hu address, that Sir Juhn 3lIaJ- 
eolm, an int«lii|eat and veteran politidan, alWr liv* 
inj 5 at his court aeveral v,‘bs mmplelely deceiv¬ 
ed, and eommunicated his opinion^ that nothing hos¬ 
tile was to be apprehended ffom the peidiwa. Mr 
Elphinstone, the oflScioJ Fesident^ entertained from 
the fir* I an opposite Opinion, which waa wo fqllycwi- 
ffrnied. He saw that the utmoit aciiTitj was mplor- 
ed in collecting troopa, tinder the pretext of aiding in 
the Pindaree war, but bi Iket with a purpose d imtly 
opposite. At the some time the JagtiimiArs, who had 
fioen stodioiialy depressed and humbled^ were court- 
i^d and conciliated; whDe Bapoo Gobta^ anoibcerof 
distingiiished abilitv^ who had hitherto been kept in 
a Bpmea of disgrace, was Invested wiih the supreme 
difTciioA of aflalrv. A nurncrmis canip vtm formed 
eJoAe to th^* Bdtiab eantonmenlfl, around wbirh. tbe 
Mahratia honsritieo W'efe seen riding in menacing 
attitudes. The brigade cominand^ by ColcAel 
Burr, the amaiint of wbich had been fixed with 
a very undue confidence in the friendly disposition 
of the prince, did not exceed three sepoy battalions, 
with aEumpeatt regiment not yet Arri ved from Bom^ 
bay+ As the hortife ifiltfutlons of the court became 
nsorv And more manifest, it was judged adrii^le 
to withdraw the troop into a strung defecutive posi¬ 
tion formed near the city by an angle of tlie river 
Moola ; hut Mr Elphinatone, anstioua to avoid any 
*ffnbtance of being the aggressor, resolved not toquii 
thr rtaidency till he should be driTen away by foree. 
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ThiFateuLng Jiolea began to bo oichangod ; and on

and hasten Ihither with bus brigade^ A w eek* bow^ 
ever, must neceasarilj^ ela|ise befoh' hk orrivalp and 
to keep tbe aepop in the mean Lime cooped up in a 
narrow spacoj harassed by the enemy's arlUlery arid 
lighUioi^, wonld^ it was feared* damp their courage^ 
and promote tJiat tcodcntylo descrtioii whidi had al* 
ready been straogiy mMufested- I Etnce the o llcora de¬ 
termined to marth out w\ih their small corps and at* 
lack their foes, w ho* to the omiJiint of Sl6*0ptt*vs i^ nU 
lesadystntioned m fronL This mo^eaient was eiecul- 
vd promptly imd with such vigour^ that though the 
enemy's horsemen madeioine desperate chargeSj aiid 
fwh^ levctal times the Hanks of tJie Englkb bri¬ 
gade* the latter hiLGiJIy remaliud mnsteisof the held. 
They had not indeed done much damage to their ad- 
v&mry ; hul the intrepidity of their attack, and the 
^ rneceaa gained against niirabcrsi so vastly 
superioTi changed decidedly the moral position of tbe 
iwn armies* When General Smithy dierefoiTj on the 
iSlh November, after fighting hk way tiurough the 
peishwa^s cavalry, amyed at Pbooah* and prepared 
tQ attack the 3IaliiallA camp* ihfli prince at once 
legui a relrvat* lie oontiniied It for upwards of 
iii months without mtcmiisaioti* ran^g over the 
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wide ^tPni of die Demit; at cue dine appnmchki^ 
at uiuiher piwihding nearly to die Xer* 
{iddilaf alwB^ fiiftaurlng Ills panaern bj die skUl 
and TBpidJtj of Ml niaitilij aiid eTi^n paiaiiiB betwceii 
cqrpB advmwmg ffcim oppoaite quartert. At one time 
he made bimself tiroie of cutting oF a di^iskni of BlK) 
tij«i to re-enfo™ Coitinel Bujt; hut Cap- 

lain Slamilon the ctUBmiJider^ tidcipg post la a Td- 
Itge^ itptiJsed with, deS|ierB.te valour^ though with 
vere In, all hbattaeka^ and he at leogtli obliged 
10 tlesist. Tliifl wsa eunfidored the htaveat etploit 
performeii in the whole coutw of the war. The peialu 
wa doduig htmwir uow a hopeleas fngitlire;^ and 
Icaminfi the trium phaor hi$€nemj in other quairtm> 
madeov^rtureo for a treaty ; hoping lo aliowed to 
retain, though in a reduced ooiiditiofi, Ms fault M a 
40 vereigB« But the gorcOTOf^gertend, on ocuwiderifig 
hit long rouxie of hwdhty and the tr^arherouB al^ 
tack made at so critical a looiiieDt, had deteitnined 
(0 emo hb niune from the List of Indian prinees^ 
and that diei^ should be no longer a peishwa. Brt- 
tain wias to exereiBe the 3ovc*reign twav in all the ler- 
niorkt which had heionged to him; tboagb^ in onier 
to sooth in wine degree the irritated feeliugB of the 
^laliratta prople^ the Raj^ of Satara, the descend¬ 
ant of Serajetv «till deeply rmiefated ei™ after hia 
long dc^presnon, waa to be restOFvd to arane share of 
hitf fbmier digiiity» To Ibllow ap this purposej Ge- 
Ji4iral Smith laid dege to Satara^ which awrrendeifed 
aneraibart jfedftaiKiv The Lnteira] ttlTonled m Iwief 
resplie to the peishwa, and lalU^ ]m vigUanee j m 
that whidn this officer had pushed on by forced 
muehra, at the head of a diTmonof licht-hocw, he

llie greairtl vigour, and had sueweded in tknwuig 
I«rt of tlie cavalry inlo aome oonftiBion, when he 
fell laortaHy wonnited. HU draih aiia regrelted 
even by tlie Englieh, aintebUenmity to ibeb- natiun, 
und nil for the independenee of bii own, had liccn 
tempered bv boiitiur and hnmadity- The whole 
army immetotely fled, mid the Britiah oblaincd 
poas^ton of the person of the lUjah of lialti^ who 
tiad before been a prisoncT in the bnnda of hU rival 
Bajee Rao alill continned hU flying march, of 
whkh be assumed Uie nte diarge; and gave out 
every muming the direction in w hkb the army «w 
lo iiiove, having concealed it tUl that mument from 
hia most confidential olGccra. After much and 
long wandering, he moved northward to ^e bor- 
den of Berar and italwa, wlicre ho partially re- 
eraiUd hU atieiiglh by collecting the remams of the 
beaten arnueif. But he t o on found htw i s elf hem- 
itied in ekwepand ritwr ; «»d in purouing hismaich, 
in the ahsenoe of proper inTornimiuii, be met Colonel 
Adams at the bead of a coosideiahle farto,aad eould 
oal avoid a battle. He was defea^,^ with the ^ 
uf most of his infantry, and all hU artillery, raving 
^Iv his bone and light troopw He then i^e ^ 
effort to reach the capil*! Sindia, hoping for aid.

alahrati* chieftains; but tU the paraea were str^y 
uuanlcd. HU dUft^ IwcanM! greater every day ; 
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bu follumm deserted in T&si ntiinlj^Wj and th^ 
Engliib drew ihDlr nets round liun so dci^ly iliat 
could not liopr long to Acvpe, Ila then opened 
a mttspotiden-ce with Sir John jMalnjlm. Afttr 
jODie dbcusfiion^ it was agmd that her should suf- 
raider^ Rnd that, on being secured id a poniion ot 
«ight Iftcti of fupeea (about iUdO^COO), he should 
renouiice the dignity of peiahwa, arith hia eJaims 
m aaor^igtii spending the rest of hb days in »ine 
holy dty at a dbtflzice freio the smi of his former 
dcHBiniozL The sum was regarded hy the itfar^tiia 
of Hastings as too Urge; though^ considering U as 
the final adjustment with a prii>ee who mnki.d in 
authority and power above all othem at that tinwr in 
India^ it does not appear very eiira^Agant* The 
apprehension that kia revenue w^auM be employed 
by bim m an inatruni'ent for regaLaing hb polilimJ 
infiuojiee has not bten realized* The eit-peiahwa 
almost ttnmediately rerigntn! hlmaelf to voluptuous 
ttiduJgenceSp to whlcb he iiad been always addicted^ 
aud Sought to dmwn in them every retolleeliDii of 
bis former sehotues and grealuess. 

Wbik" the territory of Toonah was agitated by 
there Yiokut roEnmolians^ a scene almost exactly 
ftmilar wu possiug al Xagpore. Appa Saheb had 
invited the Erilbh troopa with the sole view of 
main taming his own situitinu as r^-nt; ami so 
long as Ire judged: ibtjn necessaiy for that object he 
rtmialned laitliini At length be got rid by aw- 
rinalion of the young prince^ and plated himself oij 
the ffvddee^ as the real w'a!i called to which the 
dignity of rajuh WM attaebed. He then toiuider- 
tid bimseir indepcMident of fbreign aidj and began to 
view it with the dislike so generally kU by al] 
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H>iu m bis wndilion* 11eiA'a» lliiifl led to eniir idloi 
ibe Britisli powe/ which wm 
formed raoiig tbe j^lahnitLiL ehiefb in coitsequesee 
of ibe Piodir'^e He WM observed to cany m » 
moflt aetivc eorres^ndeiiee with the pdihwh while 
Ibe Utter wu mAtoriog bis plum of aggression- The 
first treaty whkb tbal pixtice ms compelletl to sigii 
greatly abated the emmge of his aliy, whieb was rt- 
t ired, however, by the inteUigecipe of bis having 
again Cakeii up afids and attacked the Eaglbli suh- 
sidiary faitt. The subsi-quent retreat of Jlajee Hao 
threw* him into much henuttan and uncertainty, 
though at length it n^nited in the hazaidooB deter- 
miuation to follow his example On the 24ih Ko- 
rmber 1817^ IVlr Jenkins^ the British resident, was 
invited to see bis highness imvealed with a drem of 
honour; having assumed the juree putfci or gulden 
streOTiierj on emblem of high command, both of which 
had been traiismilted by the ptUhm Our «hjh- 
tryman declined attendance, not without erpreas- 
ing IndignalicFn at the rajah^i acceptance of these 
honours at such a moment; and indeed it fo&nis to 
liave been an Imprudent and premature icuiiJt^ by 
which the English were put on Ihdr gTiaid. 

The aubndiuy force now staliofled at Nagpore 
vrts very sniiilL It wmifited only of two battaiioiu 
of native infantry, with detachments of cavaJry and 
arlilteTj; and the whole, rednred by 

skkoess, did not amotntt to 144X^ rotm. The rajah's 
annv, on tlie contmry, coinpnwd 18,000 txvmiry 
and'10,000 Infantry, tucluding .TOOO or 4000 very 
brave Arab titwpa The residency was situated out¬ 
side the town, and separated ftom It by a ridge rising 
at each ^treniity into bw hilb, which were hastily 
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occupied as posU, Al sunset the pifljuets 

wejie fired upon by tbe Armb infantry, andsuon after 
a j^enml didckari^e of artillei^ was opened upon dl 
the pckHiti-oDfl^ particularly those uu Utc sunller hiLL 
Thia was iHviiiiiiicd till Lwo in the morning itith roit- 
(tidenble eflecU the Unsl oHicvr in ^oioiand oa that 
sitiAtiQu being killed^ and the second wounded- Hie 
EoglUli, during tlierenuiLiider uf the niglit, made the 
bent prepajatlona In tiieir power against the mere se- 
fieiu attack ^vkieh was anticipaled In the momiiig. 
Accordingiyat daybreak tliecliargew'as renewed with 
increased luryv At ten atiunbril burst on tbe smaller 
hill, whJeli threw tbe troops Into 101110 eojtfusloR; tlie 
Arab* niched on with loud cries, die «poytt were 
feised with panic and Qed, ahemlonmg the gtiini and 
the wounded, who were Immediately put to the sword. 
The enemy then upeiie^i m heavy on the lancer 
hill, when ievend uIGccrs Mh and aiuong them Mr 
Sotheby^ the midout'a aubtant, a young man cf 
distinguished merit, while he vrm endeavourmg to 
rally and reitore tbe courage of \m mem The dia^ 
may of the trDa|H> Ibu cries of the women and chil- 
dten^ the vut numbera and iucretaing cnnlideiiee nf 
the enemy, sreuiedi to portend the most fatal result 
Vel^even tben^ rt'sources were found in Britbh finu- 
noMand courage. Captaui Fitzgerald* who had with* 
drawn the cavalry within die reoidency-groundA, 
seeing the critical state of the infuitiy* and the Ore 
already opening upon hii fitatioii,i fikl that affidn^ 
could he retrieved only hyone of those hold. alUekji 
which a uadve aimy can scamly ever resist He 
led hb few bofKiuen to the cliargUd drove every 
thing bekne him^ took twu guns and tnrticd thczii 
afpiinst the euemy.

Vet tbe Britiab had lost a fcpuflti of their namber, 
and their atcmiiniitiDti drawin^^ to a rlooe^ so 
that had Appa pmevvred^ he must hmvv finally sim- 
n^eded in rutting ofi* the deiachnteiit:^—an event 
which would h^vv proAueed the 9troiige«t sensatton 
mer bB India* But he mnained inwrrtivo^ while 
EngTisli re^nforccnieiits were poured la from ei wy 
quarter. On the Dreember^ Getii!ml Doretou 
urrivoti wiili the strung reserve under his oomaiAfid. 
It then became Imposslhk for 8tiheb to hope fbr sac- 
L-o»; be hod already obtained an aimUtiee, and now 
inquire as Ui the lerms on which a final aecoaunD- 
datian miglit be efTectetL 'M f Jenkina r^Skd ihai no- 
thing could now be accepted short of entire subnili^ 
fion,—the diabaJidiug of hh trisapi, the dellvoring 
up of all hh forts und ortiilery, and Ids own presence 
os a hostage at the Britiflh residency.

Troopo 
were levied^ the gorernon! of fortresses and the motto- 
lain-diiclE were uutructi^d to muater their fonw^ and 
giro every passible aniioyajic^^ to the English ; finaJ- 
Ijj a secret correspofideiice wus discovered with Hajce 
Hao, who being invi ted to join his army to tW stand¬ 
ard of the petthwa, had actually taken stepa for that 
purpose^ Mr JenkiiB hereupon deemed It indispen- 
sable to call upon Appa to resume his place within 
the residefo^ ; and this pof being complied wiibjh a 
party was sent who effected bis arrvst» fortunately 
without bavLog recourse to Tioleiice.

Binoc the tenniiiatian of ibc Findaiee contest no 
iiDporUnt event or acquisition has distiogiiished the 
history of British pow’er in Ind^tan^ The only 
war undertaken on a gMl fade was the arduoua 
hut hoally iuccesflfuJ one with the Birnmii empire^ 
by whieli the Company gained a considerable terfi- 
lory along ihc Bay of Beiigai There octuned^ how¬ 
ever, one hostile movement, the namitive of which 
must mol be ocnittjed+ Alter the death of the Rajah 
of Bhiirtpone in 1825^ hii Iggitimatje heir, Bui want 
Singh, dethroned by Doorjiin Sib coU-^Hj 
applied for aid to Sir David Ochterlony* then re¬ 
sident at Delhu Thai ofEcer enilir*«d the prinee'p 
cause; Inil hts cooduct in doing so was disavowed by 
the governor-general* Lord Aniherat, w‘ho slioui'eii a 
disposition to proceed upoui the old principle of non- 
■mlerfcreocc. Farther information, howler, induced 
him to change thli intenlMii, and Lord Combeitnett 
was ordered to mainh upon the city and expel the 
usurper.

But the Indian Mnals, 
such as they are, e:ttend over the entije seria of 
the treta and dwapar yugi^ and eonsequenily mni- 
prehend a period eohsIderaLiy exceeding twti mU- 
liona of yean. This dironotogy hai been erobroerd 
with credulity by a number of learned men 

In Europe^ who hare proclaimed (hat all the na. 
tions of the West uv only of yiwterday^ when 
^unparvd with the boundlesi ages through which 
the Hindoo rotords mend. There is, however, on* 
dnurostance whirfi hreaks at once the spell of this 
imagliiary duration^ Although India possesses 
aoihing which can approach to the character of 
history^ many of her princes and great men prt^ 
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senre lista of kinjjs whidi^ fmn their wneidenre, 
though foiuid in difTerTeiil md diitimt quarlm, 
appmr to he lulieljuitiajjy t-cmcL Tli«e 
through the whole of the three agtQ; but inate^ 
of thnt rIsioM eodleg mil of names 'wbieh ought la 
have been tnpplicd donng tw^o millions of 
we find, by Mr Bentlej't Liat^ in the tmU oiiJy 
s]xty-six^ md in the dwapar fortj-aeiren klngE; 
ccm5equei3Uy the potimtates of the drat period must 
have hod on aremge reign of ; those of the 

second of 18^^ yeitra. It » molntainedj indeed^ 
on the faith of Imdition, that Yadhiithnri the great 
hew, held sway duHng upwards of iw^entyjieven 
Lhausacd years- But if we aisigtt to the Indian mo- 
narehs the average of human life, we sliall mince 
these ages to on estent perfectly insistent with 
Europoan history and thcMosiile records- Mr Bent¬ 
ley conaidm scvxisleen years as the mean length of 
a reign In a long seiiea of priocea- Even should we^ 
with Colonel Tod;^ allow frinn tw'enlj to twenty-two 
ycRji, the IndiiOD dytiaitiea will not pass the linuls 
of our atabliihed chrODology. 

Although we find thtia tmnsmLtted from aji 
period lists of Hindoo kinga whieJi may be consi¬ 
dered tolerably authenticj the detail bb already ub- 
aerved^ are either too meagm or too extiavogoiit 
to be of any rolne as materinli for history* A few 
very genctml oiitlines can alone be traced^ Two 
races of motmrehs are recorded ns daunlug descent 
rapeeUvely Imiii Surya luid Indu^ the sun and the 
moon. The former eatabliahed their metropolis ai 
Ayodhia, the tnodem Dude, still a Urge dty, and 
described as then of immriiae oatenL The lunar 
Iroirb had several surcesatve capitals; first, Ala- 
hesrati In Malwa^nexi AHalubad, called the Poofaj* 
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out! aftfrwardv HaitinApcKiri, higlieriip tbe G^ng^s- 
Culond Todp upon ^omc probable gnauadj, misidtffs 
th^ tbe Jvnbject* of this empijo musl bsTe ^ter«d 
it u invader* from the great plain of Scythia or 
Tiirlafy. SeTeraJ blwty wnra were waged between 
these dates* itriving ft>f pre-eminence or final wn- 
quesU The iDOtl driwiriii of the^ eontcita took pluot- 
at the cfose of tlie tma yug. in wbkh almost all 
the powers of India app<.^ to have be^n engaged. 
It i* cefebiBied ynder tlie title of the ^Eahaliarwt^ ^ 
great waj^ in the remarkable Ulndoa campoaltion 
bearing that title. The chief actors were Kmhna, 
Arjoonat Yadhuthnr^ and JaiasaDdlim; the first of 
whom has, as an ineamaiioD of Vishnn, been 
nulled among the prineipat dcltieift^ This sAngninary 
ccKLflict appeal* to have tenninated in the preina- 
ture hiv of almost all the leaders on both «id-ES. 

The lunar and wlnr dynasties oDUtmued to reign 
ooptemporaneoiisly during almost the whole of the 
third or dwapar jTig. Yet the prevalence of fable 
ia fftrongly marked in the genealogy of the Leading 
princes throughout this pedod j one of whom is the 
oflipringof Pavana, the god of the winds, another of 
Indraor the firmament, a third of the liverGang^ 
These two Hoes, according to Sir William Jotiet, 
eome down for thirty generaiiom into the call jug 
or present age, when both are Etippoaed to have 
biEcdDic eitinct* There reigned^ bowever, along 
with them another dynasty, sprung irata the lunar 
branch, which rivalled and aooa lurpaased them 
both in powef» Thii was that of the kings of 
^lagadba, whom the Greeki Ibujid reigning at Pn^ 
libothm met the greater part of the Gangetic pro- 
Tinresj and spreading their sway even to the r^ 
ranter quartets of India, ChAndragupU, aJler the 
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inurdep of NiuidA, ono uf the i^laj^ha tdngn, "br- 
camt the funnder of a new dynasty etilled ^faufya, 
«id k ouppo^etl !o be the same with Sjtndmottiu, 
wham Uio Ambassadors of f#Jeueiu rctuncl ralin^ ol 

Palibnhm. Other suercssfur iMxirpersestahluhrd the 

dyntiatiea of Sungiij Caiina^ and Andhiaf till that of 
tH^me e^lindt by the death of Chandra^ 
bija; which, aeoonlmg to Sir WilHan] Jon^, looh 
ptao^ in d52 e.c^ Very con^ideraMr obsonritj iin- 
voJops the ffncou^ioa of Indian prinws ddrin^ the 
neit foiu hundfed yearn la that period there 
would setin to have been no extended emplinej, though 
Sir Wilhun Janes and Colonel Tod JutFC eolJeiTted 
liata of kings belonging to some detaehed and local 
dlimstlcs. Abont the CbtlatlaD dra, hotiwef, Vi- 
cramaditya and Salkahami disputed th^ aupretnacy, 
nnd ranfe among the moal poUnt of Indiait wiorrlom 
and soverngniu The rt>bitkrtii eonoenring tbern l*enr 
B SQPVewbit mOie sober ^hnnictcr. They mnk os 
mortal, mi ao relestiat faefoe*; yet as \1munaditya 
Is wd to have had power over spirits, mod to havp 
matte captive the king of the devUs^ his contempo- 
rariefl^ it would were bj no mcaos Encfined to 
abandon their lore of the manreilous. :;Malwa be¬ 
ing medtioaed at hk fs^iotirite n?gfoii, it may be 
ronciuded to have been hit native onr, and that he 
employed Its rude inhahitantt in extending his do- 
mmioti over the more ^rtile ptmrunpes, lliajor 
Wilford hat Cmced nine individiiait lo whom the 
name hu been applied, of w hom one appears mi- 
tempOTozy with ^*^bmaD | and probably Ihtt may 
have brm an appelktlTep like that of CMar, ipu 
ptird in aumaajoEi to mottarcht of the mim dytiaity, 
Aftpv period the history of the Hindoos again 
rrlapaes into obeeuhtj, giving emuton to Mr MiJly 
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remark^ that while the buhiiJs of every other nation 
t>maie nioredistioirtaa they appreneh a rnoikm date, 
tbme of India, on the eonLnuy^ become darker and 
more impeifect. Tfiii ia proliably to be accounted for 
bj the fiKtj that the country bad again ceased to K' 
imited Ln ailj extenMvo empire, being ipLit into thoae 
amall kingdoma^ which were wccc4sfiiljy assailed by 
the GJiknevide conqqcrQr before they cotild be in¬ 
duced to ktrm a geoeml league to oppoae him. 

After this very imperfect skekh of the hlitoty of 
the Hindoo people> a mor^ intemling nnd aeectailjle 
ohjrri renwDi in the dcHnrallon of their mind and 
chameter. Under this riew their rdigioui lieliefand 
mythology mutt fir^t command uur atleDiio 7 i+ It 
forms OE it weie the bans of their whole fioeUl eac- 
istence- Their ceremonies employ every da}' and 
aJmeot every hour ^ its miiiiafers rank above every 
othrtr da»^ even above kings; there is no libtory^ 
scarcely any poetry^ but what rcUtcfl to the Attkni 
of the gods and deified heifOeiL Unhappily Ibis de- 
vDiiQit, unenlightened by divioe mstnictioup and 
misled by tlur pervei^iii? of the linman 

heart, uutcad of being a lamp to their patb^ has in¬ 
volved them in an abyss of abmidity, and impelled 
them to follies and even crim«, of which there is 
scaitelv an example in any oihur pagan wonhip. 

Kotwithstanding its extravaganre, the Hindoo 
system claims attention, from its slKkiug features^ 
from the view which U aflbids of the history of the 
human tnind^ and from its paFamaunl InDuence on 
the ideas and Lustilutions of the fULtives thcmselvca. 
It ii iffl|w«ihLej Ihere&ro, without premising an out- 
liua of this religion, to coiiTey ady distinct idea of 
ihii cbarackr of thoao who profess it 

The learned books of this people contain some 
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ittblimc doctrincfl respecting the aaturr df die Deity. 
They dLstbictty leeognise the existenee of one in^ 
prentemnd invisible Author uni! Huleraf the unU 
veise- They rten describe his attribates in lofty 
icrins^ itlpetior Iq thw ecdpldyed in the philosophic 
al writings of PJitOj ond oppitnching neaivf thM 
lity other huiuftn e^mpontbn to die ddinefidons of 
the iDspimi pecLDieo. We may illostroto iliia by 
quoting the Gftyatn, or holiest (ext of the Vedai^ 
ftniu Sir Will lain Jones' imMUtlon.

Mind, it is said^ hanng by a though I created the 
watm, laid in them nn egi;, whidi remaitied Lnar- 
lire far many Emllioni of jwa, till Bminap by the 
energy of hb own thought, caused it lo dhidtv JW>d 
bom it he himself was bom in the ihape of the 
dirine male, famed tn all worlds os the great fore¬ 
father of spiritt. 

Bmna^ among the Indian deities^ balds decid¬ 
edly the pre^emlnriicet sbmug c^ eji the essence 
of the Supreme aiind ; yet, perhaps from the very 
eirtrumstanre of thb iofty poflltiout he attrads com- 
|ttrmtivdy tittle atlentiuii or worship. He has 
neither templa eireetedi nor saerifires olTer^ to him, 
nor festirais eelebrnted In hb honouTp He gives 
name indeed to the great «sie of the Bramlns or 
pnestst but no tccIs doiTe from him tbeimiipelii- 
tiao, OF specially devote their lives to his aerrirt-i 
In Muffi,the pHesta, in regarti lo him^haw indulged 
less in those scandaloiu and indecent fietionA wbkh 
Qowd the hrstorr of inferior diTiiii tiei+ 

Vishnu, in ihe Acned ■ nnak of India, makes a 
much more &equmi and conspicuous figure. In 
Itfa of preterver, or more pn)peri; drii, 

’^nsTj Iw it irpmented b« luvuig intetpowd wbtn- 
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•eret tlic wtrld And tht me of men thfeAteoed 
with Any pt^eoliAf danger. The Avatara of Vijlmat 
hts i[»cellla to tlie e&rth in various animated fonni^ 
liirfiLili the nioat fertile theme of lllndw legend and 
poetry. The cliiefe and heroes whose exploit# ap¬ 
peared tu indicate a relestial orlginj were eonsider^ 
as mcamatfons of thu deily. Thts# illuftrioUi per- 
«ontigeSj in b^eomiog Viahnuj did not lose aJuigetlier 
their own identity j they acquired ft sort uf com- 
pound existenoe, and had worablp ptiJd to them 
under both, rhamtets. 

It were tfdioiiEj a# ft# disgusUngp to trace at 
length the many marrellotia and ridkiitoi]# 
tranfiibriDBtitm# ascribed to this god. A few in^ 
fttancca will alTord a suSdeot idea of the wild, 
thoup sometimefl subliiiir^^ Tavinga in whkh the 
framcia of the Hindoo pantheon indnlgi^ Vbhnci 
made his tirsL appcaraniv on earth as a fish^ so small 
as to be eonvetuently placed in a taae of water. 
This wonderful animal^ however, sucoesairelj ex- 
ponded his dimensions, till not the vsm only, but a 
eisteiHj a pool^ a late, became inauffidejflt to contain 
biro. Being at lenglli thrown Into the oecoiij he 
appeared, blazing like gold, ft milliap of Jeaguoi in 
4^tciiL The Pftjrralive conclude# with on account 
of the Gflb rising and deatroying a giant Vifikna 
aasulned secondly the figure of a Uwr^ who grew" 
olwaya larger and larger, till with his tmlui he 
mised op tile earth from the bottom of the wafers 
into which it had sunk. 

The third presentation of this deity was to art a 
^conspicuous part in tbai eitmordinary proccaa called 
the Churning of the Ocean, There ii no theme on 
which Hindoo poetry and mythology have thrown 
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out aueh * crcwd of wtldly lusuniat ima^ The 
aemeopens on Alount ^Icrq^ " a most exnlted mELBS 
of gbry, Krrtwring the Jittinj raja from the splendid 
soK^ of its gilded honwi Afany wJearial medL 
ciitai planti idoni its atdief,, and it atands plercLng 

the h^v^en with sta a^ptring a ummi t^_ a mighty 

MH* uncce^hlo even by the human mind. It U 
»donwd with trees md pleasant streams, and nv 
win^eth with Ih-e deUghtfhf songs af various biniBw” 
On its piniwle the angels mid deities began to me¬ 
ditate on the means of procuring the Amreeta juieej 
the grand draught which ninfeni bnmortatitv. It 
was then arranged between Vtihnu, here railed NV 
rayan^ and llrama, that the ocsean should be ehnnied 
like a pot of milk by the imited stn-ngth of Soom 
and Asoora, the good and ml ponew, till it should 
ihiow op the prwkius If^uiiL Thereupon Ananta^ 
king of the serpents, raised up ^foont 3fandar, and 
placed it Upon the bach of Koomaraj, king of 
the tortoiaea. ALDoiher mighty aerpent^ named 
TasoBkee^ was then &stefled lo the mountiuit to 
be employed as a rape; whereupon angels and 
demons united in grasping the serpent by the head 
and laib "nd whirUng it with #ueh Tjolems, that 
** the maring of the ocean. whUq violtnilj agl- 
toted, was like the bellowing of a mighty doud. 
Tboumndi of the ruiaiis productinai of the waters 
were tom |o piec® by the moimtairi, and eonlbund* 
«d with the briny flood ; and every apeelEc being of 
the deepj and all the inliabitaitti of the great abyss 
which it bdow the earthy wtra snnihilatEdL The 
fnreat Ireea wira dashed agmiiu| each olher^ and pra- 
opitated from 

t^weoo " Such at length was the effect of this tre* 
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iDcudoiisa^tatidD^ tlui ih« whole of die mighty deep 
was foiivdrtwl Luta Me mum df butter. The per^ 
formers being by this limt -cddipletely eshaiwb.'dj 
were endowed wilh fresh strength by Namyan; and 
alter the moveinent had been fonome ikne eon tinned 
under hisdirirctkkn^ ^^themiut}«l^m out the troubkd 
deepi first tile mooiij with a plewog conno^rwncf^ 
shining with UiU thoudaiid bwnt of gentle Jight; 
then SoDra Bevee, the goddtas of wine^ and the white 
horse called Oodnamva." Other almilnr appgtriiiotLS 
followed^ till at length tlie Dew Dhajl'n'ajiUreer In 
human ahape^ came farlhj holdiiig in hi» hand a 
white vessel filled with the immortal JitireAnireeLB. 

The suecessTul tennlnalion of liiia grand tSLpcri^ 
tuenl was not iuunediately attended with the happy 
effects that had been antidjntecL A oomhal on the 
most immense sraXe arae between the Suora and 
Asoors. The imagery employed to desmbo it ticer^ 
tainly not without gnuidcitr^ though tinctured with 
bombast and eraggeratioji. MilLiuns of aighs and 
groans arise on every aide^ and the sun ]s overast 
witli blood, as they dash thdr aims^ and woundeadi 
other with their dreadful insLmtnettLs of destruction. 
Xow the dsumtltits Ajsoots itiive with repealed 
strength to emsh theSoora with mrks and mounlaina^ 
which^ whirled in vut numbern into the heaven^ 
appi'flred like scattered elouda, and Hell with all the 
trees themin In millions of fw^dling tairents^ 
striJdng violently agakiat each other with a mighty 
nobe; and in their fall the earthy with all its fieiib 
and foivalSj is driven from its IbandatimL They 
thunder forkni&ty at etch other al they roll along the 
field, and spend their strength in mutual eonflict." 
Victory at length declared in fevnnr of the benevolent 
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powers, mi Namyan vw iotruAted witJi the Ain^ 
reel*, to W prwn i4 for the DAe of the iminnitals. 

Vi^u, in hii fotirth tt|ipe9nine« ha half-maD, 
tuilf-HoR, Aubdued a hand of who hod nm- 

quered the eotth^ and even dethroned Icdra^ the 
fcin^ of heaven. HU fifth desrml was to vun- 
qiiUh Baii^ on earthly kin^i, >vhOj hy the mvsteri* 
oiw aoefTficv of a hundned hoisesj liod acquired nu- 
pefTiAtural poneni, and threatened the conquest of 
tJie cidestial n^ntta. But the mautier in which the 
deity a made to efTt'et this grand object U sillj tn the 
extit^Jtie. He appear^ as a Bramin of vvry diminit- 
live ^ture^ and nought mendy the gill of so much 
gromid aa he could poas over ia three steps. Haying 
received this small boonj he suddenly iisumed hU 
natuFol duneiiioon^ placed one foot on he^en^ find 
jumtlier cm eonh; a third then pmjertetr&tjm llif 
wbicll Bali being tiiiuble to furfiUh a phiee^ 
wfis obliged to atone fur this jkiluie by desecnduig 
to the world beneath^ 

Tlie sLith, sevnith, and eight ll avatars were in 
the characters of Pnrassu Kama, iUma, and Bala 
Rama, to deUvet the world from successive mow* 
atm and giants. His exploits, us the setond of 
these personages, furnish the subject of the ceJe. 
brated racmi ejae mlkd the RamayaDa. But the 
IrauamtilHlion upou which the Hindoo writers mmi 
fondly dwells is that Into their fovourile Krishna, 
who has already been alluded to a powerful 
werti^ and formidahLe ¥farriQr. Tradittou repra- 
Mts him as having pasMid hia youthful dayi in a 
pB^ra] ratiremeoi, and tho extrasag^t foncy of tht? 
Hindoo pocU caught bold of this legend. They ex_ 
hibit him at Lhia period as the lover of sixteen thotu 
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«nnjl milkmudaj lo gaip wkow iavour he convci^ 
hinuelf inh> «i fl*iw** nuniWr of Aighini; iw'ainsj 
while each fond maitlea landed berself the sole oh- 
jert of Kriahutt’* Wfideroeai. Under this chamciWj 
mudi more iban hy those warlike attributes which 
uuahled hini to vanquish the giant Kun^u, this 
dohv has acquired numennis and derotKl worship- 
pere' and heeonie the chief theme of lyric and araO- 
roua poetry fuaong tile Hindoos, 

III the ninth avatar, Vishnu ssaumed the form 
of Boodh. the anther of a rival ensed, disUact from 
that of lirama, but which, not withstanding, by this 
inearnatleti was odmilted into a certain allianro 
with it* ilore will be said hereafter on this sub¬ 
ject- T1i*f tenth avalar, when Vishnu will dearoi^ 
mounted on a white horse, and amed with a eettui- 
iBf, lonwt out edj from the earth, is « yet only the 
object of fond espectatioo. 

Siva, the third meaibar of the Hindoo triad, is 
represented as paaing th««^ an equal variety of 
adventures, most of them In the highest degree 
strange and unnatural; but he does not appear 
under to many characters, nor are his exploits on 
the whole soslrilung. Althoughthe Destroyer be his 
proper appellation, it scenis more aptdieahlc to Door- 
ga, his female partner, whose asjwin and deeds dn 
indeed combine whatever a most awful and U-rofie. 
He is represented as being of a silvercolour, exhibiU 
ia o various shapes, having sometimes five &ce% »me- 
ames only one with lhi« eyes. Elsewhere be is 
i«n naked, riding on a bull, with serpenls baag- 
ine &om bia ears liifi jewels. Wowbip is rendered 
to him bv numerous votarifis, who exalt bun as the 
supremcDeity.greater and more anrientlhaneilber 
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Branm or Vkhiiu. Hif u pe^uliarlj revuft'd ia Uie 
mountatn-territory ; itid, under tiie appeOation of 
Molutdeo, i£ deAcribcd 09 HleojujiI in tlw iDoaL iuoe-* 
ciisiible predpiisa of Ihe HininieliJLs, Bu^ tlie thM 
liLsgraoe of hii feLglon oonsista In Uie Jkigajn^ it 
ajiabol resembrjog tin? pliaJltif ofUi^ ancionta, whicL 
is nol only dlApUjed in thj^ temples, but wetn roimd 
tbe nock of a1] bis ipatancs.

Doorga 15 the chief tunoog the remole ddties^ and 
indeed the most petimt and Vinrlihe member of the 
Hindoo pftiitheoii« The Greeks bad Afinerva, an 
anned and martial goddes, whoee prowess equalled 
that of their greatest male difinitics^ but she vraa 
a meek and padfic naaiden when compared wiih 
the tpouae of the Indbuj Destroy ct* The waw waged 
by the ratterj and the giants who Ml beneath the 
might of ber armj fonn prominent themes In the 
wild records of Hindoo mythology. Her original 
name was FarraU ; but hearing that a giant named 
Doorga had enslaved the gods, she resolved to dcstrnj 
him. He is ^d m have led into the field a htmdrtid 
milJioiH of chariots and mm hundr^ and twenty 
mlikros of elephants In order to meet this ovtT- 
whelming torn. Pan itj caused niiw miJliMW of 
waiTiocs, and a corresponding supply of weBpoDs> to 
i»ac ont of b*r own subslanoe. The eonteat, how- 
ever^ was oitmuiely decided by her pmooiJ strugw 
glc with the giant, whose deatniciioD she then jue* 
in eflf^ng.- In hononr of thk achievement, 
*he gods cantemd upon their deliveref tlie itainc of 
the huge tnemy wbam she had orennme* 
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Door;gfi hni equalled Vishnu in fhe variety of 
«h«pe^ into ilie haft mtiUipliwl htwlf, and of 
Unities by iivlHch shi? hns hm% dl^Ungiti^hcd^ Tlie 
iiHMt neiDarkable being with wliqm she baa abar^ 
lier jdeJitUy ia Cnli^ ur Ktihjs^ who under ber ow n 
numfe U i prinripft] pbj<ia at Hiudocp adoraLiOii. 
Ev^rry Immble ebaiuflerlfttic of hijt nrlgmal is in 
Kaice height ened and eamtd to iTiu utivme. She 
is blidt, tividi Tour arni#;p tvearing two r!i?ad boiiis 
as cur-ringi, a nedtlare of^ulla^ and tbe hand* 
of sereral slanglit4L^red giants rounil her waist as a 
girdle. Her eyebrows and breast appear 
ing with the bIcMxl of monsters wbeiu sfiq bae sfain 
and detumed. Yet Indtit bns no divinity more 
populiTj nor one or whose fibruie njore loviah gifla 
are bestowed- Not content, ai the male deities ge- 
iiemlly with Ibe simple offerings of nev^ fruit, 
vegetables, and miJJe^ she muit &ee her altan How 
with the hlood or goats and other animak. Tlie 
ancient books contam directions for the perfantiaiice 
even of human sarrifices to this cruel goddes. 
The bands of robbers by whom ^ngal is infested 
hold Kalee Ju pi^culiar honour, looking spedaJlv to 
her for protection mid aid, and invokJjig^ by Sark 
incantatiofiSp her blessing oil their unhallowed cs- 
ploitsL 

It would be of little interest !o enu-r into detajti 
respeeting the minor divinities, whose ntitnlwr is 
very greftt. Indm, thaugh presiding over the ele_ 
ment§, and invested with the htlw title of King 
of ffeaven^ is not destined to reign fop ever; be 
has even^ by the efforts of men and guiiits, been 
already repeatedly ilriven from bis station. Kurti-

Aiuflng a ^lUfKrstitioiis people^ it tf not woDderfui 
that the gTiind nbjeeu ofnAtiue should he penenihed 
and etrre a CbelLdg of devout vmmtion- Great 
riircTv . jgtnn their mptetious io«tfm;» their broad 
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ecp&iuet and thdr immmg raolionj U^nd to infipare 
idw pwoXiafiy eolcma. They are acwdiiigly 
fovourile objects of Hindoo worship. Therein scan*- 
ly in hcareD or eanli a mmt more wred than 
ItE waters art' said to dweiid from abov^j 
and to ptiriry frtnii every stain ibc mnn who hd- 
dej^l^ in them a thorough abJutiw- Todle on ite 
hankB^ moisteaed by Its sireaiu^ Is deeined a sure 
pusport to paradise, Joumeyfl extending fo thou^ 
sands of miles are undertakeD ibr the purpose of be¬ 
holding and bathing in its eurmiL Many 

rash dcttxlees even yidd themselvi^ to a Tolnnlary 
death amid its wares^ Ikaejing that they thus secure 
complete fclldty in the future world ; otlacts devote 
(heir o^pring to a mmiltur destiny^ in the courts 
of Bengal a portion of the wateia of the Gangs is 
produced, upon which wiinesw am rMjuirwi lo 
make oath,—this form of alUstniion Wng esteemed 
of all others the most binding, though some aemple 
to employ an objed w holy for this secular purpoie-i 
The NcrbudtUx the Godavory* the Kistna^ the Ca^ 
very, and almost every strenin that jvAh through tbb 
vaat regionj have lilcewiie a sacred elmraeter^ though 
none in ao eminent a degree aa the Otioges- 

Tbe Hindoo is also much addicted to a worship 
which indicates the lowest degndalioii of the hu^ 
man mind f — that of the brute ffeatimir If it most 
exalted dritie*^ the rrvatort and preservers of the 
world, Bcarceiy comniAnd a reTerence equal lo that 
bestowed on the cow. This useful animal w saJuU 
ed with every espreasion of profcojid aJfeclion Jind 
vefleralJon, She it (»lled the mother of the gods 
and of three worlds. The highest deities are hum^ 
bly entr^ted lo appear under the Ibxtii of mlldi 
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kine^ as (hat ki whirh Uivy vril] be meat 
and serfficcftble I* their votaries. Evm thf Lr diidg 
ii thought to i»nfi-r a holy dibrattirr upo eveiy^ ob^ 
j«t od mhkh It is smeared. Two giwt Indian 
pHneetp the Kajah of Tmvanrore and the Felshww 
Riifrobii, hding each en^loAcd in the body of a golden 
fftw add then drawn out, wm roprdod ms having 
nperirdcdl a new' birth; the stat dO tvae immediately 
exit in pk'ces and distnbtit4?d among the Bnimidi. 
In their Lrealies with the British^ the native princes 
on Hime occaskmE urgiKi most cardifStlyi that tlie 
soldiers shoqld not he permitted to kill a cow withlii 
the pn-^cU of their territory. 

The monkey also nnks high adioog the objeefs 
of I [ i ndoo worship. The es ploits of llanumad^ with 
his Innnmerahlo host of fuurTootefl brethjren> are 
among the luoit eonapieuoiis incidents in tile Ra- 
mavana. Frincrt and great men ofUti indulge in 
the strange freak of eelebrating with pomp and pio- 
ftHdoD the marriage of modkern The animaJ^ like 
a grvwt ehkr ia seated id a palanquin, and followed 
by a train of fingidg and dandog girii:^ amki the 
display of firfrworka. Garoora, the Idng of birds, 
it another object of ven^rution^ ibough not equally 
distinguished. 

The ideas of man retpeeUng an invisible world 
and a future state of r^rihutioD Ibirn a most hn- 
porlant element in his religioas belief. On this sub^ 
j«t the senliraentsof devout Hindoos are often pro^ 
fiiuml^ nveitoming in some IrLstanees the hivo of life^ 
and impdliDg ibem to strange modes of sukide. 

But iheir rmd derivifs its pecuii&f charaeu-r 
from the Ivnet^ so generally diffused tbroughout the 
Rutp tvs^eting the inuismigraliDn of sodIl Accord* 
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iijg lo i\i\A Wlief, iho ^piiiir of ra^iii after d<«th is 
iiol flflpFeviKl in IP a ditTef^t ^late of eiisLcniiei but 
to an^iUACe oome otlier mortal body^ or erun ono 
beloQ^g lo ibe brute erEation. The receptaeie into 
whieh It then entera ii decided by the eoiirae of ac* 
lion folkiwd during the present bfe- The ririUDiu 
mwi may iriae from an humble eute to ihe puik of a 
prinee or even of a Braminp while ilie defimved not 
only fink into degradation aa human Ntinp^ bni 
et'eo have their ami# enelowd In tJn? Ijodlt^ of ani- 
niaU. Willi ihti new tlic Hiniloo omel^ 

I'pur to eslaWish a ceriam conformitv between the 
ofTen cos eommi tied and (horondilion under which 
thev m expiated^ Tlie thief u ronrerted into tome 
animal addicted to aleol the artidea which w<<re the 
wonted objects of \\h own depredation. Tlio pilferer 
of grain is meUmorpbosed inlo a rat ; while he wrho 
stole roo^ or fruit b^^mea an np<L TJie person tbtia 
lowered in the leale of being, nmit para throngh a 
long vticce^ion of degradid birlbs ere ho can reas- 
imine the human form and endowments, Thi* belief 
Is so Ikmiliar to the Hindoo that his eonvetsalioti is 
fHIni with Allusions to it- If he see any one siifler- 
ing tinder edls that prem unmerited^ ho at oneo 
pronotmoiid iliem Uie penaity of sin committed in a 
ppcvioit* stage and form ofeiisienci?. Evm on seeing 
a cow or dog receive a severe bealing, he LtilW# that 
the sonl whidi ani:raftt«i ibetn musi, undof its heu 
mtui shape, have cominitlcd some olfcJiw worthy of 
such cMtigntion. Wivi^ who consider tbemselreii 
Injuriously treaud by ibdr hash«ids, or servants by 
iheir masters^ indulge the earnest hope iha in some 
future stale being they shall exchange conditimtSj 
and ediCain the npporWinilj of a lignai relaliatkin. 
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Thia doct 4 ine^ whidi mi^hl seeoi to coolliie bufiiB.n 
•oiila to thb curthly aphere^ does nat however exclude 
Uic belief, lb*i in miny ioatuicce they m con veyed 
Ip a beavea or a heJJ. Tbw places of reward and 
pELnifihEUenl aremibutdy described, and lel forthwith 
dial studied adaptation Co merits and oH^eiai, which 
DQiltes a jlrikiDi; pent of the Hindoo systeiru There 
aro celestial majisjoits^ variously gr^untedT to bo 
reached only by Brmmins or persons of high altafn- 
ments^ or for perrprmU$gworks of extiHonlinaryaane- 
tjty. These bear intirh ntiemblaiice to the paradise 
ofSfohamnitdj being soeites ofTolaptiioiia enjoy^ment 
perfumed by sweet dowera^ fanned by the softest 
breezes, glitleriDg vrilJi gold and gefnij enlivened by 
the song, the dance, and the society of beautiful 
dam^U. Some ardent devotees a^ire to a atUl 
bftier destiny. They hope to be alt»rbed into Ui« 
^Benoe of Brain or the Supreme Mind, wberv they 
ihall repose for ever on an uuruRcd sea of blks. 
Hell ia in like manner eompaded of ttiuny romparU 
inrnt$^ corresponding Co the rarioua iniijuitirs^ on 
aecDuni of which erring mortnli may Ik- doomed to 
enter its dhmal predncta. The aitmerdful are to be 
tormenud by snakes; the drunkard u to be thrown 
into p^s of liquid hre; the despber of a Bfamin 
is tostii^ h$i ui the niuil with Jiis downwanls ; 
the Inhoipitahle to have his eyes torn out by voJ-^ 
tUM; the seducer to be embnced by an imig^ of red- 
hot iron. Someoftheseabodes are covered with datk- 
othen hlled with bcdUng oi! or buming copper i 
one is crowded with aaintab and reptdes^ anober 
planted thick with tboma. The grvund is berecom- 
posedofdoepmire, there ilbnittea with nee^ Thus 
it ii maoi&it, the Hindoo system, thoi^ in a jome^ 
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w liftt fiudful BiBniier, affords a certain sanclion 1o 
all tht variou* brancbMof moral duty- Sfillr llie 
Ikstowincnf giU* Uf»n Bramina, tlit obsonanCe of 
certain cenrrooniM, the |K‘rroTniance of a long and 
(lilKculi penance, are believed to constitute the higher 
degrtiM of merit: atoning even of tbcmselvet for the 
most enormous aim, and ensuring an endless enjoy¬ 
ment Of felicity. 

The temples et«ted for the cdcbiatton of Hindoo 
worship appear to have Itren in ancient limes of 
the DUHl costly and magnifiwpi deseriplton- Their 
early stnicturo bear also a peculiar form, so disi- 
milar to thi»» of modcni dale that llwy would seem 
to be the monumeulo of some loighty people who no 
longer wist. The most remarksble mc ihoK found 
in dilfetent parts of tbe Deccan, not consisting of 
masonry, but weavated in the ridai of mountauis, 
which, in many Lnslances, have been enlinely cut out 
in to col umns, temples, and imagta- The most ede- 
tirated, perhaps fnini bnving Erst aitiacted observn- 
tioiij is Klephaola, termed by Mr 3Iaunce “ the 
wonder of Asia.” It is situated about halfoway up 
the declivity of a hill, in a small wooded island near 
Bombay. Three entraim^ are affordrf between 
four rovfsof massive cola inns, and the prinripal one 
ia 9^1 f«i long by I5(t broad. The moot ooiwpefl- 
on* object, placed" in the centre, is a triple be^ of 
ffiloetsal dimciisioRs. being ux feet from the cldn to 
tbf tiowo. It was long supposed in njptcsent tbe 
Hindoo triad; but it now belfoTcd to be limply a 
rumie of Siva, whom this temple is dedicated, and 
W'iih whose imsges it is filled. On the neighWur- 
ing and larger Island are the cavc.teinplea of Ken- 
loaspariou*, but mom lofly, and equaUy rich 
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ta Mtilptiirq*. A whole hiJI was bore fotTned into ui 
cxcanUti dty, with tnnka, itnin, nud eveiy uconi. 
modntion for n tiirige poptilotioa ; but nil is now de. 
serled nnd siJoaL The gnmi care of Cvlt on the 
opponte const in similnr to those of Kenneri, but still 
DMre ipnciAUB and elegant Agnin, near ike aaeient 
city af Drogbir and the modern Dowlatnbad are the 
wondrous stmrtures of Ellora. Here a lofty bill is 
cotnpletelj cut out into a range of leniples, and its 
fiir&ce Anrered with varied sculpture and ormu 
m^ta "The first view" says Mr Erskine, "of 
this denlsieieligious oty is grand and strikiDg, but 
nteinneholy. TJie number and uu^ificcnee of the 
sutHerraueous temples, the extent and loniuess of 
some, the endless ^versity of sculpture in others, 
the variety of curious foliage, of minute Uawry, 
highly wrought pilUrt, rich mythological designs, 
■end shrinrs, and cakMSjal statues, astonish but dis. 
•met the mind. The empire, whose pride they must 
have been, has passed away, and left not a menuiml 
behind It" 

We may likewise notice Mahsbnlipoor, known sin 
by the name of the Sereo Pagodas, situated about 
tbtt^.five miJea south of hfadns. The lem signi. 
fiea the city of the Great fiali, and the senlptuivs 
refer dtiefiy to the exploits of that deified hero as 
well aa to thme of Krishnoy Aijoona, and other actors 
in the war oelehraied in the hlababotaL While the 
fiructnn^ in tbe weal of Ltniu nt; dedicated alnifHii 
erriuftively tA tbii It mmA ta VialiJiii, of

The pynUdkUl templefl called pagpxias m nmne. 
rouAiii die wy th of ln^; but In grandeur and beau¬ 
ty they are all eelipeed by that of Tanjore, a dty long 
eelebmud as the meet learned and optileiit Id that 
part of the PeditutlJa. It a 200 feel higfa^ and tbc 
intcHurcontaini the fifurc of a bull in btack graDitej 
the dignlHtd object in whose bonoiir it appeaia to 
haye been coiutnieted. Lord ValcnUA wnd not aU 
lowed Lu enter the prwdiicU of the temple ; but fpEim 
the djtwr bo obtained a view of diis rei'ered animah 
which oppcfflied lo him to pt^nl rather a favour- 
able apediiicn of Hindoo sculpture. 

Tbe Jaina have anefent templci in Bajpootaoa^ 
which may vie with the moat splendid of thw ereeW 
ed hy the dUdplea of Brama or Boodh* One of 
Lheiej built witbhi the fbtlnsd of Kumulner^ ia 
marked by a fine Htyle of ninple and dnanka! ek* 
gance, iU form bearing ereii a dose analogy to 
the temple of TheseEifl at Athfxidv Hence ColoDel 
Tod hm been Induced lo entertain ihi; conjeirturej 
that it may have been detiped by Grecian tmM* 
tecUp at an era when the kingdom of Bactriana, 
under Greek sovereigns, held away over a great 
part of Indht Another temple, of a otyle deddtidly 
ariental^ In the forties of Ajinere^ is mt of the 
most perfect oi well m ment andent JDonnnienti of 
Hindoo ardutwmirr. The M^ade k covered with 
Arabic inicriptiura; but Colonel Tod thonebt he 
dijcovered umior Hum the tiares of Sansent charac. 
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add wnceivtt the desi^ lo have been cnHgl- 
nnJJy HLdcW^ but worked d^er by tho tw AkilftiJ 
hand of a ^MitBadlman orehileet. 

In ilie ^irinitjr of KoUhr a Rajpoot terrhe^, 
Inzderiiig on MaJwa, Coldtiei Tod diseoven^r and 
h9A deieribed^ in hid seeond Tolmnep aouc vtry 
splendid alniefure^. The temple al Barolli id re¬ 
markable^ not fdr ita dimeDilonn, for it doea not

it- The eolonei consider* the sculpt ured hgmt* 
ad completely redeeming iho cliaractcr of mneflt, 
Hin doo an ; being marked by a peetdioHy easy and 
flowing stylC;, and presentingsom^ heads that would 
dot disgrace Canova. The temple id dedicated en¬ 
tirely io Siva, of whom and of hi* warlike mnaort. 
the fliatewmy priwntB two rcmarkaldy fine stattic*. 

In the same tenitofy occur the temple* of Chao-, 
dravati, the remains of the ancietil dtj of Patem, 
the pofitkm of which is now ocenpicd hy the rewjitly 
erected and flouruhiiig town of Jhaim-palDri. Pa- 
tun, in the dnyi of lls gioryt was adorned by 106 
Bhriue*^ of which nnfy two or three imparfwt ap«i- 
meni remain* These are covered with the same 
profusion of chtidled and aeolptured ofTLomaita 
« those al Barolli, But the itatuary i* ^ in¬ 
ferior, and, being mwe modem, mark* a gradnid 
decay in the art It ii^ however, mueh snperic^ in 
the Work* executed in ihc pjwnl day^ when it b 
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inadf a reprowli that ihf; HLudoA chiiel esji pin* 
dufc DDibing hut dtformiiy. The rich and wied 
arebiteetural oraaindiUj carved upon ibe gatevayi, 
eolunnUfCeUingB, Mid every part of tlie edifies, ap¬ 
pear to be such as no artist in Europe could surpass. 
Thse tlructurea have suflered Uiiich dilapidation by 
bein)' used as ijuarrin fur the eoiutniction of the 
modern town, into whose walls thdUBanda of sculp¬ 
tured diviuilies have been inserted. 

The toinpldof Ganga-btLe^u, not far distant froni 
UftTolli, display similar art and heauty, iliough iu- 
/aiof and more modem, sine* a date rtmapoiidiug 
to OTiii A. D. is found on the faiTemcnU They arc 
cbiefly distinguished by the deep forest with which 
they ape now surrounded, and the dimppearance uf 
every trace of human habitatioii- ” The ii|[^ and 
wild' boar are the only inhabitants that visit the 
groveaof Gaiiga-hbeva." Scvernl gigantic trees have 
penetrated and ivnt tlie walls ; one of them has large 
ifiaia encased in its wood, and its baffc nivers a 
whole rt!ginH-nt of petty go^ The cave-temples of 
Dhoomnar, though extensive, do not equal those of 
Elephanta and Carii. They are ehiefly rtmathahle 
for the mixture of the Jain worship with that of 
Siva, Mynal iu Mcwtu* presents a most strikiug 
scene, both from its atvhiuwluial beauty and llie pe- 
culianty of its siluatloD, which is oil the hrint of a 
precipice overhangius the river and at the entrance 
ofa huijeeliasni or dell, W feet iu depth, “ within 
which it would be death to eiitrr," ctuwikd with 
Iniuriaut foliage, and peopled wiUi all the trilM of 
the Indian forest.

dgiircs wrighLng one or two oitnm. In thw form 
no dispUj ia made of the art of the Kulptof ; they 
are faKhioned hv the smithy the potter, or any other 
tradesman who wotkA in the substance out of w hich 
the god Is to be fabrieatnL Beforo acquitiug, how¬ 
ever^ the character of sacred ohjecta, various ofler- 
ings, mysterious touches, and incaotatkms^ must he 
perfomied by a Bnunitt, through whoee operation 
they am at last supposed to modvo eyts and a soul, 
and to bcooiaf the living abode of the ddty whom 
they represmt. Those of day arc usually mudell^ 
by tbit wofshippen Ihemselircs^ merely to «ne Lb* 
purposes of a |»tticular festin]; Ih* wremnaica of 
which are dosed by casting them Into the rivers. 

The worship and services paid lo the Hindoo 
ddlies are, gonerally speaking, Lrrntjonal^ unmew¬ 
ing^ and oft^ imjiioral. They include no provdion 
fer Instructing iluf body of the people in the duties 
of life, or in what is supposed to be dirine truth; 
but dUiaist merely in acts of hlind and senselem adu- 
latioa lo popular diviuitiea. Every Imagiv when 
lodgtd in its tempLe^ has amechankal roitud iif daily 
hamage performed before it, and ia famished with 
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M illowMirt flf (bod, whicli, after rcmunidg

Mr AV'aid 
enuraerates the various artidm of mainteiiaDn:’ be¬ 
stowed upon Kalee in her temple at Kaleeghnta, 
among which are 12,(Xh) goats, 240 tons of rire, 48 
ewt, of sugar, 2ti4 rwt. of sweelmeats, and eonsiden 
them u worth £9000 annually. Bendea the public 
solemnities the devotee has a daily service to per¬ 
forin, explained at great length by Mr Colcbrodke 
and Sir Waul, but of which we cannot undertake to 
give even an outline. Fulsome praism addiened to 
some cliosen daty, fiequently the repetitioii of hia 
name for houn logethcr, constitute the fovouritv 
occupation of the worshipper. 

Among the religious dntiesof the Hindoo begging 
holds a conspicuous place. It is incumbent on ail 
who aim at distinguished sanctity to make mendi¬ 
city the <mly source of their subsistence; and deep B 
the degredation of a devotee of high class, when 
obliged to betslce himself for support to on honest 
trade. The extensive prevalence of the same idea id 
the Horn ish choreh, where the roendieaatoidere en¬ 
joyed such repuuiion, shows it to have a foimdalHin 
in human natnie; but it is nowhere earned to so 
nrepmterous an eilmt as in Indoslao. Mr W^ard 
hcsilatcs not to affimi. that an eighth part of the 
inhabitants of Bengal and Bahar sub^ In this 
manner.

refold to any other pM|>l& BeHsre attemptiBg to 
tnlaiioe and estimate sarh conSiciidg bstimonia, it 
raav be DdranUgeous to bnng mto view Nine leiuliiif 
dtsUnclions which inflo«i« tlie itatioiul cliaiactef. 
The outlLnta of their wligioits s^rstem have alrendy 
been traced, imd we have now to consider tbiiir po- 
litical amngemenls, and tfae peculiar eattet and 
elaffle* into which society is divided. 

The ilindoCK appear to have been always ruled 
by despotic govcmincnls, and for many ages their 
subjeetion to a foreign race, wholly diflering in re¬ 
ligion, piaiineis, aspect, and language, has been pe 
ciiliariT humiHating. K%-en the mUTe princes, 
who have fttained or recovcfcd a certain degree of 
power, «e«i» a pren^tive uncontrolled ly any 
esUblUhed rights or privdifees. The only cheek has 
been one of • '■‘^*7 irregular kind, arising from the 
turbulent sway of the inferior ehic6» whose iDAucnce 
over ibeir immediate nssaU is frequently CKsrtcd to 
support their own autbority, which is nut less abso¬ 
lute. Still, umid this eornipling despotism, troco 
un found of a system purely republican, csiating in 
the villages wfaich, over alt India, have an int^iiw 
constitution entirely distinct from the general rule 
to whlcfa the niuntry at large is subjected. 

A Tillagc,or inihcr township, is (bnned by a cocQ- 
munity occupying a certain extent of land, the boun- 
<|on«s of which «wc carefully fixed, though often dis¬ 
puted. Sometiaxa it is cultivated by the uoited 
Ubour of the iuhabiUnti ] but more uamlly esch 
ploughs his separate field, leaving always a large 
portion of cominoo. AMignmeuu of land ■» ^ 
nude to varioua fiinrtkmarire, who ^ ebnrgnl 
with important public services. The principal per- 
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soDAgc is the potaU, or JieaJ-iiLajfi^ who acis b$ 
judge und lUAgistruie, and treats respectiujc: i\w vU^ 
aUkiri with other I’ammuDitieSi or with ihe nn- 
tioaol rt}li«n« Other duties are inu^ted to ihe 
re^tw^ the watcluimn, the diatHbutor of water, 
the astrokig^^ atoith^ carpenter^ potter, barberj 
washenuHU, and silveitEmith+ Whatever ehange 
the lupreiue authority in the kingdom may linder- 
gPr Into whatever batidB It may pnm by iniientance^p 
nsui^iation, or force of arois^ whether its ruJen be 
native or foreign^ the peril liar oonstitutiou of each 
toWQiJiip remains uuyterod; no levolutiuns alTeet 
it, no conquest changes it. Even whim an over¬ 
whelming invasion or desolating inroad has tom- 
peiled ilfl membeni lo leave their native seats, and 
to spend long years in exile, upon the first dawn of 
tranquillit}^ they haitetk hack, and resume wJlbout 
resistajuv or dispute their undent inherit&ncr- 
Thive nnmerDUB repabhes, maintiilaed rn the vi_ 
cinity of a powerful despotism, bare doubt Inn oon- 
thlmled largely to the prosperity which India has 
enjoj<il Vet iJiey ore too much scattered to exer^ 
ciw any pemnineot check on ihe ab^lute power of 
the prmines and chknaiiid^ wdiu dispute among tbem- 
selvcs the most^ of that exlcmive reginn. 

The next grand feature, und one itow peculiar to 
India, eonsbts in the division of the people into 
cHjfeff; on institution which has lonf elTecU'd w 
puation among cerloin orders of society os cotn|klete 
as if they had belonged tn difterent sjieclel^ and 
whkhp though ila power^ owing to an iDpreasing 
mt4:rtouiic wiib ibe Engliib^ U beginniug to be sha¬ 
ken, still cofitmues iiunjense.. The kutr fostea pjo- 
in a descending sode,—the Eramins, ihc C^tm^ 
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Irvas, the VBiiyBB> aiKl tbe Sudru- It iftf^igwit,or 
rather ft ilavisli supentiLioD, bj vhi<?h these extn^ 
ordicHT^ dutinciiDds «re umeticned, and nt the 
t u n n . time rvctifieiled add cemeiiled w at to preserve 
ftoin disor^aation a (oiiim unity in whirli eertaiD 
idteteiisHKbcpt in ilniuuUble mbord illation. The 
Bci«d hooka lepTewnttbe Brain ina aa having »aaed 
in the iBoment ofereation frem the mouth of Brama, 
the Cahalrt aa from hia am, the Va«j-aa from hia 
thigh, while the Kudraa drew their ignoble origin 
from bis foot. Atwpdingly, »hUe ilie first eBioy a 
rank almost equal to divinity, the latter are dented 
the rights and the plaee of human hein^. 

It oiuat appear a n^maikalde einmniataiiiie, and Is 
perhaps awing to the Jong sdbjdtflion of India to 
Moalem dominion, that while the priestly or Bra* 
minical order are held in such unbound^ v^cn. 
lion, no tax a levied, no lands assigned by govern- 
mem fw their aiippoH, no provision ereo is nuule 
for the supply of their mioat nreenl newsaitiea. Con- 
aidenble dorinlioiis have indeed been granted to the 
brotherhood by ehariuhle individnals, yet they still 
profess to be mendicants subsisting solely on alms. 
The youthful Bramin, us booh as he ia invesled 
with Ihe poita or rolton thread, O’hiidt diatinguiahes 
bis order, begins to aak alms of his parents and of 
the furmuuding (ompany. Yet this sititation, which 
would appear to sink ihero beneath every other 
class, is perhaps the ehkf taosr n hkh has led to 
their fiariiitaal arquisitions. Depending ebiefly 
on the opinion and fovour of the multitude, they 
are lometimeo tempted to employ the moot unwar¬ 
rantable arts for seeuriflg and extending tbeir in- 
fiumce. ■* A Brainla,' »id one of their number to 
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AL Djibok, is an mi's nesl of lies and impa- 
lur^" Tbcydieriab Ln tJie pwple aU thw d*. 
buing nip^rstilioni 1* which ihe mind of nuD is 
prone j whUe ihejr ciait, in an ttlroyagftnt d#grer, 
the dignity of tiieir c?yii plate and ^ „ 

th* merit of thoK who roofer donatioiis upon them. 
The sacred books art- with roiarions of the 

miroculniu poiveim of Bmmijis, exerted in drying 
up the sea, vomiting Om on their enrmks, and 
tripling on the mrot pimerfui deities; Krishna 
IS introdueed as humbly pnesentuig a party of them 
With wai^ (o wuai, tbtir feel ■ and n sto^y k dilU 
gently redled roiiwniiiig one of ibeir numbef who 
the most opprobriaua rvoeption to Bruna, 
Viihnij, and Siva, when they came togtnber la wait 
upon him. The laws not only ptroioiLnee the- mur- 
der of a firamin to U> of deejtef atrocity than that 
*iiy other individnal, but punish as erimro the 
Jai»t trivial slights oflitnsd to that saoed dass. If 
a riirdm pmume to ait dewu oit the otrpet of a Bra^ 
min, the part thus sacrilegtously depmited is rithes 
luirnl with a hot iron or entiroJy m t off. If he nit 
upon Jiuth a iiailowed peison, he is deprived of hk 
bps- If he listen to repniariuB against him, melted 
l^^ii poured into his carsL If he pluck him hy 

the beard, the bands nmmitting this outrage are 
forfeited But to treat Bramliu with honour, and 
ronfof gifts upon them, an; actinn# of riktlngidshed 
merit, atoning for almast everr sin. In the grrot 
frouvnis, when the opuJent oecaskmally make a du- 
pfoy of their wealth, the leading obieei k to rolled 
number of Brumins and send them away 
i with presaita. At entertainiDejitB giiiCD

The Cahatryna, or military da®^ ore setond in 
dignity^ and tieor even somewhot of a sacred cha- 
racter. Dnrkig Ujo era of Hindoo independenoef 
not only generak^. but even klngB were ehoaen from 
tiiu body ; tbough, siar^ the lubjection of India by 
foreign powevs, tJicy have atiffer^ 4 vei^- §evm de* 
presiiDn. Tbej,^ have even been induced to imitate 
the cDstume and maun era of Alusulmansj by w'hom^ 
under the Alogui eropjre> ail oammajids and dig- 
niti<i» were engiwod t and notwitlutaJtiinig the 
limited nature of tlte promotioiL whidi they ean 
obtain in Uie British acrricej they enter it m con¬ 
siderable numbers. The only powerful body of thU 
cbis now remuning are those vho^ uadrf the name 
of RajpooUj Occupy liiv wild tracts of roiintry bot- 
dering on tbe Wcitcrti DwWift, whooi their raloiir 
and the strength of their natuml fiutucss have r*- 
cured fmm complete aiibjugalion eii^en by the Mo~ 
gui. These, bowcTer, form a peculiar tribe, whole 
habits and chaiacter wiU be noticed hereaftfsr ai 
gnater leogthp 
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The Vaisyas rank thirds md belong to the in- 
dufttriouA part of the eomniunUy ; but thidr ruiur- 
twill ore not vtry dlfiinetly or cu-nsatcfiitij eipWii- 
By 9omt thiy are said fo be tiadt^rs^ by othvra 
ibrpberdi and rtiltivatOTB. Tbelr proper irmploy^ 
moot seems to be the eArrytiig on of any biisioiess 
requiring tbe inyestoienl of capita]^ but of vrhkb 
the EDDiiual Jabour is performed by infedoT^ 

The Stidras stand lowest in the scale of caiteSj 
mud ffuOer m degree of degmdmtlon grealer than be- 
fmlh mny other clw of p^ni not aetumlly buncL 
men- They am not only doomed to and up-> 
remitting iolh but om far as pmalblo are debarred 
tmm impcoTLiijr their cirrrumalAnecm. Tho attempt 
of a Sudrm In neeumiiiate property is dechired to be 
uulmwfuJ^ and to give pun to BraniLni. Their spw 
ritual proapecta are equally doadefL Scarcely <ilii 
they hope In reaeh heaTed, or even by Ule proft^ 
of timnnaignitiDD to mtlain any fiigUer eonditloD on 
earth. They an? not ptTOiitol to perform a aingie 
ndigioiu emmnny^ mud are expooed to a fevere ana¬ 
thema Jbr merely opening a page of die V'edaai the 
most aneient and revered depository of diline know¬ 
ledge. Their only hope of emerging from contempt 
la by profbtind bomage^ lavish gifl^ and inediaf ser- 
rices to the imcred carte- By iudi acUims the 
drm may raise hlniMif aliore hii fellows^ tlmugb he 
cannot^ either in thia or a future Life, tnakb any 
^proaeh to the dipity of the superior daiaeSv 
Tbe original and appropriate occupation of this 
eamfe ji igrkuUucal labour; yet certain grades or 
sabdivtrtont are alio founds who exercise the various 
trades and handiicjafti necessary in. an improved 
and luxurioua aodety. These^ comprehended under 
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tbegeneiral appelkttofl of the 6urren mrtJfrer, art 
cepoKed to liAT€' sprung f^m the irre^lBr miitiife 
of the higher orders, and fomij BK»rdiEg to Mr 
CblebitPoke, a speeLea of ootcasU^ but^ tp geneml 
estnnaliop^ they hold ueariy the BMm* npk mth 
ihe Sudiiu. Gmt estwi^ment preratb ainotig 
these claMcs^ many of whoin will iiot or hold 
the slightest intercourse with earh other^ Their 
entploymeAts are Lnrfirlahly tmnsniltted by heredi¬ 
tary descent rioai father to son ; hut thaugh they 
thereby acquire great t&echanieal ah lit, they never 
attempt to Vary their method^ or make any improve- 
m^ut on Ihe models derived from thdr aneestoFm. 

Hard as is Uie Jot af the JSiidra, It is eDviahte tn 
componsoR with that of him who, bom to the uioit 
eiaJted rank, forfeits it thmufit miKondiiet, aeeL 
dent. Or the most trivial kiadverlence. Tasting 
food or hoMing eoromnjiicatlon with persons of iit- 
fonor caste, dealing in cmain cominoditles, eaUng 
certain kinds of food, are the chief among ihoao 
deadly mm, whkh subject their perpetralor to as 
dreadful a doom a§ can befall a mortd. To swal¬ 
low, howcTer mt-oltuitarily, a inonel of beef, con- 
rerts at onoe the most revered Bramln into a dr^ 
spiscd and miseirnble outrast He forfeits hia patrU 
mony, and isesd udcd from all the courtesy and cha¬ 
rities of lifo. ** Tbe loss of caste,"* says an intelligent 
writer In the Friend of India, " ii the low of the 
whole W'Orld. Henceforth the offender can fee no 
more the face of father, mother, hrotber or lister^ 
or even of hk wife or duldrcn. They will fly fTont 
hii presence as from one mfccted by aome deadly 
distemper." So insupportable it th» fote awuDt- 
rd, that a gi^t propoftion of thooe who incur it 
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dUitff seek in tulHde^ or^ ^mote 

esuJe and becomkig wanderera ovtr Lh« earthy bide 
thi-jnselirea from the view of ibose who bad behold 
them in the bonoinv of pyritj. 

In the souths and ]iartictjJiij-l]r in Malabar^ u found 
a named P&riaiiar upon wham h entailed 
binh this Aluta of utter degradation^ Tl^ej ane sup- 
poied by Diibou to eonstitute a fifUt of tiie po- 
puktion rtf these countriort^ and ure^ employed only 
in rtffieea whieh the mettue«t Jabourer belonging to 
uiy cEiate would dkdaln; lukicavuiigersj and in the 
rudeat descHpLioni of country labour. 'They usiuU ly 
inhabit a suhlirb or dulritt without the walk of the 
dtiea, which, from acciiEDiilated filth and liie carrirtTl 
hung up to diy in tlie sUDj preBento a duguBtuig 
iperiLai!]& The nayr, or Malabar nDbie, acraiints 
bimselT polluted by the touchy or even the dooe ap- 
proach of these untbrliuuite fdlow’^belDgs ; nay, in 
Hich a case, he is legally ouibarL&ed to kill tiiem on 
the fprtt^ The Plariahfl therefore find it neoasory 
to provffit such a meeiijig ; and if they happen in 
enter a polh which ttiAy rendcf it mevitabte, they 
mui^ aanounoe their pivornce by utteriug certain 
flounds^ that tlie man nt^ be warned of the 
impore ohjeel with wboie contact he is threaleujed+ 
Bands of them ofkep take thetr ataLioo at a httlu 
distance from the highway^ hnwLiiig like hungry 
and imploring the passenger to depoilte ipuie 
ewae Tkoeb which they may afkrwacds apprxiacli 
and take. They m render)^ the more o^ua to 
the purer daws by Lheir filth, thetr cstUng bdi^ 
cf iminale ly ev^jy ducriptkn of Ibodi and by edier 
ffiKccows iisusJJy ibiiuned by Hindooi of mpeeta^ 
bility. 
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In ratimatiDg Hiinloo Mdetj^ as niodiftiNl hy 
the«e iastitutiaiiA, wit may immrfr one dn^iunstfinot 
which sernu at first view lo give it Mine Eupenority 
over that of Etrrope- Here rank la •eonatitnted hy 
the pesHssien of birth, rlehef^ and power* A chm- 
tBcter kn wiadom and virtue^ indeed, readura o mas 
reapeelable in fib atatiaTi; bnl^ nnkn it also pro« 
eqjea him wmlLii or tltle^ will not mbe him to a 
liigher- In Indixp qn the oilier hsiid^ rank booitfLu 
tilled by having at J^ast the lepntatlaa of lenming 
and piety- Wealth and powrr^ even in the greatest 
degWp though they make a man eonspieiHnio in his 
raste^ do iwt devote him above iL Yet^ tlinngh the 
prindple eimiis jost^ It h applied in a manner m 
jihoard and iDdlsmminoting «a to degrade instead 
of the mass of iudety. The dblinclion b not 
formed by any referefiro to the mtufil poeromfi of 
these qualjllea^ bnt b oanfined by Inith and on iiD- 
ogiciary celesttaL origin to a privileged eJass, who, tn 
order to pMerve their own superiority, aliidiotisly 
exelude all others fmin any pstrtiripalion in Ihdr 
advantages. The Bramin, instead of striving to dif- 
fufo knowiedge nmong hb eounirynien^ interdirts 
all thdf attempts lo aitain itj instead of pointing 
the way lo heaven^ he ihuti it against thecen Hb 
priestly minbtralioas orr Limited to the ja-riofmanee 
of a round of unirmning evivmoaks, and do not 
aim at conveyiog to tJie j>f?ople«iy instruetioii either 
leligioiis or MomU The high eopsidermtion, aceord- 
tDglyj which he eojoyi in virtue of hli sappoaed 
sanctity and wisdom, only makes him Kvk to mono- 
poKzc! these qnatities, and to debar his fellow-^itix^ 
fifom even endeavouring to aequire ihem.

Strong biaasifa have oflen 
ariten from good motkes Mid foeUnga. At first 
the gentle Mid polished address of the Hindoo^ his 
flimple hAhibi of fain literary oioiiitimiiita^ Ten¬ 
der^ Tenerable by mystery and 8LOtic|iilty^ nug- 
gEsUd the idea of a refined and amiable people. 
At the same lime hh wronp nod long oppndaion 
beneath a foreign yoke made him the objeel nf deep 
jntemt and sympathy^ But a eloMr kupection dij^ 
peJIed this pTcporaesajen^ and went far to ■nbstJiut^ 
one dlreetly c^poeUe. The admin istmtors of dvil 
and iTlmind justice became giadnaLly fumthr with 
many bod fenturn in the cbAfaeter of ibe Hindoo | 
and dark seeties of Tjulenee and iniquity were 
from time to lime disetofled^ that ill amrded with 
the meek and poasiv^e spirit ujuiaBy asettbifd to him. 
The Christian missioiuriei^ sgnkip inspired with a 
Eatidable in their high fimclion^ fdl perhaps an 
mmeecisary anxiety to fxaJt it Still faigherj hy re¬ 
presenting him as more immoral than other pagans. 
These writers found an able auxiluity in Air Alili,

wrongs inflieted, and as ejurapt fn^m the worst pre^ 
peimtira of humaCL pihision as any people An the face 
of the earth* lliey an? feUthfol and aObctionate In 
eeiTice^ and stibmifflire to legal authority. Their 
Verapt'rance li demobstnited in the inmplicity of 
Lheir food, and their total abettnieiice &diii apiritiious 
liquors and other euhataiiees of iot03ticnlion " Ac- 
rorditig to Heber, ” they are a lively, intelligetit, and 
liiu>r^ng people. The national temper is deodedly 
g«)d> gentle^ and kind; they are sober^ induiiriotiSii 
alfectionate to Uieir relalioM ; gieonaily speaking, 
bithfdJ to thdr mnsttrs; easily attadied by tiod* 
ness and (Wifidenoej and, in iho ease of the milita^' 
oath, are of admirable obediem*, courage, «id fide¬ 
lity, in life and death “ Tbia ffltreUent pretale maid- 
iaim-d always the most friendly intereoy rse with tbe 
people; and the amiable tone of his frebngf and 
tnonnera would tend to draw forth whatever was 
Ik!S 1 in ibetr di^ioaition; yet be admits that tlidr 
moratity does not i;«tend beyond the refich of poai- 
live ohligationi, and where these do not exist they 
are oppraosi'^e^ cnielj and treacbrfoui- For these 
tiyl qualiiuss he conaidert their system of rdigion, 
and their eateiusion (ram the moral lessons which 
evnn their sacred books mctilrate, as maiidy answer^ 
able. 3Ir Mill, on the contrary, endmvoars U> 
show that all the virtues asmb^ to the Hindoo 
consist in mere outward seeming, and are often in 
direct oppositiOD to his real raaduct and prepenaitiff.

I t is 
luilawfal for them to open a book^ they must not 
join in the public serrice of the templca ; itmi any 
tnan, even ili«!ir husbaiids^ wotiJd ctmiider hlmidf 
disgraced by entering into eonvemtkn with tbenu 
The degiadatku of the wife it rendered deeper by 
the despotic power whkh usage grants lo the mother- 
tn-iaw^ who regards her Mii‘s spousv as Jittk better 
than a slave- Hence a rupture often very speedily 
cnstiei; the bride, unable to endure her bimdagc, 
iUa hock to her parents, and refa^ to returu un- 
lent the lady of whose tyranny ihe contplaijts mAkea 
the first advances towardi a recooidliaiioii- 
Thc femalts of India dmia with liEnplkitj, and 
prefer Jong flowing lub^ whjdi give them an dc, 
gant and dassuwl appewranee. On extraordinary 
o«*wiia, howwor, they ddight io adoni tiacinsdvet

hU funeral-pile, or^ nakas they eliqase to forfeit al- 
tof^er their caste and s«kl relatwns, Tt^inaiii ever 
after in a atate of widawbood. Hodi Grant and 
Ward intimate their brlkf, that this dterior deco- 
mm HKta^iOflally t^h much erimlial intri^ie^ That 
im^aritiett luagniilef] hy scandah do sometimes 
ncffur In the great and tuaarions dties^ ii esceed- 
ingly probable; but^ as it la rare that the prariiee of 
a whole people if al di«et wianre wiiJi thdr prn- 
wc indine to betiere, with the Abbt Dubois^ 
that fidelity to conjugal vows uanallj marks the 
dcportmenl of the Hindoo female^ The oMidoet of 
the ses in one rtspeet, indeed, preaenta a painful 
conlrwt; for tdigion, whJeh otf|ht to he the chief 
euanliAn of ptmty, is ao wholly peretried, « to 
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Sanction, on thdr part, words and actbus the lEOSt 
df'prEVLKl. 

The nindoots are active and hidnBtriiHia, eager¬ 
ly bent on the acrufmilalion of weaJth; mjsA though 
wages are Isnv^ and the labouring el&M citremrly 
pcofj yet mpitab partly perhapi rToni ita inieciirity^ 
yields very high profiL-i, Henoe tnany of tliose who 
have been fortnaatc in their mn-caiitife or money- 
lendingspm]Iatk)n9,aUajfi very great waaltln Scarffiu 
It any part of this is expended in the daily enjoy- 
menls and neeommcHiBlioTis of Ufe^ which In aJmoaC 
evpiy Tank are alqiple and cheap in the extreme- 
They live in low mnd^houfes^ eating on the bare 
ground, having neither tables nor fumiturc; a pme- 
lice which is followed by the richest and high^at 
M weJJ as the lowest- Hit dweltlRg is a shed, 
the walls aro naked, and the mud^floor* for the 
take of coolness, b every morning sprinkled with a 
zniituro of water and ogw-dung- He distiihnlea 
food among the indigentp but never rntertaina his 
friends at dinner, U b only on some few and 
rare occasions that the ridi give a superb fete, to 
which Inindreds, and even thousands, ace inritcd. 
Even then the expcndilure In food and drink is icu 
consideeahre, being avemged by Mr Ward it eigfau 
pence m-heod. But the opsi is im mease in firewoHEi 
and processions, and in piofiise donations of money^ 
garments, and other gills, to those present, csperiajly 
to Bhunlzu. It la impossible, themlbre, Lo celebrate 
what Is ciillrd a respectable marriage at a smaller 
r«t than iTiOO or £600, and it baa been known 
to «cwd £13,0001 The savings of yeart are ihiu 
diHipmied m oneday of extravagance; and a Oimily^ 
which w*i in com^rlable dretUDStances, may be 
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plim[!od into poverty, and eir'eii debt, by tfa£ Kur- 
TOjfM of one of its memK'n, 

ilie literatus of iIh: llindooa, on imporlmnt ete< 
moitt in ibeir nntionai clnuncler, lung excited n deep 
interest. It wns reported to tw extensive and vnlu- 
nbte, tliou;;h Inekcd up in n uvred Unguage which 
had ’long ceased to be spoken or written. The priests 
nfUutted the key with a suspicious vigtlutuEr, intcr- 
dicling the entfance to the groat body of their own 
cauAtrymcPj and much more to forrignera. So 
lioivfully wns the aewel kept »s ri«f to m 

opintoni tliot it would for ercr defy the curiosity and 
r«ai»reh of Europe**’*' ^ entbiwUini, however, 
was kindled by Sir WiiiLam Jones for exploring 
the hidden troasurta of oriental antiquity ; and the 
exertions of that great nuuJ, of Mr Colebrooke, Sir 
Wilkins, and otiient, have induced the natives to 
Iny open thr stonss of Sanscrit titeraluie, to fumUlt 
copka, or partially to translate the most remarkable 
works composed in iL SpecimeJis have thns been 
affurdi'd, sudident to enable the European sehular 
to appreciate in some dogroe those celebrated maaiiu 
of ancient learning. 

The most Tumarkable ftstuio ii the autlioritalive 
rbaincler witJi wtiich by Ikt- the greater port of ihdr 
’ books is invested. ITie Vedas, the lioliesl and 
must antique, are not believed to be merely m* 
spired, but to have been a portion of the sutntance 
of Bimnia liirnself detached in the moment of crea¬ 
tion. When the various portions of the universe, the 
Mils and men, wwe issuing from different parts of 
his body, the Vedas^ faifly and fully written, drop, 
ped from bis four mouths- They are mid, bow, 
ever, to hare met with sundry disastem, and even to

The Larf^i and most sacred part eoasists 
of die Sonhita^ or collectkm of Mautrai^ being 
prmyein or addFwca to rarioiiB diti^inllies. Id ef'ery 
Mikntm are diit1ngiiuh«d lUe Rishi, nr saiDt who k 
supposed to utter it, and the god to whom it Is ad- 
dresed. Throe <oifipositioi3A rDHsist of hyums in 
his praise, petitiORS for partktiki- hlt^ssingsp which 
they are suppcKStd lo OfK^nie as a ehann Ln proenr- 
LDg, and even in iuvoeatiaiis for the deitrucliDn of 
euemiefl. Next fodow the Bramiiuia^ in which mrt^ 
found tnofwt pr^cepU, religious tDsxjcaSj and thro- 
logical arguments^ These last are chieBy comprised 
in a series of Imeta called Upnnisbads, which treat 
the subject often in the form of dudogue. The 
Vedas are voluminous^ that called Hich coDtamiDg 
a thousand Majitras, and upwards of ten tliousand * 
stanzas. They are Illustrated by niunoitius void— 
menu, of which the Shastras or Sastms are held 
almost etiualJy sacred, and are, in ibetr tiirOj loaded 
with expoaitjans; so that a very Inige amount of 
literary production a founded upon the Vediia- The 
perusal of there writings is the most tUEriiorioiia 
exerdse tn which a Hindoo ran engage; but the 
BraminSj according to tlwir narrow' uotionSj oonfiiie 
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ihat pririlfge strictly to thmr owe ord?r, and hrmd 
as impious erei^ iittempt hy tyne of an iuferidr d&aa 
to open tliese Etc^ their own atodiea are not 

stmys cfffldweted m Un? roost en^gbtcned or intel* 
ligEnt manner- BeginniDg to mtd al a very i'njl3r 
and having the idea thfit^ merit Is attached to 
the mere rcpetitioti of the words, they ofWn dism- 
aanl the tniport altogether. So fulljii thb ndinltled^ 
that it is thonght as advanlageoaa lo repeat the 
wordi bachward as ihrwiLrdj and devotees an- said to 
vaine themselves on reciting them trampwii in va- 
Tious fantastic forms, which exclude altogether any 
attention to their meaning. Learned men, a| Be- 
iwea^ J^enagur, and other holy eitiea^ have oven 
iiem at pains to prepare copiea adapted to these nb- 
sitrd modes of reading. 

The Puranas, anoLher ratenjive portion of !Iui- 
doo lilmtur^, iihe the \'edflj> composed in 
verse, and bear a chameter still roore doddedJj 
poetic. They arc confcssEdly moire modem, and 
bj no mmm held in ei]iial veneration. Mr Cole- 
brooke, indeed, inpposea they may have been meant 
to ecMutitnie a 0Fih V^eda ^t the Brajnins show 
the Lnfenor estimation id which they are held by 
allowing even the humble dan or Sndms to read 
them- The Pumfi&i, in ^t, jifknowledge tiu? aiu 
preme excellence of the Vtrdas, and enforce Uie re¬ 
verence doe to all the deities there cefebnted and 
addressed; yet they inlrodnce os to an entJnelj new 
cirde of celestial clmmcters. In Ihe former, Brama 
and the rrealioa effected by hliti are the hading 
themes. Tbeim u decidedly malnliiiitied, and eat- 
pressed not imf^uently in very elevated lan_ 
gnage, though debased by mean and childish de- 
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hut ui FuraJiaa dL^iOed h^rtm Ar« Uie 
leftdlng iift^araT ftnd Ihdugh^ as irtwnafjDEta of Vish^ 
nitj Ui'ty uyglil be field conRecUKl wiili ibc onj^ 
luJ objects of WDi^blp^ iliej ftft In Awt mere human 
beings^ partaking largely tile fcaiflie? of ffliirlAU- 
Tbi^e Mforks, raoTOVt'f^ include ardduiit^ of tlie iw^ 
ture and alLTibiites of the vaiiomi diviDitiefl^ a do- 
ecriptioD of \hv nameratu JicaveJis and beilB^ fornui 
of prayer and sAcrifioe, as vrel) as mtxicns and pre¬ 
cepts of vaiious kinds. TJiey form, m sboirtj ifl the 
estimation of a Hindoo, an donist rompLete repaid^ 
lory of liymMi and divine Learfiingi 
&dow the Ptiranas in age as wtdl aa in dignity 
rank ibe tvrd great epic namitires of thu ^lajiaba^ 
ni and Ramayajui^ I'bey liave also a very dilTer- 
eot objccL Heaven ii ibe sphere of the Vedas 
and the Pujanos ; but these two relebmtcd poems 
mainty relate to beings of this etrili, of whom some 
havo never been eialtcd to the tionoiics of deltj^ 
Rama, Krishna, Af^oona, Yadbislhiu, Seeta^ l>rou- 
padee^ sur undoubtedly kings, heioes, and ladies, 
who loyally flouriibed during a Jnemorahlc period 
of Indian hisiory, comprised in the call yug, or 
the age which is now revolving. The narrativr, 
lioweveri h illumined by only a vny faint gleam of 
historicaJ light- The human artois are blended 
with others of a siiiguiar deanription; birds and 
beaau possessed of human and ev^u divine attri¬ 
butes; armies of moukeyt; gknti which vanquish 
and detour bdues, and are again obliged to render 
them Up ; and tariouj other natures equally incon- 
gnioUi and equally Ikbulotii. These workx, though 
acartely cofiiblered as inspired^ bear a sacred eha^ 
fweter. The oompoaiUmi too, while it indulge In 
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a bolder lifflnse than tlial of the and Piihu 

naSp LtmtAtm richer imoflery, and Is wanaed by no 
inconsldereible share of poetical fire. 

Poems having Jove for U^eir theme are likewise 
ntunemus; and^ though they do flut tay claim to 
inapiTTitionp are full of sapernatiml and 

animated by that mythological spirit which pervades 
nJ] Hindoo eomparilion-^ The dranm of SsoDiilaLa 
or the FotfiJ Ring h the best and Jias ex¬ 

cited considi'mble admiration in EuFopo. It does 
□otj bowever^ appear to ua to bTcathe much of the 
genuine tiling of natun^ or panlcm- No situation,

tnitmetion gralyitotuly. He is compeitnled by 
the respect pud to Ids character: by dofiatioQS lor 
the sypport of esLabli&hraent: and by invitatioiu 
to feasts^ where li*? shares the preoonti, whidi are 
Uost lavishly fetcwwL The Beminariea where sydi 

fmpilt arc fetseivedj usually built by almip are mm 
rlBy-.hyt4i wbiriij, though containing ogfat or ten

»tiareha beyond the limits of native book«^ has 
been strengthened by their canviclion of tli« lupe- 
riority poa^-saed by die Euiopeans in aimSp artij 
and pdiityu and by the acknowledged equity and 
rniidnesa of dnar goi'emmenl- Xol only have many 
of our standard ekaiica bern uanaLated^ and Mlmry 
sodetiea formed after our msKlel, but ieveral naiivea 
have cxnnpo»td works of merit In the Eoglith Jan- 
guagtv boib in prtwe and verse; among whom may 
be partienlarly mentioned RammohuD lioy, a dis- 
iinguiahed individuaJ, who, taking the lead in this 
punuiv haa reofiitly sought to extend fai!i know¬ 
ledge by rifliting th» eounLry* The prevulenee of 
thii dispositioo appears veiy ■trikingly in the re¬ 
cent establiiibiuent hy ilindoosj fm- iheir own me* 
of ao Engiiih newspaper, enttUed the Reformerj.

Kajpooianap Eajaffthim, or Rajwtmp U a mouii^ 
tainous terriioty of mnaiderablc rxlentp rituatcd at 
the »utb-westejii eitreciiityof the magnificent plain 
wbJdi is a-atetwl by the C^ngs and Jumna- It is 
chiefly mnrkc^ hj the long Mge of the Afamllij. 
which,, l^egiJlBing at the frontier of Gmterat, extends 
north-north-eatt to the borden of Delhi On the 
western ride it dewenda into the district of llanw, 
wbooe arid suriace is gradtuiJIy confiHindcd with 
ibe gitwt Desert- On the cart It dopes down into 
a pcolon|fed tihlc^pJalni^ Conning the district round 
the city of AJmere, and the tcrrilorifa of ^lewoT, 
Ktshenghur^ and Jyeporof while ililJ fajiher in the 
aamc dLwttion, and on a lowi=r lereh 
of Boondee and Kotah^ poising into the Plain of 
Idalwa. Aboo, the toftkat pinnade of this rhaiiL, 
Ladks down from it* eastern ride upon the chaio- 
paign «>nn*n^ hlrwar, with ila capiul Oodipoor, 
loctg the most Ikmiriting of these statM* and whoae 
^ces itiU bold the highest rank of any in India. 

AJlbongh ihi* Umtory bordered m doieJy on the 
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centfc of ibo l^lagiil doRilnioii, Iho warlike ch-araotor 
of tta inhokilwlj ai^arfHl it fh»m eonqqc^ Aktj«r^ 
indeed, overthrew their wrmim ond roduoed their 
capita!, Ghkitope; Imt they afterwards nLLied their 
iti«ngtli^ aod their pnntet lu generaJ rEndened to 
the emperor nothbijg more than hi^mage and feudiJ 
owke- Sometiiuea they conunafided hia arniies> 
of whidi their cavalry hi many iiuiiinm composed 
the JOiin strcTigtli; retaining, meanwhile, Uie cser- 
dse of their internal government almost imeontrol^ 
led. When AuniiLgzebe, by his persecuting xeal^ had 
driven them Into rebelUofi, he sustained several le- 
vents which dadiCDed the latter period of hia reign. 
After hii deadly the ItlognI power, ^king Into ra¬ 
pid decline, scarcely nmdr any fartber attempt |o 
presien e dominion over Eajpootana. Bill the rue of 
the fierce and lawless ^lahratlax eJEpOBcd them to 
greater caJajuitieo than they liad yet eiklured- Sin- 
dia, Hulkar, and Ameer Khan, aided hy internal 
dissension, ravaged their fieldSr ■acked their cities, 
and caused the death of some of IheJr noblest chic& 
They nught relief in Brituh alliance; but this 
connexion having been dkaolvi^d by the pobticBJ 
system of hfarqub Coniwaliis and Sir George Bar^ 
hw, they were again eipoied lo tile inroads of theb 
[Hwiauiry neigbboiirsw At the brcaldjig out of the 
Findaree war, ItajpooUina presented a mm of grat 
desDlaiioiip After the triumpbanl isauc of that eou- 
test, Britain extended her full protOtittOD lo ihete 
stales, winch have consequently begun to revive, 
and regain their former prosperity. 

This region has a social and political iharaeter 
very diflTeront frcun that which we denominate Ori- 
™ul, and Iwa more analogy to the state of Europe 
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during the feudal *g«. Its petty prliirts tbe 
diatiuctioD uf birth to im extnvogaiit height, uid 
boost a lazier origui Lhou urn be dumed by the 
proudest fiunilies of liie West, The KFolutioiu 
which swift owuy auciwive races of kings uid 
nobles rioiii the great Plain of IndosUn, never efl«l- 
ed any pennaiioat change among the tnnve mbabit^ 
oniB of this moiuitaimterntory. lU ndera trace 
didr genetilorgy to tlic eariirat soverdgiu and deified 
heroes, who, occoiding to national belief, reigned oacc 
on earth and now in heaveu- The cLids of Mar- 
war exult in a hoe of iiiAleanciestOTs for 1300 Vw^ 
during part of which period they held away in Ka- 
Douge, and formed porbapa ll>e most pwerful dy. 
nasty that was ever known in native India. The 
Bovereip ix said to have been able to bring 000,000 
troops bio the field; and on one onaaion proposed 
a marriage for bis daughter, at which tile humblot 
offices of the kitchen and the hall were to be per- 
formed by kings- The blood of the Aajpools is there¬ 
fore ccbsidered the highest and purest in llic hast- 
To form a matrimoiuaJ aUiance in the family of one 
of these petty cbieliains was a subject of pride to 
the Great blogul; who, although be ruled over ai- 
moat tile whole of India, was scarcely esteemed a 
fitting match tor the haugitty damns of Bajpoolan*. 

The pobtical syateia of these stales is by no nteaha 
distinguished by that implieil submission to the will 
of one ruler, which forms the general busis of East- 
OT covemment- There is a cUa of rafi/orw or 
nobltfs, who claim aliMst as higli a desceni as the in. 
nu or rtvereigni, snd some of them ittlcrmatry with 
the roysl fomilv. They hold lands, some by origi¬ 
nal right, othe» by gnmt from the cinwBi but all 
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wif b ft .preal mwiirc of inilc^poiidciin?. Tls^^y we <li- 
ridwlS intalhfeewderft, one vitli ^tftK^ abovtSO^OOft 
nipc^, who wtnk a^i the herfditftiry aivifretw of the 
cM>wo^ bill ni5id# cbioftjji iLke the feiuiAl bafOM of 
Europep in ibi^ir ftlron^ dastln, and appear at court 
odIj Iij ipraoJ inrilatiaD upcoi ufeitiR otKOffions.

Jesswint cuDveycii bk captive to die Mogul courts 
to intiuduiv him to Aun-ngstebe* Boortan wan 
Aocordingly instructed in refard to tbooe prostnu 
tiuns rwjiiircd of nil who w ere ushered in to die pre¬ 
sent of the great ruler of India, But lie «Jd ^ his 
lUia was In die king's haiiilj. Ilk honour in bk 
own; he bad never bowed the head ta mortal maHj

SoorUn, however, sdvanriug hii 
firsts effected hii entry, m that the head appeared

ing, and sa amused with his iugenions disrespect, 
that he offered him a gift of lands to attach him to 
his serriee: btit Soortan desired rmly to be lestored 
to the wildlulU that Burrpundefl his eaatJeof AhcHi;

These features, though bold, are somewhat rude \ 
yet there are others in wliich the Rajpoots appear 
diider a more polished aspect than the barons of the 
feudal ages* There exists^ in Colonel Tod's appre- 
hensionj no petiod of their history la which the 
chief could not have wriiiea his naiqe^ and even 
celebrated hU own nchievemeiiU In veiae.

The HajjKiotfl dq not subj^t the femaie flioc. Ip 
that thraldom aiid degradatioa atIucIi it the nv 
pnadi of the Tlindoo Imtbajul The lodiet of mnk 
kk^ Lpdeed, somewhat secluded £ but lEtote from 
ttale than jealousy: they are well educaiod, nnd 
ofleu pasa&s a Ur|;e ihare of iufcirmatiom CotopeJ 
Tod» who hfid the opportunkj^ though separated 
by acurtaiiij ot copvenJpg with several of the AAyen 
or pjrinoessesj Ibund theiu eatieiiieLj iPUdligCDtj and 
w^l jttqmduted both with their own interests ajid 
thw of their cmuitry^ Wnm^ sustained by feiiwil« 
af rank have Wd lunong the chief causes of their 
frequent ware. One custom Is peculiarly stamp¬ 
ed w-itlt the refined aud romimtic pi^l«^try af the 
middle ages, A young prinecas, who feare an im¬ 
pending danger^ sends ta any yuuth whom ahe ta- 
tisemi the present of the mMi or bracelet, with somr 
fimplo omaiEenta festtntd to it. He lieeumca then 
her bfaerjet-bound bnHhcr/ whote pride it k, at 
the peril of I i fCi to defend a maiden whom probably be 
never saw. Yet the very dignity atlaebid to tite sol 
invulvta them in singular caUmltlea, Scarcely 
Iavi! theiT eyes apeitied to the light, when a large 
proportian of the femaJe children are duomed Ut 
d*»th by their unnaiorai parents^ This drvadfui 
irnms has been imputed to supOTtilinm ; Wt Coin* 
nel Tod irace# ii inlely to the didiaiJty^ and* abovt* 
tlic eapense of manying young ladh:$ of this 
high ranL To remain single is eon^dered worse 
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than 4ienth ; hat ihe apanK of n Kajpoot mmi b& 
of puT¥ and higli blood on both sld^j and irnrat not 
bear to him the niCBt distsnl relationship^ Whether 
a maU^h in these and nJl other ivspcets suitable wiLl 
be procuredj betomea * matter of extreme uucer- 
tmniy^ Etcii if it ia fotmd, there remoiits anotUor 
comideration calculated to exdte fterioua uncosmesa. 
Marriage is the occasion on which cTory Indian 
makes bis greatest displaj of pomp, w>e^Ut> and 
s^erbsitj- Not only must all the eeremonka be 
iv^utly and splendid, hut Bramini, bardi^ imd others, 
attend, who «pect to be loaded with iDagnifiecDl 
gifts. Thi? prince fcela that his reputatjon depimdj 
on the mafuirr in which he is celebrated by tbese 
august personages, who ossiin^ bim^ that wrhile hii 
treasury is emptied the world It hiled with his 
praukv A single nuptial feast it sufticient to in¬ 
volve a Ihnirishing exchequer in Innkruptey^ Qjio 
prince^ indeed, m^e an attempt to check ihtt pro¬ 
fusion hy a law^ efiacting, that the expeudititre on 
BUch an oceasion should not exceed one year^i en* 
tire income of the slater but Uie Toinglorr of the 
nobles could no4 be eouGned within these Hmlts, 
A still more trogie^ fote, at every period oT life^ 
impends over the fetuaft^ of Hajwarra* Jn the 
deadly feuds of these turhuUmt tribes, if the wive* 
and ^ugfatets of a vanquished chief fall into the 
hands of the victor^ diey become, tocoiding to a law 
rimilar to that of andml Greece, cMtiruhinefl or 
slaves lo the enemy of their hoiue, Thk catas¬ 
trophe in these pmud families ii deemed intoterelde; 
and when the last eattretnilj airives, death by ihcif 
own hands, or those of their neamt Jdndrtd* must 
save them from iV The repcfitiMi of sUL-hevtnti 
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CAiiMa ih^ir life lo be bold ebenp vibonovor iiilmit

Tho Jlimja*, a RA]|TOOt tribe, who hold sway in 
the territory of Cuttb^ are^ by ati intrime vptfTo- 
lion of tbeavitetn of cute, plai?^ in sticb o ititiinlloii 
that they cajinot by any mt?Bna find Ji single indi¬ 
vidual with whom u daughter of tbeijs ran 
uWy niaU-bed. In this diioroma they have ml hesi¬ 
tated to wlopl the horrid expedleni of ptitting to 
death all their female cJiildreii; ao tliat.iis Jllrs El- 
wood tnentioni^ in a populutlon of J3,00(^ there wert- 
not in IBIS more than thirty women ulive- The 
Infants are either drowned in milk, or pciboned by- 
opium applied to the hreaat of the mother. The 
English liave made rigorous attempt# to abolish this 
[nhuman pFneti-ee^ By u condition of the trrfity with 
Gutrh in IBIS, full protectlpn wiis paranteted to 
theJbarejafa ch]eb.Dn their consenting lo dimntlnue 
ibis crimina] eiistom. Since that time H has not 
been peppctraled openly * but the inlcriof of palnm 
and caatles aflonis ample means of concealtiicnt i and 
the very^ smaJ] number of g^rla in familiefl makes 
it IDO clear that it stOI preraila extensively. The 
Jharejahs, with this e^teeplionjt are described by ^^fr 
BuTDfsa&a bne people' and he did not even oWrvc 
that theif cxctistlve uAe of opium had much dehlK- 
taied eithiT thidr minds or 

India c^ntaioi other detached larct marked by 
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Striking p«4ilatritiiJ* i none »f ihein hi imparu 
aat 03 lif inHu encfe ite {jenewl oaptH-t pf s^iety, 
and, tlicrvfotw, not requiring minute description- 
Tlie EayfS of ColiciiV have been rcptniedJy biwngUt 
nnder the render's noliee on iwwuot of their ralowr, 
Ibwr aristocratic pride, and iidiuman contempt of 
the Parialis or ouieasta. A more tmusunl distinc. 
tion is found in the etulom, by wliich indies of qua¬ 
lity may withiMil reproach »liiet os mnny lovcH aa 
ijiev Incline, ptoi'ided their birth be suitaMo; in 
n]iik.>qat:nco of which the k'gitimney of all the mein- 
bees i>r a noble family bcwmcs mure than prubk-ma. 
rinil In order, therefufe, to prevent lbi> nucctaltm 
from posaiDg entirely to mnithcr Wood, heritage both 
iu foyaJ and noble tiou«» desoends, not to the son, 
but to the slater's son. 

The liticela or BhiLht are a predatory ®ho 
3tand at the very opposite extreme of Indian sp- 
cietv Tbev occupy the ragged diflk and drllles in 
tlie'mouiiiaiJi-bonirT of Malwo, ilajpoolana, and 
GmeraL Tlwiigh plunder be thek “ being's end 
and wm.” they do not pursue it in large bands, 
or wry thrir licviutfltloit inUi dislaot eoimlfiis, 
Jibe the yiahrattas and Pijidaiees. They descend 
from the hills hy night, singly or in small troops. 
(*ITV off with asloDi^ing dexterity whales er <oin« 
within their rwu^h, and relom by morning to their 
retreats. They w ear no clothes eact pt a pi^ 
of dolJi round the waist; and. hebg armed only 
with bow and quiver, never miiJw an open atti^, 
but shoot &0B1 behind ifc^ks and basho. As i^y 
«u beef and mdulgc in intnsicating liquors, they 
have b^suppnsi^ to be outcasts from the gr^t 
ilindw commuiiily, and to have Uken refuge lit 
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tliesc ^kftoessfB ; bulr Sir John Mdeolm uiigns tm* 
flOHJ fyr hdievini^ ihat thej imve nnoeiit Mid Ml- 
gind iiislituiions of their own^ and at the Bsinr 
time bold tiie genrinl cr(?ed of Uio country- Tliej 
daiin for iht- whole tribe a df«dLiit ffom the gosat 
deity HIt& of Malt&deo, Thoy pay blind juid defot- 
ed obedience to Ih^ir dbnnnee or chief, A young 
woman who was eiaznloed before on Eagllilt court 
fttpwtlng m miiider with which her lather ond 
hi^band ftood charged^ eunfessed that they hod com- 
milled it; but nuunUitied that il woo wjthoiit 
bLoizte on their pant, m the dhnitnee hod commuid- 
ed it. TU» juitihcation not pmrLug iotia&ctory to 
tJie Judgifl, ahe n?pentedlj cxcMmedp " They hod 
the dhucuice'a onlur 1” and ibow'ed ei|iud aatofikh^ 
ment and indignalion oa being Jnformed thot this 
w'DuJd not entiUo them to a full arquitto]. 

Another ootire riice> altogether msigniiiciuit in 
point of n limber; Me jel utncmely intereatuig, 
from the Hgbt wliirh their nuifttieTii throw on the 
»rtieft itati^ of Hindoo iodety. The toy them 
boundary of Hynir li for a eoundcrable extent 
composed of die of mountainii called the NhiL 
gerrief^ tho loHiotl of any in Soudiem ludia^ and 
ming at some poinu lo upw-ards of 8000 fSfeL These 
eleraU^i tract* were not explored by the British 
tiil ISJO^ when the climater even imder the bum* 
iug akiet of the tropic, wrao found to he airaoit as 
temperate u ihai of EnglamL Its cool and rtfreah- 
tug bfee^ with the rich and roniantie seimery 
of bUla^ lakcfl^ watef^li^ putofa] ftframs and val^ 
teyi, render Ihii cDOBtry a deiighiffil rotrf!at for lhi« 
Buropemn invaiid. Got-emmeul, aecordinglyt hare 
ibmed there a tanihuy i^atmiif the pajticolarg of 
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whicb, and af it< dimiitep aic giTen Iw P/ofisamr 
Jifflesan in thd siic^ee^ing volume.* In the highest 
^'sUep of ibe NliLl^.m<» m found clan, colled 
Tudas^ wW do uot tfxcc^cd dOO in iiiimbiT, but ore 
very reninrlcabLe, ns ihe only Uribe yot disecreml 
wlio are ijo^oruit uf tlie Enyiholofy, rjuigiin^j learn¬ 
ings and mantieTSp so unliwaljy d^ilTused direr India, 
Thev ore stmngefa to the dirinidea who people the 
Hindoo pantheon ; even theoow la not CHteeaifHl by 
them m Moifd> though they sttaeh errl^in rdip^ 
dua idcAd to the dolrys which jlelda to tliem one of 
the moot volualib mnns of sut»btonce and wm^ 
niemj. Their temples ore dark hoineli, in which 
a little shining stone is the only object of worship ; 
but from these the Bramin is driven by them with 
anger and stufiietoii. Their language has some le^ 
aeUiblonce to the Tamnl and the Malayalfua^ whidi 
are spoken in the plains below; bat not a tincture 
of that cofflons inAiiion of t^anserit which pre™l5 
in thwie a^ the other Hindoo dialee^ There 
therefore, mine proiabLlity that they are indeed the 
rcamantof the aborippues of Southera India; ex¬ 
hibiting what Uieir aneestom were before they re¬ 
ceived, those institntious whkh have stamped upon 
the Hindoo race so pvcatiar a character. 

The Tndos are at once discimred to be a diflef- 
ent people Crmn ihe LniuibjtanU of the plaLns below. 
They ore talb athktU, with a bold bearing, wid 
Inttg bkek hair; ihrir countenance, distinguished by 
a Roman hdbc and a large Ml ifwaking eye, is 
lomerimes marked by deep gravity, soinetima anU 
mEU^ by a lively and mlrthM eapresskiD. The

ghee or clarified butter, which fomu their only ex- 
portahle produce. They dwell by faMilles in staaLl 
m&rrtM or cLuaten of huts, migrating from oue to 
anoilier according to llse convenience of ^umgr- 
They eecm atrangehf to war, having no weBjwns of 
attack or defii^nce; yet their demaunmr li hardy 
and fearless, betokening a sense of supenority to the 
n«tghboiiiTng tribes^ compared to vvboni they dignify 
tbemKlves nith the rxclitaivo title of mtfH- They 
are stridLy hudt'st^ aiid^ without Atoning their 
doo« day or nighu live in perfect niriy. They are 
repimtdied with Itahknai indule&co; the report 
that they put their infants to dcatb]^ lecins yet too 
alight to fix an deep a stain on their charaeto'. 

It seems newsary here to introduce some m- 
ooimt of tlie Asiatic races niPt Htndoo, w ho have 
settled in Indian These are dnidly Idohammcdaut^ 
Uie descendants of Uie early conquetors^ rdnforoed 
by successive liordrs of U%be^ mid Putins, aUiap.-ted 
tUthcr by the hopes of rising to power and fortune. 
The fjill of the Jllfigiil empire- nrariy anuibllaied 
their importance^ It converted them into Rilhtary 
adventuicji^ who either swoLlod tlie predatory lunds^ 
or fbuiid miphiymeat in Uic native courts, nwom- 
meaded by their boldness and wurage. 3Ir Friitiep 
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iDeittiDDs k rJkss cii])c4 ihe Punnee Paisii!, who ar-» 
rit'd on k iuigulkT BpKKS of Jiftvuuunuiw, A 
tnab, Biirnjnnded by cnumies and in danger of aasas- 
nnktioit, obtttinMl fiora dicni a oontniot to till *ny 
ope who tnighl be chnrgeabte with viok’Hoe toivkrd* 
him; kiid the kpowledge of this engpgempnt, wliieh 
Iboy wero knov^'n to falfil with saupulouo pnnc^ 
limiity, Jhroitd » imteritJ ufeguanl to iho peiion 
assured. The iMiuauInPUi chamctor, and 


simple in pHrale life, bat proud and ostentotloiu in 
pnbtic, hM remained nearly upaltoted. and its de^ 
lineiitiDn belpogs r*ther to the history of Mimiries 
where they are alii I the ruling mee. Since the time 

ofAurengrebe their bigotry has greatlyaba^. An 

interesting dtseription of their doroesttc hahito, gen«- 
rallv involved ia much guarded obacurity, has re- 
centlv been giren by an English lady, a Lom fortune

scribed aa mild, cheerful, ooptcnt with their lot, and

Iti njottfiequiMiTO of the TweRt iu™«a of thr Bru 
Ibb aJTPiSj Uie iMolniDinc^iftn* tweP 
ftom the Mabratto eenrtf. where they had found 
shelter, and their predatory hand# have been dk- 
«lTcd. Their religion, Jwwever, atill prevmla m the 
XTiS^ » 1 ata of Ilydrahad and Oude, as wdi aa in 

the indiwndentfflieof SInde. 

Ajwlher foreign rare of rensiderablc importance 
is that of ibe Panim « Peniana, the nnaenl wor- 
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Khipper? of fire^ long dnce driycn ficm th-eir nAtive 
comitry by tbo ^'r^qtuig ^ord, nf tbe Amba. 
The fury of UtAl inraaion is too ckwiy dcmonstmt- 
td by Lht" Jncl, tbst there renmDA in ibeif original 
mAta only a anmlj and poor remnant of this pnoe 
powerful pooplo. On the contnuy the refugees in 
India are niunofou^ and opulent. They tahe the 
lead in the oammereial trazimctianflor Boiii!My» Su- 
ratj and other nortlLrWi^tcrD porta ' Indti^ Uiov art! 
the proprictor^of aiiiUHt all the bouses in the foruier> 
^btainlng often very high mnU from the English re- 
aidents« Their general conduct is iqiikij orderly^ and 
rwpiJ^We; ihou^ their usual retir^ habits are 
eombined with tliat lare of occasionil pomp and 
aljDW^ whieh proimili so genenJlj ainuciig the inha- 
btianit of the E«b 

The JitSp or Jauts^ are a nuraeroiu people^ oceu- 
P>*ing the westem provinces wliieh border on the In-^ 
dlls. They appear to l^^e emigraied from the great 
pluna beyond tbe Oxus^ and retain still the anr- 
lik* and pastoral habiti of Scytbia^ We hare seen 
them become fdtmidablc by their valntir to the great 
cou^nierofs, as well as to the 3fogul mlmof Indw- 
Un. They were originally dirided into cantcuu^ 
under a republicoD farm of govenunent^ but they 
have iinee owned ihe suproinacy of the Hajpool 
slates^ paniculariy that of Eikanoer* Tod wnsiden 
the peasantry of i30rLh.wi'«trim India, as will aa 
the sectariaji race of the Seihs^ to be chiefly com* 
posed uf this tribe.

The Company Ibr some time were little more than 
an associated bodyof private adveoltirers; the Ouv^^ 
lior and DiieElcrs merely nweiving the funds «nu 
trihulcd by each individuilj managing them ac- 
ttnding lo his suggestion, and acoonnting to him for 
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ihepiieceeds* But in 1^1% liv ifpr^s^nlinir the rom- 
plcxitj- And inconvenicDce anting out of 
tisent, they preVAS led upon tlie mcjvliajits to unite 
into vfhni U termed a joinUatitek n^mpAny^ where 
the \eho1e iuitl stlbscribf^ was pla^ uuder tJae con¬ 
trol of the BrnMiofij and a diridend eonfonoahle to 
the gtneml r^ult^ of tlie tradp made adiong the pro^ 
prictom. It ha» been Alleged, how^et^erj thot when 
steal WH$ no longer stlmulAt^ by indltiduBl interest^ 
the commercial traxi$actions wen? not eondueled 
with the same economy^ and fielded less odyantage^ 
OU5 mpltuTta, The Company afterwards iavolved 
their aJTairs in the i?oiifu5ion of different intemta- 
An addition to their capital being from time to time 
natitired, vras procured hy a nvw joint-stock; and 
^ttms were aiLib»mlH?d bj fresh btHtics of adreoiureraj 
which were to be 94‘paratelj managt'd. Thua, by the 
year lOfiOp Tour diftEnet suWriptrons were foimed. 
J^Ieantime the Direclore were hanissedj not only by 
the competition of numerous intedoprre, hut by de¬ 
mands from rt^spcctable merchants to be admitted 
la a share In this IneotiTc traffic. The principles 
of comnicma!^ ai writ as of political^ liberty widely 
perruded Ihe nation; the Levant and ^Jusa^vj 
tradcfl had been thrown open with thf? happiest ef¬ 
fects ; and it was urged that oquaJ beiielitJ woiild 
aemie from openiug to the natiou In general that of 
India. In a new as^ociatjoni headed hy Sir 
HlLliain Coiirten, obtained penotssiou from the king, 
who wasalTow^cd a share in the udventurej toemhark 
in Alt Indi-pf^ndent trade with that eounlryv The 
concern p howev**?, was uul well ctindiicled, and could 
-not make head against th^ hostility of the Company, 
who MiTanced niuliipluHl charges agtdnst it. At 
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IcDj^h Uie furivLlege vL-as witlidj&wn; hm tin? Di- 
rectoi^ to inrorporate tlie capital whh thtiilr 

own, running what wnA l^roi^d the Uniteit Jdnt- 
stoclc. Its pnoprietors, h&wtverj in Idj^^ wert! um- 
poweml by Cnomwell ta ramue r sepamle c^m- 
tneroe. J*.‘flJcnisiiiS. w^rr rouM-d to tlie highi^st pitch ; 
and* aftericveralwfirm diijciisaionj^ itwaa agre^ that 
llie eJEcluajve mUfUJ ihouid be fatly rru^Utbluhodji 
and that the ditTereBt which hnd It'd to «ucb 

ccnriuiunr should be eoitsolidAted^ From this time 
the tmiLfiactlarra were ouried on. If not in. u more pio-i 
filablcj at least in a niuro ity^teniAlic manner. 

DiLriiig a nooiwe of ytisra fmm thia dnlej though 
the t-bmpony labouted under embarrasameni* the 
geueni prosperity of the countiy enabled them to 
rsitend their commerce* Their outivurd iovt^tment 
in goods and IniIJioiij whidi id lfT22 did not exceed

KUCC^ pitKldced, liowevcrj^ the iBiaaJ effect of eiciU 
ing etuulftlion among llic rest of the community. 
In 16B3 the plan of a «u1>»cKptKia for a new joint- 
slock was tokfn into coruideration by the kuig attd 
coimcli^ though without obtainlug their sadciioD. 
After the Revolution ilie prevuiliug aptrit of liberty 
jvndemi the z^o! of private adventurers still mare 
oetivc* The Cotnpafiy, howtiYtr, had alill influenre 
enough p in 10y3, to pmcuie from the efowTi a charter 
for tw^ntv-ene yearsj w'hkh authorixed them to ex-

the Ilffuse of C<pinniotii the kuiw yw poeumI a vote 
directly nfiindling this grant, llmt oasembty wm the 
jiioro confinned iit their hoitOity. when, hflTidg in. 
stltuted in inquiry* they dtscovmtl that lorgyaumi 
had been paid oi hribes to Uic Duke of Lewis and

P^JiAoic^iit for llie estub liftlimK ^n i of ajiu^bercompsiiy^ 
The prindplcs of eomnifc'mal logi^Lalion, howt^cr, 
beinjf jnel in tlieir inffiktify^ thli m^asore not 
fbimdi:^ upon any soiind or liberai baaia. It in no 
degree threw open the trade, bul merely trniiirerred 
the Dionopoly from one body In another; and a di^ 
reel injin^ce waa commitLed Uy oibwJng the new 
aaaociAtioD to eomintiice Ihcir opemlions bamediate- 
lyi their predeeesaon bang by tlii'jrdmner eiititb?d 
to a ROtiee of three yearn before theirejccluiflve trade 
abonld f?ea$e« Filially^—and tbie H as the real wnree 
of their too ample piieileget,>—the new eompony 
agreed In odviuire to gov^jment two miUJons stor- 
Ling at eight per eenL i % mofit prepcHkroua arrange¬ 
ment, whereby they deprived themielTeanf the capU 
lal with which thdr trade ought to have been i»rded 
on. The eonseijiieiice wm, that in Uidr firrt vo^Ttge 
they Were only able to a^nd out an investiEient of 
£1^,000^ while their for the same jienjan^ 

sent one of fii25,000- But tho old compony re- 
doub]i:-d their eltorti, condimted thdr afl!iiira with 
inrtpawd prudence and rautinn, and by thdr great 
tfxpenenro prated tbrmrelvea superior to ibdr new 
^mpetitors- The moot vior-rnt dkaemioni broke out 
in In^ilia between the riiral asaoeiationa ; each repra- 
iieiiting the other in tlie Idneki.iit colours to the na¬ 
tive powers^ who w'ere much disposed to listen to tbi* 
statementi of both* rjence ariKac an appreheusioii 
that the very ealsIjeDCe of Brillah trade in India 
wfti in pent It sef^med noctssaryp by fiome mwia 
or other* to Icnnmate this Ufiproitahle roiiflkl; 
and, after siutabk negotmljon, the rompanies agreed 
to a compromiie, and to act Vbcticeforth auder the 
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tUlo of the United Company of I^lerchftntd iradlnj; 
to ih^ Eaflt In d ies. Godnlpliii]^ ned^oned tile greater 
atatefTfiBin of the wna appmot4.‘d arbiler;, and on 
ihe ]mIs of Kis dfcisdoo wm farmod u ooiutitiitioD, 
whiefi, Vilth slight dlemtlons, has subwu^l to the 
preieiit day- There wm nominated a court of 
proprioton, comprifilng all who hold itoct to the 
amoimt of £500* These inrere to meet four 
yenr^ or oftenf'f if neceisaJT* to maho regtiJatloiis tor 
the management of the Company's alTkim, and deter- 
mine the amount of dividends They elected a com¬ 
mittee of twenty-fourj called aFten^^rds the Court oF 
DireetotSf whOp with a chairmanj condiicted all the 
details of biuineas and traffic. This was a govern¬ 
ment purely demoeratic; for_, though Mr j\f ill com¬ 
pares tlie chairman and direrloni to the king and 
lordSp they had in fctet no leglslotivo power nor in^ 
dependent Fonelions whatever; they were the mere 
servants of the body of proprietora. Vet the fact 
that, instead of sulTenng any Of the ipeonve^ 
niendcA oF demoontie rulej^ it has proved almost a 
complete oHpreby, centjingp as might be eipeetedj. 
in the Court of Directors- 

In 1730 a streniiDus effort waa madep by petitions 
brom the chleF mercantile taw'os^ to have the Indian 
trade thiwwn open to the uatHHi^ allowing the Com- 
pany to reiain the forts and other establish menla, 
and U> receive an allowwnce on the Imports and ex¬ 
ports. But ibe latter bod induence sufficient to 
defeat this application^ and to procure a lanber ex- 
teDiion of their charter for tliJrtv-three years. 

DuEing this interval the eircumatanoM of the 
Com pan V underwent an etitire and most important 
change/At first they iitempted nothing more 
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than to RiBiiilaiH fairtoTiei for the mccmiilliodatian of 
their and p1are» of deposite for their goods. 

Sir Thomas Eoo, ihdr aiohassiidor to the ^logid 
Mdji, had strenuously advised them to pnoeeed no 
farther^ and lo avoid forllfied station^j, which^ !»- 
■ides itlVDlving large expenses^ were likely lo e^dte 
jealdiisy in the native pmiceOj and to oceasioD rnln- 
misiwri. Yet Uietnamudlng vhafachn'nfthelrtdiafi 
cdiiefs rendom it douhtfnl how fer sufh a plan could 
have hrtffl punued with safety. Tlte Company 
Uiecefon^j os formerly obserFcdj ervcled several forts ^ 
they had even, in 1689'^ conedved the design of 
esLablisbing dominion in India^ and of making re¬ 
venue one of their sonrw of emoLiunefitr Yet down, 
to 1744 they had aequlred only a imall diftricts 
around Bombay^ and Calcutta. The war 

which then broke out in the Canmlic bad ihe effect 
of eodverting them into a military p<viv«y and of 
rendering th^rm, after varions rtrugghs^ virtual«ve- 
pfigns of that part of the country* Much more me- 
momble results azuse out of the wmr in Bengal and 
the victories of Clive, when they obtained the de- 
wattnee, including the mil occgpiinry of that pro¬ 
vince, with Bahar and Orissa, forming a territory 
more e^temive, and at that time ^uppoaed more 
opulent^ than Uie whole of Gnat Britaio* This 
c^^ent created an eictru^baiy senratiem, and iu- 
fpired both themselves and the naliou with an esc- 
travagant idea of their wealth ; their Afock roue lo 
2ti3, and dividends were declared at 12J per cent 
Theae treasures^ how^evcTj bdou became an ubject 
of ji^duiy and desire both to the people and the 
gDrVFrmncnt The quntiirtt was moot^^ whether 
any body of sub|ecta could cxerriie aft authority in- 
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depcniti^t of Ui^ supreme powers tiOt were mi- 
aMtera jIqw to prenouDcc Uiat tlie king mtErt be the 
Md and only #>vereigD of teffilor^’ conquered 
by die British anoB. TIiLb alarmuig eluin ^vas for 
die time evaded by an &£m.^jDeiit luodc In 17 ^ 7 ^ dmt 
die Compimy iiJiimId annually pay J^-IOOpOOO into 
die ExfhtL-qiicr^ and rediij:^ dieLr dividend to ten 
per wit* I upon wKidi d»^ were allowed for two 
yearn to retain their Indian apquijitloaa. In 17^ 
a similor wraiigement extended their power for five 
years longer. But at diis epodi a disastroua ensia 
W arrived in their aHaira That weajdi^ supposed 
aoimmeruep which bad exdted Ih^irowu exullation 
and the envy of the public^ proved in a great mraiure 
ilJuforyv Tlie levenues of Ibe eonqnered previncei, 
though v€r 3 ^ cnnsidenMe^ were found inadequate to 
defray the expenaea of wor^ the lapoclty of their 
oervanta^ and the exorbilntil dividends whieh the 
preprietots thought themselv^ entitled to deniuid- 
Thelr aJ^ra were nonr in a atate of extreme em- 
hoLmssinrfit, which they In vnin tmdeavoured to 
mitigate by loana from the Butk,^ first of £44)0^000 
and then of £200fi00- They were then under the 
□eoesaity of stating to govertniLezit their ahidnle 
want of an awominixlatioji to the amount of a 
mOlion and a half sterling. This application pLared 
Ibem entirely at the mercy of the minister who 
determined indeed^ aJW some heaitatlop^ to grant 
the request, but under rgnditians which might 
pcniDOte both his own influence and that of the 
crown. His terms were, that the Exchequer ihouM 
lend 1:1,400,000 at four per cent-, and fore^ 
ihe itiptdated annual payment of £4OO,rOC10 till 
that debt were disdj*Tg)«l. In return the CdmpaDy 
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wfte isol ditidp ibove sk; per cent till that 
jert should be accomplijhed; and ma their eitrifstion 
ftom difficulties were to pnj ts the rereuae ihm- 
fburihi of ttidr iurpliu luceipts at home. The Iftt- 
ler point wna JoiKUy denounced by the Campanj 
Ds exorhjLant and opprwive- lu fotij hawevtr^ it 
prared very nugAtoiTi anoe the relief froid cm- 
huressment^ and die passessiofi of a lUipluit pmed 
to be triaiofirg that flittered before iheir eyc^ but 
were oerer realized^ The minuter followed up ihi* 
measure by anotlier itjll mote offensive* refulat- 
ing their ronstitntkiii both at home and iii India- 
Thc qnnlihcatioD for n proprietnr was raiBed from 
JJfWI to J^lOOO^ wid only a fourth part iiistwl 
of the whole of the dlreetors wns to W auntially 
elected. Bengal and the territoria Hjinexed lo it 
were to be ruled by a poTemor-generat with 
a-TOWV eoujiclllon with ; while 

law wai to be administered by m chietjastke with 
£fh)DO B^yeaTp njtd three judges with JttiOOO- These 
last were to be appointed by the ctowtIj while 
the governor and eotincil were to be rtanted in the 
final iiutanre by t^rl lament i after which the pauno^ 
age of ihm offices WM to nfeert to the dimlofs,— 
subject^ bowerer^ to the approbation of govertimeut. 
The Company strenuously remonsUnted agninii this 
mmsy re as an mfringefnent of thetc rbartered priei- 
leges; but as Ihej had to eontetid wkh the minJsLiy# 
and were unpopular with the natiod, ill oppcailion 
on thek part was fruitless- 
Menutime they were actively eddeavouriiig to re¬ 
press the diaordefs which tv'gnji to appear in theiT 
Indian dominions. It was with this inject cMefiy 
thai €tiye went out finr the secuud tLmc^ though dr- 
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cumitanws soon oitervnirdi Ifd aUo to « vsat cxton^ 
tion of thei? torritoriiii ptopnly. The iwo primary 
ubyects of hia muaioa verOj to put oa ead to (lie «!i.> 
aeitoD of piesenU by Britlih ofliecn, who luid «□- 
riched theouel vto at the ex peiuc of the oatire po wen, 
and 111 iUpprest the iDtorool trade, in n gnjat mta^ 
goiv moitopaliied by thunii which hod been the 
source of iccuidulnlwi evUs. The first of thwte 
iDCUuiei heiarortKl with vigour, obliging the of* 
fieers not to accept a dogle present, niid nttoiduiig 
severe penalties Ui the violation of his order. The 
inegulor Unde, however, he is s^d to have partially 
ooDDived nt, with the view of favouring some pewonal 
friends, till the repealed mmittands of the Compony 
left him no choiw bnt to perform his duly, 

AfTaiis remained nevertheless in extreme disorder; 
and the revenue, an object of suth paramounl inle, 
nsi, had in no degree snawered the cKpeclnlioiu of 
the Cooipwiy. Amoiig the remedies a^p^ viraa 
that of sendUig out three persona of distinction and 
esperience, Mr Vunsittart, Colonel Ford, and Mr 
Srraflon, under the title of Supervitois, to inquire 
into the enuses of these evils, and suggest a mode of 
eouoteractitig them. A singular late befell tbeoe 
mninent personages; for neither they nor the vessel 
in which they Sidled were over heard o£ Tl» men- 
sure wns not resumed ; nod on the lUtolntino ^ 
Lm funned to appoint a govemor-geneiai, Pariia- 
ment nominated Mr Hastings, Tlie clwire «« en, 
tirely approved by die pioprietofs. That gentleman, 
in a siireesrion of subordinate situations, had dis- 
nUyed splendid taksits, and acquired great eipen- 
to Indian alfcir*. When recenUy acting m 
« eand in command at iladras. he had materially 
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improrai tli&t. McUlfmcttt snd the happse^t mult!* 
wen? aix^ordkigly fscpeiiied from Jm elevation to the 
supreme govemnieiit. 

Thewioiis Iraiuaelioiia by wbirh (ho ftdtpinj- 
stmtion of Mr Hastings was marked eidted in Bri~ 
tain intense interat^ and gave after hia nrtiirn^ 
to ADoie of the moat memorahle proceedings in tbe 
records of FarlUiiiieQL This iitdeni feeling has fong 
aince subsided \ the events to wbicli it related not 
having pennaoentlj aftktisl either the extent of 
the BrilLsh power or ita relation to the nadte states. 
A very' rapid outline of ibeffl will now satisfy the 
gvner^ re^er. 

The first measure^ and perhaps that cd the great¬ 
est indpcirtancej was dictated by the goTemoieiit at 
home. H i thertOj though our countrymE^n were rulers 
of Bengali the |tldiinml and financial deUils had 
been conducted by native officers. Thw in them 
pnsefit dependent situation could no longer oom- 
nmtid the nomswry respect and subniisSion. The 
English residenta too often set the eiample of to- 
anbordination, and the country was red need almofft 
to a state of aruirehy+ It was therefore detcnnuicd 
to place these brajiches under British agency^ and 
to bring them m much as poasiUe under the control 
ol the giTTemnient at Calcultiu Thii change was 
extremely momentoujj Involving complicated ar¬ 
rangements, of which ft wns not iJwiyA potfible to 
fomce the practical consequcncea. iL proved, ae- 
wdingly, that the new system eontftined many im- 
perfectioiu; yet the attachment whkh the nadves 
of India always manifested for Mr Histingi^ shows 
that hr Hod not negh-tied their wclftirejr and thutigh 
the alteration could not be acceptnhlej mode il os 
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cdDsialcnt as poffliWe vihti Uicir feeHna^ “id i*>* 
leieslt. 

lie found the pecanUry nJfeire of the Company 
at a point of cm(«me drpnssion, and an nnsiety to 
reliera them involved him in the tnmt queationahle 
part of hii pitjretjdiogs. The sitiiulion of the pm- 
vincea on the Upper Ganna afforded bun oppoe- 
tnnitia which he too rtndily embraced- The Vi- 
sii^, or Xabob of an ally of England, hav¬ 

ing concwved thedaign of eonqpcruiff Rohilcund, 
and enpellini the Palan r«e by whom It wm oeeiu 
pied, wlidted aid; offering In return forty Incfca of 
rupees, with the nuunieruiJice of the Britiah tnwps 
sent to lii* amutanof. The govcmor-eenetnl ccrtu 
KPted : and the Engliab in this espedilion found, aa 
usuaJ, that nearly all the »»*«» AsWiiig devolved 
upon Uwm, while they had the morUficaUoii to Ke 
their nllia indulge in outiagcous aeu of cruelty and 
iMine, This toVerily ha* been repivsented, though 
without siilBeienl reiBHi,« ptoduemg the enUie «- 
tirpatioti of the Rohillas; and the repmaeh incumd 
in cofuequenee of it fell to a topaidemblo estent on 
ihe EtiTopean iuia£ilifliiies+ 

In ibe qiiiUti,Tj tbe got^m&r-gcn^™ 

himself of uMlhef (cmiievliat doubifill of re- 
erni dog the Com^f^ fmgjiees. To the iedmu^ 
dainuDg the still lofty cl»rKter of Great WogiiI,aftcr 
driven from the main seat of ha gover^nt, 
hmA been awigned under British prolcetion the pro- 
XesofConialtdAllahabad. With the view ho^ 
legaining po«*i«i of bis capitals, he had 
beSinducStolormanallimwe with theaii^lUa,

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ccrdJjig to tlieir cmloni^ hini a vlrtnaJ priaonoT^ 
cxcrdaing in }iia name all the powi>r of the empire- 
TJn^ eTHi Db1i^[ed him to i^iie an order for deliver* 
mg mlo their handj CoFftb and AJIahalnd j tlioa^ 
the olTieer in the imcnediate coomtand chose rather 
to intrust ihetn to tli* linglialih The gnTefnnr^gene- 
raJ then iiuisted that the emperor^ bj going over to 
the BTahrattne, hod ifnoujic^ hia connexion witli 
the Britiah^ and aonulled iheLr ohligaHous to him. 
He Uierefun.^ took pos^essioii of those prorineesj and 
•old them to the Xabob of Onde fur fifty iacks of 
rupees. Ou the same ground the otinuaJ tribute to 
the Mogul prince vna dijeontlDued. By these pro¬ 
ceedings, Mr irasthigSj lliongh he did not make 
any permanent additioii to the revenuei reJkved the 
Company from Immediute distnsa. 

He was soon plneed in a very peculiar and irai- 
homfisiag situatioiL. By the new cxHistituUDu there 
were usaoelalicd with him four eoutieilhirs^ of wli^tm 
be wia only die pnf^ideiitj^ with a vote and nuting 
vote; thus making it pwaible that a hostile 
lily might boJd the lupiemc power Of these cuun- 
dlJoiB ijr Barwell alone adhernl to Mr Hastings^- 
while the tJiree others not eoJy refused to sulmiit to 
his gnidajite, hut placed ihemseJves ki direct and 
tematie opposition. Every measure piopwed "by 
him was rejected; the periems whom be had em¬ 
ployed on dlplomatk misdom were recalled^ and 
oihera ouhitituted; and the natives eiicoiira|;;ed to 
bring chaiges agaimt hinij which were taken intn 
full corisideratkui. Mr Hutings was thus curt 
ooJy virtiially depoocd^ hut ptaced as a criminal ai 
ihe bar of his own coort. He indlgnanirv refused 
» pkad hla £»n^ thm, which wu laid hold of as 
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& af jjEuiJt- At ouf tim^, in eoiifM[u«iicv ot 
hifl having Qrst offi^red jukI then retneted bh re- 
ai^ation^ thefe were actuallj two goTemmellld Is- 
Buiiig orders at once, so aa in give rise U an sppre- 
htimon of dviJ war. 

The death of Colonel ^lonstm liberated the go« 
vemor-generaJ from this siDgalsr oontnih and in- 
vesU^d him anew with the ^tiprvme power. Being 
Involved jn expemive wnn with Hjdet and Tippoo 
un the cooii of Coromandel, acid with the Mahi^ 
iA& In the wefit of Indiaj lie soon found himself re¬ 
duced to BeveiT finvieiaJ distrm. He had again 
rmuisc for relief to the upper provinces. Cbevt 
Sing, the rajah of Benares^ bad been for tociH* time 
a faithful alljv paying a moderate tribute^ with aa 
understanding that he Bhoutd be liable to on fanhpf 
demand. Under the preaure of the war, however^ 
•olidtatiofUi and etien reqnidticns wtfre addressed to 
him, both for additional advano!* in money and 
for m contingent of troops \ and as the jajah ahcjwed 
extreme reluctance to comply with these deiuandB, 
employing some of the usual dipfomatic artiGc^ to 
evade tJicfiii the govemor-generaJ formed the raso^ 
lution to throw him into prison^ and seke bU whole 
treasure. This firal deoigt] w^ai effected while Mr 
Hafitings himself was at Benares^ whither he had 
repaired with seemiag raihitsss, attended only by a 
few compankA of aepoya* The dtizeOJ, inflamed at 
the outrage offered to thdr chief, rose with a spirit 
^dom displayed by an IndLui jwpulaoe, cut in 
pieces the snu^ detachment of soldien^ and ^mablcd 
him to regain his liberty. Had they advmn«d with 
promptitude, they might have »lkted iheb ven- 
g«mec by the death of Mr Hastings, who had round 
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him dnJy a handfuL 4f but they loit theop^ 
portuuily;, mnd lie aisiie tus wiy to tbe 4ln>iig Ibf- 
y^of OifnRj. As sooB> hortevWj u he «ould 
iniuter his stneugtlL and oaJKMtiUce active opemtious 
the Indian Irocpe dupersed; dpon whkh the people 
loiumed to thdr luoal submiBsive babiU. The 
OBsilo of Bidgegurj to which the rajah had nelreated 
■8 hLa last reaDiirce^ ms reduced; but Cbeyt Sing 
dTected hii escape^ and the trwupe it contained iftTW 
(>und^ with reeiingi deep dmppokntiDeiit, lo ML 
abort of £300.1K», 

The spoil of the Eujah of Benam having thus 
MIed to fi^ord the expected supply, BIr llaslinga 
WHS driveil to a Mill enow unwurranluble raounje. 
An agmenentwai made with Aaopb-uhlkiwlah^ 
ndieving him ol a grtsl pait of thu tubeidiary force 
which he wa» hound bo maintatu, on conditkui 
of hii iiuiiiediaiely paying a large sum of manej. 
The full underManding was that ibb ihould he 
drawn frtun the colTefa ot the Begumi^ two aged 
lading the ftiigning nabuVa moiher and grande 
tnolher^ to whom hit fadier^ Sujah Dowlali^ had left 
the greater part of hla aeciunqhiied weajtln It was 
erdl fbruieeii that nothing but the severest torlim 
fxmld induce these venembk damis to yield up 
their treasured hotudi; andj aa every principle of 
duty and dewiey forbade the applicatlcui of ihii to 
Ihw own penaru, their favourite eouuchi were 
Ktxed^ thrown idLo dungeonsj and treated wjih the 
utmort indignity. Thus, afkr long ddaya and evm- 
Mona, there waa rxtncted &om them nearly half a 
xntlhan aieriing; whkh, however, did not amount 
to the auui especteth 

Bfr Haatingi poou after rttumed lo Calcutta, and 
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in FeiiruHj 1785 embarked Ibr En^laad* Bfter an 
■dminislraiiiifl of ihirleea yem. Dufinj? that pe¬ 
riod lliewoioe had iumMed; but 

ihe debt had been auginealed in a greater propor- 
tiiBi. Thif, however, had reeolted bom tbewm 
in wkirii the Companj were inrdved, partioilarly 
that with Hj'der, to which the goTBfiior-|jeneiBl 
could ecareelf be eotwidered a partjr.

Aitu 
mated hy thr poneat patriotism and iotegrity, or^ 
^^ndowed with a sound judgraent, he peThApa did 
□ot pofsatf those cfflnprebeiiBVe riewa which (orm 
the complete staiesman. He waa desmKiSi in ron- 
fonnity with bia imdrOctioiu> to abstain from ag¬ 
gression and conquest in every form ; yet we have

un opening hb grand eanapaign against Tippoo^ re-

Long 
obedient to the absolute rule of fbreigpera^ whoae 
mapnen and religioD they d^lked^ almost all ihrir 
national attaehmenu n'er^ obHtemkd^ Eapimohun 
Roy obfKrves, that the peafaotry in gencml are (|iiito 
ignoran l both of the former and present govern men 
and eonsequenUy quite indifferent to dther- Dti- 
affectioD u conlln^ to men of aspiring ehaiaeter 
and of ancient fanuJy, who have po longer any 
means by which they can mrive at power of office. 
The troops fight for py and plunder; being ready 
to defend him whoae brad they eat agnimt wve- 
reip, ffiends, and country. They do not, however* 
act from molircs purely mercenary, hut comider 
themselvca bound in honour to support the emuso 
of him by whoin they are malniaiiied^ and not to 
enter the rank^ of another till the fimt has com- 
pleUly lallen. 

The native army attained by gradual steps ita 
present sticngih and duciplinc^ A few «poy ba|^ 
talioQfl w«!re at first employed meivlyas an append^ 
*(pf to the Company'i forces; while a mptein, adju- 
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tuitj and wHBe Migwats, were ihf tnlv Hngluh 
officers attached to them. With the shllL which 
these comtniuiitsted, and the titir of muskelry, ih^ 
euilv vuiquished the im^lar troops of the ntitive 
prinM When the latter, howowr, began (o im, 
prove their militniy ^em and intrmliioe Eumpean 
tactics, it beesme ncceasaiy to false our sepoy fim* 
to a higher degree of efficiency ; their cDinplement 
of British olBters was progressivcJy inenas^, wd 
they were mOR and more asaimitiited to Rgiments 
of the line. This method waa brought into full ope^ 
radon in 1796; Riteewhirh time no native has been 
allowed to lise above the rank of snhahdar, the 
highest pay nllarhed to which ia 147 rupees per 
month; and in that statioit, afler a lilie of service, 
be it subject to the command, and perhaps the 
insolence, of the youngest European officer. Sir 
John hlalcolm eonsideis this stale of aflkira as 
very diseouraging to the leal of the natives; and, 
though he does not iwomniend that they should be 
raised to high commands, suggests that gianis of 
land or liicmtive civil smploymcnts should be be¬ 
stowed as a recompense for long and faithfuJ set- 

viees. The native army now comprise* above 230,000 

infcntry and 26,000 cavalry. The Company have 
also about 8000 troops leried in Europe. A num^ 
of king's ivgiments, the united amount of which 
must not rtceed 30,000, are eonstantly employed, 
and have douWe pay allowed them. 

The ftwntte of India is derived almost excliu 
iivdy fiBHi land ; and the English, a«oiding to the 
sample of the Jlogul gwvemment, were diipoeed to 
draw from Ll iheulmost possible imounlwbicb would 
leave a decent subsistence lo the owner and eulcL 
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%-mlof. Lord Ckjrnwijilltir^ with the cuncyiredw of the 
CompAtiy, dotermiiii'd to inlrodupe the *ysteni of per- 
Ttianeul BfUtfUicplt by wliSch ibo proprietOT woiild 
bo AsaiLTPtl llml, whcB the tai hmA. once been ll^ed^ he 
AhoiiJd reap the friiitt of wlsatever improve njent he 
iiii|:ht offect But iL U femartable Uiat extreme 
difficulty has been fQimd La BSceFlAiDing the red pro¬ 
prietor^ Tliere appeared three distinct parties hav¬ 
ing plausible pretenaiona lo be so djoaidefed^ These 
were the Great ^fogui^ tn whose place the ComjMy 
DOW atood; the lemindarSj or hereditary ofllcvri, 
who eollertrd the laDd-revmue and roiuitUd it to 
the sovereigD^ retaining a eertaln proportion; and 
the ryot^ or hereditary omipant, whoj provided he 
paid the awsrEnesit^ rOliM not be IcgalJ^' ejected. 
The latter appeared in Bengal lUider so hitmhlr an 
aspect, that it seemed impossible to rewgni^ his 
right to the dignified title of a landed profiri^tor; 
yet the observations of ilioae g+^ntlemm who hai«e 
had an opporiunlty of rloselj esattiining the dis- 
iriets TKhm lliinl^ injlimtiona n':inaiiHd in full 
force, to leave no duuM that llie lyot Lt the 
original owovr- The Institutes of Menu distinctly 
mn^ise land as the properly of him who rut away 
the wood and first ejeored and tilled it Wllk^ 
who hod very extensive means of acquiring koow# 
ledge relative to Sonthem India^ and wlH*3e view® 
upon the subject Sir John 3Ialco1m considers aa 
locuntrovenlblCj scenu to have aaeejtaitied that tlw 
ahaie of the piodiUK which couJd be clmaifd by the 
Kjyereign did not, a^'coitiiog to the ancient Hiudixi 
law* exwd a ibtih. In TravancOft^ i ndeedi the ojost 
Buihrm temtory p and the one least aflertod by foreigii 
conquest, h at thil mom^t variis from a twentieth 
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to a loftielb. Estensivc eacnurhiuciits vf«i? nuMle' 
by tli« <orqii(.‘riii|! dynaatiw profesaine (hit iroalcm 
religion; bui (iit rights cJoiiaed by thesefli*rce"waf- 
riora fMted entirely (tn their swopb, ■ctonllng to 
which they held aJib! m tlieir own the property 
and the petsuDs of ranijuubed infldcU- Kvec iinder 
the pniud 4 way of Rajpuatano, it had bcwinr the 
cotabluhcd maxi id of the i^ot;-"''The goveni- 
ment is owner of the rent, but I am the master of 
the land" It has been maintamed, that when 
reduced to the mere preliu of farming, he could by 
no means be conaidered as proprietor, but onlyaa 
perpetual leasee. Yet exen this narrowed pcawa- 
aion ii highly rallied and proudly hoaaled ot The 
Hindoo derives frofl) it an assured suhsistence, as 
the BDtl cultivated hy his fathers, and which, he 
hopes, wiJl be tilled hy hts descendatils- 

Ou the wboie, then, the only dispute appeare to 
lie between the sovereign and the ryot The «e- 
raindar, who merely collected rents for the Ibmier, 
seems to have no substantial dalm whatever, yet 
in Bengal, at the time when the setllemetil was to 
be mode, ho appeared the greatest man in the dia- 
trict, corresponding lo the country ^n tleman or the 
feudal baiuD of Europe- He lived with the pomp 
of u nobleman, and somelimei of a prinre; be com- 
niandfd a body of iroopf; he poaitsa^ even the 
diief crirainal jurisdiction within hia tiroits. The 
ryots, on ibe eonlraiy, reduced to the lowest po. 
verty. lobject to arbitraiy exaetioina, a^ to bare 
their animal payments misei! at the will of their 
firperlor, appeared to faith not as fufinen in ouf 
of the word, but rather w the villains and 
bondmen of the middle ag«. It wus determined. 
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tbenerorej f£i eonsidrr the zemiciiiAfa ti5 llie a^lxipl 
pfOpri«^ 4 Hii *iid Lhe rjoto merely as fentere. Tbe 
permaDeRt teltirm^l wu mwtu upn ibe former 
class I mid an payment of a flstd Annual sum^ whe¬ 
ther of the de»?riptiaii of tax or renlaJ^ but never to 
be incTiPBjed^ they femiuned in every other re^ieet 
the clew ouvnerf of the property. Tbey woe o^y 
required to jpve to the ryots a putiah^ or Iwnd fiaiiig 
tho annua] rent> on payment of whirc!i Uie latter 
were to remain undislarbed in the ocettpAtian of 
their farms. 

KcTer perhapa did a measure ori^nate in tiw- 
tivea » pQre> InTolring «o ei^leosive a saerihee^ and 
yet bo prodiKtive of so much distras and Injus¬ 
tice. It set out with wresting from the ryJt^ the 
great body of the agricuktm^ poptilatioii, rights 
which, though much namwed and invaded, wtie 
still fondly prosed. But w impcMihle Is it to pre¬ 
dict the conscqnencefl of any rettiarhabie change, 
that the unjuatly-fatoured class of aemlndara were 
those to whom It proved the most ruinous. The 
paymcnti demanded hom them amounttd In fact 
to nearly Iho each-rent of the whole ctHinlry. It 
was therefore diiieult for tliem to avoid Ediing 
Into anear. But non^pa?®^^^ ™ speedily fol¬ 
lowed by a summary proress of sequestration, and 
the sale of the lands^ while they had no means 
of drawing funds from the ryota^ tml™ by a me¬ 
thod^ which^ as will presently appear, la beyond inea- 
snre lodicHii and diJ^iy. Before they could pealxto 
their eenta, the bmni w'cre wised and sold foe the 
dues to government; and a most extensive Iraasfer- 
™e of property has been thus occasioned. Noe have 
tbe fyoii recovetvd iittyof thrir rights by the change. 
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Their pOTfjfty precluded iny attempl t* beconie ibe 

pniebiuer} of the roffeited esl»U3j whieh fell into Ibe 

hands flfapend*tort, roniutiJig genaalfy of the opi^ 
lent in habi tants of the eitiM. The etil i* dome, and 
eatUDOt vfuU be retrieired: the lands ^ wid, and 
no alKteh of iuslke adcuta of tbtdr beloj sraunwd- 
Indeed it seews acknowledged by ibe great«l oppo- 
DeRts of ilii« system, that the p^nple of pei^ 
pent KUJeraent, whatever mischief iu muapplica- 
lion may in tlie first insUBcc have produced, by 
enaimng to the proprietor (he fruits of aU the im- 
provemeut he may atssompUsb. » bt*iinung to pto- 
diKe the mosl happy effect*. Under this en«»ii^- 
mem, cuasideimble umIs tonneHy vrosto hn^« hew 
broitghl^ under cultura; Rmnan^li'ui Rsjyj. m 
bis kto evidenee before Parliament, thm 

the ryots, w-hoee poverty reml«» thsan little able 
to mAe head against a wcJtl.y landlord, tn m as 
uaptoteeled and impoverislicd a state as ever. 

In a wusidenihle pofthdi of lh« Camalic, an ar- 
laneenieni has been mow lecenlly attempt^ on an 
catuciy dlSeitiU pftiidple. In effecliUfi Uui 

•lire the fjois viare emwiderod as the real propria 
ton, and upon thorn the permanent settlvjnenl was 
made by Sir Tlwmaa ilnnro. That liberal go¬ 
vernor, however, was indooed by the orgetiiy and 
neoessty of the Cbmpomy to fix the rvnt at -to per 
cent, of the produce, which was so high a* to leave 
ga probability of its being then paid ; but it was 
hoped that the operatim of the system would pro- 
diKe in a short lime such an improvnrtneiit aa to 
even this high late not too burdensome. 
Meantime ■ccommodalioo* were made from year to 
jHir to eiicumstasiHS; but no final pus-

lo be grAtiLed till the pnjiDeiil reached 
the Btoiidard fixed hy Ibe CuaipHny. It vtaa over, 
looked in thia plan^ that the pemianeot 
of which the Improvement w'as expected to ortse, 
did oot exiflj coiuequenUj the benefits imtiirdly 
Oijwia^ from ti were fooked for in vain. An attempt 
woA ibcn mikde lo fornt a vtllage-adminutratiotir 
w'here the potaih or he^mao^ ievied ibc" rent from 
the ryoti, and was rcspoitrible for its aniount; bdng 
empow'eied^ in cate of any deieienry, to 1 * 3 ^ on im ex¬ 
tra BEseasmen t. This arrangenieii I was made first for 
ihiee^ then for ten years ; but before the last period 
expired the system had I'fllirely ^led^ aj^er great 
opprmion had been sufiered on the part of the cnlik 
vaLDf. Tile dheci lease was then again resorted lo^ 
with a deduction^ wh id] indeed Mumti had ttroDglj 
recommeDded, of a jbiiithor a third of the rent ori- 
finally t*VBctjed j but hardly any faTouralife resiult 
has yvl betfn obtained, eitht^r si to the improvemcut 
of the country or the relief of i to cultitTHorg. 

On the Western cosst^ the rent wu fixed, as in 
Tippoo's time, at 25 per ml for Canan^ and 3t> 
for Malabar; bnt the rigid ewction of this amount 
is said to have occisioncd. niunemns aaJes, and a 
great transfereneo of landed property. The Boro- 
hay government haj. been engagud in an extensive 
survey of the Mahmtta temlory^ «ded by the last 
treaty, with a view to a KtLletneot, whkb may cxirt 
first Ibr five^ then hr thirty years, and alterwards. 
be nndered permanent. A jgrvat portioti of thm 
territoijj, however, was from political motives as- 
s]gni*d to Ja^hiredars, who held it tu feudal lenure 
iinder the Eiigliih i^pramenb to whom they paid 
«>ly * zvfulaied tribute^ 
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Tli« l^ds of Gaz«rat^ which has aJwtijs bcflP 
tlie mofil ©ourtaiiiiig of the provinces, and whett- 
th^ eultivftLoT hits been lesut opprirssed^ are !el on

The Di«b|Hiny*fl A^hU w stated ta have aoiotm U 
od^ on. the lit Janoa^ 183^1^ to £32;,2J3ji^ in 
India, and £13^18,431 in England; in all, 
£48,13«1J0O, At Heiainr dale, their pfoperty and 
the debts dne to them in India were £36^^1j711?i

three millwiLs. But Mr Jl^Ciilkwh^ in the vaJn^Se

This positiop of ihe Compsuiy has piomptetl (hem 
u> gnait eifrtwns of wonoioy, <uid (o eteij' poadhli- 
reductk)!! Upon tbvir cstabUshniL-nls; but tlieflt- 
measun^, so far u they alTecl the miJitary, hnvr 
only given rise to eonsiderablu disooutenL 

The JudkiHl armugomonts lotrodum] Mht- 
quii Cornwallis proved, if possible, stiJJ less satisfaiv 
tory than those Tetaling to revcniie. In India, as 
oi-er all the East, this brandi of odmiDistraliDu was 
exorrised directly and perwinaJly by the sovereign 
or his deputy, i^ic xemindaf. in this last eapacity, 
at once collected the nrenua, maintaiDed the police, 
fljid di-cided in all c»s« ntil OJid rrimuittL This 
he did by a summary prows*, hewing each cause 
from the tnbUlhs of the parties, and judging accord, 
Lng to principles of equity vritliout any tcchnicaJ 
rule cff study. His sentence* were ofli'n corrupt 
and prejndiftd ; but they were prompt, and found¬ 
ed upon an intimate knowledge of the pemous inter¬ 
ested. The British, on ssauitiinig tlie gpvenmient, 
acted at fint upon this principle, ao &r a* to com- 
bine the office* of j udge and eollector. Lord Com- 
cvallii rejecting these arrangement*, wliich were 
ceriunly W»e in principle, atiempied loo hastily 
10 subUitute the full and nguJar apeiatinn of Eng¬ 
lish law.

Tills systeiD^ liowevcr plausible mid well Intend¬ 
ed, was found in it9 operation Teiy lidsaJtahle Ui 
the bibiU of Indimi wwiety. Instead nf the brief 
Bfid sumiiLHiy^ pmicess, fuimded on obvious and coiu- 
mon-aense principles, there was suboUtulad a eoni- 
ple3L eqdoi In a great measure unknown to the people; 
and, ijiste&d of stating their own case and obtain- 
ing B dedidau at onee^ th^?y w'tfTC obliged to employ 
pliadera^ a new class of men whom it w'na necea^ 
sary to creAto for die puipCHse, while they bad aku 
to endure the JiiuneroiLS InL-cnvenieiieei of protect¬ 
ed lEtigation. These were soon multiplied. It ii a 
gemind pmctice In India never to dbriurge debts tlLL 
campellt^ by necessity; and when Lt wns discuvenii 
that by not paying till a lawsuit was Institiited a 
long delay could be gained^ this enurae w-as adopted 
in an extent which increased incredibly the num¬ 
ber of processi^ The time thus spent, and the 
lemptution to profit by It, w^ere more and more aug- 
merited^ till the undecided swelled to an un¬ 
precedented multitude. These delays, amoiinttog 
almost to a denial of justice, caused, as already ob- 
swid, the ruin of the w^hole body of xemlndais 
witliout any benefit to their dt>pendmt i^'UtA. Even 
afli^r the fulkist etaminalioii, the English lawyers 
found Ihtimstdvei vi;ry lU qualified to fonii a romvl 
opioiaiu The general indiJfiereiice to the obligation 
of AO oath, which Uie nwel respectable natives con- 
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aider anlawAil, Joined U> ih^ jgnonmee of the judgi? 
in regard io habits uid modes of tbinking altogether 
forrip to those ivbidi prevail Ln England^ lecidered 
it impossible ta dlscorer the truth in nian^' casee^ 
where the ahrewd sense and ImL experience of the 
Li-mindar would bare discerned it bj a spedes of 
mtuiUoRi In consequ^ce of the dlRictiUy of bting- 
ing tbe pilly to juslice^ the system of decoity for 
sorme time inpreased la a great degree. Ko Odmpletr 
reniedv bas yet been found for these defecta In the 
legal ^tem, and a complaint was recently made in 
a jiatJiiViicwspftper^ that evOT one who had brought 
a plea before the fiupreme oaurt found it termlcuite 
in hio Ttnn. The expedients from which inlelLigent 
writers entertain the greatest hape> are the more 
frequent employniedl of natires, and the extenaioti 
of the pundiayeK—a sort of Jury, wludi tn nmiiv 
districU there is a great disposition to employ.

Though his income la probably more li-p 
lieral ihao he wuiild have vnjoy-ed at horue, the ne- 
r«isary expeiues arc Iwgu^ and there are many 
temptationa to extravagance. 

The Hindofoa and the British havo two entirely 
diiferY'nt modes of spending money. The former 
^phjy it in numerous trains of attendaals, and oc- 
rasiona] hui jnagnifleent public cxhihltlonSp while 
their daily pMfV and domcitic liabits are simple in 
the extreme^ The English at home, with much Jess 
legHitl to ihow* study chiefly good living and rom^ 
fnrtable BccommodatiDn^ In India ibcv unJic both 
these modet of expejtditure. The pomp is dictated 
to them by the hishioii of the coimtryi and the ne. 
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resailv of obliiiiiitig respect among tfae pwpTep whiU* 
the I^UfV of the Iflltk* is cnaformable to their pre* 
vioBs hBbitSj ttnd nfeesary to preserve iJieir influ¬ 
ence among tlioir ctHUJirrmen. 

The mainK-nanee of a niimeioiB body of ser¬ 
vants it alt expense which the usages of theitiunlry 
unavoidably entail upon the Eumpeno iHvknt. 
Tliii is the kind of state in which alKni'e all odien 
the opulent uatives delight; and in iunfomity to 
it a svslem bas been «^b1ished, by whisdt each do¬ 
mestic nppttJpHales to hhntelf a petuliar and very 
limited fnnctiun, hcy*”^ which he will on no ac- 
count proceed- Theit! must be a flambcan-lxaref, 
water-carrier, water-cooler, palanquin-bearers, pipe* 
hrfdcr, iraas-culter, and olhem whose duties arc u 
striellv limited. The olHiinacy with whidi the tuu 
tires adhm to every thing connected TiTith taste ai^ 
einploTment, renders it impossible to break thiou^ 
these 'restrictions. A serranl of all work is quik- 
unattainable. Hentc, for a family, thirty <himes- 
ti<s are considered a very moderat* establishment. 
But this remarli, in i<* fu^i chiefly tppli« 
to Calcutta, At Madras and DomLay the sub¬ 
division of work is uiurh Itiss minute, and 
quently ihit namlx'r rwiai red is less fonnidable. Thia 
bodv of meniBls. hower-er, is maintained at no vef)* 
cxtmvagnni cost- Tlieir usual pay is small, acHiunt- 
infi in the case of palanquin-beartim to not mofc 
than four rupm monthly, though the upper ser- 
,Tit,ts tmivt from ten to twenty, and sometima even 
more; but they supply ihemselva w,th food ^d 
clothing, and generally live out of the hoi^. The 
expense U therefore not m great w might be apj^ 

SJded,ai»l it consists in uExMratoof wages, which 
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m^y alvp-Kp be exactly coJciOaled. Most of those 
employed, iherefore, especioJIy m the dvU A?r\ 
might, with dueetoiiOQiy,casilj£uppon tliemseLm 
In comfort, and oeiife with a eojupeLent fortune- 
As the inoomep too, of individual is known 
from the si tuaLian which beholds^ there is no temp^ 
tatiun to ImpuBe on the public by lalse appearwae^s. 
But tlioughllesa youlhj, with a ulerd ollow^ce and 
an o^ufaiice of progressive advaJiceiueiibacciistjoiii^ 
perhafw to expensive hahits at home, and removed 
from die eye of their rvlatioixs, aro, neverlheJes;, 
loq apt to indulge In a profuse style of Jiving, A 
debt, which tbdr atigineiitiiig motijocs may enable 
them easily to dbehorge, appears no veiy seiioua 
evih They obtain, ample Jmjis from the native ba¬ 
boo, or money-lender^ a most aceamiuodating and 
profligate pemti, who readily sulvanees funds to 
aJmost any extent, Aa soon as, hy the euTtimulo- 
tion of pniicipiJ and interest, he him gfji the yatmg 
Englishman cumplciely in hia power^ he begins to 
as a ntastcr, inaists on proviiiing him wuih a 
dttar^ or superintendent of the hansehold, tlirotigh 
whuN^ liands a|] hh money must posa. This func- 
tiooaiy defrauds in every possible shape, acts in 
collusion with the dUferent tradesinen employed, 
and uHen obJigei his master to incur dishonoux by 
appointing him to plac%!S of importance and emoln^ 
mvnt. In short, the unhappy youth links deeper and 
deeper, till, when the lime comes that be ought lo 
have miiraed to Europe, he finds himidf over¬ 
whelmed in hopeless embairassmentr 
As a capital^ CaJtuita dllfers In many Lmportiuit 
Pcspecu Jnim: Uiose of Europe. It has not a single 
P public lUnn3ementL^lo ihtaircs- — no gam- 
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iii£-hnuae«. It liM no e«ilitiC9of painting or icylp- 
tui«, vrry lo'v in^titutioDB Tor luoful or scdeottflc ptir- 
poa«s—onl^ one lilerory Bociely, the Asiatic; btil, wi* 
must add, a fine botanical garden belunging to the 
Company.* This description applies equally to 31 a- 
dias and"Bom Lay. Private tliea tH nls^ ho wcTi-ef, me 
CDTumtm all over India, more particulnrly at the pre* 
sidencies. Jlasqueradware frequent, and often sac- 
c^ful; music is muck cultivated, and coniidetuble 
eDoour^mient bestowed on profsaort. isomc years 
ago in Calcutta, a French family of musicianii having 
Iwii unfortunate, a wncert was got up for their be- 
uofi t.

The C'bureb Aflssionary Societyj instituted in 
1800, dirceted their fiisi exertions to the dtilin- 
thm or Africa, and pazticularly to the settlemojit 
at Slnta Leone. It was not til! about J813 that 
they bt'gan to employ epr>qia in Calcutta and Madras. 
These establishlOents have nnee bewi verv ipeatly 
enlarged, w as to render this one of the chit?theatres 
of their pious exertions. They have pakicuJarly 
sotijhl to promote their object' by the eneiion of 
schools, in which a oommuaientiaq of the auperior 
knowledge possessed by Europeans aecompanies, or 
prepare fur inttiation into sound nligiuiia vkwa.

«ing extended heyond the bounds of inlemal cou- 
It ii auiintained, however, by manv 
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iutelJigent perfions^ that if EuitipeaiL akilf, capital, 
add Enacbinery, wei¥ applied to the pTvdoction of 
this artirlij and if ii wen? admitted on temw of 
wjtiality, India could eanly mpply the whole Bri- 
lAAh empife. 

Tobacco was not originally mised in India, Aa 
Boon, bowevej-^ os the Europeans, who had found it 
in America, introduced it into the Eftftt^ the sin^ 
gnlar ffa^nation which this leaf poasmes Tvnderod 
it on ohjtTt of reseanch among the InhabitantSw It 
come into gencual asc>; and, iHdng well itted to the 
8oih w-as estivated in every quarter to the full e^x- 
tftjit of the demand in the native proviiteegi^ lliough 
witliont having ever become an article of exporta, 
tion to Europe.

eious luetnls which il'pottesajd, and looked qjwn ih* 
roiinquishitient of these as the niMt ruinous of ail 
transaellons* This was a chinsericsl distim, the 
grutinds of which ate now almost entirely remoTtd. 
The Ctnnpany, by means of their temtorial leveniies, 
mid of the remittances from their sereanfs to Eng- 
[and, are enabled (o rapplythe pecuniary port of their 
mvmlmnntswilh very little export of bullion; w hile 
the privnie merchants have obtained nearly the same 
rwult, by the gust quantity of Eurtpe^ manu^- 
turoa which they have succeeded in intiodiKing. 
Formerly woollena wero the only British fabric that 
fouid find a market, and the Company even boosted 
that they sent out tliescsoLdyon a patriotic principle, 
and with toss to themsolvei.
